Whereas:  The  transplantation  of  these  stem  cells  has 
shown  to  be  less  likely  to  incur  Graft  VS.  Host  Disease 
and  other  complications  resulting  from  the  body's  rejec- 
tion of  foreign  cells  than  a  bone  marrow  transplant,  there- 
fore may  have  a  higher  survival  rate,  and  higher  quality  of 
life  after  transplant;  and 

Whereas:  According  to  the  Journal  of  the  American 
Medical  Association,  10,000  to  15,000  of  Americans  each 
year  who  need  a  (bone  marrow)  transplant  (about  70°  o) 
are  unable  to  find  suitable  donors,  a  large  portion  of  which 
are  children  and  minorities;  and 

Whereas:  The  collection  of  cord  blood  is  painless  and 
safe,  with  no  risk  to  mother  or  child,  and  can  be  stored

Whereas:  Colleges  and  universities  accept  upwards  of 
80,000  more  students  than  can  be  housed  on  campus;  and 
all  students  benefit  from  city  provided  services  including 
police,  fire,  sanitation,  transportation,  public  works,  parks 
and  recreation;  and 

Whereas:  Size  and  scope  our  police,  fire  and  emergen- 
cy medical  service  departments  are  heavily  influenced  by 
student  population;  and  Boston's  heavy  student  popula- 
tion is  driving  up  the  cost  of  providing  basic  City  Ser- 
vices; and  these  costs  are  unfairly  shouldered  by  Boston's 
taxpayers;  and 

Whereas:  Area  college  and  university  endowments

Whereas:  Repairing  the  pilings  involves  digging  down 
below  the  foundation  and  replacing  the  rotted  wood  with 
steel  supports  encased  in  concrete  which  can  lead  to  costs 
ranging  from  $250,000  to  $1  million  depending  on  the 
size  of  the  building  and  the  extent  of  the  deterioration;

Whereas:  The  Groundwater  Trust  has  been  successful 
with  its  mission  and  goals,  but  a  long-term  solution  is 
needed  to  address  this  problem,  and  because  the  city  and 
state  are  responsible  for  the  underground  infrastructure;

ORDINANCE  PROHIBITING  FOCUSED  RESIDENCE 
PICKETING  (DOCKET  NO.  0165) 


CITY  OF  BOSTON 


JANUARY  25,  2006 
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AN  ORDINANCE  PROHIBITING 
FOCUSED  RESIDENCE  PICKETING 

Councilor  ROSS  offered  the  following: 

Whereas:  The  United  States  Supreme  Court  has  ac- 
knowledged that  the  government's  interest  in  protecting 
the  well-being,  tranquility,  and  privacy  of  the  home  is  of 
the  highest  order  in  a  free  and  civilized  society;  and 

Whereas:  The  practice  of  picketing  before  or  about  res- 
idences and  dwellings  causes  emotional  disturbance  and 
distress  to  the  occupants.  Focused  residence  picketing  is 
dissimilar  from  virtually  all  other  forms  of  picketing.  Its 
purpose  is  neither  to  disseminate  information  widely  nor 
to  persuade  the  public-at-large.  Focused  residence  picket- 
ers  do  not  bring  their  message  to  large  population  centers 
where  audiences  mayor  may  not  be  receptive  to  their  mes- 
sage. Instead,  focused  residence  picketers  target  individu- 
als in  the  privacy  of  their  homes  and  do  so  with  a  message 
designed  to  harass,  intimidate,  and  frighten  the  occupants 
of  those  homes;  and 

Whereas:  The  provisions  of  these  sections,  which  may 
be  known  and  referred  to  as  the  "Safe  at  Home  Ordi- 
nance," are  intended  to  provide  protection  from  harassing 
and  intimidating  speech  directed  at  and  into  the  homes  of 
residents  of  the  City  of  Boston.  Although  no  ordinance 
can  or  should  completely  shield  individuals  from  such 
speech  in  all  locations,  this  ordinance,  in  conjunction  with 
other  laws,  is  a  useful  tool  in  protecting  residents  in  their 
homes;  and 

Whereas:  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  rest  on  firm 
Constitutional  ground  due  to  the  United  States  Supreme 
Court  ruling  in  Frisby  v.  Schultz  (1988),  and  the  provi- 
sions of  this  ordinance  are  intended  to  comport  with  this 
ruling.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  (a)  are  content 
and  viewpoint  neutral,  (b)  leave  open  ample  alternative 
modes  of  communication,  and  (c)  are  narrowly-tailored 
to  serve  a  significant  government  interest.  The  provi- 
sions of  this  ordinance  do  not  prohibit  all  forms  of  protest 
or  speech  in  a  residential  area  (e.g.  it  does  not  prevent 
marches  through  a  residential  neighborhood  or  picket- 
ing on  a  street  comer  that  is  not  focused  on  or  about  a 
house  on  that  comer);  instead,  these  provisions  represent 
a  balance  of  interests  by  allowing  marches  and  picketing 
in  a  broad  range  of  venues  while  still  protecting  against 
the  most  harmful,  focused  kind  of  intrusion  of  the  home. 
Similar  ordinances  have  been  upheld  by  the  United  States 
Supreme  Court  (Wisconsin),  Federal  Appellate  Courts 
(Iowa,  Nebraska,  New  Mexico,  and  North  Dakota),  and 
State  courts  (California,  Minnesota,  and  Rhode  Island). 
NOW  THEREFORE, 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol- 
lows: 

CBC  Chapter  XII  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  section 
CBC  12-14  as  follows: 

CBC  12-14.1  Purpose  and  Intent. 

The  purpose  of  this  ordinance  is  to  ensure  the  protec- 
tion and  preservation  of  the  home  and  that  members  of 
the  community  enjoy  a  feeling  of  well-being,  tranquility, 
and  privacy  in  their  homes  and  dwellings  without  intru- 
sion or  invasion  from  focused  residence  picketing. 

This  ordinance  is  intended  to  be  interpreted  and  imple- 
mented in  accordance  with  Frisby  v.  Schultz,  487  U.S. 
474  (1988)  and  is  intended  to  achieve  the  greatest  level  of 
protection  to  the  home  possible  under  the  law. 

CBC  12-14.2  Prohibition. 

It  is  unlawful  for  any  person  to  engage  in  picketing  that 
is  focused  on  or  targets  a  particular  residential  building  or 
dwelling  unit  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and  it  is  unlawful  for 
any  person  to  engage  in  picketing  that  occurs  solely  be- 
fore or  about  a  particular  or  targeted  residential  building 
or  dwelling  unit  of  any  individual  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

CBC  12-14.3  Penalty. 

Each  and  every  violation  of  these  provisions  shall  be 
subject  to  a  fine  of  three  hundred  dollars  and  no  cents 
($300.00).  Each  day  that  a  violation  occurs  shall  be  con- 
sidered a  separate  and  distinct  violation. 


CBC  12-14.4  Applicability. 

If  any  provision  of  these  sections  imposes  greater  re- 
strictions or  obligations  than  those  imposed  by  any  other 
general  law,  special  law,  regulation,  rule,  ordinance,  or- 
der, or  policy  then  the  provisions  of  these  sections  shall 
control. 

CBC  12-14.5  Severability. 

If  any  provision  of  these  sections  shall  be  held  to  be 
invalid  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  then  such 
provision  shall  be  considered  separately  and  apart  from 
the  remaining  provisions,  which  shall  remain  in  full  force 
and  effect. 

CBC  12-14.6  Implementation. 

The  provisions  of  hese  sections  shall  be  effective  im- 
mediately upon  passage.

Rule  1 .  Unless  otherwise  ordered  from  time  to  time, 
and  except  on  holidays,  the  regular  meeting  of  the  city 
council  shall  be  on  Wednesdays  at  1 1 :30  o'clock  A.M.  in 
the  Christopher  lannella  Council  Chamber,  One  City  Hall 
Square;  Boston,  5th  floor.  Special  meetings  may  be  called 
at  the  council  president's  discretion,  upon  a  forty-eight 
hour  notice  from  the  time  the  notices  are  mailed  or  dis- 
patched by  special  messenger  to  the  clerk  and  members 
of  the  council,  or  relayed  to  each  councilor's  office.  Spe- 
cial meetings  of  the  council  may  be  called  by  the  council 
president  upon  less  than  forty-eight  hours  notice  in  the 
case  of  an  emergency,  and  with  the  consent  of  two-thirds 
of  all  members. 

Quorum 

Rule  2.  A  quorum  of  the  council  shall  consist  of  seven 
members  and  any  member  may  call  for  a  roll  call  on  the 
question  of  the  presence  of  a  quorum.  If  at  any  time  any 
meeting  is  called  to  order,  or  if  during  a  meeting,  a  roll 
call  shows  less  than  a  quorum,  the  presiding  officer  shall 
call  a  recess  of  not  more  than  ten  minutes,  after  which 
time,  if  a  quorum  is  not  present,  the  meeting  may  be  ad- 
journed by  the  presiding  officer. 

Presiding  Officer 

Rule  3.  The  council  president  shall  serve  as  presiding 
officer  and  shall  assume  the  chair  at  the  hour  set  by  the 
previous  adjournment,  call  the  members  to  order  after  a 
roll  call  showing  a  quorum  present;  and  proceed  with  the 
regular  order  of  business.  The  council  president  shall  se- 
lect a  president  pro  tempore  to  act  in  his  or  her  absence 
and  serve  as  vice  chair  of  the  committee  of  the  Whole. 
In  the  event  of  the  absence  of  both  the  council  president 
and  the  president  pro  tempore,  the  senior  member  by  age 
shall  preside. 

Appealing  a  Decision  of  the  Chair 

Rule  4.  The  presiding  officer  may  speak  to  points  of 
order  in  preference  to  other  members,  and  shall  decide 
all  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  from  the  deci- 
sion of  the  chair,  but  no  appeal  shall  be  considered  unless 
properly  seconded.  No  other  business  except  a  motion  to 
adjourn  or  to  lie  on  the  table  shall  be  in  order  until  the 
question  on  appeal  has  been  decided.  The  question  shall 
be  put  as  follows: 

"Shall  the  decision  of  the  chair  stand  as  the  judgment 
of  the  council?" 

The  vote  shall  be  by  a  roll  call,  and  it  shall  be  decided 
in  the  affirmative  unless  a  majority  of  the  votes  are  to  the 
contrary. 
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Matters  Properly  Before  Council 

Rule  5.  No  motion  or  proposition  of  a  subject  differ- 
ent from  the  one  under  consideration  shall  be  admitted 
under  the  color  of  an  amendment.  Any  motion,  order,  or 
resolution  which  has  been  previously  debated  and  acted 
upon  in  the  current  municipal  year,  or  which  conflicts 
with  the  city  charter,  federal  or  state  constitution  or  with 
rules  prescribed  by  existing  city  ordinance,  federal  law  or 
state  law,  or  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  presiding  officer 
does  not  have  a  direct  bearing  on  the  business  of  the  coun- 
cil shall  be  referred  to  the  committee  of  the  whole,  and 
shall  not  be  further  considered  by  the  council  except  upon 
report  by  that  committee.  There  shall  be  no  appeal  from 
the  decision  of  the  chair  hereunder,  and  this  rule  shall  not 
be  subject  to  suspension.  Upon  invocation  of  this  rule  by 
the  president,  no  motion  shall  apply,  nor  shall  unanimous 
consent  to  speak  on  the  matter  so  referred  be  in  order. 

The  committee  of  the  whole  may  report  that  any  mo- 
tion, order,  or  resolution,  so  referred  to  it,  is  out  of  order 
for  the  reasons  contained  in  Rule  5,  and  its  report  shall  be 
a  final  disposition  of  the  matter,  subject  to  an  appeal.  The 
same  provisions  as  those  governing  appeals  from  rulings 
of  the  presiding  officer  shall  govern  such  appeal. 

Recess 

Rule  6.  The  presiding  officer  may  at  any  time,  during 
debate  or  otherwise,  declare  a  recess  for  not  more  than 
twenty  minutes  and  such  action  shall  not  be  subject  to 
appeal,  nor  shall  any  motions  apply  thereto. 

Propounding  Motions 

Rule  7.  The  presiding  officer  shall  propound  all  mo- 
tions in  the  order  in  which  they  are  moved  unless  the  sub- 
sequent motion  shall  be  previous  in  its  nature,  provided 
that  in  naming  sums  and  fixing  time,  the  largest  sum  and 
longest  term  shall  be  put  first. 

Deciding  Questions 

Rule  8.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  these  rules,  the  pre- 
siding officer  shall,  without  debate,  decide  all  questions 
relating  to  priority  of  business  to  be  acted  upon. 

Dividing  a  Question 

Rule  9.  The  presiding  officer  shall,  at  the  request  of  any 
member,  make  a  division  of  a  question  when  the  sense 
will  admit  of  it. 

Doubting  the  Vote 

Rule  10.  The  presiding  officer  shall  declare  all  votes. 
If  any  member  doubts  a  vote,  the  presiding  officer  shall 
cause  the  vote  to  be  taken  by  a  roll  call. 

Vacating  the  Chair 

Rule  1 1 .  When  the  presiding  officer  wants  to  vacate 
the  chair,  he  or  she  shall  call  on  the  president  pro  tempore 
to  take  the  chair.  In  the  absence  of  the  president  pro-tem- 
pore,  any  member  can  be  asked  to  assume  the  chair.  The 
presiding  officer  may  resume  the  chair  at  will. 

Agenda 

Rule  12.  The  original  and  twenty-nine  copies  of  any 
message,  ordinance,  resolution,  vote  or  other  measure 

submitted  by  the  Mayor  shall  be  delivered  to  the  office 
of  the  clerk  before  1 2  o'clock  noon  one  business  day  pre- 
ceding the  Council  meeting.  Such  submission  is  a  prereq- 
uisite to  any  item's  consideration  at  such  meeting. 

The  original  and  two  copies  of  any  order,  ordinance, 
resolution  or  committee  report  (including  consent  agenda 
items,  but  not  reports  of  the  committee  of  the  whole  voted 
during  a  recess  of  a  council  meeting),  provided  that  Rule 
34  has  been  complied  with  in  the  case  of  committee  re- 
ports, submitted  by  a  councilor  shall  also  be  delivered 
before  12  o'clock  noon  one  business  day  preceding  the 
scheduled  meeting  of  the  council.  Such  submission  is  a 
prerequisite  to  any  item's  consideration  at  such  meeting. 
Twenty-nine  copies  are  to  be  delivered  to  the  city  messen- 
ger by  the  first-listed  councilor  office  submitting  the  mat- 
ter; but  only  one  copy  of  each  matter  to  be  considered  on 


the  consent  agenda  is  to  be  given  to  the  city  messenger. 
Duties  of  the  Clerk 

Rule  1 3 .  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk,  acting  as  clerk 
and  parliamentarian  of  the  council,  to  prepare  and  cause 
to  be  printed  for  each  meeting  a  listing  of  all  matters  sub- 
mitted for  consideration  to  the  council  in  accordance  with 
Rule  12;  such  listing  shall  be  known  as  the  agenda,  and  it 
shall  be  divided  into  two  sections,  the  latter  of  which  shall 
be  known  as  the  consent  agenda. 

The  agenda  shall  include  a  list  of  all  pending  coun- 
cil matters,  such  listing  being  also  known  as  the  "green 
sheets."  The  green  sheets  shall  include  all  thirty  and  sixty 
day  orders,  matters  assigned  for  further  action,  matters  on 
the  table,  unanswered  1 7F  orders,  Home  rule  petitions  not 
responded  to  by  the  Mayor  and  a  listing  of  all  matters  cur- 
rently assigned  to  committees.  Said  matters  shall  be  listed 
in  accordance  with  the  order  of  business  as  described  in 
Rule  17.  Said  agenda  shall  be  delivered  to  the  city  mes- 
senger and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  messenger  to 
compile  the  agenda,  all  matters  listed  on  said  agenda,  the 
legislative  calendar  and  any  other  documents  appropri- 
ate to  the  scheduled  meeting.  Such  compilation  shall  be 
known  as  "the  packet",  and  it  shall  be  promptly  delivered 
to  the  office  of  each  council  member  and  individuals  or 
organizations  identified  by  the  council  president.  If  for 
any  reason  "the  packet"  is  not  ready  for  distribution  by 
four  o'clock  P.M.  the  office  of  each  council  member  shall, 
be  notified  of  such  delay  by  the  city  messenger. 

Corrections  as  to  Form 

Rule  14.  The  clerk  with  the  assistance  of  the  corpora- 
tion counsel  if  necessary,  may  make  changes  to  correct 
the  form  of  an  ordinance  once  passed,  but  prior  to  its 
presentation  to  the  mayor,  provided  however  that  its  sub- 
stance is  not  thereby  affected. 

Items  of  the  Same  Matter 

Rule  15.  In  the  event  that  resolutions  or  orders  concern- 
ing the  same  or  similar  subjects  are  filed  with  the  clerk 
for  consideration  by  the  council,  the  clerk  shall  cause  to 
have  entered  on  the  agenda  only  that  resolution  or  order 
which  was  first  filed  and  the  name  of  the  sponsor(s)  to  the 
similar  resolution  or  order  shall  be  added  as  a  sponsor- 
ing member  to  the  resolution  or  order  which  is  placed  on 
the  agenda.  Such  action,  however,  shall  not  preclude  any 
member  from  offering  an  amendment  to  the  resolution  or 
order. 

Removal  from  the  Consent  Agenda 

Rule  16.  Resolutions  of  condolences  and  congratu- 
lations filed  in  accordance  with  Rule  37  shall  be  listed 
upon  the  consent  agenda.  Any  member  of  the  council  may 
object  to  the  clerk  upon  such  a  filing.  The  matter  being 
objected  to  shall  be  removed  from  the  consent  agenda  and 
placed  on  the  agenda  of  the  regular  council  business.  No 
such  resolution  shall  bear  the  name  of  any  councilor  not 
indicating  consent  to  sponsorship. 

All  matters  contained  on  the  consent  agenda  shall  be 
read  as  one  and  the  question  of  adoption  and  passage  of 
all  said  matters  shall  be  by  a  single  motion.  The  question 
shall  be  put  as  follows: 

"The  question  now  comes  on  approval  of  the  various 
matters  contained  within  the  consent  agenda." 

Order  of  Business  and  Debate 
Rule  17.  At  every  regular  meeting  of  the  council,  the 
order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows: 

1 .  Council  Accolades  (See  Rule  37) 

2.  Communications  from  the  mayor. 

3.  Petitions,  memorials,  and  remonstrances. 

4.  Reports  of  public  officers  and  others. 

5.  Reports  of  committees. 

6.  Motions,  orders  and  resolutions. 

7.  Pending  council  matters  ("green  sheets"). 

8.  Consent  agenda. 

Motions  and  Orders 

Rule  18.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  the  follow- 
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ing  motions  shall  be  entertained  and  shall  have  prece- 
dence in  the  order  in  which  they  are  arranged: 

1 .  To  adjourn. 

2.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

3.  To  move  the  previous  question. 

4.  To  close  debate  at  a  specified  time. 

5.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain. 

6.  To  commit. 

7.  To  amend. 

8.  To  postpone  indefinitely. 

Strike  and  Insert 

Rule  19.  A  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  shall  be 
deemed  indivisible;  but  a  motion  to  strike  out  being  lost 
shall  not  preclude  amendment,  or  a  motion  to  strike  out 
and  insert. 

At  the  call  of  the  president,  motion(s)  to  amend  shall 
be  reduced  to  writing  and  copies  given  to  members.  Three 
copies  shall  be  given  to  the  clerk. 

Adjourn 

Rule  20.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  in  order  at  any 
time  except  on  an  immediate  repetition  or  pending  a  veri- 
fication of  a  vote;  and  that  motion,  the  motion  to  lie  on  the 
table,  the  motion  to  take  from  the  table,  and  the  motion  for 
the  previous  question  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Remanding  Matters  to  the  Mayor 

Rule  21.  Any  order,  ordinance,  resolution,  vote,  or 
other  measure  submitted  by  the  mayor  shall  be  rejected 
without  prejudice,  unless  when  it  is  filed  with  the  clerk, 
it  bears  the  certificate  of  the  corporation  counsel  that,  if 
adopted  or  passed  in  the  form  submitted  by  the  mayor, 
it  will  be  in  accordance  with  the  law.  The  council,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  president,  may  remand  a  response  from 
the  Mayor  to  a  Section  1 7F  request,  if  in  the  determina- 
tion of  the  president  the  response  does  not  comply  with 
the  request.  A  subsequent  response  shall  be  due  within 
seven  (7)  days. 

Withdrawal  of  Motions 

Rule  22.  After  the  presiding  officer  has  put  a  motion 
on  the  floor  the  presiding  officer  may  withdraw  it  on  the 
request  of  the  sponsor,  providing  no  objection. 

Committee  Assignment  and  Action 

Rule  23.  When  a  petition,  order,  or  resolution  relates 
to  a  subject  that  may  Properly  be  examined  and  reported 
upon  by  an  existing  committee  of  the  council,  such  or- 
der or  resolution  shall,  upon  presentation,  be  referred  to 
such  committee  by  the  president  in  consultation  with  the 
clerk.  Any  member  offering  a  motion,  order,  or  resolution 
referred  to  a  committee  may  request  that  the  chair  of  the 
committee  set,  within  thirty  days,  a  mutually  agreeable 
date  for  a  hearing.  No  hearing  may  be  scheduled  or  con- 
ducted without  the  consent  and  the  presence  of  the  chair 
or  his  or  her  designee. 

•  Calling  of  Matters  in  Committee 

Rule  24.  Within  thirty  days  after  a  matter  is  referred  to 
a  committee,  it  shall  not  be  voted  upon  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  committee  chair. 

If  after  thirty  days  after  a  matter  is  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee (unless  referred  under  Rule  5),  it  may  be  called  by 
nine  members  of  the  council. 

If  after  forty-five  days  after  a  matter  is  referred  to  a 
committee  (unless  referred  under  Rule  5),  it  may  be  called 
by  eight  members  of  the  council. 

If  after  sixty  days  after  a  matter  is  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee (unless  referred  under  Rule  5),  it  may  be  called  by 
seven  members  of  the  council. 

The  chair  of  a  committee  may  call  a  docket  out  of  his 
or  her  committee  at  any  time  and  ask  that  a  vote  be  taken 
on  the  matter,  provided  that  when  such  a  call  is  made,  the 
clerk  will  take  a  roll  call  vote  of  the  committee  members 
prior  to  the  reading  of  the  matter  to  ascertain  that  a  ma- 
jority of  the  committee  members  support  the  call  of  the 
committee  chair. 


Matters  Placed  on  File  at  Year  End 

Rule  25.  The  clerk  shall  place  on  file  any  council-spon- 
sored matter  remaining  in  committee  at  the  conclusion  of 
the  last  meeting  of  the  calendar  year  including  matters 
introduced  and  not  voted  upon  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
calendar  year.  Sixty-day  orders  and  mayoral  filings  shall 
be  exempt  from  this  rule. 

Voting 

Rule  26.  In  all  votes  the  form  of  expression  shall  be 
"Ordered"  for  everything  by  way  of  command,  and  the 
form  shall  be  "Resolved"  for  everything  expressing  opin- 
ions, principles,  facts,  or  purposes. 

Summons  of  Members 

Rule  27.  Upon  request  for  a  roll  call  vote,  the  presid- 
ing officer  shall  hold  open  the  calling  for  a  period  of  no 
longer  than  five  minutes  during  which  time  the  city  mes- 
senger shall  summons  all  members  who  are  absent  from 
the  Iannella  Council  Chamber.  The  clerk  shall  call  the 
names  of  the  members  in  alphabetical  order  without  in- 
terruption. Each  member  shall  respond  to  his  or  her  name 
when  called  by  the  clerk.  No  member  shall  be  recorded 
after  the  name  of  the  next  member  has  been  called  in  the 
prescribed  manner,  except  by  unanimous  consent  of  all 
members  present. 

Majority  Vote 

Rule  28.  Every  member  present  when  a  question  is  put, 
unless  he  or  she  is  excluded  by  interest,  shall  vote  in  the 
affirmative  or  negative  or  shall  respond,  "present,"  unless 
the  council  has  for  special  reason  excused  that  member 
from  voting.  Unless  otherwise  provided,  seven  members 
of  the  council  shall  constitute  a  majority  vote  at  a  meeting 
of  the  council.  For  a  hearing  of  the  council,  a  majority  of 
members  present  and  voting  shall  constitute  a  majority. 

Absence  of  Sponsoring  Member 

Rule  29.  In  the  event  that  the  sponsoring  member  of 
any  order,  resolution,  or  other  matter,  except  the  contents 
of  the  consent  agenda,  is  not  present  when  the  clerk  reads 
the  matter,  the  presiding  officer  shall  instruct  the  clerk  to 
withdraw  the  matter  from  consideration  at  that  meeting. 

Reconsideration 

Rule  30.  Once  a  vote  has  been  taken,  any  member  may 
only  move  reconsideration  of  the  vote  at  the  same  meet- 
ing. Debate  on  motions  to  reconsider  shall  be  limited  to 
thirty  minutes,  and  no  member  shall  occupy  more  than 
five  minutes.  On  a  vote  upon  any  subsidiary  or  incidental 
question,  debate  shall  be  limited  to  ten  minutes,  and  no 
member  shall  occupy  more  than  two  minutes. 

Limits  on  Reconsideration 

Rule  3 1 .  When  a  motion  to  reconsider  has  been  de- 
cided, that  decision  shall  not  be  reconsidered,  and  no 
question  shall  be  twice  reconsidered  unless  it  has  been 
amended  after  the  reconsideration;  nor  shall  any  reconsid- 
eration be  had  upon  the  following  motions: 

1 .  To  adjourn. 

2.  The  previous  question. 

3.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

4.  To  take  from  the  table. 

5.  To  close  debate  at  a  specified  time. 

A  motion  to  reconsider  may  be  laid  on  the  table  or 
postponed  indefinitely,  and  the  effect  of  such  action  in  ei- 
ther case  shall  be  to  defeat  the  motion  to  reconsider. 

Two-Thirds  Majority  Required  and  Second  Readings 
Rule  32.  All  orders  releasing  rights,  easements,  or  re- 
strictions on  land,  all  orders  for  the  sale  of  land,  all  appro- 
priations for  the  purchase  of  land,  all  loans,  voted  by  the 
council  shall  require  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  members 
of  the  council,  and  shall  be  passed  only  after  two  separate 
readings  and  by  two  separate  votes,  the  second  of  said 
readings  and  votes  to  be  had  not  less  than  fourteen  days 
after  the  first,  except  in  cases  in  which  a  shorter  period  is 
authorized  by  law.  Any  order  rescinding  an  order  for  any 
of  the  foregoing  purposes  shall  require  the  same  number 
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of  readings  and  votes  as  was  required  for  the  passage  of 
the  original  order.  All  matters  failing  to  receive  a  two- 
thirds  affirmative  vote  on  the  first  vote  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  been  rejected  without  prejudice  and  removed  from 
further  consideration,  unless  reconsideration  of  the  initial 
vote  prevails. 

Adoption  of  Matters  on  Day  Introduced 

Rule  33.  No  ordinance,  substitution  of  an  ordinance, 
order  or  resolution  may  be  adopted  at  the  meeting  at 
which  it  is  submitted.  This  rule  may  only  be  suspended 
with  unanimous  consent.  This  rule  applies  only  to  mat- 
ters not  previously  filed  for  council  consideration  and  as- 
signed to  committee,  and  any  related  amendments  or  sub- 
stitutions and  does  not  apply  to  reports  of  committees. 

Committees 

Seventy-Two  Hour  Notice  Required 

Rule  34.  No  meeting  of  any  committee,  except  the  com- 
mittee on  ways  and  means,  in  accord  with  the  limitations 
of  the  state's  open  meeting  law,  shall  be  called  upon  less 
than  seventy-two  hour  notice  (exclusive  of  legal  holidays 
and  Sundays),  unless  otherwise  allowed  by  the  president 
in  accord  with  the  limitations  of  the  state's  open  meeting 
law,  from  the  time  the  council  staff  shall  have  mailed  the 
notices  and  invitation  letters  or  dispatched  them  by  spe- 
cial messenger;  provided  that  meetings  of  the  committee 
of  the  whole  may  be  held  for  a  specific  purpose(s)  at  the 
call  of  the  president,  at  the  completion  of  council  busi- 
ness and  prior  to  final  adjournment  of  any  meeting  of  the 
council  without  such  notice.  Only  that  specific  item(s)  for 
which  a  committee  of  the  whole  hearing  has  been  called, 
shall  be  in  order  at  such  hearing. 

Only  a  committee  chair  may  schedule  a  hearing  or  re- 
serve time  on  the  council's  calendar  for  a  hearing  to  be 
scheduled.  Upon  scheduling  of  a  hearing  and  posting 
of  a  hearing  notice  (including  time,  place,  and  subject) 
with  the  clerk,  the  hearing  notice  shall  be  posted  elec- 
tronically and  on  council  bulletin  boards,  and  a  written 
and  electronic  notice  shall  be  delivered  to  each  councilor 
and  other  interested  parties  by  council  staff.  The  chair  and 
members  of  any  committee  shall  speak  and  question  wit- 
nesses for  not  more  than  ten  minutes  at  a  time. 

The  conduct  of  guests  at  committee  hearings,  includ- 
ing those  present  to  testify,  shall  be  governed  by  Rules 
41,  42  &  43  and  shall  be  enforced  by  the  council  staff 
assigned  to  said  hearing. 

No  committee  unless  authorized  by  an  order  of  the 
council  shall  incur  any  expense,  including,  but  not  limited 
to,  advertising  and  stenographic  costs.  Committee  chairs 
requesting  translation  services  will  work  with  the  staff 
director,  recognizing  there  are  budgetary  limitations,  to 
arrange  for  such  services  at  the  time  the  hearing  is  sched- 
uled. No  committee  meeting,  except  the  committee  of  the 
whole  and  the  committee  on  ways  and  means,  shall  be 
conducted  on  the  day  of  any  regular  meeting  of  the  coun- 
cil. No  committee,  except  the  committee  of  the  whole, 
committee  on  ways  and  means  or  committee  on  rules  and 
administration  shall  be  allowed  to  schedule  or  conduct  a 
meeting  on  the  same  day  and  time  as  a  previously  sched- 
uled meeting  of  another  committee. 

No  committee  will  hold  any  hearing  after  the  last  regu- 
lar council  meeting  of  the  municipal  year. 

Committee  Action 

Rule  35.  Each  item  listed  on  the  weekly  agenda  that 
is  to  be  reported  out  of  committee  must  be  accompanied 
by  a  committee  report.  The  committee  chair  shall  draft 
the  report.  The  chair  must  distribute  the  committee  report 
to  all  members  of  the  committee  for  review.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  committee  members  to  communicate  their 
agreement,  disagreement,  abstention,  or  amendment  to 
the  chair  prior  to  the  report's  submission  to  the  clerk  by  1 2 
o'clock  noon  one  business  day  prior  to  the  council  meet- 
ing. No  committee  member's  name  shall  be  listed  as  in 
favor  of  any  report,  unless  the  member  has  affirmatively 
communicated  as  such  to  the  chair. 

Concurrence  of  a  majority  of  committee  members,  as 


listed  on  the  report,  is  required  for  all  committee  reports 
filed  for  action  on  the  meeting's  agenda  or  as  late-filed 
matters. 

Committee  Appointment,  Structure  and  Role 

Rule  36.  The  president  of  the  council  shall  appoint  all 
standing  committees,  appoint  all  special  committees,  and 
fill  any  vacancy  and  designate  the  rank  of  the  members  of 
each  committee.  All  standing  committees  shall  consist  of 
between  three  and  nine  members. 

The  role  of  each  committee  shall  be  to  provide  a  forum 
for  in-depth  review  and  analysis  of  all  city  departments, 
boards,  and  agencies,  and  to  provide  a  means  for  residents 
of  Boston  to  address  their  concerns  with  regard  to  ser- 
vices provided  by  the  city. 

Committees  shall  focus  upon:  (1 )  public  policy,  (2)  ef- 
ficiency of  service  delivery,  and  (3)  cost  containment,  it 
being  the  goal  of  the  city  government  to  provide  appro- 
priate services  while  ensuring  that  public  monies,  which 
derive  from  our  citizenry,  are  appropriated  wisely  and 
cautiously. 

Each  committee  shall  recommend  such  changes  in  the 
ordinances  or  statutes  as  will  provide  the  greatest  neces- 
sary services  for  the  public  monies  expended. 

Committees  of  the  Council 
There  shall  be  the  following  committees: 
Committee  on  Arts,  Film,  Tourism  &  Special  Events, 
which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  encouragement  of  the 
arts  and  humanities  within  our  city,  including  cultural 
development,  museums,  performing  arts,  film  and  film- 
making, public  art,  art  education,  the  support  and  funding 
of  private  art  and  cultural  amenities  within  Boston,  and 
locations  and  opportunities  to  display  and/or  present  art 
works.  The  committee  shall  also  concern  itself  with  the 
promotion  of  visits  to  our  city  by  individuals  and  con- 
vention groups,  develop  programs  whereby  city  agencies 
encourage  tourism  and  best  display  the  assets  of  our  city 
to  those  who  visit  us,  and  recommend  legislation  and/ 
or  other  actions  to  make  Boston  a  welcoming  place  for 
visitors.  The  committee  shall  exercise  oversight  with  re- 
spect to  the  Boston  Art  Commission,  Boston  Arts  Lottery 
Council,  Boston  Film  Bureau  or  its  successors,  Midtown 
Cultural  District,  Office  of  Cultural  Affairs,  and  Office  of 
Special  Events  and  Tourism. 

Committee  on  Aviation  and  Transportation,  which  shal  1 
concern  itself  with  the  surface,  air  and  water  transporta- 
tion policies  of  the  city,  including  public  transportation, 
operations  at  Logan  International  Airport,  hackney  and 
jitney  licenses,  traffic  calming,  highway  connections,  resi- 
dent parking  program,  parking  freeze,  imposition  of  tolls, 
and  the  Central  Artery/Tunnel  project,  including  surface 
restoration  and  corridor  master  planning,  including  the 
planning  for  the  Rose  Kennedy  Greenway.  The  commit- 
tee shall  also  concern  itself  with  the  various  inspectional, 
regulatory  and  licensing  activities  used  to  implement  the 
transportation  policies  of  the  city.  The  committee  shall  ex- 
ercise oversight  with  respect  to  the  Central  Artery  Envi- 
ronmental Compliance  Team,  Office  of  the  Parking  Clerk, 
Public  Improvement  Commission,  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment, and  the  Transportation  Department. 

Committee  on  City  and  Neighborhood  Services,  which 
shall  concern  itself  with  the  delivery  of  municipal  servic- 
es to  the  residents  and  neighborhoods  of  Boston  in  order 
to  promote  an  improvement  in  the  delivery  of  basic  ser- 
vices and  a  reduction  in  associated  costs.  The  committee 
shall  also  concern  itself  with  the  city's  programs  for  youth 
development  and  family-based  initiatives.  The  commit- 
tee shall  exercise  oversight  with  respect  to  Inspectional 
Services  Department,  Library  Department,  Office  of 
Neighborhood  Services,  Office  of  Community  Partner- 
ships, Parks  Department,  Property  Management  Depart- 
ment, Public  Works  Department,  Registry  Division,  the 
Edward  Ingersoll  Browne  Fund  and  the  George  Robert 
White  Fund. 
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Committee  on  Economic  Development  and  Planning, 
which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  physical  and  eco- 
nomic development  of  the  city,  planning,  zoning,  licens- 
ing, land  use  policy,  and  how  the  physical  and  economic 
development  of  the  city  affects  the  quality  of  life  in  the 
neighborhoods  of  Boston.  The  committee  shall  exercise 
exclusive  oversight  with  respect  to  all  commercial,  medi- 
cal, research,  educational  and  large  scale  residential  de- 
velopment and  building  within  the  city  until  said  project 
has  been  awarded  a  certificate  of  occupancy  and,  further, 
shall  exercise  additional  oversight  with  respect  to  the 
Back  Streets  Program,  Boston  Industrial  Development 
Finance  Authority,  Boston  Licensing  Board,  Boston  Re- 
development Authority,  Consumer  Affairs  and  Licensing 
Department,  Department  of  Neighborhood  Development, 
Economic  Development  and  Industrial  Corporation,  Em- 
powerment Zones,  Inspectional  Services  Department, 
Licensing  Board  for  the  City  of  Boston,  Main  Streets  Pro- 
gram, Office  of  Business  Development,  Public  Facilities, 
Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  and  Zoning  Commission. 

Committee  on  Education,  which  shall  concern  itself 
with  the  quality  of  educational  services,  provided  to 
all  Boston  school-aged  residents  by  the  Boston  Public 
Schools.  The  committee  shall  monitor  educational  pol- 
icy; in  particular  special  education,  bilingual  education, 
and  technical  education.  The  committee  shall  work  to 
strengthen  cooperation  among  city  and  state  government, 
private  enterprise,  and  institutions  of  higher  learning,  to 
provide  Boston's  students  with  the  necessary  education, 
training  and  skills  for  further  education  and  future  career 
opportunities.  The  Committee  shall  exercise  oversight 
with  respect  to  the  Boston  School  Department. 

The  Committee  on  Employment  and  Workforce  Devel- 
opment, which  shall  concern  itself  with  planning  for  and 
availability  of  employment  opportunities  and  workforce 
training  in  every  neighborhood  of  the  city.  The  committee 
shall  monitor  the  availability  and  quality  of  public  and  pri- 
vate efforts  to  provide  training,  especially  technical  train- 
ing and  employment  preparedness  services  to  residents  of 
the  city.  The  committee  shall  also  concern  itself  with  the 
creation  of  partnerships  for  job  training  and  employment 
opportunities  associated  with  economic  development  and 
expansion  in  Boston,  in  particular  development  of  in- 
dustry clusters  in  certain  zones  or  areas  of  the  city.  The 
committee  shall  work  to  ensure  that  residents  possess  the 
skills  necessary  to  complete  in  the  marketplace  of  the  new 
economy;  including  but  not  limited  to  biotechnology  and 
biomedical  sciences,  computer  science  and  information 
technology.  The  committee  shall  have  oversight  of  Em- 
powerment Zone  Board,  Back  Streets  Program,  Office  of 
Business  Development,  job  training  and  employment  cre- 
ation efforts  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  and 
the  Office  of  Boston  Residents  Job  Policy 

Committee  on  Environment  and  Historic  Preservation, 
which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  natural  resources,  his- 
toric resources  and  landmarks  of  the  city,  Boston  Harbor 
and  the  Harbor  Islands,  waterways  and  wetlands,  issues  of 
air,  land,  and  water  pollution,  and  open  space  conserva- 
tion. The  committee  shall  have  oversight  with  respect  to 
the  care,  management,  custody  and  use  of  public  lands  and 
buildings,  except  park  land,  as  well  as  recycling  and  other 
resource  recovery  efforts;  protection  from  improper  stor- 
age, transportation  and  disposal  of  wastes,  especially  haz- 
ardous and  infectious  wastes;  reclamation  of  dump  lands 
and  polluted  lands;  and  the  means  and  costs  of  disposing 
of  waste  products.  The  committee  shall  exercise  oversight 
with  respect  to  the  Air  Pollution  Control  Commission, 
Back  Bay  Architectural  Commission,  Beacon  Hill  Archi- 
tectural Commission,  Boston  Conservation  Commission, 
Environment  Department,  Freedom  Trail  Commission, 
Landmarks  Commission,  Property  Management  Depart- 
ment, and  Public  Facilities  Commission. 

Committee  on  Financial  Services  and  Community 
Investment,  which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  delivery 
of  financial  services  in  the  neighborhoods  of  Boston, 


including  the  availability  of  construction  and  mortgage 
loans  for  affordable  housing  in  every  neighborhood,  the 
promotion  of  public  policy  goals  such  as  community  rein- 
vestment, afftrmative  marketing  and  non-discriminatory 
lending  policies,  and  the  provision  of  financial  services  to 
smaller,  neighborhood-based  businesses.  The  committee 
shall  also  concern  itself  with  the  linking  and  leveraging 
of  these  objectives  by  use  of  city  actions  involving  the 
purchase  of  financial  services,  deposits,  borrowing  and 
investment.  The  committee  shall  exercise  oversight  with 
respect  to  the  performance  of  the  Treasury  Department 
within  the  context  of  the  city's  Linked  Deposit  Program. 

Committee  on  Government  Operations,  which  shall 
concern  itself  with  the  organization  and  structure  of  city 
government,  including  departmental  fees  and  charges. 
The  committee  shall  have  referred  to  it  all  proposed  ordi- 
nances and  special  laws  affecting  the  structure,  duties  and 
responsibilities  of  city  departments,  agencies  and  com- 
missions, and  shall  also  concern  itself  with  the  review  of 
the  city's  policy  regarding  residency  for  city  employees. 
The  committee  shall  study  existing  state  and  local  legis- 
lation, collective  bargaining  provisions  and  enforcement 
procedures  affecting  the  city's  residency  policy.  The  com- 
mittee shall  exercise  oversight  with  respect  to  the  Admin- 
istrative Services  Department,  Boston  Retirement  Board, 
City  Clerk,  Election  Department,  Execution  of  Courts, 
Graphic  Arts  Department,  Health  Benefits  and  Insurance 
Program,  Human  Resources  Department,  Law  Depart- 
ment, Management  Information  Services,  Medicare  Pay- 
ments, Offtce  of  the  Mayor  (except  those  components 
assigned  to  other  committees).  Pensions  and  Annuities, 
Public  Information  Office,  Purchasing  Division,  Residen- 
cy Compliance  Commission,  and  Workers  Compensation 
Program. 

Committee  on  Health  &  Human  Services,  which 
shall  concern  itself  with  public  health  issues  of  Boston 
residents,  including  the  impact  of  industry  on  the  public 
health.  The  committee  shall  provide  a  forum  for  residents 
seeking  a  voice  to  express  their  concerns  about  cancer 
rates,  asthma,  scleroderma  and  heart  disease,  as  these  dis- 
eases may  be  exacerbated  by  pollution  and  environmental 
factors  associated  with  urban  living.  The  committee  shall 
concern  itself  with  the  issue  of  obesity  and  in  particular 
childhood  and  adolescent  obesity.  The  committee  shall 
concern  itself  with  substance  abuse,  substance  abuse 
services,  smoking  and  tobacco  control  efforts  in  the  city. 
The  committee  shall  concern  itself  with  efforts  to  pre- 
vent the  onset  of  HIV  and  Acquired  Immune  Deficiency 
Syndrome,  to  promote  awareness  about  HIV  and  AIDS 
to  reduce  increasing  HIV  and  increasing  rates  of  HIV 
transmission  among  younger  people  and  to  offer  progres- 
sive and  efficacious  treatment  to  those  persons  with  AIDS 
and  AIDS-related  complexes.  The  committee  shall  also 
concern  itself  with  programs  aimed  at  reducing  infant 
mortality  in  Boston.  The  committee  shall  also  concern 
itself  with  facilities  available  for  organized  veterans  and 
for  delivery  of  services  to  veterans,  with  particular  regard 
to  the  interface  of  public  agencies,  veterans  and  their  or- 
ganizations, including  the  dedication  of  surplus  or  under- 
utilized properties  and  building  for  such  purposes.  The 
committee  shall  also  concern  itself  with  the  provision  of 
services  to  elderly  persons  and  the  special  issues  of  aging, 
including  personal  safety,  access  to  health  care,  promo- 
tion of  independent  living,  home  health  services,  nutrition 
and  transportation.  The  committee  shall  have  oversight  of 
the  Boston  Public  Health  Commission,  Neighborhood  & 
Community  Health  Centers,  community-based  anti-drug 
and  health  improvement  programs  of  the  Office  of  Com- 
munity Partnerships,  the  Veterans'  Services  Department, 
the  Veterans'  Graves  Division  of  the  Parks  Department, 
and  the  Commission  on  Affairs  of  the  Elderly. 

Committee  on  Housing,  which  shall  concern  itself  with 
public  policy  involving  the  preservation,  creation  and  re- 
habilitation of  housing  in  the  city,  including  public  hous- 
ing programs.  The  committee  is  charged  with  evaluation 
of  policies  and  programs  of  the  city  to  ensure  an  adequate 
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supply  of  affordable  housing  to  advocate  toward  the  goal 
of  safe,  decent  and  affordable  housing  for  all  residents 
in  the  city.  The  committee  shall  exercise  oversight  with 
respect  to  the,  the  Fair  Housing  Commission,  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority,  the  Rental  Housing  Resource  Center 
and  the  Institutional  Expansion  Board. 

Committee  on  Human  Rights,  which  shall  concern  it- 
self with  promoting  equal  and  fair  access  to  public  and 
private  services  and  facilities  for  all  residents,  regardless 
of  race,  color,  national  origin,  national  ancestry,  creed, 
sex,  sexual  orientation  or  expression,  age  or  disability. 
The  committee  shall  also  ensure  that  findings  may  be 
determined  with  respect  to  compliance  with  the  Boston 
Residents  Jobs  Policy  program  in  a  manner  that  is  com- 
prehensive, consistent,  and  fair  for  all  parties  involved. 
The  committee  shall  exercise  oversight  with  respect  to  the 
Boston  Employment  Commission,  Commission  for  Per- 
sons with  Disabilities,  Fair  Housing  Commission,  Human 
Rights  Commission,  Small  and  Local  Business  Enterprise 
Office,  Office  of  Boston  Residents  Job  Policy,  Office  of 
Civil  Rights,  and  Women's  Commission. 

Committee  on  Hunger  and  Homelessness,  which  shall 
concern  itself  with  the  growing  problem  of  hunger  and 
homelessness  in  the  city.  The  committee  shall  concern 
itself  with  the  coordination  of  all  public  and  private  ef- 
forts to  alleviate  such  problems  and  monitoring  the  level 
of  services  being  maintained  within  the  city  by  both  gov- 
ernmental and  non-governmental  entities.  The  committee 
shall  exercise  oversight  with  respect  to  the  Emergency 
Shelter  Commission. 

Committee  on  Institutional  Relations,  which  shall 
concern  itself  with  developing  an  improved  relationship 
between  our  neighborhoods  and  both  public  and  private 
institutions  impacting  them.  The  Committee  shall  work  to 
encourage  stronger  community  participation  in  the  master 
planning  of  public  and  private  institutions  exempt  under 
state  law  from  the  Boston  zoning  codes  and  regulations. 
The  committee  shall  concern  itself  with,  but  not  limited 
to,  student  housing,  equitable  programs  to  curtail  student 
misbehavior,  and  mutually  beneficial  programs  allowing 
university  students  to  gain  practical  experience  while  as- 
sisting Boston  school  children,  residents  and  neighbor- 
hoods. The  committee  shall  have  oversight  with  respect  to 
the  Institutional  Expansion  Board,  and  the  Boston  Medi- 
cal Center. 

Committee  on  Intergovernmental  Relations,  which 
shall  concern  itself  with  encouraging  cooperation  be- 
tween the  city  and  other  levels  of  government  to  discour- 
age duplicative  programs,  coordinate  efforts  to  provide 
services,  present  the  council's  views  on  matters  that  have 
a  direct  bearing  on  the  council's  business  to  state  and  fed- 
eral authorities,  and  maximize  revenues  available  to  the 
city  from  state  and  federal  sources.  The  committee  shall 
exercise  oversight  with  respect  to  the  Office  of  Intergov- 
ernmental Relations. 

Committee  on  Labor,  which  shall  concern  itself  with 
public  policy  issues  affecting  organized  labor  and  mem- 
bers of  collective  bargaining  units,  both  public  and  pri- 
vate, as  they  relate  to  the  city  and  its  residents,  including 
wages  and  hours  of  labor,  labor  standards  and  statistics, 
and  occupational  safety  and  health.  The  committee  shall 
exercise  oversight  with  respect  to  the  Office  of  Boston 
Residents  Job  Policy  and  Office  of  Labor  Relations. 

Committee  on  New  Bostonians,  which  shall  concern 
itself  with  city  efforts  to  build  partnerships  with  immi- 
grant communities,  to  assist  immigrants  in  their  efforts  to 
participate  in  city  government,  to  provide  cultural  compe- 
tence support  within  city  departments  so  they  can  better 
serve  diverse  linguistic  and  cultural  constituents,  to  in- 
crease access  to  city  services  for  immigrants  and  to  foster 
the  development  of  leadership  among  Boston's  immigrant 
communities.  The  committee  shall  monitor  the  documen- 
tation and  evaluation  of  city  efforts  in  order  to  maximize 


impact  of  activities  based  on  demographic  trends  and 
partnerships  established  by  the  city  and  immigrant-run 
and  community  based  organizations  for  outreach  and 
need  identification  purposes.  The  committee  shall  have 
oversight  over  the  Mayor's  Office  of  New  Bostonians. 

Committee  on  Post  Audit  and  Oversight,  which  shall 
concern  itself  with  evaluating  the  efficiency  and  effec- 
tiveness of  city  operations  and  programs,  and  administra- 
tive compliance  with  the  intent  of  legislation,  including 
administrative  regulations  of  departments,  agencies  and 
programs.  The  committee  shall  select  areas  for  review, 
establish  goals  and  objectives,  collect  and  analyze  data, 
and  report  to  the  council  with  recommendations,  includ- 
ing possible  legislative  and  programmatic  changes  based 
on  its  review  and  analysis.  The  committee  shall  exercise 
oversight  with  respect  to  the  Auditing  Department  and  the 
Boston  Finance  Commission. 

Committee  on  Public  Safety,  which  shall  concern  itself 
with  the  adequate  delivery  of  police  and  fire  protection 
to  all  neighborhoods  of  Boston.  The  committee  shall  also 
concern  itself  with  evaluating,  encouraging  and  facilitat- 
ing existing  citizen-driven  efforts  to  prevent  crime,  in- 
cluding arson,  vandalism,  domestic  violence,  hate  crimes, 
home  invasion,  rape  and  crime  against  women.  The  com- 
mittee shall  also  be  concerned  with  all  matters  related 
to  homeland  security  and  efforts  to  protect  our  citizens 
against  terrorism  in  any  form.  The  committee  shall  exer- 
cise oversight  with  respect  to  the  Boston  Fire  Department, 
Boston  Police  Department,  Office  of  Homeland  Security, 
Emergency  Medical  Services,  Emergency  Storm  Center, 
Public  Safety  Commission,  Safe  Neighborhood  Initiative, 
Suffolk  County  Jail  and  Suffolk  County  House  of  Cor- 
rection, anti-crime  efforts  financed  by  state  and  federal 
government  sources,  and  county  correctional  matters. 

Committee  on  Public  Utilities  and  Cable  Communica- 
tions, which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  activities  of  and 
provision  of  services  to  Boston  residents  by  communica- 
tion, energy  and  water  service  providers,  including  Bos- 
ton Water  and  Sewer  Commission,  Comcast,  Keyspan, 
Massachusetts  Water  Resources  Authority,  NStar,  RCN/ 
BecoComm,  and  Verizon.  The  committee  shall  concern 
itself  with  the  siting  of  cell  towers  and  the  infrastructure 
that  facilitates  wireless  voice  and  data  communications. 
The  committee  shall  be  responsible  for  monitoring  prices 
and  profits,  service  quality,  public  safety  issues  arising 
from  utility  facilities  and  operations,  and  the  siting  of  util- 
ity and  energy  facilities,  in  order  to  ensure  that  utility  and 
cable  television  consumers  in  Boston  are  provided  with 
the  most  reliable  service  at  the  lowest  possible  cost,  and 
that  residential  ratepayers'  rights  are  protected  under  fed- 
eral, state  and  local  regulations.  The  committee  shall  exer- 
cise oversight  with  respect  to  the  Boston  Water  and  Sewer 
Commission  and  Office  of  Cable  Communications. 

Committee  on  Rules  and  Administration,  which  shall 
concern  itself  with  the  rules  and  administrative  functions 
of  the  council.  The  committee  shall  meet  in  confidence 
to  discuss  matters  in  accordance  with  M.G.L.  c.  39,  s. 
23B  (the  state  Open  Meeting  Law).  Adoption  of  the  Rules 
of  the  City  Council  shall  serve  as  an  affirmative  vote  of 
council  to  convene  the  committee  as  the  chair  sees  fit.  The 
purpose  of  the  committee's  meetings  shall  be  to  address 
such  issues  as  are  outlined  in  the  Open  Meeting  law.  The 
clerk,  as  clerk  of  the  council,  shall  participate  in  commit- 
tee meetings  convened  to  address  rules  related  or  parlia- 
mentary issues  at  the  request  of  the  chair.  Adoption  of  said 
rules  shall  also  serve  as  notice  of  the  several  meetings  of 
the  committee.  Rule  1  of  these  rules  shall  govern  the  re- 
convening of  the  council.  The  clerk  shall  reproduce  this 
section  and  post  such  notice  appropriately  in  City  Hall. 

Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  which  shall  exercise 
general  oversight  with  respect  to  revenues  and  expendi- 
tures of  the  City  of  Boston  and  all  other  component  units 
that  comprise  the  government  entity,  except  for  the  Bos- 
ton School  Department,  as  defined  by  the  Governmental 
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Accounting  Standards  Board.  The  committee,  which  shall 
consist  of  nine  members,  may  report  to  the  council  the 
cost  of  implementation  of  any  order,  ordinance,  program 
or  other  initiative  pending  before  the  body,  and  shall  make 
such  report  whenever  requested  by  another  committee  or 
directed  to  do  so  by  the  council.  The  committee  shall  have 
referred  to  it  all  matters  concerning  appropriation,  the 
city  budget,  expenditures  and  loans,  and  no  appropriation; 
budget  expenditure  or  loan  shall  be  voted  out  of  commit- 
tee except  upon  a  majority  vote  of  its  members.  The  com- 
mittee shall  concern  itself  with  issues  related  to  all  city 
owned  or  leased  facilities.  The  committee  shall  exercise 
oversight  with  respect  to  the  Assessing  Department,  Au- 
diting Department,  and  the  Office  of  Budget  Management. 
The  committee  shall  exercise  oversight  with  respect  to  the 
Boston  School  Department  including  general  oversight  of 
the  budget  of  the  Boston  School  Department,  including 
issues  related  to  all  facilities  owned,  leased  or  maintained 
by  the  Boston  School  Department.  The  committee  shall 
have  referred  to  it  all  matters  concerning  appropriations, 
expenditures  and  loans  of  the  Boston  School  Department 
and  no  appropriation;  budget  expenditure  or  loan  shall  be 
voted  out  of  committee  except  upon  a  majority  vote  of 
its  members. 

Committee  of  the  Whole,  which  shall  concern  itself 
with  any  litigation  involving  the  council  and  all  other 
matters  referred  to  it. 

Committee  on  Youth  Affairs,  which  shall  concern  itself 
with  youth  issues  in  the  City  of  Boston.  The  Committee 
shall  work  to  encourage  non-profit  youth  agencies  to  work 
with  the  city  to  help  Boston's  youth  develop  into  produc- 
tive and  healthy  adults.  The  committee  shall  concern  itself 
with  issues  related  to  youth,  including  but  not  limited  to: 
substance  abuse,  summer  jobs,  youth  activities,  volunteer- 
ism,  and  other  issues  deemed  appropriate.  The  committee 
shall  have  oversight  with  respect  to  the  Boston  Centers  for 
Youth  &  Families,  Boston  Youth  Fund,  Neighborhood  & 
Community  Health  Centers,  and  the  Boston  Public  Health 
Commission  (pediatric  and  adolescent  issues). 

Special  Committee  on  PILOT  Agreements,  which  shall 
concern  itself  with  specific  issues,  ideas,  concepts,  de- 
vices, legislation,  projects,  proposals,  strategies,  policies, 
procedures,  and/or  programs  that  impact  the  generation 
of  revenue  by  the  City  of  Boston  and  all  other  component 
units  that  comprise  the  government  entity  as  defined  by 
the  Governmental  Accounting  Standards  Board  through 
the  execution  and  adoption  of  agreements  to  make  pay- 
ments in  lieu  of  taxes  (PILOT).  The  committee  may  pres- 
ent orders  and  resolutions,  conduct  hearings  on  matters 
assigned  to  it,  and  report  to  the  council  on  any  such  mat- 
ter. The  committee  shall  have  referred  to  it  all  matters 
specifically  concerning  PILOT  agreements  from  any  leg- 
islative, executive,  or  judicial  source.  The  committee  shall 
not  concern  itself  with  the  general  expenditures  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  but  instead  shall  limit  its  oversight  to  the 
extent  that  a  specific  PILOT  agreement  may  have  costs 
associated  with  its  implementation,  and  the  committee 
shall  conduct  and/or  review  cost-benefit  analyses  of  mat- 
ters before  it.  The  cost-benefit  analysis  shall  include  but 
not  be  limited  to  (i)  an  analysis  of  the  level  and  value  of 
basic  city  services  provided  under  the  PILOT  agreement 
or  otherwise,  (ii)  an  analysis  of  the  level  and  value  of  any 
special  services  provided  under  the  PILOT,  (iii)  the  value 
of  the  payments  made  pursuant  to  the  PILOT,  and  (iv)  an 
estimate  of  the  tax  revenues  that  could  be  generated  if  the 
real/personal  property  were  not  tax-exempt.  The  commit- 
tee shall  include  the  results  of  the  cost-benefit  analysis  in 
any  report  the  committee  submits  to  the  council  and  shall 
supply  the  underlying  data  to  the  councilor  any  councillor 
upon  request.  The  committee  shall  exercise  oversight  with 
respect  to  the  Collector-Treasurer  regarding  any  revenues 
intended  to  be  generated  and  any  revenues  actually  gener- 
ated by  PILOT  agreements.  The  committee  may  cooper- 
ate with  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  the  Commit- 
tee on  Post  Audit  and  Oversight,  and  the  Committee  on 
Economic  Development  and  Planning  to  the  extent  that 


issues  overlap  with  those  committees  and  the  Chairper- 
son of  the  other  committee  seeks  joint  assignment  at  the 
time  of  assignment  of  matters  to  committee.  The  Special 
Committee  on  PILOT  Agreements  shall  not  be  a  standing 
committee  of  the  Boston  City  Council  and  shall  expire 
at  the  close  of  the  legislative  year,  but  it  shall  have  all  of 
the  rights,  powers,  duties,  and  obligations  employed  by  or 
expected  of  all  other  committees. 

Special  Committee  on  Youth  Violent  Crime  Preven- 
tion, which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  issues  relating 
to  the  current  rise  in  gang  and  youth  crime  in  the  City 
of  Boston.  The  committee  shall  examine  existing  city 
programs  designed  to  deal  with  such  issues,  review  sug- 
gestions for  future  policy  and  ptograms,  and  formulate 
a  series  of  recommendations  on  this  matter  for  Boston 
City  Council.  The  committee  will  work  to  maintain  the 
public's  awareness  and  response  to  these  issues.  The  com- 
mittee may  present  orders  and  resolutions,  conduct  hear- 
ings on  matters  assigned  to  it,  and  report  to  the  council 
on  any  such  matter.  The  committee  may  cooperate  with 
the  Committee  on  Public  Safety  and  the  Committee  on 
Youth  Affairs  to  the  extent  that  issues  overlap  with  those 
committees  and  the  Chairperson  of  the  other  committee 
seeks  joint  assignment  at  the  time  of  assignment  of  mat- 
ters to  committee.  The  Special  Committee  on  Youth  Vio- 
lent Crime  Prevention  shall  not  be  a  standing  committee 
of  the  Boston  City  Council  and  shall  expire  at  the  close 
of  the  legislative  year,  but  it  shall  have  all  of  the  rights, 
powers,  duties,  and  obligations  employed  by  or  expected 
of  all  other  committees. 

Council  Accolades 

Rule  37.  The  council,  or  any  committee  thereof,  shall 
have  the  honor  of  recognizing  persons,  groups,  and  events 
of  significant  importance  to  the  City  of  Boston.  Any 
councilor  wishing  to  honor  such  individuals  or  groups 
at  the  start  of  a  council  meeting  shall  notify  the  office 
of  the  council  president  in  writing  by  four  o'clock  PM 
-  one  business  day  before  the  meeting.  Three  accolades 
will  be  allowed  per  meeting  and  each  accolade  should  not 
exceed  five  minutes.  Said  notification  shall  include  the 
names  of  the  individuals  or  groups  and  the  reason  they 
are  being  honored.  The  Council  President,  at  the  request 
of  any  Councilor,  shall  ask  the  Council  to  recognize  and 
acknowledge  a  special  guest  or  group  of  guests  seated  in 
the  Council  gallery. 

Conduct  in  City  Council 

Rule  38.  Every  member  about  to  speak  shall  signal  the 
chair  by  electronic  means  provided  and  then  wait  until 
recognized  by  the  chair.  No  member  shall  be  recognized 
when  seated  or  away  from  his  or  her  desk.  In  speaking, 
members  shall  refrain  from  mentioning  other  members 
by  name  and  shall  refer  to  other  members  as  either  the 
councilor  from  district  (cite  district  number)  or  the  at- 
large  councilor  from  (neighborhood  of  residence)  or  as 
the  chair  of  a  particular  committee,  and  shall  confine 
themselves  to  the  question,  shall  not  use  unbecoming, 
abusive,  or  non-parliamentary  language  and  shall  avoid 
personalities.  Any  member  who,  in  debate  or  otherwise, 
indulges  in  personalities  or  makes  charges  reflecting  upon 
the  character  of  another  member,  shall  make  an  apology 
in  open  session  at  the  meeting  at  which  the  offense  was 
committed  or  at  the  next  succeeding  regular  meeting.  If 
the  member  fails  to  apologize,  the  president  shall  hold  the 
member  in  contempt  and  suspend  the  member  from  fur- 
ther participation  in  debate  and  statement  until  an  apology 
is  made. 

Order  of  and  Time  Limit  on  Speaking 

Rule  39.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  on 
a  question  when  another  member  who  has  not  spoken 
claims  the  floor,  and  no  member  speaking  shall,  without 
consenting,  be  interrupted  by  another,  except  on  a  point 
of  order.  A  member  may  speak  upon  a  matter  for  no  more 
than  ten  minutes,  except  as  further  limited  by  the  provi- 
sions of  this  rule.  A  member  who  has  not  spoken  on  a 
matter  shall  have  priority  and  recognition  by  the  chair 
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whenever  said  member  shall  rise. 

Remarks  by  councilors  at  the  time  a  petition,  order,  or 
resolution  has  been  admitted  and  assigned  to  a  commit- 
tee for  review  shall  be  limited  to  three  minutes  for  the 
sponsor  and  two  minutes  for  any  other  councilor.  The  ap- 
propriate time  for  questioning  and  debate  is  at  the  public 
hearing. 

The  clerk  shall  inform  the  president  whenever  a  mem- 
ber has  spoken  longer  than  the  allotted  time  under  the 
prescribed  time  limits. 

Conflict  of  Interest 

Rule  40.  The  Ethics  Commission  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  enforces  Chapter  268A  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws  —  The  Conflict  oflnterest 
Law.  The  Conflict  oflnterest  Law  regulates  the  conduct  of 
all  councilors  as  municipal  public  officials  and  governs 
the  conduct  of  municipal  public  officials.  All  councilors 
shall  review  and  fully  comply  with  each  of  the  law's  pro- 
visions. The  clerk  shall  distribute  a  copy  of  said  law  at 
the  start  of  each  municipal  year  and  conduct  seminars  for 
councilors  and  staff  when  appropriate. 

Guests 

Rule  41.  No  person  except  a  member  of  the  council 
shall  at  any  time  be  permitted  to  occupy  a  seat  in  the  lan- 
nella  Council  Chamber  or  the  seats  designated  for  coun- 
cilors at  any  city  council  hearing  location  of  any  member 
of  the  council.  The  city  messenger  shall  strictly  enforce 
this  rule. 

Rule  42.  Use  of  cell  phones  and  pagers  is  strictly  pro- 
hibited within  the  lannella  Council  Chamber  or  any  city 
council  hearing  location.  Such  items  must  be  turned  off 
upon  entering  the  lannella  Chamber  or  any  city  council 
hearing  location,  and  any  person  violating  this  rule  shall 
be  asked  to  leave  the  chamber  by  the  city  messenger. 

Rule  43.  No  person,  except  the  staff  of  the  clerk  or 
council  staff  shall  be  allowed  upon  the  council  floor  of  the 
lannella  Council  Chamber,  the  witness  podium  (micro- 
phone), or  the  doorways  of  the  anteroom  unless  invited 
by  the  presiding  officer.  Authorized  staff  members  shall 
be  allowed  on  the  floor  of  the  council  only  to  directly 
communicate  with  a  councilor  or  the  clerk  and  should  not 
remain  on  the  floor.  At  other  times,  council  staff  should 
take  seat  in  the  gallery  or  stand  in  the  gallery.  Guests  will 
be  allowed  in  the  gallery  of  the  lannella  Council  Chamber 
when  the  council  is  in  session,  but  no  one  will  be  admitted 
to  the  gallery  after  all  seats  are  occupied.  Guests  will  be 
allowed  into  other  city  council  hearing  locations,  but  no 
one  will  be  admitted  unless  seats  or  proper  standing  room 
exists  in  the  interest  of  public  safety.  No  demonstration 
of  approval  or  disapproval  from  guests  will  be  permitted, 
and  if  such  demonstrations  are  made,  the  gallery  or  guest 
seating  area  will  be  cleared.  The  city  messenger  or  coun- 
cil staff  assigned  to  the  hearing  shall  strictly  enforce  this 
rule. 

Members  of  the  Press  on  Councilor  Floor 
Rule  44.  Members  of  the  press  in  attendance  shall  re- 
frain from  discussion  within  the  lannella  Council  Cham- 
ber with  councilor  members  during  a  council  meeting.  No 
member  of  the  press  shall  be  allowed  on  the  council  floor 
without  the  consent  of  the  presiding  officer.  The  city  mes- 
senger shall  strictly  enforce  this  rule. 

Lobbying  Activities 

Rule  45.  No  person,  who  for  compensation  or  reward 
acts  to  promote,  oppose,  or  influence  a  matter  pending 
before  the  council  shall  be  admitted  at  any  time  to  the  lan- 
nella Council  Chamber  or  anterooms  thereof  unless  said 
person  has  registered  with  the  clerk  stating  the  nature  of 
his  or  her  business.  The  clerk  shall  distribute  a  complete 
listing  of  individuals  registered  under  this  rule  on  the  first 
day  of  the  municipal  year  and  on  the  first  day  of  July  to 
each  councilor  member. 


Rule  46.  Unless  inconsistent  with  any  provision  of 
these  rules,  the  proceedings  of  the  council  shall  be  gov- 
erned by  Robert's  Rules  of  Order,  current  edition. 

Suspension  of  Rules 

Rule  47.  With  the  exception  of  Rule  5,  which  may  not 
be  suspended,  and  Rules  12,  33  and  35,  which  may  be 
suspended  only  by  a  unanimous  roll  call,  the  foregoing 
rules  shall  not  be  altered,  amended,  suspended  or  repealed 
at  any  time,  except  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  members 
of  the  council.  Provided,  however,  that  Rule  12  may  be 
suspended  only  in  the  case  of  an  order,  ordinance,  vote, 
committee  report  or  other  measure  submitted  by  the  may- 
or or  by  a  councilor  calling  for  action  by  the  council  that 
is  of  any  emergency  nature,  namely  that  which  imposes 
an  imminent  threat  to  the  peace,  health,  or  safety  of  the 
people  or  their  property. 

Adoption  of  Rules 

Rule  47.  The  Rules  of  the  City  Council  shall  be  ad- 
opted by  a  majority  roll  call  vote  no  later  than  the  first 
regular  meeting  of  February  of  each  year.

Whereas:  The  Mayor  and  other  elected  officials,  com- 
munity organizations,  religious  leaders,  and  many  others 
have  proposed  and  begun  to  implement  solutions  to  the

Whereas:  The  Boston  Police  Department  is  working 
conscientiously  and  diligently  to  prevent  and  solve  vio-

Whereas:  Despite  these  many  admirable  efforts,  there

A  councillor  that  seeks  to  speak  on  a  topic  that  does 
not  have  a  direct  bearing  on  the  business  of  the  councilor 
which  may  be  otherwise  subject  to  Rule  5,  may  file  with 
the  President  of  the  Boston  City.  Council  a  Special  Order 
to  be  added  to  the  Special  Order  Agenda.  The  President 
shall  prepare  a  Special  Order  Agenda  for  inclusion  in  "the 
packet"  identified  in  Rule  13. 

No  councillor  may  present  more  than  one  ( 1 )  matter  on 
the  Special  Order  Agenda  at  any  single  meeting  unless  the 
presiding  officer  has,  pursuant  to  Rule  5.  referred  a  mat- 
ter to  the  Special  Order  Agenda  during  a  weekly  meeting. 
In  no  event,  however,  maya  councillor  present  more  than 
three  (3)  matters  during  the  Special  Order  Agenda  at  any 
single  weekly  meeting. 

Upon  adoption  of  the  Consent  Agenda  and  the  conclu- 
sion ofthe  closing  remarks  ofthe  presiding  officer,  the 
Special  Order  Agenda  shall  be  called  by  the  presiding  of- 
ficer. The  calling  of  matters  on  the  Special  Order  Agenda 
shall  not  require  a  quorum  as  defined  in  Rule  2. 

A  councillor  acknowledged  pursuant  to  the  Special 
Order  Agenda  shall  abide  by  the  Rules  ofthe  Boston  City 
Council  governing  debate,  decorum,  and  the  presiding 
officer's  power  of  recognition  except  that  the  presenting 
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councillor  shall  be  limited  to  five  (5)  minutes  in  the  pre- 
sentation of  a  matter  on  the  Special  Order  Agenda  and  the 
assistant  city  clerk,  acting  as  assistant  clerk  of  the  council, 
shall  inform  the  presiding  officer  immediately  upon  the 
expiration  of  five  (5)  minutes.  There  shall  be  no  debate 
during  the  Special  Order  Agenda. 

The  presenting  councillor  shall  conclude  and  refrain 
from  additional  remarks  immediately  upon  the  Clerk's 
notice  of  expiration  of  time  and  may  not  petition  for  con- 
sent for  additional  time  and  may  not  be  granted  additional 
time. 

Upon  completion  of  the  Special  Order  Agenda,  the 
meeting  of  the  City  Council  shall  be  adjourned  by  the 
presiding  officer.  BE  IT  FURTHER

Whereas:  Many  solvent-based  products  used  in  the 
installation  and  finishing  of  hardwood  floors  are  often 
highly  flammable  and/or  combustible  and  pose  significant 
risks  of  fires  and  explosions;  and 

Whereas:  The  use  of  these  products  in  enclosed  and 
poorly  ventilated  areas  may  cause  a  significant  build-up 
of  vapors,  to  a  point  where  sparks  or  open  flames  can  ig- 
nite the  vapors,  causing  fires  or  explosions;  and 

Whereas:  Solvents  in  lacquer,  which  are  heavier  than 
air  and  which  sink  to  the  floor,  can  even  be  ignited  by 
a  spark  from  a  fan  motor  being  used  to  blow  the  deadly 
fumes  outside;  and 

Whereas:  Some  workers  in  the  floor  sanding  and  re- 
finishing  trade  may  be  untrained  about  the  hazards  of 
using  these  highly-flammable  products  without  adequate 
ventilation  within  the  same  vicinity  as  potential  ignition 
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sources  such  as  cigarettes,  gas  pilots,  or  electrical  circuit 
breakers;  and 

Whereas:  Prolonged  and  repeated  exposure  to  high 
levels  of  these  vapors  may  produce  both  acute  and  chronic 
adverse  health  effects,  and  sufficient  absorption  of  these 
products  through  the  skin  could  lead  to  adverse  systemic 
health  effects;  and 

Whereas:  The  provision  of  adequate  product-specific 
training  for  the  use  of  solvent-based  products,  the  use  of 
respirators,  the  use  of  less  flammable  or  non-flammable 
and  non-combustible  products  and  the  use  of  less  toxic 
products  could  prevent  both  short-term  and  long-term  ad- 
verse effects  in  workers;  and 

Whereas:  The  floor  sanding  and  refinishing  trade,  ac- 
cording to  media  accounts,  is  unregulated  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  which  is  host  to  nearly  150  registered  floor  refin- 
ishing businesses;  Be  It  Therefore 

Ordered:  That  the  Boston  City  Council  hold  a  public 
hearing  to  determine  if  Boston  should  take  measures  to 
regulate  the  floor  sanding  and  refinishing  trade  to  prevent 
further  injuries  in  the  City  of  Boston;  and  Be  it  Further 

Ordered:  hat  representatives  of  the  floor  sanding  and 
refinishing  industry,  Viet-AID  in  Dorchester,  the  Boston 
Public  Health  Commission,  the  Boston  Fire  Department, 
the  state  Executive  Office  of  Public  Safety,  federal  Occu- 
pational Safety  and  Health  Administration,  and  the  gen- 
eral public  be  invited  to  attend  and  testify  at  this  hearing.

Whereas:  One  recent  study.  Health  Care  for  Home- 
less Veterans  Programs,  indicates  that  African  Americans 
are  over  four  times  more  likely  that  other  veterans  to  be 
homeless;  and 

Whereas:  African  Americans  have  been  more  likely 
than  whites  to  be  over  diagnosed  with  psychosis  and 
under  diagnosed  with  affective,  or  anxiety  disorders;  to 
receive  inpatient  or  emergency  care  rather  than  sched- 
uled outpatient  care;  to  be  involuntarily  committed;  to 
receive  excessive  medication,  especially  anti-psychotic 
medications;  to  be  place  in  seclusion  and  restraints;  to 
leave  treatment  against  medical  advice;  to  be  referred  to 
the  least  desirable  dispositions;  not  to  receive  substance 
abuse  treatment  when  treatment  is  needed;  and  to  be  in- 
carcerated with  substance  abuse  problems;  and 

Whereas:  The  Veterans  Administration  has  established 
a  new  Secretariat-level,  15-member  Advisory  Committee 
on  Homeless  Veterans  and  Ralph  Cooper,  a  long-time,  lo- 
cal advocate  in  aiding  homeless  veterans,  is  a  committee 
member;  and 

Whereas:  Black  Veterans  for  Social  Justice,  Inc.,  a  non- 
profit, community-based  organization  in  Brooklyn,  New 
York,  has  served  men  and  women  veterans,  their  families 
and  members  of  the  community  for  the  past  23  years,  in 
the  areas  of  social  readjustment,  housing,  employment, 
compensation,  disability,  substance  abuse,  medical  treat- 
ment, Post  Traumatic  Stress  Disorder,  family  interven- 
tion, prison  counseling,  relocation  into  the  community, 
and  legal  advocacy;  and 

Whereas:  The  Veterans  Benefit  Clearinghouse  Inc., 
in  Boston  specifically  targets  the  homeless  veteran 
population  whose  demographics  are:  85  percent  African 
American,  10  percent  Caucasian,  and  5  percent  Hispanic. 
Services  available  to  program  participants  include  case 
management  and  counseling,  employment  training  and 
placement,  pre-vocational  training,  emergency  services 
-  food  pantry,  rental  assistance,  utilities  assistance,  hous- 
ing (SRO)  and  housing  placement  (section  8)  -  and  health 


education;  and 

Whereas:  Boston  City  Councillor  Charles  C.  Yancey 
sponsored  a  resolution  urging  the  National  Black  Cau- 
cus of  Local  Elected  Officials  to  support  a  national  study 
to  determine  the  cause  of  homeless  ness  among  African 
American  veterans;  and 

Whereas:  THOUSANDS  and  thousands  of  soldiers 
who  risked  their  lives  for  our  country  will  wander  the 
streets  for  food  and  sleep  in  the  gutters  tonight;  Therefore 
be  it 

Ordered:  That  the  appropriate  Committee  of  the  Bos- 
ton City  Council  convenes  a  public  hearing  to  discuss

Whereas:  many  residents  of  Boston  have  been  injured 
or  killed  in  automotive  accidents  involving  pedestrians, 
and 

Whereas:  "speed  bumps"  have  the  effect  of  reducing 
the  speed  of  vehicles  where  they  are  used  in  heavily  con- 
gested areas,  thereby  reducing  the  probability  of  fatal  ac- 
cident, and 

Whereas:  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  (BRA)  houses 
approximately  ten  percent  of  Boston's  residents,  and 

Whereas:  a  significant  proportion  ofBHA  residents  are 
children  and  elderly,  and 

Whereas:  in  1998,  a  two-year  old  infant  was  killed  in 
an  automobile  accident  at  the  Gallivan  Housing  Develop- 
ment where  the  residents  have  requested  speed  bumps  as 
a  strategy  to  reduce  the  likelihood  of  a  recurrence  of  this 
tragedy,  and 

Whereas:  in  August  of  this  year  Paris  Booker,  a  prom- 
ising scholar  and  athlete,  was  killed  on  Topliff  Street  in 
Dorchester  when  a  speeding  vehicle  struck  him  while  he 
was  bicycling,  and 

Whereas:  speed  bumps  have  been  installed  on  some 
private  rights  of  way,  private  housing  developments,  in 
some  BHA  developments  as  well  as  certain  public  streets 
in  Boston,  Be  It  Therefore 

Ordered:  That  the  appropriate  committee  of  the  Boston 
City  Council  convene  hearings  to  determine  the  feasibil- 
ity of  installing  permanent  or  temporary  speed  bumps  on 
certain  public  and  private  streets  to  help  reduce  the  speed 
of  vehicles  in  congested  areas,  And  Be  It  Further 

Ordered:  That  the  heads  of  Transportation  Depart- 
ment, the  Boston  Housing  Authority,  Emergency  Medical 
Services,  Police,  Fire  and  Public  Works  Departments  be 
invited  to  testify.

ORDINANCE  REQUIRING  POLICE  OFFICERS  TO 
WEAR  BULLET-PROOF  VESTS  (DOCKET  NO. 
0205) 

Councilor  YANCEY  offered  the  following: 
Whereas:  On  December  30,  1987,  the  Boston  City 
Council  passed  an  Order  establishing  a  policy  that  pro- 
vided every  sworn  member  of  the  Boston  Police  Depart- 
ment with  a  "bullet-proof  or  bullet  resistant  safety  vest 
free  of  charge;  and 

Whereas:  The  United  States  Bureau  of  Justice  Statis- 
tics has  recorded  a  significant  decline  in  the  number  of 
slain  officers,  dropping  from  1  per  4,000  in  1978  to  1  per 
11,000  in  1998,  since  the  introduction  of  body  armor; 
and 

Whereas:  Police  officers  in  many  cities,  including  New 
York,  Chicago,  and  Los  Angeles,  are  required  to  wear 
vests  while  on  duty;  and 

Whereas:  While  this  policy  has  encouraged  Boston 
Police  Officer  to  wear  bullet-proof  vests,  thereby  saving 
many  of  their  lives,  use  of  the  vests  remains  optional  for 
most  officers;  and 

Whereas:  Boston  Police  Officers  who  have  been  on  the 
job  for  more  than  one  (1 )  year  are  not  required  to  wear  the 
department-issued  vests  while  on  duty  but  may  opt  to  do 
so  voluntarily;  and 

Whereas:  Many  Boston  Police  Officers  choose  not  to 
wear  bullet-proof  vests  despite  the  knowledge  that  the 
vest  could  save  their  lives;  and 

Whereas:  The  Boston  Police  Academy  currently  dis- 


plays the  bullet-proof  vest  that  saved  the  life  of  Johnathon 
Stratton; 

Whereas:  According  to  news  reports,  on  March  7, 
2002,  Boston  Police  Officer  Roberto  Pulido  made  a  life- 
saving  choice  by  option  to  wear  a  bullet-proof  vest  that 
intercepted  a  close-range  gunshot  to  the  stomach  from  a 
suspected  car  thief;  and 

Whereas:  It  is  essential  for  the  City  of  Boston  to  take 
every  reasonable  step  to  protect  the  lives  of  Boston  Police 
Officers  and  the  public;  Therefore, 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Cay  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol- 
lows: 

That  CBC  Chapter  XI  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting 
the  following  new  language: 

1 1-1 .8  REQUIREMENTTO  WEAR  BULLET-PROOF 
VESTS. 

a.  Issue  vests.  The  City  of  Boston  shall  issue  every 
sworn  member  of  the  Boston  Police  Department  with  one 
(1)  "bullet-proof  or  bullet-resistant  safety  vest  at  no  ex- 
pense to  the  member. 

b.  Requirement  to  wear  vests.  All  sworn  member  of  the 
Boston  Police  Department  shall  wear  a  bullet-proof  vest 
while  in  the  performance  of  field  duties  and/or  under  any 
other  circumstances  determined  by  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner or  his/her  designee. 

c.  Waiver.  The  Police  Commissioner  shall  have  the 
authority  to  establish  rules  and  regulations  necessary  to 
implement  this  ordinance. 

d.  Rules  and  Regulations.  The  Police  Commissioner 
shall  have  the  authority  to  establish  rules  and  regulations 
necessary  to  implement  this  ordinance. 

e.  Severability.  The  Provisions  of  this  section  shall  be 
severable  and  if  any  section,  part,  or  portion  hereof  shall 
be  held  invalid  for  any  reason  by  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  such  court  shall  not  affect  or 
impair  any  remaining  sections,  parts,  or  portions  hereof.

Whereas:  A  report  by  the  U.S.  House  Education  and 
Labor  Committee  recognized  that  the  employment,  trans- 
portation, and  public  accommodation  sections  of  the 
Americans  with  Disabilities  Act  would  be  meaningless  if 
people  who  use  wheelchairs  were  not  afforded  the  oppor- 
tunity to  travel  on  and  between  the  streets;  and 

Whereas:  Sidewalks  without  curb  cuts  and  sidewalks 
that  are  damaged  present  pennanent  barriers  and  safety 


hazards  to  people  with  disabilities;  and 

Whereas:  Cities  and  towns  deliver  blatant  signs  to  dis- 
abled individuals  that  they  are  not  welcome  when  those 
cities  and  towns  have  sidewalks  without  curb  cuts  and 
sidewalks  that  are  damaged;  and 

Whereas:  The  City  of  Boston,  according  to  its  Com- 
mission for  Persons  with  Disabilities,  has  a  policy  of  in- 
stalling curb  ramps  within  100  feet  of  a  construction  site 
or,  in  some  cases,  for  individual  requests;  and. 

Whereas:  It  is  the  policy  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  the 
State  of  Massachusetts  to  oppose  discrimination  in  all  of

GLOBAL  POSITIONING  SYSTEM  TECHNOL- 
OGY ON  ALL  EMERGENCY  VEHICLES  EM- 
PLOYED BY  THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON  (DOCKET 
NO.  0209) 

The  following  was  received: 

Whereas:  Global  Positioning  System  (GPS)  technol- 
ogy is  used  by  many  police,  fire  and  emergency  medical 
services  throughout  the  world  to  detennine  which  emer- 
gency vehicles  are  nearest  to  emergencies  and  to  identify 
the  shortest  routes  to  destinations;  and 

Whereas:  Early  response  time  for  the  delivery  of  car- 
dio  pulmonary  resuscitation  (CPR)  and  defibrillation 
(external  electric  shock), is  imperative  for  survival  of  a 
cardiac  arrest  victim  whose  brain  cells  and  heart  muscles 
will  begin  to  die  after  four  to  six  minutes  without  a  pulse 
or  respiration;  and 

Whereas:  The  likelihood  of  successful  resuscitation 
decreases  by  approximately  ten  percent  with  each  minute 
following  the  onset  of  sudden  cardiac  arrest;  thus,  the  sur- 
vival rate  of  a  cardiac  arrest  victim  drops  to  virtually  zero 
if  defibrillation  is  delayed  for  more  than  ten  minutes;  and 

Whereas:  The  London  Ambulance  Service  reduced  its 
response  time  by  a  critical  two  minutes  alter  implement- 
ing GPS  technology;  and 

Whereas:  The  American  Heart  Association  estimates 
that  as  many  as  100,000  deaths  could  be  prevented  each 
year  through  early  response  time;  and 

Whereas:  Minnesota;  Southeast  Michigan;  Denver. 
Colorado;  and  Palm  Beach  County.  Florida  have  imple- 
mented GPS  technology;  and 

Whereas:  Boston  EMS  has  GPS  Technology  available 
but  only  uses  it  during  certain  events;  and 

Whereas:  The  use  of  GPS  technology  by  Emergency 
Medical  Services  in  the  City  of  Boston  would  provide 
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faster  response  time  and  save  lives  and  reduce  disabili- 
ties from  injuries  and  insure  that  all  residents  in  the  City 
of  Boston  receive  rapid  medical  response  whenever  they 
encounter  an  emergency;  Therefore 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

That  the  following  new  language  be  inserted  into  CBC 
Chapter  XI: 

11-10  USE  OF  GPS  TECHNOLOGY  FOR 
EMERGENCY  MEDICAL  SERVICES 

1 1-10.1  Employment  of  GPS  receivers  in  emergency 
vehicles:  The  City  of  Boston  shall  mandate  that  Boston's 
911  dispatchers  utilize  global  positioning  system  receiv- 
ers on  all  emergency  vehicles  operating  in  the  City  of 
Boston  to  determine  the  emergency  vehicle  nearest  an 
emergency,  enabling  the  quickest  possible  response  in 
life-or-death  situations. 

1 1-10.2  Employment  of  GPS  Navigational  System  in 
Emergency  Vehicles:  The  City  of  Boston  shall  mandate 
that  all  emergency  vehicles  operating  in  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton employ  a  modern  global  positioning  system  naviga- 
tional computer  to  identify  the  shortest  route  destination 
to  91 1  emergency  calls.  Emergency  Vehicles  shall  mean 
those  of  Boston  Emergency  Medical  Services,  Boston 
Fire  Department,  Boston  Police  Department,  and  private 
ambulance  companies,  such  as  American  Medical  Re- 
sponse and  Fallon  Ambulance  Service,  who  provide  pri- 
mary or  secondary  back  up  91 1  emergency  transportation 
services  for  Boston  EMS. 

1 1-10.3  Severability  Clause  for  sections  1 1-10.1  to  1 1- 
10.2:  If  any  provision  of  this  measure  is  held  invalid  or 
the  application  thereof  to  any  person  or  circumstance  is 
held  invalid,  such  invalidity  shall  not  affect  other  provi- 
sions or  applications  of  the  chapter,  which  can  be  given 
effect  without  the  invalid  provisions  or  applications,  and 
to  this  and  the  provisions  of  this  measure  are  declared 
severable. 

1 1-10.4  Effective  Date:  This  ordinance,  being  the  ex- 
ercise of  a  power  specifically  delegated  to  the  City  legis- 
lative body,  is  not  subject  to  referendum,  and  shall  take 
effect  12  months  after  passage  and  publication  of  an  ap- 
proved summary  thereof  consisting  of  the  title.

However,  HUD  later  told  the  state 
it  had  found  $2.6  million  in  funds  from  past  fiscal  year 
that  had  not  been  spent  and  could  be  used  to  fill  the  gap, 
leaving  a  shortfall  of  $550,00,  and

munity Development,  said  housing  officials  were  drafting 
the  termination  letter  to  be  sent  Monday,  just  in  case,  and 

Whereas:  These  rental  cuts  in  rental  subsidies  could 
affect  hundred  of  families  in  Boston  who  rely  on  the 
program  to  help  pay  rent.  About  400  of  the  families  that 
would  get  notices  are  in  the  greater  Boston  area,  and 

Whereas:  According  to  Cindy  Rowe,  spokeswoman  for 
the  Citizens  Housing  and  Planning  Association,  "The  av- 
erage income  for  these  families  is  $13,000  a  year.  There's 
nothing  you  can  rent  in  the  Boston  market  for  that.  They 
are  going  to  be  homeless  there  is  really  no  other  choice," 
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and 

Whereas:  The  termination  notices  will  go  to  families 
who  are  receiving  housing  vouchers  through  eight  non- 
profit organizations  across  the  state  that  manage  vouchers 
for  18,000  families.

formance, and  college  preparation  and  success;  and 

Whereas:  The  Boston  Strategy  to  Improve  Student 
Attendance  as  well  as  truancy  sweeps  initiated  by  the 
Boston  Police  Department  and  the  Boston  Public  School 
Departments,  which  connect  students  to  services  from  the 
YMCA  of  Greater  Boston  through  the  Promoting  Higher

town  (new  Chapter  40Q);  and 

Whereas:  "District  Improvement  Financing"  allows 
for  new  eminent  domain  powers  within  these  districts,  in- 
cluding the  taking  of  private  property  which  is  unrelated 
to  "blight";  and 

Whereas:  "District  Improvement  Financing"  enables 
municipalities  to  finance  public  works  and  infrastructure 
improvements  (including  eminent  domain  takings)  by  se- 
questering new -growth  taxes,  diverting  this  revenue  from 
the  city's  general  services  to  pay  the  debt  on  bonds  used 
to  finance  the  new  construction;  and 

Whereas:  Mayor  Menino  is  proposing  state  legisla- 
tion to  remove  the  DIP  incremental  tax  growth  from  the 
Proposition  2  1/2  limit;  and 

Whereas:  "District  Improvement  Financing"  serves 
to  make  the  City  a  co-investor  in  the  very  projects  it  is 


supposed  to  regulate  and  control,  which  would  create  a 
potential  conflict-of-interest  and  would  put  the  City  and 
Boston  taxpayers  at  risk  if  the  new  development  fails  to

Whereas:  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
through  its  General  Court  and  Governor,  approved  the 
enabling  legislation  for  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority (BRA)  St.  1957.  c.  150  on  March  4.  1957;  this 
Special  Act  authorized  the  City  of  Boston  to  create  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  (BRA);  on  August  19. 
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1957,  the  Boston  City  Council  voted  to  organize  the  BRA 
because,  as  Mayor  Hynes  wrote,  "The  paramount  impor- 
tance of  urban  renewal  to  Boston's  future  demands  that  it 
be  the  sole  responsibility  of  a  separate  agency;"  and 

Whereas:  The  BRA  assumed  the  powers  of  the  Plan- 
ning Board  of  the  City  of  Boston  when  the  City  Planning 
Board  was  abolished  and  all  its  property  and  City  appro- 
priations for  its  use  were  transferred  to  the  BRA.  pursuant 
to  St.  1960,  c.  652,  s.  12  ,  further  minimizing  City  Coun- 
cil and  public  intervention  in  the  implementation  of  the 
BRA's  urban  renewal  programs;  and 

Whereas:  As  a  result  of  this  legislative  action,  the  BRA 
became  and  is  now  the  single  agency  responsible  both  for 
city-wide  planning  and  development  regulation  through- 
out the  city  of  Boston,  a  conflict  of  interest  which  invari- 
ably favors  the  development  mission,  particularly  in  view 
of  the  BRA's  dependence  for  funding  on  its  development 
promotion  activities;  and 

Whereas:  The  BRA  in  its  activities  as  a  planning  board 
is  not  fully  accountable  organizationally,  functionally,  or 
financially  to  the  Boston  City  Councilor  to  the  residents 
of  Boston;  and 

Whereas:  In  1993,  pursuant  to  St.  1993,  c.  341,  the 
BRA  merged  with  the  Economic  Development  and  In- 
dustrial Corporation  of  the  City  of  Boston;  consequently, 
the  BRA  became  the  single  agency  with  responsibility  for 
all  of  the  city's  planning,  zoning,  economic  development, 
and  industrial  development;  and 

Whereas:  BRA  owns  hundreds  of  properties  in  Bos- 
ton; as  the  owner,  redeveloper,  and  planner,  the  BRA  is 
confronted  with  incontrovertible  conflicts  of  interest;  and 

Whereas:  The  City  believes  that  in  order  for  Boston 
to  benefit  from  comprehensive  land  use  planning,  plan- 
ning must  be  separated  from  the  conflicting  processes  of 
promoting  development,  and  must  be  accountable,  as  an 
integrated  City  function,  for  oversight  and  funding  to  the 
City  Council  and  the  Mayor;  THEREFORE  BE  IT 

Ordered:  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be,

Section  1 .  Repeal  of  Boston  Redevelopment  Author- 
ity's powers  as  planning  board. 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  general  or  spe- 
cial law  to  the  contrary,  including,  without  limitation,  the 
provisions  of  chapter  one  hundred  twenty-one  A  of  the 
general  laws,  by  this  act,  the  text  and  provisions  of  the 
second  and  third  paragraphs  of  section  twelve  of  chap- 
ter six  hundred  fifty-two  of  the  acts  of  1960,  are  hereby 
repealed. 

Section  2.  Establishment  of  a  Planning  Department  in 
the  City  of  Boston 

The  City  of  Boston,  through  its  mayor,  shall  establish 
a  Planning  Department  in  the  municipal  government  of 
the  City  of  Boston  which  shall  have  the  powers  and  per- 
form the  duties  from  time  to  time  conferred  or  imposed 
on  planning  boards  of  cities  in  Massachusetts  by  general 
laws  or  special  laws  applicable  to  the  City  of  Boston,  in- 
cluding section  seventy  of  chapter  forty-one  of  the  gen- 
eral laws,  and  shall  also  have  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  conferred  or  imposed  by  statute  or  ordinance  on 
the  city  planning  board  of  the  city  of  Boston;  and  for  all 
purposes,  this  Planning  Department  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
a  planning  board  under  Massachusetts  law. 

The  Planning  Department  shall  be  given  appropriate 
powers  and  responsibilities  to  ensure  adequate  and  full 
public  review  processes  at  every  step  in  the  planning  pro- 
cess. The  Planning  Department  shall  ensure  full  repre- 
sentation of  each  of  the  City's  neighborhoods  in  the  City 


planning  process.  The  Planning  Department  shall  assume 
primary  responsibility  for  preparing  master  plans  for  the 
city  as  a  whole  and  for  districts  and  neighborhoods  as  it 
deems  appropriate;  shall  establish  zoning  ordinances;  and 
shall  review  and  have  final  approval  over  all  proposed  de- 
velopment projects,  whether  proposed  by  private  parties, 
by  other  City  agencies  which  solicit  or  assist  develop- 
ment, or  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  imple- 
menting development  within  its  urban  renewal  areas,  as 
consistent  with  City  plans  and  regulations. 

Section  3.  Complete  transfer  of  powers,  duties,  funding 
appropriations,  and  property  of  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  to  the  Planning  Department. 

All  property  owned  at  any  time  by  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton which  is  currently  in  the  custody  of  the  Boston  Re- 
development Authority,  all  private  property  acquired  by 
the  BRA  by  purchase  or  taking  using  City  funds,  all  op- 
erational or  capital  appropriations  by  the  City  of  Boston 
for  the  use  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  for 
planning  or  development  review  or  regulation  purposes, 
all  property  and  assets  of  the  Economic  Development 
and  Industrial  Corporation,  all  fees  paid  by  developers 
for  Planning  Department  application  processing,  and  all 
State  and  Federal  grants  awarded  to  the  BRA  for  plan- 
ning- and  development-related  activities  not  specifically 
related  to  urban  renewal,  are  hereby  transferred  to  and 
vested  in  the  Planning  Department  created  pursuant  to 
this  act.  The  City  of  Boston  shall  receive  proposed  project 
application  fees  from  Urban  Renewal  Plan  Area  projects 
in  the  same  manner  as  received  from  other  development 
proposals,  notwithstanding  any  fees  paid  by  proponents 
to  the  BRA. 

All  persons  appointed  by,  or  holding  by,  through,  or 
under  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  acting  as  a 
planning  board,  are  hereby  transferred  to,  and  made  em- 
ployees of,  the  Planning  Department  without  reduction 
in  their  rank,  without  reduction  in  their  compensation, 
without  impairment  of  their  civil  service  rights,  without 
impairment  of  their  retirement  rights,  and  without  impair- 
ment oftheir  vacation,  holiday,  or  sick  leave  rights. 

The  BRA  shall  retain  the  power  to  acquire  and  dis- 
position properties  within  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  Area 
boundaries  as  allowed  by  the  respective  Plans,  and  with 
City  Council  and  State  oversight  over  all  modifications  as 
per  760  CMR  12.00:  Urban  Renewal  Regulations.  How- 
ever, all  development  proposals  within  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  Areas  shall  be  reviewed  by  the  Planning  Department 
for  consistency  with  general  plans  for  the  City  as  a  whole. 
In  the  same  manner,  all  "demonstration  projects"  outside 
of  Urban  Renewal  Plan  Areas  which  are  proposed  by  the 
BRA  under  Chapter  12 IB  Section  46  (f)  shall  be  submit- 
ted to  the  Planning  Department  for  review  of  their  consis- 
tency with  the  City's  general  plans  for  the  city  as  a  whole 
and  for  districts.  As  each  individual  Urban  Renewal  Plan 
expires,  BRA  powers  will  expire  in  the  relevant  Plan 
Area,  and  full  planning  and  project  review  process  will  re- 
vert to  the  Planning  Department;  and  all  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  Area  properties  shall  revert  to  the  custody  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  for  disposition  consistent  with  City  plans  and 
zoning  regulations;  and  all  rental  revenues  for  formerly 
BRA-owned  properties  under  lease  shall  be  received  by 
the  City  of  Boston. 

No  City  of  Boston  funds  shall  be  appropriated  to  the 
BRA  for  planning;  nor  shall  City  of  Boston  funds  be  ap- 
propriated for  BRA  acquisition  of  property  in  implement- 
ing its  Urban  Renewal  Plans. 

Section  4.  Orders,  rules,  and  regulations;  promulga- 
tion. 

In  addition  to  the  powers  and  duties  prescribed  in  this 
act,  the  City  of  Boston,  through  its  mayor  andlor  the  Plan- 
ning Department  established  pursuant  to  this  act,  shall 
exercise  its  authority  and  promulgate  orders,  rules,  andlor 
regulations  to  achieve  the  full  implementation  of  this  act. 
Each  and  every  such  order,  rule,  and/or  regulation  shall 
be  delivered  to  the  Boston  City  Clerk  and  the  Boston  City 
Council. 
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Section  5.  Severability. 

If  any  provision  of  this  act  or  the  application  of  such 
provision  to  any  person  or  circumstance  shall  be  held 
invalid,  the  validity  of  the  remainder  of  this  act  and  the 
applicability  of  such  provision  to  other  persons  or  circum- 
stances shall  not  be  affected  thereby. 

Section  6.  Effective  Date. 

This  act  shall  be  effective  immediately  upon  passage.

Whereas:  The  City  of  Boston,  like  all  consumers  of 
conventional  petroleum-based  heating  oil  (also  known  as 
"Number  2  Oil"),  are  facing  dramatically  increased  heat- 
ing costs  this  winter  and  in  to  the  foreseeable  future;  and 
Whereas:  "Biodiesel"  refers  to  a  clean  burning  alterna- 
tive fuel,  produced  from  domestic,  renewable  resources, 
can  be  used  in  all  compression-ignition  engines  includ- 
ing those  used  in  heating  systems  with  little  or  no  needed 
modifications,  and  is  biodegradable,  nontoxic,  and  essen- 
tially free  of  sulfur  and  aromatics;  and 

Whereas:  The  City's  use  of  alternative  energy  sources 
for  heating  systems  could  help  reduce  dependence  on  oil 
by  testing  an  alternative  that  is  much  better  for  the  envi- 
ronment; and 

Whereas:  "BioHeat"  is  an  industry-accepted  term 
used  to  describe  any  blend  of  pure  biodiesel  with  conven- 
tional home  heating  oil  where  both  oils  meet  their  federal 
specifications  -  ASTM  D  396  and  ASTM  D  6751  -  before 
blending  can  occur  (BioHeat  is  usually  a  2  to  20  percent 
blend  of  biodiesel  with  heating  oil);  and 

Whereas:  BioHeat  at  blends  up  to  B20  are  compatible 
with  all  known  oil  tanks  and  systems;  and 

Whereas:  The  City  of  Boston  could  obtain  many  ben- 
efits by  using  BioHeat  and/or  other  available  alternative 
fuels  (e.g.  solar,  wind,  fuel  cell,  hydro,  etc)  in  heating 
systems;  and 

Whereas:  Particularly  with  rising  prices  of  conven- 
tional petroleum-based  heating  oil,  conversion  to  BioHeat 
could  be  less  expensive  than  buying  heating  oil  by  the 
gallon  and  could  therefore  provide  significant  economic 
savings  for  the  City  of  Boston;  THEREFORE  BE  IT 

Ordered:  The  Boston  City  Council  host  a  public  hear- 
ing to  discuss  the  potential  use  of  BioHeat  and/or  other 
alternative  energy  sources  in  the  heating  systems  of  City- 
owned  and  managed  buildings;  AND  BE  IT  FURTHER 

Ordered:  Representatives  of  appropriate  City  and  State

ORDINANCE  AMENDING  CBC  16-12.16  RE: 
PROMPT  AND  COMPLETE  REMOVAL  OF 
SNOW  AND  ICE  FROM  SIDEWALKS  ABUTI- 
ING  CURB  RAMPS  (DOCKET  NO.  0259) 

Councilors  ARROYO  and  TURNER  offered  the  fol- 
lowing: 

Whereas:  Through-out  the  winter  of  2004/2005,  there 
were  many  reports  that  Boston  businesses  and  residents 
failed  to  shovel  their  sidewalks  (and  abutting  curb  ramps/ 
cuts)  and/or  failed  to  clear  sidewalks  in  a  manner  that  en- 
sures that  all  residents  -  including  wheelchair  users,  the 
elderly  and  others  with  disabilities  -  can  traverse  the  side- 
walks safely;  and 

Whereas:  This  failure  to  adequately  remove  snow  and 
ice  from  the  City's  sidewalks  results  in  a  lack  of  reason- 
able access  and  mobility  for  wheelchair  users,  the  elderly, 
the  disabled  and  other  residents,  and  causes  significant 
public  safety  issues;  and 

Whereas:  A  particular  concern  is  the  failure  by  many 
residents  and  business  to  shovel  abutting  curb  ramps/cuts, 
a  legal  obligation  under  the  current  law  of  which  many 
residents  and  businesses  are  unaware;  and 

Whereas:  The  existing  City  Sidewalk  Ordinance  (CBC 
CHAPTER  16-12.16)  contains  few  specific  guidelines 
concerning  clearing  of  snow  or  ice;  and 

Whereas:  The  Ordinance's  fine  for  failing  to  shovel 
one's  sidewalk  and  abutting  curb  ramps/cuts  is  only  fif- 
teen ($15.00)  dollars  for  residents  and  only  fifty  ($50.00) 
dollars  for  non-residential  properties,  fines  which  are  not 
large  enough  to  ensure  full  compliance  with  the  Ordi- 
nance; and 
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Whereas:  The  Boston  City  Council  believes  that  clari- 
fying the  snow  and  ice  clearing  law  while  increasing  the 
fines  for  failing  to  shovel  sidewalks  and  abutting  curb 
ramps  would  help  alleviate  these  problems  and  ensure 
safe  accessibility  to  City  sidewalks  for  everyone;  NOW 
THEREFORE, 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol- 
lows: 

Section  1. 

CBC  Chapter  XVI  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  Sec- 
tion 16-12.16  ("Removal  of  Snow  and  Ice")  in  its  entirety 
and  replacing  it  as  follows: 

16-12.16  Snow,  Slush,  and  Ice  on  Sidewalks. 

(a)  Requirements  for  snow  and/or  slush.  No  owner, 
manager,  or  tenant  of  a  building,  estate,  or  land  abutting 
on  a  sidewalk  shall  place  or  suffer  to  remain  in  place  for 
more  than  three  (3)  hours  between  sunrise  and  sunset  any 
slush  or  any  loose,  granular,  or  packed  snow  upon  such 
sidewalk.  Removal  of  any  slush  or  snow  should  be  con- 
ducted along  the  full  paved  width  of  such  sidewalk  and 
in  a  manner  that  ensures  the  orderly  flow  and  safety  of 
pedestrian  traffic  upon  such  sidewalks.  Removal  of  any 
slush  or  snow  shall  be  conducted  in  a  manner  that  clears 
a  path  of  a  minimum  of  forty-two  (42)  inches  wide.  Each 
day  that  a  violation  exists  shall  be  considered  a  separate 
and  distinct  violation. 

(b)  Requirements  for  ice.  No  owner,  manager,  or  ten- 
ant of  a  building,  estate,  or  land  abutting  on  a  sidewalk 
shall  place  or  suffer  to  remain  in  place  for  more  than  three 
(3)  hours  between  sunrise  and  sunset  any  ice  upon  such 
sidewalk.  Removal  of  any  ice  shall  be  in  a  manner  consis- 
tent with  the  requirements  of  the  preceding  sub-section, 
except  that  any  such  owner,  manager,  or  tenant  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  in  compliance  with  this  paragraph  if  such 
ice  is  made  level  and  completely  covered  with  sand,  saw- 
dust, or  other  appropriate  material  to  prevent  slipping. 
Each  day  that  a  violation  exists  shall  be  considered  a 
separate  and  distinct  violation. 

(c)  No  person  shall  remove  slush,  snow,  or  ice  from 
privately-owned  real  property  and  place  it  upon  any  side- 
walk or  street. 

(d)  EnforcementlPenalties. 

(i)  Any  violation  of  subsection  (a)  or  subsection  (b)  oc- 
curring at  a  sidewalk  abutting  land  zoned  solely  for  resi- 
dential use  and  that  has  sixteen  ( 1 6)  or  fewer  residential 
units  shall  result  in  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars  and  no  cents 
($50.00)  for  each  such  violation. 

(ii)  Any  violation  of  subsection  (a)  or  subsection  (b) 
occurring  at  a  sidewalk  abutting  land  zoned  solely  for  res- 
idential use  and  that  has  more  than  sixteen  ( 1 6)  residential 
units  shall  result  in  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars  and  no 
cents  ($100.00)  for  each  such  violation. 

(iii)  Any  violation  of  subsection  (a)  or  subsection  (b) 
occurring  at  a  sidewalk  abutting  land  zoned  for  any  use 
other  than  solely  residential  shall  result  in  a  fine  of  two 
hundred  dollars  and  no  cents  ($200.00)  for  each  such  vio- 
lation. 

(iv)  Any  violation  of  subsection  (c)  occurring  at  a  side- 
walk or  street  abutting  land  zoned  solely  for  residential 
use  and  that  has  sixteen  (16)  or  fewer  residential  units 
shall  result  in  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars  and  no  cents  ($50.00) 
for  a  cubic  yard  or  less  and  one  hundred  dollars  and  no 
cents  ($100.00)  for  more  than  a  cubic  yard. 

(v)  Any  violation  of  subsection  (c)  occurring  at  a  side- 
walk or  street  abutting  land  zoned  solely  for  residential 
use  and  that  has  more  than  sixteen  (16)  residential  units 
shall  result  in  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars  and  no  cents 
($  1 00.00)  for  a  cubic  yard  or  less  and  one  hundred  dollars 
and  no  cents  ($150.00)  for  more  than  a  cubic  yard. 

(vi)  Any  violation  of  subsection  (c)  occurring  at  a  side- 
walk abutting  land  zoned  for  any  use  other  than  solely 
residential  shall  result  in  a  fine  of  one  hundred  fifty  dol- 
lars and  no  cents  ($150.00)  for  a  cubic  yard  or  less  and 
two  hundred  dollars  and  no  cents  ($200.00)  for  more  than 
a  cubic  yard. 

Section  2. 

CBC  Chapter  XVI  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  in  its 
entirety  Section  16.32.1(a). 


Section  3. 

CBC  Chapter  XVI  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  the 
sixteenth  (16th)  paragraph  from  Section  16-32.6  which 
paragraph  reads  "Subsection  16.12.16  Such  amendment 
as  is  provided  in  subsection  16-32.1." 

Section  4.

AN  ORDINANCE  REGARDING  TRANSPORTATION 
OF  HAZARDOUS  MATERIALS 

Councilors  MURPHY,  MCDERMOTT  and  YANCEY 
offered  the  following: 

Whereas:  A  terrorist  attack  on  a  large-quantity  mate- 
rial shipment  near  the  City  of  Boston  would  be  expected 
to  cause  tens  of  thousand  of  deaths  and  a  catastrophic 
economic  impact  of  $5B  or  more;  and 

Whereas:  The  threat  of  terrorism  facing  residents  of 
the  City  of  Boston  and  workers  in  the  vicinity  requires 
an  urgent  response  that  recognizes  and  addresses  (a)  the 
density  of  the  population  of  the  City,  (b)  the  unique  sta- 
tus of  the  city  in  American  politics  and  history,  and  (c) 
the  concentration  of  world-class  educational,  health  care, 
research,  and  financial  facilities  located  therein,  all  of 
which  augment  the  risk  of  terrorist  attacks  targeting  the 
area;  and 

Whereas:  The  federal  government  has  not  acted  to  pre- 
vent the  terrorist  threat  resulting  from  the  transportation 
of  dangerous  quantities  of  ultra-hazardous  materials  in  or 
near  the  City;  and 

Whereas:  Due  to  the  availability  of  alternative  routes, 
the  shippers  of  ultra-hazardous  materials  do  not  need 
to  route  large  quantities  of  ultra-hazardous  chemicals 
through  the  City  in  order  to  ship  these  chemicals  to  their 
destinations,  and  the  use  of  alternative  routes  would  sub- 
stantially decrease  the  aggregate  risk  posed  by  terrorist 
attacks;  and 

Whereas:  Requiring  pennits  for  large  quantities  of 
ultra-hazardous  shipments  from  an  Exclusion  Zone  that 
encompasses  all  points  within  ten  (10)  miles  of  Copley 
Square  would  impose  no  significant  burden  on  interstate 
commerce,  but  it  would  afford  the  residents  of  and  visi- 
tors to  the  City  of  Boston  with  the  safety  and  security 
mechanisms  required  to  protect  and  preserve  the  public 
welfare.  NOW  THEREFORE, 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol- 
lows: 

CBC  Chapter  XII  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  Sec- 
tion 12-14  as  follows: 
CBC  12-14.1  Purpose. 

A  terrorist  attack  on  a  large-quantity  material  shipment 
near  the  City  of  Boston  would  be  expected  to  cause  tens 
of  thousand  of  deaths  and  a  catastrophic  economic  impact 
of  $5B  or  more.  The  threat  of  terrorism  facing  residents 
of  the  City  of  Boston  and  workers  in  the  vicinity  requires 
an  urgent  response  that  recognizes  and  addresses  (a)  the 
density  of  the  population  of  the  City,  (b)  the  unique  sta- 
tus of  the  city  in  American  politics  and  history,  and  (c) 
the  concentration  of  world-class  educational,  health  care, 
research,  and  financial  facilities  located  therein,  all  of 
which  augment  the  risk  of  terrorist  attacks  targeting  the 
area.  The  federal  government  has  not  acted  to  prevent  the 
terrorist  threat  resulting  from  the  transportation  of  dan- 
gerous quantities  of  ultra-hazardous  materials  in  or  near 
the  City.  Due  to  the  availability  of  alternative  routes,  the 
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shippers  of  ultra-hazardous  materials  do  not  need  to  route 
large  quantities  of  ultra-hazardous  chemicals  through  the 
City  in  order  to  ship  these  chemicals  to  their  destinations, 
and  the  use  of  alternative  routes  would  substantially  de- 
crease the  aggregate  risk  posed  by  terrorist  attacks.  Re- 
quiring permits  for  large  quantities  of  ultra-hazardous 
shipments  from  an  Exclusion  Zone  that  encompasses  all 
points  within  eight  (8)  miles  of  Copley  Square  would  im- 
pose no  significant  burden  on  interstate  commerce,  but  it 
would  afford  the  residents  of  and  visitors  to  the  City  of 
Boston  with  the  safety  and  security  mechanisms  required 
to  protect  and  preserve  the  public  welfare. 
CBC  12-14.2  Definitions. 

Unless  specifically  indicated  otherwise,  these  defini- 
tions shall  apply  and  control  in  CBC  12-14. 

(a)  City  means  the  City  of  Boston. 

(b)  Exclusion  Zone  means  all  points  within  eight  (8) 
miles  of  Copley  Square;  provided  that  the  Exclusion  Zone 
shall  not  extend  beyond  the  geographic  boundaries  of  the 
City  of  Boston. 

(c)  Emergency  means  an  unanticipated,  temporary  situ- 
ation that  threatens  the  immediate  safety  of  individuals  or 
property,  as  determined  by  the  Boston  Transportation  De- 
partment, the  Boston  Police  Department,  the  Boston  Fire 
Department,  or  the  Boston  Public  Health  Commission. 

(d)  Person  means  an  individual  or  a  commercial  en- 
tity. 

(e)  Practical  Alternative  Route  means  a  route  (i)  that 
lies  entirely  outside  the  Exclusion  Zone  and  (ii)  for  which 
use  would  not  make  shipment  of  the  materials  cost-pro- 
hibitive. 

CBC  12-14.3  Prohibition  on  Certain  Materials. 

Except  in  cases  of  Emergency,  no  Person  shall  under- 
take the  following  in  the  Exclusion  Zone  without  a  per- 
mit: 

(a)  Transport  any  of  the  following:  (i)  explosives  of 
Class  1 ,  Division  1 . 1 ,  as  designated  in  49  C.F.R.  §  1 73.2, 
in  a  quantity  greater  than  five  hundred  kilograms  (500 
kg),  (ii)  explosives  of  Class  1 ,  Division  1 .2,  as  designated 
in  49  C.F.R.  §  173.2,  in  a  quantity  greater  than  five  hun- 
dred kilograms  (500  kg),  (iii)  flammable  gasses  of  Class 
2,  Division  2.1,  as  designated  in  49  C.F.R.  §  173.2,  in  a 
quantity  greater  than  ten  thousand  liters  (10,000  1),  (iv) 
poisonous  gasses  of  Class  2,  Division  2.3,  as  designated  in 
49  C.F.R.  §  1 73.2,  in  a  quantity  greater  than  five  hundred 
liters  (500  1 )  and  belonging  to  Hazard  Zone  A  or  Hazard 
Zone  B,  as  defined  in  49  C.F.R.  §  173.1 16,  and  (v)  poison- 
ous materials,  other  than  gasses,  of  Class  6,  Division  6.1, 
in  a  quantity  greater  than  one  thousand  kilograms  (1,000 
kg),  and  belonging  to  Hazard  Zone  A  or  Hazard  Zone  B, 
as  defined  in  49  C.F.R.  §  173.133. 

(b)  Operate  a  vehicle  or  move  a  rail  car  that  is  capable 
of  containing:  (i)  explosives  of  Class  1,  Division  1.1,  as 
designated  in  49  C.F.R.  §  173.2,  in  a  quantity  greater  than 
five  hundred  kilograms  (500  kg)  and  has  exterior  placard- 
ing or  other  markings  indicating  that  it  contains  such  ma- 
terials, (ii)  explosives  of  Class  1,  Division  1.2,  as  desig- 
nated in  49  C.F.R.  §  173.2,  in  a  quantity  greater  than  five 
hundred  kilograms  (500  kg)  and  has  exterior  placarding 
or  other  markings  indicating  that  it  contains  such  materi- 
als, (iii)  flammable  gasses  of  Class  2,  Division  2.1,  as  des- 
ignated in  49  C.F.R.  §  173.2,  in  a  quantity  greater  than  ten 
thousand  liters  (10,000  1)  and  has  exterior  placarding  or 
other  markings  indicating  that  it  contains  such  materials, 
(iv)  poisonous  gasses  of  Class  2,  Division  2.3,  as  desig- 
nated in  49  C.F.R.  §  173.2,  in  a  quantity  greater  than  five 
hundred  liters  (500  1)  and  belonging  to  Hazard  Zone  A 
or  Hazard  Zone  B,  as  defined  in  49  C.F.R.  §  173.1 16  and 
has  exterior  placarding  or  other  markings  indicating  that 
it  contains  such  materials,  and  (v)  poisonous  materials, 
other  than  gasses,  of  Class  6,  Division  6.1,  in  a  quantity 
greater  than  one  thousand  kilograms  (1,000  kg),  and  be- 
longing to  Hazard  Zone  A  or  Hazard  Zone  B,  as  defined  in 
49  C.F.R.  §  173.133  and  has  exterior  placarding  or  other 
markings  indicating  that  it  contains  such  materials. 

CBC  12-14.4  Permits. 

The  Commissioner  of  the  Boston  Fire  Department  may 
issue  permits  authorizing  the  transportation  of  materia  Is 
listed  in  CBC  12-14.3  only  upon  an  applicant's  (a)  sub- 


mission to  the  Commissioner  of  the  Boston  Fire  Depart- 
ment of  a  written  application  and  (b)  clear  and  convincing 
demonstration  to  the  Commissioner  of  the  Boston  Fire 
Department  that  no  Practical  Alternative  Route  exists. 
At  the  sole  discretion  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  Bos- 
ton Fire  Department,  any  permit  may  prescribe  specific 
safety  measure,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  time-of-day 
restrictions. 

The  Commissioner  of  the  Boston  Fire  Department  may 
collect  fees  for  the  review  of  permit  applications  and/or 
issuance  of  permits,  but  permit  fees  may  not  exceed  the 
cost  of  implementing  and  enforcing  the  provisions  of 
these  sections. 

CBC  12-14.5  Penalties. 

Each  and  every  violation  of  the  provisions  of  CBC 
12-14  or  any  regulations  adopted  thereto  shall  be  subject 
to  a  civil  penalty  of  three  hundred  dollars  and  no  cents 
($300.00),  the  current  maximum  monetary  civil  penalty 
that  the  City  of  Boston  is  authorized  to  impose.  If  the 
maximum  monetary  civil  penalty  is  increased  then  the 
City  of  Boston  shall  revise  the  civil  penalty  in  this  section 
accordingly.  Each  and  every  kilogram  or  liter  that  is  trans- 
ported in  violation  of  these  sections  shall  be  a  separate 
and  distinct  violation. 

CBC  12-14.6  Applicability. 

If  any  provision  of  these  sections  imposes  greater  re- 
strictions or  obligations  than  those  imposed  by  any  other 
general  law,  special  law,  regulation,  rule,  ordinance,  or- 
der, or  policy  then  the  provisions  of  these  sections  shall 
control. 

CBC  12-14.7  Regulatory  Authority. 

The  Commissioner  of  the  Boston  Fire  Department 
shall  have  the  authority  to  promulgate  rules  and  regula- 
tions necessary  to  implement  and  enforce  these  sections. 
The  Commissioner  shall  consult  with  the  Boston  Police 
Department,  the  Boston  Transportation  Department,  and 
the  Boston  Public  Health  Commission  including  Emer- 
gency Medical  Services  during  the  preparation  of  regula- 
tions. 

CBC  12-14.8  Severability. 

If  any  provision  of  these  sections  shall  be  held  to  be 
invalid  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  then  such 
provision  shall  be  considered  separately  and  apart  from 
the  remaining  provisions,  which  shall  remain  in  full  force 
and  effect. 

CBC  12-14.9  Implementation. 

The  provisions  of  these  sections  shall  be  effective 
immediately  upon  passage  and  all  provisions  shall  be 
enforced  immediately  but  no  monetary  fine  shall  be  im- 
posed pursuant  hereto  until  fifteen  (15)  business  days  af- 
ter passage.

Whereas:  More  than  1 ,200  slots  are  allotted  for  various 
charitable  purposes,  allowing  volunteers  to  raise  millions 
of  dollars  each  year  for  both  city,  state,  and  national  phil- 
anthropic endeavors,  and; 

Whereas:  Hundreds  of  thousands  of  spectators  arrive 
in  Boston  and  surrounding  cities  the  weekend  of  the  Bos- 
ton Marathon,  bringing  substantial  tourist  related  revenue 
into  the  City,  and; 
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Whereas:  There  are  statues  commemorating  individual 
famous  Boston  Marathoner  participants,  but  there  is  no 
celebratory  monument  or  statue  within  Boston  City  limits 
memorializing  the  unity,  spirit,  and  extraordinary  accom- 
plishments of  past  and  present  Boston  Marathon  partici- 
pants; THEREFORE  BE  IT 

Ordered:  That  the  appropriate  committee  of  the  Boston 
City  Council  hold  a  hearing  to  explore  the  construction  of 
a  commemorative  statue  for  the  Boston  Marathon.  Repre- 
sentatives from  the  Boston  Athletic  Association,  mayor's 
office,  and  other  interested  parties  shall  be  invited  to  at- 
tend.

Wise  Street  in  Jamaica  Plain  and  Valentine  Street  in  Rox- 
bury;  and 

Whereas:  The  Department  of  Health  &  Human  Ser- 
vices, Housing  &  Urban  Development,  and  Veterans 
Administration  have  collaborated  to  provide  funding  to 
support  local  programs,  that  provide  permanent  housing 
to  the  long-term  homeless;  and 

Whereas:  Cities  across  the  country  have  devised  plans

Whereas:  An  annual  examination  by  the  Boston  City 
Council  of  the  repairs,  renovations,  and  upgrades  neces- 
sary for  each  school  prior  to  budget  deliberations  would 
aid  the  City  Council  in  ensuring  that  repairs,  renovations, 
and  upgrades  were  being  accomplished  in  a  timely  and 
efficient  manner,  and 

Whereas:  A  report  from  the  Healthy  Schools  Task 
Force  on  its  yearly  audits  of  air  quality  as  well  as  environ- 
mental conditions  and  follow-up  repairs  would  also  aid 
the  City  Council  in  its  decisions  regarding  School  Depart- 
ment capital  budget  requests.  NOW  THEREFORE, 

Be  it  ordained  by  tile  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol- 
lows: 

Section  1. 

CBC  Chapter  XIX  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting 
CBC  19-3  as  follows: 

CBC  19-3.1  Report  by  Boston  Public  School  Depart- 
ment. 

The  Boston  Public  School  Department,  or  its  succes- 
sor, shall  prepare  a  report  detailing  the  repairs,  renova- 
tions, and/or  upgrades  necessary  to  ensure,  protect,  and/ 
or  improve  the  condition  of  each  and  every  school  build- 
ings. The  report  shall  include  the  actual  and/or  estimated 
costs  of  each  repair,  renovation,  and/or  upgrade.  The  re- 
port shall  also  identify  (i)  the  total  amount  allocated  in  the 
then-current  year's  budget  for  school  repairs,  renovations, 
and/or  upgrades,  (ii)  the  total  amount  actually  spent  on

CBC  19-3.2  Report  by  Healthy  Schools  Task  Force.

Whereas:  Expanding  the  current  laws  to  include  as  a 
responsible  person  the  registered  owner  of  the  motor  ve- 
hicle found  to  be  in  violation  of  the  laws  regarding  park- 
ing in  front,  side,  and  back  yards  may  assist  the  enforcing 
agencies  with  their  efforts  to  cite  violations.  THERE-

Whereas:  Motor  vehicle  parking  on  residential  lots  is 
restricted  by  the  Boston  Zoning  Code,  and  violations  may 
be  enforced  through  the  Zoning  Code  and  through  the 
City  of  Boston  Code  of  Ordinances  16-46;  and 

Whereas:  The  current  laws  hold  the  owner  of  the  real 
estate  as  the  person  responsible  for  violations  with  penal- 
ties including  monetary  fines;  and 

Whereas:  The  City  of  Boston  contains  areas  with  high 
concentrations  of  rental  units  and,  without  excusing  the 
landowner,  it  is  becoming  necessary  to  acknowledge  the 
difficulty  that  landlords/property  owners  may  experience 
in  ensuring  compliance  by  tenants;  and 

Whereas:  Expanding  the  current  laws  to  include  as  a 
responsible  person  the  registered  owner  of  the  motor  ve- 
hicle found  to  be  in  violation  of  the  laws  regarding  park- 
ing in  front,  side,  and  back  yards  may  assist  the  enforc- 
ing agencies  with  their  efforts  to  cite  violations.  NOW 
THEREFORE, 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol- 
lows: 

Section  1. 

CBC  Chapter  XVI  is  hereby  amended  by  appending 
Section  16-46. 3(b)  with  the  following: 

"Any  motor  vehicle  found  in  violation  of  this  section 
shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  and  fine  delineated  by 
CBC  6-6.3(gg)." 

Section  2. 

CBC  Chapter  VI  is  hereby  amended  by  appending  Sec- 
tion 6-6.3(gg)  as  follows:  "gg.  The  fine  for  parking  any 
motor  vehicle  in  a  residential  yard  in  violation  of  CBC 
16-46. 3(b)  shall  be  seventy-five  dollars  and  no  cents 
($75.00).  A  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  and  no  cents 
($25.00)  shall  be  assess  if  the  fine  remains  unpaid  twenty- 


one  (21 )  days  after  the  issuance  of  a  notice  of  such  viola- 
tion. Each  day  that  a  motor  vehicle  is  parked  in  violation 
of  this  section  shall  constitute  a  new  violation." 
Section  3. 

If  any  provision  of  these  sections  shall  be  held  to  be 
invalid  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  then  such 
provision  shall  be  considered  separately  and  apart  from 
the  remaining  provisions,  which  shall  remain  in  full  force 
and  effect. 

Section  4. 

The  provisions  of  these  sections  shall  be  effective  im- 
mediately upon  passage  and  all  provisions  shall  be  en- 
forced immediately  but  no  monetary  fine  shall  be  imposed 
pursuant  hereto  until  thirty  (30)  days  after  passage.

36%  of  students  between  grade  9  and  grade  12.  the  high- 
est rate  of  student  loss  in  the  last  six  years;  and 

Whereas:  According  to  Massachusetts  Advocates  for 
Children's  analysis  of  official  BPS  data,  21%  of  BPS  stu- 
dents who  entered  as  ninth  graders  in  1999  dropped  out 
by  the  time  their  class  graduated  in  2003,  a  total  of  nearly 
1 ,700  students  and  the  equivalent  of  losing  two  small  high 
schools  in  one  year;  and 

Whereas:  Reportedly,  recent  drop-out  rates  have  been 
particularly  high  in  the  City  of  Boston's  communities  of 
color  with  932  Black  students  and  463  Latino  students 
dropping  out  in  2003  and  2004,  an  increase  of  175  stu- 
dents (19%)  and  70  students  (15%)  respectively  over  the 
past  two  years;  and 

Whereas:  The  City  Council's  Committee  on  Education 
held  an  informative  and  well-attended  hearing  on  this  is- 
sue in  September  2005,  though  the  Boston  Public  School 
Administration  indicated  that  many  of  their  drop-out 
prevention  programs  were  either  new  or  had  not  yet  been 
fully  evaluated  for  effectiveness;  and

1 2-member  Search  Committee  to  recruit,  screen  and  rec- 
ommend finalists;  and 

Whereas:  Dr.  Payzant  made  some  essential  changes 
that  should  continue  to  improve  schools  in  Boston,  in- 
cluding hiring  strong  administrators,  streamlining  teacher 
hiring,  which  has  attracted  more  qualified  candidates, 
increasing  emphasis  on  professional  development,  and 
breaking  up  struggling  large  high  schools  into  energized 
small  schools;  and 

Whereas:  The  City  of  Boston's  public  schools  continue 
to  faces  critical  unsolved  problems  that  reduce  overall 
school  quality  and  that  limit  equal  educational  opportu- 
nities for  disadvantaged,  immigrant,  urban,  and  of-color 
students;  and 

Whereas:  The  Boston  City  Council  believes  that  Bos- 
ton's new  superintendent  must  understand  these  challeng- 
es and  must  be  committed  to  taking  an  active  role  in  the 
public  dialogue,  which  can  lead  to  solutions;  and 

Whereas:  With  the  necessity  of  choosing  a  new  su- 
perintendent, the  City  also  the  opportunity  to  craft  a  new 
agenda,  an  agenda  that  counters  the  effects  of  a  dual  edu- 
cational system,  and  in  so  doing  helps  provide  equal  op- 
portunity for  every  student  in  the  Boston  Public  Schools;

5.  Provide  high  quality  vocational/technical  education 
to  more  students  and  find  ways  to  energize  business  and 
labor  support  for  these  programs. 

6.  Make  a  significant  commitment  to  expand  extra- 
curricular offerings. 

7.  Create  effective  incentives  for  retention  of  young 
teachers  and  strong  educators  of  all  ages.

IN  CITY  (DOCKET  NO.  0289) 

Councilors  CONSALVO  and  ARROYO  offered  the 
following: 

Whereas:  Methamphetamine  has  been  recognized  as 
the  United  States'  fastest  emerging  illegal  drug  and  as 
the  most  prevalent  synthetic  drug  domestically  manufac- 
tured; and 

Whereas:  Methamphetamine  addiction  afflicts  people 
of  various  racial,  ethnic  and  economic  backgrounds;  and 

Whereas:  It  is  estimated  that  one-third  of  the  metham- 
phetamine found  in  the  United  States  was  produced  by 
small  clandestine  labs  using  large  volumes  of  over-the- 
counter  drugs;  and 

Whereas:  A  key  ingredient  of  methamphetamine  is 
pseudoephedrine,  which  can  be  found  in  many  over-the- 
counter  cold  medications,  making  the  illegal  drug  rela- 
tively easy  and  inexpensive  (though  dangerous)  to  pro- 
duce; and 

Whereas:  In  2000,  over  1800  children  were  found  at 
methamphetamine  laboratory  sites,  296  were  exposed  to 
the  toxic  chemicals  produced  at  these  sites,  12  were  in- 
jured and  3  killed  as  a  result  of  the  explosions  and  fires 
caused  by  the  combustible  materials  used  in  methamphet- 
amine production;  and 

Whereas:  Over  twenty  states  including  Oklahoma, 
Texas,  Missouri,  Kansas,  Minnesota,  and  Florida  have 
adopted  legislation  requiring  that  pseudoephedrine  drugs 
be  placed  behind  pharmacy  counters  and  that  sales  be 
restricted  on  a  monthly  basis,  consequently  decreasing 
methamphetamine-related  incidences;  and 

Whereas:  Over  15  states  including  Rhode  Island,  Con- 
necticut, New  York,  New  Jersey,  and  Vermont  have  pro- 
posed legislation  restricting  the  sales  of  pseudoephedrine 
products  in  the  hope  of  actively  preventing  a  metham- 
phetamine problem  in  their  states;  and 

Whereas:  The  Massachusetts'  Department  of  Public 
Health's  Bureau  of  Communicable  Disease  Control  has 
identified  the  growing  popularity  of  methamphetamine  as 
contributing  to  an  increase  in  the  transmission  of  certain 
Sexually  Transmitted  Diseases  in  Massachusetts;  and 

Whereas:  Massachusetts'  current  admittance  rate  for 
methamphetamine  abuse  treatment  programs  is  about 
two  for  every  hundred-thousand  people;  however,  Indiana 
had  roughly  the  same  rate  in  1992  but  by  2002  this  rate 
had  increased  tenfold,  signifying  the  rapidity  with  which 
methamphetamine  infiltrates  a  community;  and 

Whereas:  Massachusetts  State  Senator  Harriette  L. 
Chandler  has  recognized  the  need  for  preventative  mea- 
sures concerning  methamphetamine  abuse  and  has  sub- 
sequently sponsored  bill  #1 140  to  place  pseudoephedrine 
drugs  behind  pharmacy  counters;  and 

Whereas:  A  2004  study  conducted  by  the  Office  of  Na- 
tional Drug  Control  Policy  concluded  that  methamphet- 
amine availability  has  increased  in  many  cities  throughout 
the  nation  where  it  was  not  previously  reported,  including 
the  city  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas:  The  City  of  Boston  is  currently  entrenched  in 
a  battle  against  a  deadly  epidemic  of  heroin  and  oxycontin 
abuse;  and 

Whereas:  The  City  of  Boston  has  a  unique  opportu- 
nity to  prevent  another  dangerous  drug  from  becoming 
widely  available  and  threatening  the  lives  of  its  residents. 
THEREFORE  BE  IT 

Ordered:  That  the  appropriate  City  Council  Commit- 
tee conduct  a  hearing  at  which  representatives  from  City 
agencies  including  but  not  limited  to  the  Boston  Police 
Department,  the  Boston  Public  Health  Commission,  as 
well  as  relevant  Commonwealth  officials  and  other  public 
and  private  interested  parties  testify  to  the  legal  and  pol- 
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icy  options  available  to  prevent  methamphetamine  from 
fueling  another  drug  epidemic  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Health  and  Human 
Services. 


ORDER  FOR  HEARING  TO  DISCUSS  CREATION  OF 
GUN  OFFENDER  REGISTRY  IN  CITY  (DOCK- 
ET NO.  0290) 

Councilors  CONSALVO,  MCDERMOTT  and 
FEENEY  offered  the  following: 

Whereas:  Though  the  City  of  Boston  remains  one  of 
the  safest  cities  in  the  nation,  gun  violence  is  sharply 
on  the  rise,  escalating  as  much  as  seventy-seven  percent 
(77%)  over  the  last  three  years;  and, 

Whereas:  As  of  October  23,  2005,  two  hundred  seven- 
ty-nine (279)  fatal  and  nonfatal  shootings  have  occurred 
on  our  City  streets  and  in  our  neighborhoods;  and, 

Whereas:  According  to  the  Boston  Globe,  firearm-re- 
lated arrests  numbered  six  hundred  and  thirty-two  (632) 
as  of  October  2005,  which  represents  a  thirty-seven  per- 
cent (37%)  increase  over  last  year;  and 

Whereas:  Our  City  streets  are  being  flooded  with  vari- 
ous types  of  firearms  that  are  obtained  in  neighboring 
New  England  states  and  sold  illegally  to  young  people  in 
our  neighborhoods;  and 

Whereas:  Though  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts possesses  some  of  the  strictest  firearm  laws  in  the 
United  States,  lenient  policies  in  Vermont,  New  Hamp- 
shire and  Maine  make  guns  easy  and  relatively  inexpen- 
sive to  obtain;  and 

Whereas:  Though  many  valuable  ideas  as  to  how  to 
reduce  the  possession  and  use  of  guns  on  our  City  streets 
are  currently  being  circulated,  including  enhancing  police 
presence  in  our  neighborhoods,  public  officials  need  to 
think  creatively  about  how  to  stem  the  rising  tide  of  fire- 
arm violence;  and 

Whereas:  A  Gun  Offender  Registry  in  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton, modeled  on  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts' 
Sex  Offender  Registry,  would  allow  public  safety  officials 
to  better  track  offenders,  enable  crime-watch  and  commu- 
nity groups  to  stay  aware  of  the  criminal  activity  in  their 
neighborhoods,  empower  families  to  protect  their  chil- 
dren from  offenders,  and  provide  for  heightened  public 
awareness,  which  may  deter  individuals  from  becoming 
involved  in  illegal  firearm  activity;  and, 

Whereas:  A  Gun  Offender  Registry,  which  would  re- 
quire individuals  guilty  of  committing  firearm  violations 
to  register  their  addresses  with  City  officials  for  five  years 
following  arrest  and  obtain  counseling  to  help  them  turn 
their  lives  around,  would  provide  the  conditions  necessary 
to  regain  control  of  our  City  streets;  and  Therefore  be  it 

Ordered:  That  the  appropriate  City  Council  Commit- 
tee conduct  a  hearing  at  which  representatives  from  the 
Boston  Police  Department,  religious  leaders,  community 
groups,  and  concerned  residents  discuss  the  creation  of  a 
Gun  Offender  Registry  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Safety.

Whereas:  Auto  theft  is  a  problem  nationally,  with  Cam- 
rys  being  the  #1  stolen  car  last  year  for  the  sixth  straight 
year  followed  closely  by  Honda  Civics  and  Honda  Ac- 
cords, and  in  Boston,  with  Camrys,  Civics,  and  Accords 
being  the  three  top  stolen  vehicles;  and, 

Whereas:  Thirty-two  of  thirty-four  metropolitan  areas 
surveyed  by  the  National  Insurance  Crime  Bureau  had 
Camrys,  Civics,  and/or  Accords  on  their  lists  of  the  top 
ten  stolen  cars;  and 

Whereas:  In  2003,  6,604  cars  were  stolen  in  the  City 
of  Boston,  with  2,325  (35%)  being  Camrys,  Accords,  and 
Civics,  in  part  because  design  features  make  them  par- 


ticularly easy  to  steal;  and 

Whereas:  Thieves  regularly  use  simple  techniques  to 
break  the  steering  columns  of  Civics  and  Accords  and  use 
altered  or  "shaved"  keys  to  start  the  ignitions  of  Camrys, 
especially  older  models;  and 

Whereas:  The  prevalence  of  Camrys  stolen  with 
"shaved"  keys  has  been  brought  to  our  attention  in  the 
City  of  Boston  by  Captain  Timothy  Murray  and  has  been 
recognized  by  police  departments  in  cities  and  counties 
all  over  the  country  including  Lawrence,  Massachusetts; 
South  Kingstown,  Rhode  Island;  Everett,  Washington; 
Spokane,  Washington;  Cerritos  and  Los  Angeles,  Califor- 
nia; and  Alameda  County,  California;  and 

Whereas:  Not  only  does  auto  theft  drive  up  already 
high  insurance  rates  in  the  City  of  Boston,  it  threatens 
public  safety  because  nearly  a  majority  of  these  cars  are 
stolen  by  youths  ages  16  for  "joyrides;"  and 

Whereas:  Forty-three  percent  of  all  people  arrested  in 
stolen  Camrys  in  the  City  of  Boston  in  2003  were  age 
sixteen  or  under,  a  1 2%  increase  over  2002;  and 

Whereas:  Unlike  many  other  types  of  crimes  and  pub- 
lic safety  hazards,  this  problem  can  easily  be  alleviated  by 
educating  the  residents  of  Boston's  neighborhoods  about 
the  need  to  use  anti-theft  devices,  such  as  clubs,  and/or 
other  means  to  deter  thieves  and  by  holding  Toyota  and 
Honda  accountable  for  failing  to  take  action  to  make  their 
cars  harder  to  steal;  and  Therefore  be  it 

Ordered:  That  the  appropriate  City  Council  Committee 
conduct  a  hearing  to  which  representatives  from  the  Bos- 
ton Police  Department,  neighborhood  groups,  the  Mas- 
sachusetts Attorney  General's  Office,  and  the  Toyota  and 
Honda  Corporations  are  invited  to  discuss  ways  to  allevi- 
ate the  problem  of  theft  of  Camrys,  Civics,  and  Accords 
in  the  City  of  Boston.

AN  ORDIANCE  REGARDING 
THE  PROHIBITION  OF  RESEARCH  DESIGNATED 
AS  BIOSAFETY  LEVEL  4  (BSL  4) 

Councilors  TURNER,  ARROYO,  YANCEY  and  YOON 
offered  the  following: 

Whereas:  Boston  University  Medical  Center  has  sub- 
mitted a  proposal  to  the  U.S.  National  Institutes  of  Health 
for  $1.6  billion  in  federal  funding  over  the  next  two  de- 
cades to  build  a  bio-terrorism  defense  research  facility  on 
Albany  Street  in  the  South  End  of  the  City  of  Boston; 
and 

Whereas:  The  proposed  network  of  laboratories  will  be 
designated  to  function  and  research  at  Biosafety  Level  4 
(BSL  4),  a  level  of  security  designed  for  research  on  the 
most  dangerous  and  exotic  categories  of  disease  causing 
organisms;  and 

Whereas:  Disease-causing  organisms  used  in  BSL  4 
laboratories  include  viruses  such  as  ebola,  marbur,  lassa, 
machupo,  smallpox,  and  several  other  forms  of  viruses 
that  cause  hemorragic  fever,  some  of  which  have  no 
known  cure;  and 

Whereas:  These  disease-causing  organisms  may  be 
used  as  agents  in  weapons  of  biological  warfare  which 
have  been  termed,  by  President  George  W.  Bush,  as 
"Weapons  of  Mass  Destruction"  or  "WMD";  and 

Whereas:  There  are  four  Biosafety  Level  4  facilities  in 
the  United  States;  none  of  which  are  located  in  concen- 
trated urban  areas;  and 

Whereas:  Each  of  these  facilities  is  under  full  military 
protection  and  control  to  prevent  attack  on  the  facility  or 
the  stealing  of  such  agents,  as  occurred  at  the  defense 
laboratory  in  Detrick,  Maryland,  where  a  scientist  stole 
anthrax  which  he  then  mailed  in  September  2001;  and 

Whereas:  Analysis  of  modeling  systems  at  the  United 
States  Army  and  the  Federal  Emergency  Management 
Agency  indicate  a  ten-  to  twenty-mile  downwind  dis- 
persion radius  in  the  case  of  an  accidental  or  intentional 
release  of  biological  agents  contained  at  the  Boston  Uni- 
versity facility;  and 


Whereas:  There  are  at  least  four  ways  for  the  biological 
agents  to  be  released: 

(i)  An  accident  during  the  transportation  of  the  biologi- 
cal agents  to  the  site; 

(ii)  A  breakdown  in  security  as  occurred  in  December 
2002  at  an  infectious  disease  laboratory  at  Plum  Island, 
New  York,  where  a  three-hour  total  power  failure  under- 
mined the  containment  system  of  the  biological  agents; 

(iii)  An  infection  of  workers  as  occurred  at  the  Center 
for  Disease  Control  in  Atlanta  where  two  workers  died  in 
2001  after  being  exposed  to  strains  of  meningitis  bacteria 
that  was  the  subject  of  their  research;  and 

(iv)  An  intentional  release  of  the  biological  agents  as 
occurred  with  the  September  2001  release  of  the  anthrax 
strain  or  through  attack. 

Whereas:  The  protection  of  the  health  and  safety  of 
the  residents  and  visitors  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  the 
surrounding  region  is  more  important  than  the  economic 
development  stimulus  that  could  potentially  result  from 
Boston  University  receipt  of  the  grant.  THEREFORE 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol- 
lows: 

CBC  Chapter  XVI  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  CBC 
16-47  as  follows: 

CBC  16-47  PROHIBITION  OF  BIOSAFETY  LEVEL 
4  (BSL  4)  RESEARCH. 

CBC  16-47.1  Prohibition: 

No  activities  involving  laboratory  research  Biosafety 
Level  4  (BSL  4)  may  be  conducted  within  the  City  of 
Boston. 

CBC  16-47.2  Enforcement  and  Regulatory  Authority. 

The  Boston  Fire  Department,  the  Boston  Police  De- 
partment, and  the  Boston  Public  Health  Commission  shall 
have  the  authority  to  enforce  these  sections  and  to  pro- 
mulgate rules  and  regulations  necessary  to  implement  and 
enforce  these  sections. 

CBC  16-47.3  Severability. 

If  any  provision  of  these  sections  shall  be  held  to  be 
invalid  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  then  such 
provision  shall  be  considered  separately  and  apart  from 
the  remaining  provisions,  which  shall  remain  in  full  force 
and  effect. 

CBC  16-47.4  Implementation. 

The  provisions  of  these  sections  shall  be  effective  im- 
mediately upon  passage.

AN  ORDINANCE  REGARDING

BOSTON'S  DRINKING  WATER 

Whereas:  The  Massachusetts  Water  Resource  Author- 
ity (MWRA)  provides  drinking  water  to  two  and  a  half 
(2.5)  million  customers  throughout  forty-seven  (47)  Mas- 
sachusetts communities  including  the  City  of  Boston; 
and 

Whereas:  The  MWRA  is  required  to  comply  with  the 
federal  Lead  and  Copper  Rule  in  the  Safe  Drinking  Water 
Act  which  requires  that  the  MWRA  maintain  lead  levels 
in  drinking  water  at  or  below  the  Environmental  Protec- 
tion Agency's  Lead  Action  Level  of  fifteen  parts  per  bil- 
lion (15  ppb);  and 

Whereas:  Nevertheless,  lead  —  which  cannot  be  seen, 
tasted,  or  smelled  —  enters  drinking  water  from  home 
fixtures,  meters,  and  from  water  service  pipes  and  other 
portions  of  the  water  distribution  system  operated  by  the 
Boston  Water  &  Sewer  Commission  (BWSC),  resulting  in 
lead  at  levels  higher  than  the  Lead  Action  Level  for  some 
Bostonians;  and 

Whereas:  On  December  1 , 2005,  the  Boston  City  Coun- 
cil held  a  public  hearing  to  discuss  lead  in  Boston's  drink- 
ing water,  and  representatives  from  the  Massachusetts 
Water  Resource  Authority,  the  Boston  Water  and  Sewer 
Commission,  the  Boston  Public  Health  Commission,  lo- 
cal community-based  environmental  organizations,  and 
other  interested  individuals  offered  informative  testimony 
about  potential  solutions  to  this  ongoing  problem;  and 

Whereas:  The  Boston  City  Council  believes  that 
strengthening  Boston's  laws  will  further  reduce  health 
threats  associated  with  lead  in  drinking  water  of  workers 
in,  visitors  to,  and  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston.

Sectionl.  Disclosure  to  Tenants. 

CBC  Chapter  IX  is  hereby  amended  by  appending 
CBC  9-1. 3A  as  follows: 

CBC  9-1. 3A  Lead  in  Drinking  Water:  Test  /  Disclo- 
sure 

Each  and  every  Unit  that  is  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  CBC  9-1.3  shall  not  be  in  full  compliance  unless  and 
until  (i)  the  Owner,  in  accordance  with  CBC  9-1.3.  has 
any  potable  water  source  in  the  Unit  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  the  kitchen  sink  and  the  bathroom  sink,  tested 
for  lead  using  a  water  sample  test  performed  and  assessed 
under  the  guidance  of  a  Massachusetts  State  Certified 
Laboratory,  or  other  approved  facility,  and  prov  ides  an 
official  copy  of  the  results  to  the  any  prospective  tenant 
and  to  the  Commissioner  who  shall  make  such  test  results 
available  to  the  public  in  an  accessible  database,  and  (ii) 
the  Owner  discloses  all  information  known  by  the  Owner 
related  to  an  existing  lead  water  sen  ice  line  serving  the 
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Unit  or  the  building  containing  the  Unit,  lead  solder  used 
in  the  Unit  or  in  the  building  containing  the  Unit,  or  lead 
in  the  plumbing  or  fixtures  in  the  Unit  or  in  the  building 
containing  the  Unit  to  the  prospective  tenant. 

Upon  disclosure  of  the  existence  of  a  lead  water  ser- 
vice line  serving  the  Unit  or  the  building  containing  the 
Unit,  lead  solder  used  in  the  Unit  or  in  the  building  con- 
taining the  Unit,  or  lead  in  the  plumbing  or  fixtures  in  the 
Unit  or  in  the  building  containing  the  Unit,  the  Owner 
shall  (i)  remove  the  lead  water  service  line,  as  well  as  any 
lead  plumbing,  lead  solder  and  lead-containing  fixtures  in 
the  Unit,  or  (ii)  provide  to  the  prospective  tenant  a  sum- 
mary containing  educational  information  including,  but 
not  limited  to,  information  regarding  the  potential  health 
effects  of  lead  in  drinking  water  and  the  description  by 
the  Boston  Water  and  Sewer  Commission  of  the  steps  re- 
quired to  reduce  exposure  to  lead  in  drinking  water. 

Section  2.  Purchasing  by  the  City  of  Boston. 

CBC  Chapter  IV  is  hereby  amended  by  appending 
CBC  4-8  as  follows: 

CEC  4-8  Lead-Containing  Products. 

This  section  is  intended  to  ensure  that  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton contributes  to  the  mitigation  of  the  persistent  prob- 
lem of  lead  in  drinking  water  by  avoiding  the  purchase  of 
plumbing  materials  that  contain  lead  by  instead  purchas- 
ing no  lead-added  or  low-lead  plumbing  materials. 

The  department,  agency,  or  office  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton that  purchases  any  plumbing  materials  or  supplies 
("Awarding  Authority")  from  a  vendor  ("Vendor")  shall 
purchase  plumbing  materials  and/or  supplies  that  are 
manufactured  from  no-lead  or  low-lead  materials  for 
brass  surfaces  that  contact  water  including  meters,  spe- 
cifically, such  plumbing  materials  shall  comply  with 
the  following:  (a)  all  brass  fittings  and  fixtures  shall  be 
made  of  no  lead-added  brass  (0.25%  lead  or  less),  such 
as  standard  Federalloy®  containing  less  than  0.10%  lead 
or  anapproved  equivalent,  (b)  any  fittings  not  currently 
manufactured  with  no  lead-added  brass  shall  meet  NSF 
Standard  61,  Section  8  (specific  requirements  for  Me- 
chanical Devices  products  such  as  filters,  valves,  pumps, 
chemical  generators,  chemical  feeders)  and  Section  9 
(specific  requirements  for  Mechanical  Plumbing  Devices 
such  as  faucets  and  other  end-point  devices)  certification, 
and  (c)  if  a  particular  fitting  is  not  manufactured  with  no 
lead-added  brass  or  NSF61  Certified  Brass  then  they  may 
be  of  standard  brass. 

NSF/ ANSI  Standard  61  Drinking  Water  System  Com- 
ponents -  Health  Effects  establishes  minimum  health  ef- 
fects requirements  for  the  chemical  contaminants  and  im- 
purities that  may  be  indirectly  imparted  to  drinking  water 
and  supplies  the  criteria  used  to  evaluate  the  public  health 
safety  of  materials,  components,  products,  or  systems  that 
contact  drinking  water,  drinking  water  chemicals,  or  both. 
NSF  61  covers  many  items,  including,  but  not  limited 
to  plastic  materials  (fittings,  tanks),  protective  materials 
(coatings,  linings,  liners,  cement,  cement  ad-mixtures), 
joining  and  sealing  materials  (adhesives,  lubricants,  elas- 
tomers,), process  media  (carbon,  sand,  ion  exchange  res- 
in), treatment/transmission/distribution  devices  (valves, 
pumps,  filters,  chlorinators),  and  end-point  devices  (fau- 
cets, end-point  control  valves). 

Under  exigent  circumstances,  an  Awarding  Authority, 
by  its  highest-ranking  member,  may  make  written  ap- 
plication to  the  Boston  Public  Health  Commission  for  a 
waiver  of  this  section  on  a  contract-by-contract  basis  and 
shall  submit  a  written  record  of  the  application  to  the  Bos- 
ton City  Council.  The  written  application  shall  include, 
but  not  be  limited  to,  (a)  a  summary  of  the  terms  of  the 
contract/purchase,  (b)  the  details  of  the  non-conformance, 
and  (c)  a  brief  analysis  of  the  exigency  causing  the  appli- 
cation for  waiver.  No  waiver  may  be  considered  perfected 
unless  the  Awarding  Authority  fully  complies  with  these 
provisions. 

Section  3.  Severability. 

If  any  provision  of  these  sections  shall  be  held  to  be 
invalid  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  then  such 
provision  shall  be  considered  separately  and  apart  from 


the  remaining  provisions,  which  shall  remain  in  full  force 
and  effect. 

Section  4.  Implementation. 

The  provisions  of  these  sections  shall  be  effective  im- 
mediately upon  passage  but  no  monetary  fines  may  be  im- 
posed until  ninety  (90)  calendar  days  after  passage.

Whereas:  Cellulosic  ethanol  can  be  burned  with  gaso- 
line in  concentrations  of  up  to  85%  in  a  flexible  fuel  ve- 
hicle; and 

Whereas:  A  gallon  ethanol  fuel  (E85)  is  40  to  50  cents 
cheaper  than  the  average  gallon  of  gasoline,  which  cur- 
rently is  around  $2.50  per  gallon;  and 

Whereas:  Ethanol  based  fuel  burns  cleaner  than  regu- 
lar gasoline  and  is  better  for  the  environment;  and 

Whereas:  The  use  of  E85  is  better  for  car  engines;  and 

Whereas:  More  that  four  million  cars  and  trucks  cur- 
rently have  the  ability  to  run  on  E85,  but  many  people  do 
not  know  this;  and 

Whereas:  There  is  a  federal  tax  break  for  gasoline  mar- 
keters if  they  use  ethanol  based  fuel;  and 

Whereas:  A  bill  has  recently  been  introduced  in  the 
Senate  which  would  require  all  US  marketed  vehicles  be 
Flexible  Fuel  Vehicles  (being  able  to  use  E85)  within  10 
years;  and 

Whereas:  The  Iogen  Company  has  shown  that  cellu- 
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losic  ethanol  can  be  produced  in  commercial  quantities 
in  the  US;  and 

Whereas:  The  Iogen  company  is  now  ready  to  build 
a  $350  million  commercial  scale  factory,  in  Idaho  Falls, 
Idaho;  and 

Whereas:  A  new  report  from  the  National  Resources 
Defense  Council  shows  that  America  could  produce  up 
to  25%  of  its  transportation  fuel  needs  from  crop  wastes; 
and 

Whereas:  There  are  currently  no  filling  stations  in  the 
New  England  area  that  carries  E85;  Therefore  be  it 

Ordered:  That  the  appropriate  Boston  City  Council 
Committee  conduct  a  hearing  to  determine  the  feasibility

Ordered:  That  members  of  the  Massachusetts  Execu- 
tive Office  of  Environmental  Affairs,  Executive  Office 
of  Commonwealth  Development,  officials  from  the  US 
Department  of  Energy,  fuel  company  representatives,  and 
interested  residents  be  invited  to  attend  such  hearing.

RESOLUTION  RE:  NONANTUM  ROAD 
(DOCKET  NO.  0328) 

Councilors  MCDERMOTT  and  MURPHY  offered  the 
following: 

Whereas:  Nonantum  Road  has  been  the  site  of  numer- 
ous traffic  accidents,  including  fatal  accidents,  over  the 
course  of  many  years;  and 

Whereas:  another  accident  occurred  on  Nonantum 
Road  on  February  6  that  resulting  in  two  fatalities  and 
required  emergency  response  from  the  Police  Department 
and  the  Fire  Department;  and 

Whereas:  residents  on  nearby  streets  (including  Brooks 
St)  have  experienced  the  impact  of  numerous  serious  ac- 
cidents on  Nonantum  Road  and  have  long  sought  action 
to  address  the  dangerous  conditions  existing  there;  and 

Whereas:  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission 
(MDC),  in  an  earlier  study,  recognized  that  "low  traffic 
volumes  and  generous  road  width  promote  excessive 
speeds  along  this  stretch  of  parkway,"  and  "[people]  on 
the  narrow  [pedestrian]  path  are  dangerously  exposed  to 
automobile  traffic";  and 

Whereas:  the  State  Legislature  has  directed  and  funded 
the  Department  of  Conservation  and  recreation  (DCR), 
successor  to  the  MDC,  to  administer  a  traffic  study  to  im- 
prove public  safety  along  Nonantum  Road  and  adjacent 
parkland,  but  this  study  has  not  yet  begun;  and 

Whereas:  in  the  meantime,  the  known  dangerous  con- 
ditions on  Nonantum  Road  remain  unaddressed,  with  the 
potential  for  more  serious  accidents. 

NOW  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  THAT  THE 
BOSTON  CITY  COUNCIL: 

Expresses:  in  the  strongest  terms  its  concern  about  the 
known  dangerous  conditions  on  Nonantum  Road  and  the 
continuing  threat  they  pose  to  public  safety; 

Expresses:  in  the  strongest  terms  its  desire  that  these 
conditions  be  addressed  as  soon  as  possible,  before  they 
result  in  further  accidents,  injuries,  and  deaths; 

Respectfully  urges:  the  DCR  to  commission  and  com- 
pute the  required  traffic  study  as  quickly  as  possible; 

Respectufily  requests:  Boston's  representatives  in  the 
General  Court  to  monitor  and  maintain  communication 
with  the  DCR  to  ensure  that  the  required  traffic  study  is 
commissioned  and  completed  as  quickly  as  possible; 

Respectfully  requests:  that  the  General  Court,  DCR, 
and  state  transportation  departments  give  the  highest  pri- 
ority to  implementing  the  recommendations  of  the  DCR 
study  to  improve  public  safety  along  Nonantum  Road;

Section  159  of  Chapter  7  of  Title  14  of  the  City  Stat- 
utes of  the  City  of  Boston  shall  be  amended  as  follows:

Whereas:  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  pro- 
mulgated a  public  waterfront  development  plan  called 
"the  City  of  Boston's  North  Station  Amendment  to  the 
Boston  Municipal  Harbor  Plan",  lawfully  finalized  on 
July  29,  1 999  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  Envi- 
ronmental Affairs;  and 

Whereas:  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority's  fi- 
nal plan  covered  12.3  acres,  including  the  sites  known  as 
226  Causeway  Street  and  the  buildings  then  known  as  the 
Hoffman  Building  and  Lovejoy  Wharf;  and 

Whereas:  The  plan  followed  the  statewide  waterfront 
principle  of  heights  lower  at  the  water's  edge  and  higher 
landward,  and  therefore  permitted  and  encouraged  con- 
struction of  108  new  homes  on  top  of  226  Causeway 
Street  (now  known  as  Strada234),  and  did  not  permit  or 
encourage  construction  of  exceptional  heights  at  what  is 
known  as  Lovejoy  Wharf;  and 

Whereas:  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  is  now 
proposing  to  promulgate  an  "amendment  to  the  amend- 
ment" to  the  1999  plan  that  would  now  permit  exception- 
ally high  and  dense  development  within  the  same  12.3

AN  ORDINANCE  REGARDING 
LOCAL  ADOPTION  OF  THE  SENIOR  CITIZEN 
PROPERTY  TAX  WORK-OFF  ABATEMENT 

Whereas:  The  costs  associated  with  housing  in  the  City 
of  Boston  have  been  a  significant  burden  on  the  residents 
of  the  City,  particularly  for  the  members  of  the  senior  citi- 
zen population  which  often  subsist  on  fixed  incomes;  and 

Whereas:  Facing  the  rise  in  property  values  and  other 
costs  of  living,  senior  citizens  on  a  fixed  income  often 
do  not  have  the  resources  to  pay  their  increasing  real  es- 
tate taxes  which  may  force  them  to  sell  or  abandon  their 
homes;  and  . 

Whereas:  Many  senior  citizens,  retired  and  on  fixed  in- 
comes, are  actively  involved  in  their  communities  of  the 
City  of  Boston  through  volunteer  activities;  and 

Whereas:  Among  other  programs,  the  Elderly  Com- 
mission for  the  City  of  Boston  manages  and  operates  two 
successful  volunteer  programs  for  senior  citizens:  Senior 
Companion  Program  (pairing  seniors  into  a  one-on-one 
relationship  with  a  frail/homebound  senior  to  assist  with 
everyday  tasks)  and  Retired  and  Senior  Volunteer  Pro- 
gram (offering  placement  to  a  variety  of  community  or- 
ganizations); 

Whereas:  The  General  Court  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  has  established  a  program  promulgated  in 
M.G.L.  c.  59,  s.  5K  which,  upon  acceptance  of  the  provi- 


sion by  a  city  or  town  authorizes  the  municipality  to  es- 
tablish a  property  tax  work -off  program  for  taxpayers  over 
sixty  (60)  years  old  which  would  allow  senior  citizens  to 
receive  an  abatement  of  their  property  tax  in  an  amount 
up  to  seven  hundred  fifty  dollars  ($750.00)  in  exchange 
for  certified  volunteer  services  provided  to  the  municipal- 
ity by  the  senior  citizen;  and 

Whereas:  Section  5K  specifically  states  that  the 
amounts  represented  by  the  abatement  may  not  be  consid- 
ered income,  wages,  or  employment  for  the  purposes  of 
state  income  taxation,  unemployment  insurance,  workers' 
compensation,  or  any  other  provision  of  M.G.L. ;  and 

Whereas:  The  City  of  Boston  seeks  to  assist  its  senior 
citizens  in  managing  the  payment  of  increasing  property 
tax  bills  while  simultaneously  offering  opportunities  for 
senior  citizens  to  volunteer  their  time  to  improve  the  qual- 
ity of  life  for  the  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston.  NOW 
THEREFORE, 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol- 
lows: 

Chapter  XII  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  Section 
12-3.5  as  follows: 

12-3.5  Senior  Citizen  Property  Tax  Work-Off  Abate- 
ment. 

12-3. 5(a)  Authority  and  Purpose. 

The  purpose  of  these  provisions  is  to  provide  the  senior 
citizens  of  the  City  of  Boston  with  the  opportunity  to  re- 
duce their  real  estate  tax  bills  through  a  program  utilizing 
certified  volunteer  services.  The  authority  for  these  provi- 
sions is  found  in  M.G.L.  c.  59,  s.  5K. 

12-3. 5(b)  Acceptance  ofthe  Local  Option  in  M.G.L.  c. 
59,  s.  5K. 

Enactment  of  these  provisions  shall  be  deemed  an  of- 
ficial action  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  accept  the  provisions 
of  M.G.L.  c.  58,  s.  5K,  as  amended,  and  the  Senior  Citizen 
Property  Tax  Work-Off  Abatement  Program  ("Program") 
is  hereby  authorized  and  created  pursuant  to  the  provi- 
sions of  these  sections. 

12-3. 5(c)  Definitions. 

(i)  City  shall  mean  the  City  of  Boston. 

(ii)  Commission  shall  mean  the  Elderly  Commission 
of  the  City  of  Boston  or  the  successor  thereto. 

(iii)  Commonwealth  shall  mean  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts. 

(iv)  Participant  shall  mean  any  person  participating  in 
the  Program.  No  person  is  eligible  to  become  a  Partici- 
pant until  attainment  of  his/her  sixtieth  (60th)  birthday. 

(v)  Program  shall  mean  the  Senior  Citizen  Property 
Tax  Work-Off  Abatement  authorized  and  created  by  these 
sections  and  any  programs  created  thereunder. 

12-3. 5(d)  Administration. 

The  Commission  shall  implement  and  administer 
the  Program.  The  Commission  shall  have  the  author- 
ity to  promulgate  rules,  procedures,  and  regulations  for 
implementation  and  administration  of  the  Program  that 
are  consistent  with  the  intent  of  M.G.L.  c.  59,  s.  5K  and 
consistent  with  the  provisions  of  these  sections  including 
but  not  limited  to  setting  any  limitations  on  the  eligibility 
of  Participants  such  as  income  limitations,  asset  limita- 
tions, limitations  on  the  number  of  Participants  and  the 
work  to  be  performed,  and  any  limitation  of  eligibility  to 
a  tax  reduction  on  a  Participant's  domicile.  The  Commis- 
sion shall  coordinate  with  the  offices,  agencies,  commis- 
sions, departments,  or  other  organizations  of  the  City  to 
receive  and  utilize  certified  volunteer  services  under  the 
Program. 

12-3. 5(e)  Participants. 

In  accordance  with  M.G.L.  c.  59,  s.  5K,  a  Participant 
must  (i)  be  over  sixty  (60)  years  of  age  and  (ii)  be  the 
assessed  owner  of  the  property  on  which  the  tax  to  be 
abated  is  assessed  or  have  acquired  ownership  before  the 
certified  volunteer  work  is  performed  and  if  the  property 
is  subject  to  a  trust  then  the  Participant  must  have  legal 
title  (i.e.  have  the  status  of  a  trustee  for  the  trust)  and  be 
a  beneficiary  under  such  trust  on  the  applicable  January 
1  assessment  date  or  at  the  time  the  work  is  performed. 
Participants  may  earn  a  maximum  abatement  of  seven 
hundred  fifty  dollars  ($750.00)  per  fiscal  year  and  may 
not  receive  credit  for  the  certified  volunteer  services  at 
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an  hourly  rate  higher  than  the  minimum  wage  for  the 
Commonwealth,  nor  shall  the  hourly  rate  be  less  than  the 
federal  minimum  wage  unless  the  Commonwealth  or  the 
City  is  advised  by  the  Wages  and  Hours  Division  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Labor  that  the  Fair  Labor 
Standards  Act  does  not  apply  to  the  Program. 

The  number  of  Participants  shall  be  limited  to  fifty 
(50)  through  Fiscal  Year  2011.  The  maximum  number 
of  Participants  may  be  increased  by  written  order  of  the 
Commission  subsequent  to  permanent  adoption  of  these 
sections,  but  in  no  event  shall  the  maximum  number  of 
Participants  be  reduced  to  less  than  fifty  (50). 

Participants  shall  be  determined  by  the  Commission  by 
the  chronological  order  of  the  applicants'  submission  of  a 
complete  and  qualifying  application.  In  no  event  shall  a 
person  be  eligible  for  the  Program  as  a  Participant  if  such 
person's  income  and/or  estate  exceeds  the  income  and/or 
estate  parameters  ofM.G.L.  c.  59,  s.  5(41C).  For  purposes 
of  this  paragraph,  a  person  sixty  (60)  years  of  age  or  older 
but  less  than  sixty-five  (65)  years  of  age  shall  be  consid- 
ered to  be  sixty-five  (65)  years  old. 

12-3.5(f)  Certification  of  Volunteer  Services. 

The  Commission  shall  require  the  offices,  agencies, 
commissions,  departments,  or  other  organizations  of  the 
City  receiving  and  utilizing  certified  volunteer  services 
under  the  Program  to  certify  to  the  Commission  the  hours 
of  services  perfonned  by  a  Participant. 

The  Commission  must  certify  to  the  Assessor  of  the 
City  the  hours  of  services  performed  by  a  Participant  be- 
fore the  actual  tax  for  the  fiscal  year  is  committed  and 
must  state  the  amount  actually  earned  as  of  the  date  of  the 
certification.  Services  performed  after  that  date  are  credit- 
ed toward  the  next  fiscal  year's  actual  tax  bill  to  the  extent 
consistent  with  the  Commission's  rules  for  the  Program. 
The  Commission  shall  provide  a  copy  of  the  certification 
to  the  Participant  before  the  tax  bill  is  issued. 

12-3. 5(g)  Exemptions. 

Abatements  earned  by  a  Participant  under  the  Program 
shall  not  affect  a  Participant's  eligibility  for  any  property 
tax  exemptions. 

12-3.5(h)  Annual  Report. 

In  an  effort  to  evaluate  the  effectiveness  of  the  Pro- 
gram, the  Commission  shall,  at  the  close  of  each  Fiscal 
Year,  prepare  a  detailed  report  relevant  to  the  Program, 
including  but  not  limited  to  (i)  the  name  of  each  and  every 
person  that  received  an  abatement  under  the  Program,  the 
number  of  hours  certified,  and  the  amount  of  the  respec- 
tive abatement,  (ii)  the  address  of  each  and  every  prop- 
erty that  received  an  abatement  under  the  Program  and 
the  amount  of  the  respective  abatement,  (iii)  the  name  of 
each  and  every  office,  agency,  commission,  department, 
or  other  organization  that  received  volunteer  services 
under  the  Program,  (iv)  the  total  number  of  hours  certi- 
fied under  the  Program,  (v)  the  total  number  (quantity) 
of  abatements  applied  under  the  Program,  (vi)  the  total 
amount  (value)  of  abatements  applied  under  the  Program, 
(vii)  a  complete  delineation  of  the  costs  associated  with 
administering  the  Program.  The  annual  report  shall  be 
filed  with  the  Boston  City  Clerk  no  later  than  September 
1  of  each  calendar  year,  and  the  Boston  City  Clerk  shall 
file  the  annual  report  with  the  Boston  City  Council  within 
two  (2)  weeks  of  receipt  thereof. 

12-3.5(i)  Implementation. 

The  provisions  of  12-3.5  shall  be  effective  immedi- 
ately, but,  in  accordance  with  the  requirement  in  M.G.L. 
c.  59,  s.  5K  to  explicitly  state  the  fiscal  year  in  which  the 
program  will  be  first  available,  the  abatements  may  not 
be  earned  by  a  Participants  nor  may  the  abatements  be 
applied  to  any  real  estate  taxes  until  the  commencement 
of  Fiscal  Year  2008  (i.e.  July  1,  2007). 

12-3.5(j)  Severability. 

If  any  provision  of  these  sections  shall  be  held  to  be 
invalid  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  then  such 
provision  shall  be  considered  separately  and  apart  from 
the  remaining  provisions,  which  shall  remain  in  full  force 
and  effect. 

12-3.5(k)  Sunset  and  Renewal. 

The  provisions  of  these  sections  shall  tenninate  at  the 
close  of  Fiscal  Year  201 1  (i.e.  June  30,  201 1 )  but  may  be 


pennanently  extended  upon  the  approval  of  the  mayor  of 
the  City  of  Boston  and  the  city  council  which  shall  be 
supplied  no  sooner  than  April  1,  201 1  and  no  later  than 
December  19,2011.

Whereas:  The  City  of  Boston  receives  main  sewer  ser- 
vices from  the  sewer  division  of  the  Massachusetts  Water 
Resources  Authority  ("MWRA");  and

undertaking  a  large-scale  sewer  improvement  project  in

in  connection  with  the  so-called  Long  Term  CSO  Control 
Plan  for  North  Dorchester  Bay  and  the  Reserved  Chan- 
nel. 

Section  4. 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  sections  forty  E 
through  forty  N,  inclusive,  of  chapter  seven  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws  or  any  other  general  or  special  law  to  the  con- 
trary and  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Article  97  of  the 
Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts,  the  City  of  Boston  is  hereby  authorized 
to  grant,  for  nominal  consideration  of  $1.00,  two  perma- 
nent sewer  easement  in,  through,  and  under  a  certain  par- 
cel of  land  known  as  Moakley  Park,  located  in  the  South 
Boston  section  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  acquired  by  the 
City  of  Boston  for  park  purposes,  to  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  through  its  Department  of  Conservation 
and  Recreation,  such  easements  being  more  particularly 
described  as  Parcels  "DCR-PE-8"  and  "DCR-PE-12"

The  fee  for  an  inspection  performed  at  the 
direction  of  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  under  Mas- 
sachusetts General  Laws,  Chapter  148,  Sections  26F  and 
26F  1/2  et  seq.,  shall  be  fifty  dollars  ($50)  for  a  single- 
family  dwelling  or  a  single  dwelling  unit;  one  hundred 
($100)  for  a  2-family  dwelling;  one  hundred  fifty  dollar 
($150)  for  any  building  or  structure  with  6  or  fewer  resi- 
dential units;  and  five  hundred  ($500)  for  any  building 
or  structure  with  more  than  6  units.  If  a  reinspection  is 
necessary,  the  fee  shall  be  fifty  dollars  ($50)  for  a  single- 
family  dwelling  or  a  single  dwelling  unit;  one  hundred 
($100)  for  a  2-family  dwelling;  one  hundred  fifty  dollar 
($150)  for  any  building  or  structure  with  6  or  fewer  resi- 
dential units;  and  five  hundred  ($500)  for  any  building  or 
structure  with  more  than  6  units.

This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  passage.

Whereas:  Lt.  Steven  Mead,  head  of  the  Boston  Police 
Department  drug  unit  reported  at  a  City  Council  Hearing 
in  November  2003  that  while  the  police  are  able  to  make 
a  number  of  arrests,  drugs  continue  to  flow  into  Boston; 
and 

Whereas:  cheap  heroin  is  the  major  cause  of  drug  re- 
lated deaths  in  Boston;  and 

Whereas:  James  Risen  in  his  new  book.  State  of  War, 
quotes  a  CIA  agent  saying,  "The  British  were  screaming 
for  us  to  bomb  those  targets  (fields  where  the  source  of 
heroin  is  grown)  because  most  of  the  heroin  in  Britain 
comes  from  Afghanistan.  But  they  (the  US  military) 
refused  ....  The  Pentagon  feared  that  counter-narcotics 
operations  would  force  the  military  to  turn  on  the  very 
warlords  who  were  aiding  the  United  States  against  the 
Taliban  and  that  would  lead  to  another  round  of  violent 
attacks  on  American  troops";  and 

Whereas:  the  fact  that  the  federal  government  despite 
the  billions  spent  on  the  War  on  Drugs  is  not  able  to  stem 
the  flow;  and 

Whereas:  given  this  inability  to  stem  the  flow  of  illegal 
drugs,  it  is  logical  to  examine  medical  methods  rather  than 
criminal  methods  to  stem  the  drug  crisis  with  its  overdose 
related  deaths  and  violence.  Therefore  be  it 

Ordered:  that  the  appropriate  City  Council  Committee 
hold  a  hearing  and  invite  the  Commissioner  of  the  Public 
Health  Commission  to  report  on  medical  alternatives  that 
are  being  used  in  other  parts  of  this  country  and  the  world, 
their  demonstrated  effectiveness,  and  the  obstacles  to  us- 
ing these  best  practices  in  Boston.

Section  1  ( 1 )  of  chapter  596  of  the  acts  of  1 989  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  the  words  "all  rifles  and  shotguns"  in 
the  first  line  and  replacing  them  with  "all  rifles,  shotguns, 
and  handguns/pistols".

Whereas:  The  City  of  Boston  is  and  has  been  experi- 
encing a  large  and  virtually  undisputed  housing  afford- 
ability  crisis  for  which  reforms  are  needed  to  alleviate  the 
high  cost  of  housing  and  strengthen  the  communities  of 
Boston  against  displacement;  and 

Whereas:  In  defining  "affordability,"  City  of  Boston 
housing  agencies  have  utilized  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  (HUD)  Area  Median 
Income  guidelines  which  define  $84,100  as  the  "area  me- 
dian" family  income  for  a  family  of  four;  and 
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Whereas:  The  Area  Median  Income  guideline  defined 
by  HUD  is  based  upon  the  Greater  Boston  statistical  area, 
which  includes  126  cities  and  towns  in  addition  to  the 
City  of  Boston,  and  fails  to  include  non-family  house- 
holds (e.g.  elderly  residents  living  alone);  and 

Whereas:  The  U.S.  Census  Bureau  has  recently  devel- 
oped the  American  Community  Survey,  a  new  nation- 
wide assessment  which  provides  accurate  yearly  demo- 
graphic, social,  economic,  and  housing  data  for  over  800 
geographical  areas,  and  has  estimated  the  true  median 
household  annual  income  for  the  City  of  Boston  alone  at 
$42,567;  and 

Whereas:  Some  of  the  City  of  Boston's  "affordable 
housing,"  such  as  the  Inclusionary  Zoning  program,  are 
regularly  targeted  at  families  at  80%  to  1 20%  of  Area  Me- 
dian Income,  yet  those  income  levels  are  roughly  twice 
the  income  of  most  Boston  households;  and 

Whereas:  A  key  purpose  of  the  City's  affordable  hous- 
ing programs  is  to  help  stabilize  Boston  neighborhoods 
and  keep  Boston  residents  in  their  communities;  THERE- 
FORE BE  IT 

Resolved:  That  the  Boston  City  Council  urges  all  City 
departments  to  utilize  the  both  the  HUD  Area  Median 
Income  standard  and  the  "City  of  Boston  household  me- 
dian income"  standard,  as  determined  by  the  U.S.  Cen- 
sus' American  Community  Survey,  in  determining  and 
assessing  housing  "affordability"  under  the  Inclusionary 
Zoning  program  and  other  affordable  housing  programs; 
AND  BE  IT  FURTHER 

Resolved:  That  the  Boston  City  Council  urges  that  any 
proposed  housing  project  requiring  approval  of  the  City 
be  asked  to  provide  information  about  housing  affordabil- 
ity by  expressing  these  guidelines  both  in  the  language 
ofHUD  Area  Median  Income  and  in  relationship  to  actual 
Boston  median  income,  as  well  as  in  comparison  to  the 
median  household  income  of  the  particular  affected  or

TIONS ON  PARK  FRONTAGES  (DOCKET  NO. 
0489) 

Councilor  SCAPICCHIO  offered  the  following: 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol- 
lows: 

Section  1. 

CBC  Chapter  VII  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  CBC 
7-4.10  in  its  entirety  and  replacing  it  as  follows: 

7-4.10  Restrictions  on  Park  Frontages. 

No  building  or  structure  or  any  part  thereof  hereafter 
erected  or  altered  on  land  which  abuts  on  and  has  an  en- 
trance into  and  is  within  a  distance  of  one  hundred  ( 1 00') 
feet  from  the  following:  The  Fens  (excepting  (i)  Charles- 
gate  East  and  Charlesgate  West  from  a  point  one  hundred 
(100')  feet  north  from  their  intersection  with  Common- 
wealth Avenue  to  Charles  River;  and  (ii)  that  certain  par- 
cel of  land  in  the  area  of  the  Forsyth  Institute  bordered 
to  the  south  by  Hemenway  Street,  to  the  west  by  Forsyth 
Way,  to  the  north  by  that  certain  roadway  commonly  re- 
ferred to  as  the  Forsyth  Extension  connecting  Forsyth 
Way  and  The  Fenway,  and  to  the  east  by  a  certain  parcel  of 
land  commonly  known  as  Forsyth  Park,  as  such  parcel  is 
described  in  a  deed  dated  March  31,  1910  and  recorded  in 
the  Suffolk  County  Registry  of  Deeds  in  Book  3438,  Page 
481);  Riverway,  including  Park  Drive,  from  Brookline 
Avenue  to  Beacon  Street;  Commonwealth  Avenue,  from 
Arlington  Street  to  a  line  drawn  parallel  to  and  one  hun- 
dred thirty  (130')  feet  west  of  Charlesgate  West,  and  from 


a  line  parallel  to  and  one  hundred  thirty-five  (135')  feet 
south  of  the  southerly  line  of  Mt.  Hood  Road,  as  extended 
across  Commonwealth  Avenue,  to  the  Newton  line;  Ja- 
maicaway;  Olmsted  Park;  Arborway;  Columbia  Road  on 
the  southerly  side  from  Sumner  Street  to  Dorchester  Av- 
enue, and  from  Buttonwood  Street  to  Marine  Park,  and  on 
the  northerly  side  from  Boston  Street  to  Dorchester  Av- 
enue, and  from  Buttonwood  Street  to  Marine  Park,  South 
Boston;  shall  be  used  for  a  livery  or  public  stable  or  public 
garage,  or  for  any  mechanical,  mercantile  or  manufactur- 
ing purposes,  nor,  excepting  churches  and  chapels,  shall 
the  extreme  height  of  said  buildings  or  structures  exceed 
seventy  (70')  feet  from  the  mean  grade  of  the  edgestone 
or  sidewalk  on  the  front  facing  said  parkway,  exclusive 
of  such  steeples,  towers,  domes,  cornices,  parapets,  bal- 
ustrades, sculptured  ornaments,  chimneys  and  roofs  as 
the  Parks  and  Recreation  Commission  shall  approve;  and 
no  roof  on  any  of  the  aforementioned  buildings  shall  be 
used  for  laundry  or  clothes-drying  purposes;  provided, 
however,  that  the  provision  restricting  the  extreme  height 
of  buildings  to  seventy  (70')  feet  from  the  mean  grade 
of  the  edgestone  or  sidewalk  shall  not  apply  to  buildings 
or  structures  or  any  part  thereof  now  being  or  hereafter 
erected  or  altered  on  the  lot  of  land  on  Commonwealth 
Avenue  known  and  numbered  as  2000  Commonwealth 
Avenue;  and  provided  also  that  as  to  the  lot  of  land  to 
the  southwest  comer  of  Commonwealth  Avenue  and  Mas- 
sachusetts Avenue  the  prohibition  of  the  use  of  building 
for  mercantile  purposes  shall  apply  only  to  so  much  of 
any  building  erected  thereon  as  lies  within  fifty  (50')  feet 
of  the  southerly  line  of  Commonwealth  Avenue;  and  pro- 
vided further,  however,  that  the  prohibition  of  the  use  of 
building  for  mercantile  purposes  shall  not  apply  to  the 
lot  of  land  on  Ipswich  Street  bounded  by  and  making  the 
northwest  corner  of  Charlesgate  West  and  Boylston  Street; 
provided  further,  however,  that  the  prohibition  of  the  use 
of  any  said  buildings  and  structures  for  a  public  garage 
and  the  restriction  on  the  extreme  height  of  said  buildings 
or  structures  to  seventy  (70')  feet  shall  not  apply  to  the 
lot  or  land  bounded  by  the  Riverway,  Francis  Street,  and 
Brookline  Avenue;  and  provided  further,  however,  that  for 
a  distance  of  one  hundred  (100')  feet  running  westerly 
along  Commonwealth  Avenue  from  the  northwesterly  and 
southwesterly  corners  of  Commonwealth  Avenue  where  it 
intersects  with  Arlington  Street,  Berkeley  Street,  Claren- 
don Street  and  Dartmouth  Street  and  for  a  further  distance 
of  forty-seven  (47')  feet  running  westerly  along  the  south- 
erly side  of  Commonwealth  Avenue  from  the  line  which 
is  one  hundred  (100')  feet  westerly  of  the  southwesterly 
corner  of  Commonwealth  Avenue  where  it  intersects  with 
Arlington  Street,  for  a  total  distance  of  one  hundred  forty- 
seven  (147')  feet  from  such  corner,  the  following  provi- 
sions shall  apply,  anything  hereinbefore  contained  in  this 
section  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding: 

a.  Buildings  on  the  corners  at  the  Arlington  Street 
intersection  may  be  built  to  a  height  not  exceeding  two 
hundred  eighty-five  (285')  feet  to  the  top  of  the  parapet 
or  cornice  line  and  buildings  on  the  northwesterly  and 
southwesterly  corners  at  the  Berkeley,  Clarendon  and 
Dartmouth  Street  intersections  may  be  built  to  a  height 
not  exceeding  two  hundred  (200')  feet  to  the  top  of  the 
parapet  or  cornice  line; 

b.  Any  building  or  portion  of  a  building  attached  to  or 
appurtenant  to  a  building  erected  or  altered  to  a  height  in 
excess  of  seventy  (70')  feet  on  any  of  the  aforementioned 
eight  (8)  corners  shall  be  built  to  a  height  not  less  than 
fifty  (50')  feet; 

c.  Steeples,  towers,  domes,  balustrades,  sculptured  or- 
naments, chimneys,  roofs,  aerials,  antennae,  elevator  and 
mechanical  penthouses,  water  tanks,  monitors  or  other 
structures  normally  built  above  the  roof  and  not  devoted 
to  human  occupancy  shall  not  be  included  in  the  com- 
putation of  height  of  buildings  for  purposes  of  subpara- 
graphs a.  and  b.  above; 

d.  The  prohibition  of  use  for  mercantile  purposes  here- 
inbefore contained  in  this  section  shall  not  apply  so  as  to 
prohibit  in  an  apartment  or  apartment  hotel  building  such 
accessory  uses  as  newsstand,  barber  shop,  dining  room 
and  similar  services  provided  they  are  entered  solely  from 
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within  the  building  and  no  signs  advertising  such  acces- 
sory uses  shall  be  visible  on  the  exterior  of  such  build- 
ing; 

e.  No  building  or  structure  shall  hereafter  be  erected 
or  altered  on  any  of  the  aforementioned  eight  (8)  corners 
without  prior  written  approval  by  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  of  the  exterior  design  of  such  building  or 
structure.  The  Authority's  review  of  such  exterior  design 
shall  be  concerned  with  such  matters  as  the  exterior  fa- 
cade, exterior  materials,  signs,  the  location  of  roof  top 
structures  described  in  subparagraph  c.  above,  building 
mass  and  its  placement  on  the  site,  the  relation  of  the 
building  to  architectural  characteristics  of  Commonwealth 
Avenue  and  the  Back  Bay,  and  adequacy  of  vehicular  in- 
gress and  egress,  if  any.  The  purpose  of  this  subparagraph 
e.  is  to  insure  that  new  buildings  shall,  without  limiting 
the  dimensions  and  building  volume  permitted  herein  and 
under  applicable  zoning  regulations,  be  of  outstanding 
architectural  character  and  harmonious  with  Common- 
wealth Avenue  and  the  Back  Bay  area.

If  any  provision  of  these  sections  shall  be  held  to  be 
invalid  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  then  such 
provision  shall  be  considered  separately  and  apart  from 
the  remaining  provisions,  which  shall  remain  in  full  force 
and  effect.

Whereas:  The  state  of  Massachusetts  and  the  City  of 
Boston  are  continuing  to  experience  a  housing  affordabil- 
ity  crisis;  and 

Whereas:  There  are  over  28,000  households  in  the  City 
who  pay  over  half  of  their  income  in  rent,  and  the  vast  ma- 
jority of  these  households  earn  less  than  $40,000  a  year 
(assuming  a  family  of  four);  and 

Whereas:  There  are  over  14,000  households  on  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority  waiting  lists  for  subsidized 
housing;  and  the  waiting  list  for  Section  8  vouchers  was 
closed  two  years  ago  for  the  first  time  in  a  generation; 
and 

Whereas:  The  most  recent  homeless  census  done  by 
the  City  of  Boston  showed  that  over  6,000  individuals  are 
homeless  in  Boston,  a  9%  overall  increase  since  last  year 
and  a  21  %  increase  in  the  number  of  homeless  families; 
and 

Whereas:  The  City  of  Boston  this  year  is  currently 
faced  with  nearly  a  10%  cut  in  federal  CDBG  funds 
(which  are  intended  to  benefit  households  below  80%  of 
the  area  median  income,  or  $64,000  for  a  family  of  four); 
and  a  27%  proposed  cut  next  year;  and 

Whereas:  One  of  the  tools  the  City  has  been  using  to 
address  the  larger  housing  affordability  crisis  has  been  the 
Inciusionary  Zoning  Program,  having  been  established  by 
the  Mayor  through  an  Executive  order  in  2000;  and 

Whereas:  The  affordable  units  and  funds  generated 
from  the  Inciusionary  Zoning  Program  primarily  benefit 
households  between  80-140%  of  the  Area  Median  Income 
($64,000  to  $1 10,000  for  a  family  of  four),  whereas  the 


Boston  median  household  income  is  only  $42,000;  and 

Whereas:  Possible  reforms  to  the  City's  inciusionary 
zoning  include  increasing  the  payout  amount  for  devel- 
opers; and  to  require  that  inciusionary  zoning  funds  be 
administered  by  the  Neighborhood  Housing  Trust,  which 
benefits  a  wide  range  of  affordable  housing  projects  under 
80%  of  the  area  median  income,  THERE  ORE  BE  IT 

Ordered:  That  the  appropriate  committee  of  the  Boston 
City  Council  hold  a  public  hearing  to  discuss  potential  re- 
forms to  the  City's  affordable  housing  programs,  includ- 
ing the  Inciusionary  Zoning  Program.

To  the  City  Council. 
Dear  Councillors: 

I  transmit  herewith  my  Fiscal  Year  2007  Recommend- 
ed Budget  for  the  City  of  Boston.  The  Recommended  Op- 
erating Budget  totaling  $2.14  billion  is  $87.9  million,  or 
4.3%  more  than  the  Fiscal  Year  2006  Budget. 

Nearly  two  thirds  of  the  spending  growth  is  due  to 
health  benefits,  energy  costs  and  the  annualized  impact 
of  collective  bargaining  increases  included  in  the  current 
labor  contracts.  The  annual  spending  growth  needed  to 
meet  the  City's  commitments  continues  to  exceed  our 
rate  of  revenue  growth.  The  City's  FY07  budget  assumes 
a  cautious  allocation  of  reserves  to  support  ongoing  ex- 
penses. These  additional  resources  are  necessary  to  miti- 
gate the  effects  of  marginal  growth  in  state  aid  and  rising 
fixed  costs. 

While  property  tax  and  other  local  revenues  continue 
to  grow,  the  City's  allocation  of  aid  from  the  Common- 
wealth increases  only  marginally  despite  additional  rev- 
enue resulting  from  uncapping  Lottery  Aid.  For  FY07  net 
state  aid  remains  $75.6  million  less  than  it  was  five  years 
ago  in  FY02.  The  City  continues  to  face  the  challenge 
of  our  over-reliance  on  property  taxes  to  fund  services. 
Restricted  by  a  state-imposed  structure,  the  City  must 
continue  to  build  awareness  of  the  negative  consequences 
of  this  structure  not  only  for  the  City  of  Boston  but  also 
for  the  entire  Commonwealth. 

The  budget  before  you  provides  resources  aligned 
around  several  overarching  goals,  including  the  reduction 
of  violent  crime,  closing  the  achievement  gap,  narrowing 
health  disparities  and  increasing  the  housing  supply.  The 
City  is  moving  forward  with  a  bold  agenda  that  will  con- 
centrate on  delivering  innovative  and  effective  solutions 
to  our  most  critical  challenges  while  focusing  on  cross- 
departmental  collaboration  and  shared  accountability  to 
deliver  meaningful  results  and  high  quality  services  to 
Boston's  residents,  businesses  and  visitors. 

Building  a  strong  foundation  for  Boston's  future  means 
educating  all  of  our  children  to  compete  for  the  jobs  of- 


tomorrow,  supporting  an  economy  that  will  continue  to 
grow  and  provide  those  jobs,  embracing  and  leveraging 
the  changing  face  of  our  community,  and  providing  the 
basic  services  that  contribute  to  the  quality  of  life  in  our 
neighborhoods.  Accomplishing  these  goals  in  today's 
constrained  fiscal  environment  is  not  easy,  and  it  requires 
that  we  in  city  government  work  more  efficiently  with 
each  other  and  with  our  partners  in  the  public  and  private 
sectors  to  ensure  our  City's  success. 

I  look  forward  to  working  with  you  during  the  budget 
review  process  and  I  respectfully  request  your  favorable 
action  on  the  FY07  Operating  Budget  and  the  Five  Year 
Capital  Plan  for  FY07  to  FY11 .

is  being  executed  without  an  appropriation.  "

Section  30  of  chapter  486  ofthe  acts  of  1909,  amended 
by  section  2  of  chapter  376  of  the  acts  of  1952,  amended 
by  section  2  of  chapter  60  of  the  acts  of  1955,  as  amended 
by  section  2  of  chapter  373  of  the  acts  of  1992,  is  hereby

SURVIVORS  (DOCKET  NO.  0524)

Whereas:  Hurricane  Katrina  devastated  the  Gulf  coast 
region  and  forced  the  evacuation  and  practical  exile  of 
literally  thousands  of  residents  of  Louisiana  and  parts  of 
Mississippi,  Alabama  and  other  parts  of  the  region;  and 

Whereas:  the  overwhelming  number  of  persons  who 
have  been  relocated  out  of  New  Orleans  are  poor  and  of 
African  ancestry;  and

the  Massachusetts  state  government,  across  the  country 
for  the  relief  of  those  who  suffered  losses,  the  conditions 
for  the  poorest  communities  in  New  Orleans  and  their 
residents  are  essentially  unchanged;  and 

Whereas:  many  persons  who  were  relocated  out  of 
New  Orleans  continue  to  reside  in  communities  that  are 
distant,  including  Boston  and  the  state  of  Massachusetts, 
from  where  their  homes  once  stood,  and  they  lack  the 
means  or  opportunity  to  return;  and 

Whereas:  local  elections  for  New  Orleans  are  sched- 
uled for  April  22,  2006,  and  many  individuals  and  orga- 
nizations have  expressed  well-founded  concerns  about 
whether  the  voting  rights  of  those  relocated  out  of  the  city 
will  be  protected  and  whether  any  election  results  will 
accurately  reflect  the  democratic  will  of  the  city's  former 
residents;  and 

Whereas:  there  are  former  residents  of  New  Orleans 
who  were  evacuated  out  of  the  city  at  the  time  of  the  hur- 
ricane, and  who  currently  reside  in  Michigan;  and 

Whereas:  recently  revealed  videotaped  records  suggest 
that  the  President  of  the  United  States  and  other  high- 
ranking  officials  were  aware  of  the  imminence  of  cata- 
strophic flooding  conditions  in  New  Orleans  before  they 
occurred.  NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT 

Resolved:  That  the  City  Council  for  the  City  of  Boston 
expresses  its  total,  unqualified  solidarity  and  support  for 
all  persons  who  were  harmed  in  any  way  by  Hurricane 
Katrina  and  its  aftermath;  and  BE  IT  FURTHER 

Resolved:  That  the  City  Council  for  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton joins  with  the  Institute  of  the  Black  World  President 
Dr.  Ron  Daniels,  the  New  York  City  Council,  the  Chicago 
City  Council,  Malcolm  X  Grassroots  Movement,  the  Na- 
tional Coalition  of  Blacks  for  Reparations  In  America 
(N'COBRA),  the  National  Association  for  the  Advance- 
ment of  Colored  People  (NAACP)  and  others  in  calling 
for  election  procedures  that  are  non-discriminatory,  and 
otherwise  in  full  compliance  with  the  Voting  Rights  Act, 
and  that  also  guarantee  that  all  New  Orleans  residents 
who  were  forced  to  relocate  because  of  the  hurricane  will

Resolved:  That  the  City  Council  for  the  City  of  Boston 
invites  all  persons  residing  in  Massachusetts  who  were 
forced  to  relocate  from  the  Gulf  Coast  because  of  Hur-

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12-13A  PARENTAL  SCHOOL  LEAVE  FOR  EM-

12-13A.1 .  Definitions. 

Unless  specifically  indicated  otherwise,  the  definitions 
contained  in  CBC  12-13.1  shall  apply  and  control  in  these 
sections. 

Parent  shall  have  the  same  definition  contained  in  CBC 
12-13.1  but  these  sections  shall  apply  only  to  a  Parent 
who  is  employed  by  the  City  of  Boston  and  entitled  to  the 
employment  benefits  by  the  City  of  Boston. 

12- 13 A. 2  Legislative  Intent. 

These  sections  are  intended  to  enhance  the  rights  of 
Parents  employed  by  the  City  of  Boston  and  entitled  to 
the  employment  benefits  provided  by  the  City  of  Boston; 
specifically,  these  sections  are  intended  to  enhance  the 
rights  under  CBC  12-13  ("Parental  School  Leave").  Par- 
ents of  school-aged  Pupil(s)  in  kindergarten  and  grades 
one  ( 1 )  to  twelve  (12),  inclusive,  may  take  the  opportunity 
to  spend  up  to  twenty-one  (2 1 )  hours  per  school  calendar 
year  for  school  visits  if  the  Parent,  prior  to  taking  time  off 
pursuant  to  these  sections,  gives  clear  and  reasonable  no- 
tice to  the  Parent's  appropriate  supervisor  of  the  Parent's 
planned  absence. 

12-13A.3  Operation  of  Section. 

The  City  of  Boston  shall  not  discharge  nor  in  any  way 
discriminate  against  a  Parent  of  a  Pupil  in  kindergarten

A  Parent  that  is  an  employee  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton shall  not  be  required  to  use  existing  vacation  time, 
personal  leave  time,  or  compensatory  time  for  purposes 
of  this  planned  absence  but  shall  be  paid  the  Parent's  nor- 
mal rate  of  pay  from  the  City  of  Boston  for  each  qualified 
hour  of  absence.  The  Parent,  if  requested  by  the  Parent's 
appropriate  supervisor  within  the  City  of  Boston,  shall 
provide  documentation  from  the  Pupil's  school  as  proof 
that  the  Parent  visited  the  Pupil's  school  on  a  specific  date 
and  at  a  particular  time.

AN  ORDINANCE  REGARDING 
THE  REGISTRATION  OF  LABORATORIES 
IN  THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON 

Whereas:  The  City  of  Boston  is  home  to  many  col- 
leges, universities,  hospitals,  and  research  organizations 
that  have  laboratories  for  teaching  and  research  purposes; 
and 

Whereas:  Many  of  the  laboratories  utilize  toxic  or  haz- 
ardous materials  which  should  require  a  relationship  with 
the  Boston  Fire  Department;  and 

Whereas:  Although  the  Boston  Fire  Department  (BFD) 
inspects  some  of  these  facilities,  it  remains  unclear  wheth- 
er or  not  some  laboratories  use  chemicals  and  work  with 
materials  for  which  the  BFD  is  unaware  and  which,  in 
the  event  of  emergency,  could  pose  a  threat  to  firefighters, 
other  first  responders,  employees,  and  residents;  and 

Whereas:  A  mechanism  should  be  created  and  imple- 
mented whereby  each  and  every  research  facility  registers 
its  laboratories  with  the  City  of  Boston  in  which  hazard- 
ous materials  and  chemicals  are  documented  so  that  the 
first  responders  (BFD,  BPD,  EMS)  are  notified  of  the  haz- 
ardous materials  and  chemicals  on  the  premises;  and 

Whereas:  Fiscal  responsibility  dictates  that  a  fee  struc- 
ture be  designed  to  accompany  the  registration  schedule 
in  order  to  avoid  burdening  the  taxpayers  of  the  City  of 
Boston  with  the  costs  associated  with  these  privately 
owned  and  operated  facilities.  NOW  THEREFORE, 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol- 
lows: 

CBC  Chapter  XI  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  CBC 
1 1-5C  as  follows: 

1 1-5C  Registration  of  Laboratories. 

1 1-5C,1  Purpose. 

As  a  state,  regional,  national,  and  international  medi- 
cal, educational,  and  commercial  center,  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton is  home  to  over  five  thousand  (5,000)  laboratories 
advancing  cutting  edge  technologies  and  techniques  that 
seek  to  benefit  the  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston,  the 
residents  of  Massachusetts  and  the  United  States,  and  the 
population  of  the  world.  In  this  pursuit,  however,  many 
laboratories  utilize  or  generate  radioactive,  infectious, 
toxic,  hazardous,  or  noxious  substances,  chemicals,  or 
conditions.  These  substances,  chemicals,  or  conditions 
have  the  latent  and  actual  capacity  to  inflict  grave  harm 
upon  people  ill-equipped  to  manage  their  harmful  condi- 
tions in  the  event  of  a  public  health  or  public  safety  emer- 
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gency.  The  primary  responders  (for  example,  BFD,  BPD, 
and/or  EMS)  do  not  currently  have  information  that  may 
prove  critical  to  their  emergency  response  --  they  do  not 
know  where  all  of  the  laboratories  are  located  in  the  City 
of  Boston  and  they  do  not  know  what  is  contained  within 
these  laboratories.  These  sections,  by  requiring  registra- 
tion of  laboratories  and  inspections  of  laboratories,  will, 
once  fully  implemented,  ensure  that  the  public  safety  and 
public  health  personnel  have  the  information  that  they 
need  to  adequately,  effectively,  and  safely  respond  to  any 
emergencies  occurring  within  laboratories  in  order  to  pro- 
tect the  welfare  of  the  laboratory,  the  neighborhood,  and 
the  greater  population. 

11-5C.2  Definitions. 

Unless  specifically  indicated  otherwise,  the  definitions 
contained  in  CBC  1 1-4,  1 1-5,  and  1 1-5A  shall  apply  and 
control  in  these  sections. 

(a)  City  shall  mean  the  City  of  Boston. 

(b)  Commissioner  shall  mean  the  Commissioner  of  the 
Boston  Fire  Department. 

(c)  Laboratory  shall  mean  (i)  a  building,  room,  or  work- 
place designed  and/or  used  for  the  development,  conduct, 
or  observation  of  scientific,  including  but  not  limited  to 
the  medical,  chemical,  physical,  or  biological  disciplines, 
experimentation  or  research,  including  non-routine  test- 
ing, analysis,  experimentation,  or  other  similar  activities 
that  involve  the  use  or  storage  of  hazardous  materials  as 
defined  by  Section  20.02(C)  of  the  City  of  Boston  Fire 
Department  Fire  Prevention  Code  and/or  (ii)  a  building, 
room,  or  workplace  designed  and/or  used  for  the  devel- 
opment, manufacture,  or  storage  of  chemicals  or  other 
hazardous  materials  as  defined  by  Section  20.02(C)  of 
the  City  of  Boston  Fire  Department  Fire  Prevention  Code 
and/or  (iii)  a  building,  room,  or  workplace  designed  and/ 
or  used  for  the  development,  manufacture,  or  storage  of 
drugs  or  other  hazardous  materials  as  defined  by  Section 
20.02(C)  of  the  City  of  Boston  Fire  Department  Fire  Pre- 
vention Code.  Specifically  excluded  from  this  definition 
are  classroom  laboratories,  dark  rooms,  autoclave  rooms, 
pharmacies,  drug  stores,  physician's  offices,  hospital  or 
health  care  dispensaries,  or  other  facilities  providing 
medication  directly  to  patients. 

(d)  Laboratory  Facility  shall  mean  a  building  or  a  por- 
tion of  a  building  containing  one  or  more  Laboratories 
operated  by  a  single  Owner-Operator.  No  Laboratory 
Facility  may  be  comprised  of  more  than  one  building  or 
physical  address. 

(e)  Owner-Operator  shall  mean  a  person  or  entity  that 
owns,  manages,  operates,  or  controls  a  Laboratory  and 
shall  include  an  Owner-Operator's  duly  authorized  agent. 

1 1-5C.3  Registration  and  Database. 

On  or  after  January  1  but  no  later  than  April  1  of  every 
calendar  year  subsequent  to  the  year  of  a  Laboratory's  or 
a  Laboratory  Facility's  initial  registration,  every  Owner- 
Operator  shall  register  with  the  Commissioner  each  and 
every  Laboratory  or  Laboratory  Facility  of  the  Owner- 
Operator  which  shall  include  the  most  current  information 
available  to  the  Owner-Operator,  but  in  no  event  shall  that 
information  be  less  recent  than  December  31  of  the  prior 
calendar  year.  The  Commissioner  shall  prepare  the  forms 
for  registration  which  shall  require  the  Owner-Operator  to 
identify  (i)  the  name  and  contact  information  of  the  Own- 
er-Operator, (ii)  the  physical  address  of  each  and  every 
Laboratory  Facility  of  the  Owner-Operator,  and  (iii)  the 
names  and  contact  information  of  one  or  more  emergency 
coordinator(s)  for  each  Laboratory  Facility  location.  The 
forms  for  registration  shall  require  the  Owner-Operator 
to  certify  that  the  Laboratory  Facility  is  in  compliance 
with  Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code  86-1  with  respect  to 
the  posting  of  signage  for  the  identification  of  hazardous 
materials  located  within  a  Laboratory  and  a  Laboratory 
Facility  and  shall  require  the  Owner-Operator  to  indicate 
whether  or  not  the  Laboratory  and  Laboratory  Facility  is 
in  compliance  with  National  Fire  Prevention  Association 
704  Standard  System  for  the  Identification  of  the  Hazards 
of  Materials  for  Emergency  Response. 

The  emergency  coordinator  identified  in  the  registra- 


tion may  be  a  24  hour  per  day/7  days  per  week/365  days 
per  year  operations  center  of  the  Owner-Operator  provid- 
ed that  the  operations  center  has  24  hour  per  day/7  days 
per  week/365  days  per  year  access  to  an  individual  with 
proficiency  and  knowledge  of  the  facilities  and  operations 
in  the  Laboratory  or  Laboratory  Facility  related  to  the  re- 
quirements of  these  sections. 

All  registration  forms  shall  be  completed  by  the  Own- 
er-Operator of  the  Laboratory  or  Laboratory  Facility  and 
executed  by  the  Owner-Operator  under  the  pains  and  pen- 
alties of  perjury. 

The  Commissioner  may  develop  and  provide  a  pro- 
cess for  an  electronic  method  of  registration  by  Owner- 
Operators. 

For  public  safety  purposes  only,  the  Commissioner 
shall,  on  or  before  July  1  of  every  calendar  year,  prepare 
a  database  of  the  information  collected  pursuant  to  the 
registration  of  Laboratories  and/or  Laboratory  Facilities 
which  shall  be  accessible  by  the  Boston  Fire  Department, 
the  Boston  Police  Department,  the  Boston  Public  Health 
Commission,  the  Boston  Emergency  Medical  Services, 
the  Boston  Emergency  Management  Agency  and  which 
shall  be  added  to  the  City  of  Boston  Public  Safety  Com- 
puter-Aided  Dispatch  (CAD)  System.  The  Commissioner 
shall  make  a  hard  copy  of  this  database  available  to  its 
district  stations. 

As  long  as  they  are  located  within  the  same  building 
and  at  the  same  physical  address,  an  Owner-Operator  may 
elect  to  aggregate  Laboratories  into  a  Laboratory  Facility 
for  purposes  of  these  sections.  In  no  event  may  a  Labo- 
ratory or  a  Laboratory  Facility  include  Laboratories  or 
Laboratory  Facilities  that  are  not  in  the  same  building  and 
at  the  same  physical  address. 

1 1-5C.4  Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code. 

Each  Laboratory  and/or  Laboratory  Facility  shall  com- 
ply with  Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code  86-1  with  respect 
to  the  posting  of  signage  for  the  identification  of  hazard- 
ous materials  located  within  the  Laboratory  and/or  Labo- 
ratory Facility. 

1 1-5C.S  Emergency  Data  and  Response  Plans. 

The  Owner-Operator  of  each  Laboratory  and/or  Labo- 
ratory Facility  shall  maintain  hard-copy  or  soft-copy 
of  information,  or  the  means  to  immediately  obtain  the 
information,  at  the  Laboratory  or  Laboratory  Facility 
that,  in  an  emergency,  shall  be  immediately  available  to 
the  Owner-Operator  and  to  the  first  responders  such  as 
the  Boston  Fire  Department,  the  Police  Department,  or 
Emergency  Medical  Services,  as  well  as  other  local,  state, 
regional,  or  federal  public  health  or  public  safety  agen- 
cies that  may  be  required  to  respond  to  an  emergency  or 
incident  at  a  Laboratory  or  a  Laboratory  Facility  and  that 
includes,  at  a  minimum,  the  following: 

(i)  Floor  plans  or  other  means  or  materials  to  assist  first 
responders  in  locating  Laboratories  within  a  Laboratory 
Facility;  and 

(ii)  Name  and  contact  information  of  at  least  one  ( 1 ) 
emergency  coordinator  for  the  Laboratory  or  Labora- 
tory Facility  who  is  knowledgeable  about  the  nature  of 
the  operations  and/or  the  hazards  that  may  be  located  or 
who  has  immediate  access  to  a  person  who  is  know  ledge- 
able about  the  nature  of  the  operations  and'or  the  hazards 
that  may  be  located  in  the  Laboratories  located  within  the 
Laboratory  Facility;  and 

(c)  Access  cards  and/or  keys  to  all  Laboratories  in  the 
Laboratory  Facility;  and 

(d)  Any  additional  information  reasonably  requested 
by  the  Boston  Fire  Department  during  its  pre-incident 
planning  process  with  the  Owner-Operator  to  identify  the 
means  by  which  a  first  responder  may  obtain  information 
about  special  or  unique  hazardous  materials  that  might 
be  present  in  specific  Laboratories,  including  Material 
Safety  Data  Sheet  access  instructions  for  those  materials 
where  an  emergency  response  may  require  unique  protec- 
tion of  person  or  property 

The  Commissioner  is  authorized  to  augment  this  list 
through  the  promulgation  of  regulations. 
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1 1-5C.6  Inspections. 

In  order  to  ensure  that  the  public  health  and  the  public 
safety  are  protected  and  the  City  of  Boston  first  respond- 
ed are  protected  from  the  potential  hazards  that  may  be 
posed  by  Laboratories  and/or  Laboratory  Facilities,  on  or 
before  the  first  anniversary  of  the  passage  of  these  sec- 
tions and  subsequent  to  analysis  of  the  information  col- 
lected through  the  registration  processes  required  by  these 
sections,  the  Commissioner  shall  implement  a  program  of 
inspection  of  Laboratories  and/or  Laboratory  Facilities. 
At  the  discretion  of  the  Commissioner,  this  programmatic 
inspection  may  require  full  physical  inspections  of  the 
Laboratories  and/or  Laboratory  Facilities  or  may  require 
only  inspection  of  the  Laboratories'  or  Laboratory  Facili- 
ties' compliance  with  the  registration  requirements,  emer- 
gency preparedness  including  but  not  limited  to  the  infor- 
mation required  to  be  readily  available  to  first  responders, 
and  signage. 

The  Commissioner  may  collaborate  and  cooperate 
with  the  Commissioner  of  the  Inspectional  Services  De- 
partment in  developing  a  program  of  inspections. 

Any  Owner-Operator  that  knowingly  impedes,  inhibits, 
interferes  with,  restricts,  or  obstructs  entry  and  free  ac- 
cess to  the  Laboratory  and/or  the  Laboratory  Facility  for 
the  purposes  delineated  in  these  sections  then  the  Com- 
missioner and/or  the  Commissioner  of  the  Inspectional 
Services  Department  may  seek  in  a  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction  an  inspection  warrant  that  allows  for  the  in- 
spection of  the  site  and  apprises  said  Owner-Operator 
concerning  the  nature  of  the  inspection,  the  scope  of  the 
inspection,  the  justification  for  the  inspection,  and  may 
seek  the  assistance  of  the  law  enforcement  community  in 
presenting  said  warrant. 

If  any  person  knowingly  impedes,  inhibits,  interferes 
with,  restricts,  or  obstructs  entry  and  free  access  to  the 
Laboratory  and/or  the  Laboratory  Facility  for  the  pur- 
poses delineated  in  these  sections  then  the  Commissioner 
or  the  Commissioner  of  the  Inspectional  Services  Depart- 
ment may  seek  in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  an 
inspection  warrant  that  allows  for  the  inspection  of  the 
site  and  apprises  said  person  or  other  person  concerning 
the  nature  of  the  inspection,  the  scope  of  the  inspection, 
the  justification  for  the  inspection,  and  may  seek  the  as- 
sistance of  the  law  enforcement  community  in  presenting 
said  warrant. 

1 1-5C.  7  Registration  and  Inspection  Guides. 

The  Commissioner  and  the  Commissioner  of  the  In- 
spectional Services  Department  shall  prepare  for  public 
distribution  a  guide  of  not  more  than  two  (2)  pages  which 
summarizes  the  registration  and  inspection  requirements. 
The  requirements  of  this  section  may  be  satisfied  through 
the  publication  or  presentation  of  the  guide  in  a  download- 
able format  on  the  City's  website.  Each  and  every  Owner- 
Operator  shall  ensure  that  a  hard  copy  of  this  guide  is 
posted  at  all  times  in  the  Laboratory  in  a  place  clearly 
visible  to  all  persons  employed  by  or  working  in  the  Labo- 
ratory and/or  the  Laboratory  Facility.  An  Owner-Operator 
may  supplement  this  posting  requirement  through  elec- 
tronic distribution  or  electronic  posting  of  this  guide  and 
such  methods  may  substitute  for  the  physical  posting  only 
with  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner  and  the  Commis- 
sioner of  the  Inspectional  Services  Department. 

1 1-5C.8  Registration  Fee. 

The  annual  registration  fee  shall  be  derived  accord- 
ing to  total  area  of  the  Laboratory  or  Laboratory  Facil- 
ity submitting  the  registration  as  follows:  (i)  a  Labora- 
tory or  Laboratory  Facility  with  1  s.f  -  25,0000  s.f.  shall 
remit  five  hundred  dollars  and  no  cents  ($500.00),  (ii) 
a  Laboratory  or  Laboratory  Facility  with  25,0001  s.f.  - 
100,000  s.f.  shall  remit  six  hundred  fifty  dollars  and  no 
cents  ($650.00),  (iii)  a  Laboratory  or  Laboratory  Facility 
with  100,001  s.f.  -  250,000  s.f.  shall  remit  seven  hundred 
fifty  dollars  and  no  cents  ($750.00),  and  (iv)  a  Labora- 
tory or  Laboratory  Facility  with  250,001  s.f.  or  more  shall 
remit  one  thousand  dollars  and  no  cents  ($1,000.00).  In 
no  event,  however,  shall  any  single  Owner-Operator  pay 
more  than  five  thousand  dollars  and  no  cents  ($5,000.00) 


to  register  a  Laboratory,  Laboratory  Facility,  or  number  of 
Laboratory  Facilities  pursuant  to  this  paragraph. 

The  fee  for  registration  of  a  Laboratory  or  a  Labora- 
tory Facility  shall  be  remitted  by  the  Owner-Operator  at 
the  time  of  registration.  The  fee  is  intended  to  generate 
enough  revenue  to  ensure  that  the  costs  of  implementa- 
tion and  continuation  of  this  registration  program  are 
wholly  covered  by  the  registration  fees. 

1 1-5C.9  Violations,  Penalties,  and  Enforcement. 
Violations  of  these  sections  specifically  include,  but 
are  not  limited  to: 

(a)  the  failure  to  register  in  accordance  with  these  sec- 
tions; and 

(b)  the  failure  to  maintain  a  complete  emergency  data 
and  response  plan  in  accordance  with  these  sections;  and 

(c)  the  failure  to  post  a  guide  in  accordance  with  these 
sections;  and 

(d)  the  failure  to  comply  with  any  other  requirement  of 
these  sections;  and 

(e)  the  interference  with  an  inspection. 

The  Commissioner  and  the  Commissioner  of  the  In- 
spectional Services  Department  shall  have  the  authority 
to  seek  an  injunction  from  a  court  of  competent  jurisdic- 
tion directing  the  Owner-Operator  to  comply  with  the  re- 
quirements of  these  sections. 

Each  and  every  violation  of  CBC  11-SC  shall  be  pun- 
ishable by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  and  no  cents 
($50.00)  and  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  and  no 
cents  ($500.00).  Each  and  every  day  that  a  violation  re- 
mains shall  constitute  a  separate  violation.  The  provisions 
ofM.G.L.  c.  40,  s.  21  D  may  be  used  to  enforce  these  sec- 
tions. 

The  Commissioner  and  the  Commissioner  of  the  In- 
spectional Services  Department  shall  have  the  authority 
to  delegate  enforcement  of  these  sections  to  any  City 
department  authorized  to  enforce  public  safety,  public 
health,  or  environmental  rules,  regulations,  ordinances, 
and/or  statutes. 

Nothing  in  these  sections  shall  prohibit  the  Commis- 
sioner or  the  Commissioner  of  the  Inspectional  Services 
Department  from  issuing  written  warnings  to  an  Owner- 
Operator  or  any  other  person  or  entity.  The  Commissioner 
and  the  Commissioner  of  Inspectional  Services  Depart- 
ment may  not  issue  more  than  two  (2)  warnings  for  the 
same  violation  in  a  Laboratory  and/or  Laboratory  Facility 
to  any  Owner-Operator,  person,  or  entity. 

The  Commissioner  and  the  Commissioner  of  the  In- 
spectional Services  Department  shall  have  the  authority 
to  revoke  or  rescind  any  licenses,  permits,  or  certificates 
(including  a  Certificate  of  Occupancy)  for  violations  that 
remain  uncorrected  for  more  than  thirty  (30)  calendar 
days  and  for  fines  that  remain  unpaid  for  more  than  sixty 
(60)  calendar  days. 

11-5C.10 

Technical  Advisory  Committee. 

The  Commissioner  shall  appoint  twelve  (12)  people  to 
a  Technical  Advisory  Committee  (TAC)  that  shall  be  com- 
posed of  six  (6)  representatives  of  the  research  laboratory 
community  and  six  (6)  public  officials.  The  T  AC  shall 
meet  at  least  twice  annually  to  promote  the  understand- 
ing of  hazards  and  mitigation  measures  in  the  laboratory 
environment,  to  exchange  best  practices  in  laboratory  op- 
erations, to  promote  consistent  application  of  the  require- 
ments of  these  sections,  and  to  devise  the  parameters  and 
execution  of  the  programmatic  inspections  anticipated  by 
these  sections. 

1 1-5C.1 1  Regulatory  Authority. 

The  Commissioner  and  the  Commissioner  of  the  In- 
spectional Services  Department  shall  have  the  authority 
to  promulgate  rules  and  regulations  necessary  to  imple- 
ment and  enforce  these  sections. 

11 -SC.  12  Severability. 

If  any  provision  of  these  sections  shall  be  held  to  be 
invalid  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  then  such 
provision  shall  be  considered  separately  and  apart  from 
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the  remaining  provisions,  which  shall  remain  in  full  force 
and  effect. 

1 1-5C.13  Implementation. 

The  Commissioner  and  the  Commissioner  of  Inspec- 
tional  Services  shall  prepare  and  promulgate  the  docu- 
ments and  forms  required  by  these  sections  within  ninety 
(90)  calendar  days  of  passage. 

Each  and  every  Owner-Operator  shall  submit  the  regis- 
tration materials  required  by  these  sections  within  ninety 
(90)  calendar  days  of  promulgation  of  documents  and 
forms  by  the  Commissioner  and  the  Commissioner  of  In- 
spectional  Services. 

The  provisions  of  these  sections  shall  be  effective  im- 
mediately but  issuance  and  enforcement  of  fines  hereun- 
der shall  not  be  authorized  until  two  hundred  forty  (240) 
calendar  days  after  passage.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol- 
lows: 

Chapter  12  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  CBC  1 2-1 3  A 
as  follows: 
12-13A 

PARENTAL  SCHOOL  LEAVE  FOR  EMPLOYEES 
OF  THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON. 

12-13A.1  Definitions. 

Unless  specifically  indicated  otherwise,  the  definitions 
contained  in  CBC  12-13.1  shall  apply  and  control  in  these 
sections. 

Parent  shall  have  the  same  definition  contained  in  CBC 
12-13.1  but  these  sections  shall  apply  only  to  a  Parent 
who  is  employed  by  the  City  of  Boston  and  entitled  to  the 
employment  benefits  by  the  City  of  Boston. 

12- 13 A. 2  Legislative  Intent. 

These  sections  are  intended  to  enhance  the  rights  of 
Parents  employed  by  the  City  of  Boston  and  entitled  to 
the  employment  benefits  provided  by  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton; specifically,  these  sections  are  intended  to  enhance 
the  rights  under  CBC  12-13  ("Parental  School  Leave"). 
Parents  of  school-aged  Pupil(s)  in  kindergarten  and 
grades  one  (1)  to  twelve  (12),  inclusive,  may  take  the  op- 
portunity to  spend  up  to  twenty-one  (21 )  hours  per  school 
calendar  year  for  school  visits  if  the  Parent,  prior  to  taking 
time  off  pursuant  to  these  sections,  gives  clear  and  reason- 
able notice  to  the  Parent's  appropriate  supervisor  of  the 
Parent's  planned  absence. 

12-1 3  A. 3  Operation  of  Section. 

The  City  of  Boston  shall  not  discharge  nor  in  any  way 
discriminate  against  a  Parent  of  a  Pupil  in  kindergarten 
or  grades  one  (1)  to  twelve  (12),  inclusive,  for  taking  of- 
fup  to  twenty-one  (21)  hours  pursuant  to  these  sections 
in  each  school  calendar  year  for  school  visits  regarding 
the  Pupil,  if  the  Parent,  prior  to  taking  time  off  pursuant 
to  these  sections,  gives  clear  and  reasonable  notice  to  the 
Parent's  appropriate  supervisor  of  the  Parent's  planned 
absence.  A  Parent  that  is  an  employee  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton shall  not  be  required  to  use  existing  vacation  time, 
personal  leave  time,  or  compensatory  time  for  purposes 
of  this  planned  absence  but  shall  be  paid  the  Parent's  non- 
nal  rate  of  pay  from  the  City  of  Boston  for  each  qualified 
hour  of  absence.  The  Parent,  if  requested  by  the  Parent's 
appropriate  supervisor  within  the  City  of  Boston,  shall 
provide  documentation  from  the  Pupil's  school  as  proof 
that  the  Parent  visited  the  Pupil's  school  on  a  specific  date 
and  at  a  particular  time.  For  purposes  of  this  subsection, 
"documentation"  shall  mean  whatever  written  verification 
of  a  parental  visit  the  Pupil's  school  deems  appropriate, 
and  reasonable. 


A  Parent  who  is  discharged,  demoted.  Threatened,  sus- 
pended, or  in  any  other  manner  discriminated  against  in 
terms  and  conditions  of  employment  by  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton because  the  Parent  has  taken  qualified  time  off  pur- 
suant to  these  sections  shall  be  immediately  entitled  to 
reinstatement  and  reimbursement  of  lost  wages  and  work 
benefits  resulting  from  such  discharge,  demotion,  threat, 
suspension,  or  other  related  discrimination.  If  the  City  of 
Boston  willfully  refuses  to  rehire,  reinstate,  or  otherwise 
restore  a  Parent  who  has  been  determined  to  be  eligible 
for  rehiring,  reinstatement,  or  other  restoration  by  a  griev- 
ance procedure,  arbitration,  or  hearing  authorized  by  law, 
may  be  subject  to  a  civil  penalty  in  an  amount  equal  to 
five  (5)  times  the  amount  of  the  Parent's  lost  wages  and 
work  benefits  derived  from  the  Parent's  employment  by 
the  City  of  Boston. 

Nothing  in  these  sections  shall  be  construed  to  prevent 
a  Parent  from  using  vacation  time,  personal  leave  time, 
or  compensatory  time  to  visit  the  Parent's  Pupil's  school 
once  the  Parent  has  exhauster  the  twenty-one  (21 )  hours 
provided  herein.

Whereas:  Throughout  his  life,  Mr.  Geraghty,  often- 
times, quietly  assisted  handicapped  or  elderly  tenants 
by  scaling  down  rentals  in  accordance  with  the  tenants' 
means;  and 

Whereas:  Thomas  Geraghty  was  a  pioneer  in  replen- 
ishing some  of  Boston's  housing  stock  by  renovating  di-

Councilors  CONSALVO,  MCDERMOTT,  MURPHY 
and  TURNER  offered  the  following: 

Whereas:  Municipal  and  state  police  departments 
across  the  country  have  identified  dashboard  mounted 
video  camera  technology  as  the  latest  way  to  help  law  en- 
forcement officials  improve  safety  and  efficiency;  and 

Whereas:  In-car  camera  footage  can  assist  in  corrobo- 
rating evidence  in  the  event  of  a  trial  consequently  help- 
ing prosecutors  ensure  the  conviction  of  criminal  behav- 
ior; and 

Whereas:  By  equipping  police  vehicles  with  docking 
dashboard  video  cameras  therein  providing  unbiased  vid- 
eo footage  of  police  activity,  this  technology  has  proven  to 
be  effective  in  protecting  both  law  enforcement  officials 
and  residents  by  resolving  allegations  of  misconduct; 
and 

Whereas:  Over  seventy-percent  of  state  police  and 
highway  patrol  vehicles  are  currently  equipped  with 
docking  dashboard  video  cameras  including  Massachu- 
setts State  Police;  and 

Whereas:  The  number  of  nationwide  in-car  dashboard 
video  systems  increased  five-fold  in  a  three-year  span,  in- 
dicating the  growing  popularity  and  success  rate  of  this 
new  safety  measure;  and 

Whereas:  Municipal  police  departments  across  the 
country  including  Seattle,  Chicago,  Minneapolis,  Oak- 
land, Chapel  Hill,  Providence,  Huntsville,  Garden  City, 
Palo  Alto,  and  New  York  have  equipped  their  law  enforce- 
ment vehicles  with  video  camera  technology;  and 

Whereas:  In-car  video  footage  has  also  been  identified 
as  a  beneficial  training  tool  for  new  officers;  and 

Whereas:  Massachusetts  State  Police  reported  that  by 


equipping  patrol  vehicles  with  video  cameras  as  part  of 
their  "3-D  (Dangerous,  Drunk,  and  Drugged)  Driving 
Program",  they  were  able  to  successfully  ensure  the  con- 
victions of  hundreds  of  unsafe  drivers  and  improve  the 
safety  of  Massachusetts  roads;  and 

Whereas:  In-car  video  technology  could  prove  to  be 
an  efficient  way  for  the  City  of  Boston  to  support  its  law 
enforcement  officials.  THEREFORE  BE  IT 

Ordered:  That  the  appropriate  City  Council  commit- 
tee conduct  a  hearing  at  which  officials  from  the  Boston 
Police  Department  and  other  interested  parties  are  invited 
to  discuss  the  feasibility  of  equipping  all  Boston  police 
vehicles  with  dashboard  mounted  video  technology.

AN  ORDINANCE  REGARDING 
A  CIVILIAN  REVIEW  BOARD  FOR  THE  BOSTON 
POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

Whereas:  It  is  appropriate  that  while  Boston's  residents 
and  their  City  government  Confer  the  Boston  Police  De- 
partment with  many  law  enforcement  powers,  particularly 
the  power  to  use  lethal  force,  that  civilians  retain  a  signifi- 
cant role  in  determining  the  standards  by  which  they  are 
policed;  and 

Whereas:  Most  major  cities  in  the  United  States  have 
established  permanent  independent  civilian  review  boards 
to  investigate  allegations  of  police  misconduct;  and 

Whereas:  An  independent  civilian  review  board  af- 
fords residents  with  the  opportunity  to  engage  in  that  role 
by  providing  a  venue  through  which  to  air  grievances, 
express  concerns,  voice  recommendations,  and  resolve 
disputes;  and 

Whereas:A  civilian  review  board  would  help  to  pro- 
tect the  Boston  Police  Department  against  unwarranted 
claims  of  misconduct;  and 

Whereas:  An  independent  civilian  review  board  affords 
residents  with  an  appropriate  opportunity  to  engage  in  a 
dialogue  with  the  police  and  City  government;  and 

Whereas:  Former  Police  Commissioner  Kathleen 
O'Toole  pledged  to  create  a  civilian  review  board  after 
the  fatal  police  shooting  of  Victoria  Snelgrove  in  October 
2004,  and  the  Stem  Commission,  an  independent  panel 
that  investigated  Snelgrove 's  death,  also  called  for  such 
a  board;  and 

Whereas:  For  a  civilian  review  board  to  be  truly  ef- 
fective, it  must  be  permitted  to  conduct  an  independent 
investigation  of  complaints  about  police  conduct  and  not 
merely  a  review  of  an  investigation  conducted  by  a  police 
internal  affairs  bureau;  and 

Whereas:  It  is  in  the  interests  of  the  residents  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  the  officals  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  the 
Boston  Police  Department  to  ensure  that  the  investigation 
of  complaints  concerning  misconduct  by  police  officers 
be  conducted  fairly  and  in  a  manner  in  which  both  the 
public  and  the  Police  Department  have  confidence.  NOW 
THEREFORE, 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol- 
lows: 

CBC  Chapter  XI  is  hereby  amended  by  appending 
CBC  11-1.8  as  follows: 

CBe  1 1-1 .8  Boston  Civilian  Police  Review  Board 


a.  Creation  of  a  Boston  Civilian  Police  Review  Board. 

There  is  hereby  created  a  Boston  Civilian  Police  Re- 
view Board  ("Board")  for  the  purpose  of  investigating 
allegations  and/or  complaints  of  misconduct  on  the  part 
of  police  officers  employed  by  the  Boston  Police  Depart- 
ment ("the  Department")  and  making  public  findings  of 
fact  and  conclusions  based  upon  those  findings  of  fact. 

b.  Membership,  Nomination,  Appointment,  and  Filing 
of  Vacancies. 

The  Board  shall  have  thirteen  (13)  members  each  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  ("Mayor"),  in 
consultation  with  the  Boston  City  Council  ("City  Coun- 
cil") and  the  Boston  Police  Commissioner  ("Commis- 
sioner"), as  hereinafter  provided: 

(i)  Each  member  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  four  (4) 
years.  Each  member  shall  continue  to  serve  until  his/her 
successor  has  been  appointed.  A  majority  of  the  members 
shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

(ii)  Seven  (7)  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  from  a  list  of  not  less  than  fourteen  (14)  persons 
determined  eligible,  qualified,  and  willing  to  serve  and 
nominated  by  the  City  Council. 

The  City  Council  shall  forward  all  such  nominations  to 
the  Mayor  and  shall  do  so  no  later  than  sixty  (60)  calendar 
days  after  the  effective  date  of  these  sections. 

As  each  vacancy  occurs  among  these  seven  (7)  seats  on 
the  Board,  it  shall  be  filled  in  like  manner  as  the  original 
appointment,  with  the  City  Council  determining  eligibil- 
ity for  not  less  than  two  (2)  persons  for  each  vacancy  to 
be  filled. 

(iii)  In  addition  to  the  appointments  above,  the  Mayor 
shall  have  the  sole  discretion  to  make  the  appointments  of 
six  (6)  members,  in. consultation  with  the  Commissioner. 
As  each  vacancy  occurs  among  these  six  (6)  seats  on  the 
Board,  it  shall  be  filled  in  like  manner  as  the  original  ap- 
pointment. 

(iv)  In  making  nominations  and  appointments,  the  City 
Council  and  the  Mayor  shall  use  best  efforts  to  create  and 
maintain  a  Board  that  includes  members  who  are  experi- 
enced with  the  work  of  the  Police  Department,  civil  rights 
issues  and  litigation,  community  leadership,  and/or  mem- 
bers with  other  relevant  experience. 

The  City  Council  and  the  Mayor  shall  also  use  best  ef- 
forts to  ensure  that  the  membership  of  the  Board  reflects 
the  geographic,  racial,  and  other  diversity  of  the  popula- 
tion of  the  City  of  Boston. 

(v)  Each  and  every  member  of  the  Board  shall  be  a 
resident  of  the  City  of  Boston.  No  member,  or  member's 
immediate  family,  shall  be  an  employee,  contractor,  or 
supplier  of  the  Boston  Police  Department  or  the  City  of 
Boston.  No  member  shall  be  a  former  employee  of  the 
Police  Department. 

(vi)  No  member  of  the  Board  shall  hold  any  other  pub- 
lic office.  No  compensation  shall  be  paid  to  the  members 
of  the  Board  except  that  members  shall  be  reimbursed  for 
actual  expenses  incurred  in  the  performance  of  duties  in 
the  same  manner  and  amount  as  other  members  of  other 
boards  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

c.  Powers  and  Duties. 

The  Board  shall  have  full  discretion  to  receive,  select, 
investigate,  inquire,  hold  hearings,  resolve,  and  recom- 
mend resolution  to  complaints  that  allege  police  miscon- 
duct ("Complaints"),  and  with  the  purpose  of  improving 
the  ability  of  the  Boston  Police  Department  to  carry  out 
its  duties  and  with  the  purpose  of  improving  the  relation- 
ship between  the  Boston  Police  Department  and  the  resi- 
dents of  the  City  of  Boston.  When  approved  by  majority 
vote  of  the  Board,  the  Board  shall  also  have  the  authority 
to  conduct  investigations  on  their  own  initiative,  and  the 
power  to  review  and  recommend  changes  to  Boston  Po- 
lice Department  policies  and  procedures. 

The  Board  shall  receive  Complaints  that  allege  mis- 
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conduct  by  the  Boston  Police  Department  or  by  any  mem- 
ber or  employee  of  the  Boston  Police  Department  from  (i) 
any  member  of  the  public  and  (ii)  any  person  seeking  to 
remain  anonymous.  Complaints  include,  but  are  not  lim- 
ited to  the  following: 

(i)  use  of  excessive  force; 

(ii)  deaths  occurring  in  police  custody; 

(iii)  abuse  of  authority,  including  but  not  limited  to, 
violation  of  Departmental  rules  and  regulations  or  appli- 
cable laws,  and  inappropriate  conduct,  which  includes  but 
is  not  limited  to  demeaning  or  harassing  behavior,  either 
verbal  or  physical,  and  discourtesy; 

(iv)  discrimination  in  the  provision  of  police  services 
or  other  discriminatory  conduct  on  the  basis  of  race, 
color,  creed,  religion,  ancestry,  national  origin,  sex,  dis- 
ability, age,  or  sexual  orientation.;  and 

(vi)  retaliation  for  filing  a  complaint  with  the  Board. 

Any  person  who  has  personal  knowledge  of  alleged 
misconduct  on  the  part  of  a  member  or  an  employee  of 
the  Boton  Police  Department  may  file  a  Complaint  to 
the  Board  by  submitting  said  Complaint,  which  shall  be 
reduced  to  writing,  at  a  location(s)  to  be  determined  by 
the  Board.  The  Board  shall  select  at  least  one  ( 1 )  location 
for  the  receipt  of  complaints  that  is  not  affiliated  with  the 
Boston  Police  Department  nor  staffed  Police  Department 
employees. 

The  Board  shall  have  the  power  to  compel  the  Boston 
Police  Department  to  produce  appropriate  personnel  for 
interview  and/or  to  produce  such  records  or  materials  as 
are  necessary  for  the  investigation  of  any  and  all  Com- 
plaints properly  submitted  to  the  Board. 

The  Board  shall  have  the  power  to  subpoena  civilian 
witnesses  and  those  police  officers  who  are  identified  in 
a  Complaint  as  having  participated  in  or  witnessed  con- 
duct reviewable  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board.  The 
Board  shall  have  the  power  to  petition  the  courts  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  the  courts  of  the 
United  States  of  America  to  enforce  its  compulsory  ac- 
tions where  necessary. 

d.  Meetings  and  Procedures 

The  Board  shall  elect  a  Chairperson  from  its  mem- 
bers. 

The  Board  shall  publicly  meet  once  per  calendar  month 
at  a  regularly  scheduled  time  and  place  for  the  purpose  of 
conducting  any  business  necessary  to  the  operation  of  the 
Board.  The  first  order  of  business  at  each  meeting  shall 
be  a  report  by  the  Executive  Director  summarizing  the 
activities  of  the  Board  and  its  staff.  The  Board  may  meet 
publicly  at  such  additional  times  and  places  deemed  nec- 
essary by  its  members,  or  on  the  call  of  the  Chairperson. 

Within  ninety  (90)  calendar  days  from  the  effective 
date  of  these  sections,  and  when  necessary  thereafter,  the 
Board  shall  promulgate  rules  of  procedures,  including 
rules  that  prescribe  the  manner  in  which  investigations 
shall  be  conducted  and  the  manner  in  which  recommen- 
dations will  be  made.  All  rules  shall  be  in  accordance  with 
existing  law  and/or  the  provisions  of  these  sections. 

All  rules  of  procedure  shall  be  written  and  made  pub- 
licly available,  including  at  locations  where  Complaints 
are  accepted,  at  Boston  police  stations,  and  at  locations 
accepting  Internal  Affairs  Division  complaints. 

The  Board  shall  have  the  power  to  conduct  public  hear- 
ings to  further  investigate  Complaints.  The  Board  shall 
have  the  power  to  record  testimony  by  videotape,  audio- 
tape, and/or  stenographic  transcription.  All  testimony  at  a 
public  hearing  before  the  Board  shall  be  given  under  oath. 
Those  appearing  before  the  Board  shall  have  the  right  to 
be  accompanied  by  a  lawyer/advocate.  Minors  appearing 
before  the  Board  shall  additionally  have  the  right  to  be 
accompanied  by  parent(s)/  guardian(s). 

When  needed,  the  Chairperson  shall  appoint  a  panel(s) 
of  three  (3)  members  to  conduct  hearings  related  to  Com- 


plaints as  necessary.  These  panel(s)  of  three  Board  mem- 
bers shall  meet  publicly  at  scheduled  times  and  places  for 
the  purpose  of  conducting  hearings  related  to  Complaints. 
The  Boston  Police  Department  shall  cooperate  fully  in 
producing  police  personnel  to  testify  at  such  hearings. 
Provided,  however,  that  if  such  police  personnel  are  the 
subject  of  a  related  criminal  investigation  and/or  internal 
investigation  by  the  Boston  Police  Department,  they  may 
elect  to  not  appear  until  the  conclusion  of  such  proceed- 
ings or  until  the  Board  determines  by  majority  vote  that 
the  related  proceedings  have  been  subjected  to  undue  de- 
lay. 

The  standard  of  proof  necessary  to  sustain  a  Complaint 
is  preponderance  of  the  evidence  which  means  that  the 
greater  weight  of  the  evidence  shall  support  the  decision 
of  the  Board. 

The  Board  shall  promulgate  rules  of  procedure  that 
shall  govern  the  referral  of  Complaints  to  mediation  sub- 
ject to  the  terms  of  this  sub-section.  Referral  to  mediation 
shall  be  made  by  majority  vote  of  the  Board.  The  media- 
tors shall  be  neutral,  trained  mediators  who  are  unaffili- 
ated with  the  Board  and  the  Boston  Police  Department. 
The  complainant  and  the  subject  police  oflicer(s)  shall  be 
required  to  participate  in  good  faith  in  the  mediation  pro- 
cess. If  mediation  is  successful  then  the  mediator  and  the 
parties  shall  sign  a  mediation  agreement. 

e.  Staffing 

Within  sixty  (60)  calendar  days  of  the  appointment  of 
the  Board,  and  by  the  appropriate  date  each  subsequent 
year,  the  Board  shall  submit  a  proposed  budget  to  the 
Chief  Financial  Officer  of  the  City  of  Boston  setting  forth 
its  staffing  needs  and  its  anticipated  cost  for  the  follow- 
ing year. 

To  enable  the  Board  to  conduct  investigations,  the 
Board  shall  be  authorized  to  hire  an  Executive  Director 
who  shall  be  a  full-time  employee  of  the  city  of  Boston 
with  the  responsibility  of  conducting  initial  fact-finding 
in  any  Complaint  investigation  and  submitting  a  report  to 
the  Board.  The  Executive  Director  shall  hire,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Board,  a  sufficient  staff  of  independent 
professional  investigators,  counsel,  and  clerical  staff  to 
enable  the  Executive  Director  and  the  Board  to  fulfill  the 
mission  of  the  Board.  Such  staff  members  shall  be  hired 
and  report  directly  to  the  Executive  Director. 

The  Executive  Director  of  the  Board  and  staff  of  the 
Board  shall  review  and  make  recommendations  to  the 
Board  regarding  the  appropriate  disposition  of  each  Com- 
plaint. 

f.  Reponses  and  Reports 

The  Board  shall  respond  to  all  Complaints  within  thirty 
(30)  calendar  days  of  receiving  any  such  Complaint.  Such 
response  shall  indicate  whether  the  Board  will  investigate 
the  allegations  made,  not  investigate  the  allegations  made, 
or  request  additional  information  to  enable  it  to  make  a 
determination.  The  Board  may  extend  this  deadline  by 
sixty  (60)  calendar  days  with  a  written  explanation  of  the 
reason(s)  for  the  extension. 

The  Board  may  issue  reports  making  specific  find- 
ings and/or  recommendations  at  any  time.  No  earlier 
than  eleven  (11)  months  from  the  effective  date  of  these 
sections  and  no  later  than  thirteen  (13)  months  from  the 
effective  date  of  these  sections,  the  Board  shall  issue  a 
public  report  summarizing  its  activities  and  providing 
statistics  relating  to  Complaints  and  present  such  report 
to  the  Commissioner  of  the  Boston  Police  Department, 
the  Mayor,  and  the  Boston  City  Council.  The  Board  shall 
thereafter  issue  the  report  annually  in  like  manner.  The 
Board  may  issue  reports  making  specific  findings  and  or 
recommendations  at  any  time. 

The  Board  shall  have  the  power  to  issue  reports  rec- 
ommending that  the  Commissioner  of  the  Boston  Police 
Department  take  certain  actions,  andor  that  the  Commis- 
sioner employ  general  reforms  or  take  specific  actions 
directed  at  individual  officers.  Provided,  however,  that  the 
Commissioner  of  the  Boston  Police  Department  shall  re- 
tain full  and  ultimate  authority  and  responsibility  to  take 
any  lawful  action  the  Commissioner  deems  appropriate.

be  construed  to  limit  the  rights  of  members  of  the  Bos- 
ton Police  Department  with  respect  to  disciplinary  action, 
including  but  not  limited  to  the  right  to  notice  and  a  hear- 
ing, which  may  be  established  by  any  provision  of  law, 
contract,  agreement,  or  otherwise. 

Within  thirty  (30)  calendar  days  of  the  submission  by

Such  written  response  shall 
detail  the  reasoning  of  the  Commissioner  regarding  a 
particular  action. 

Upon  majority  vote  of  the  Board,  the  Board  shall  have 
the  power  to  forward  accusations  of  criminal  activity  to 
the  appropriate  prosecutorial  agency. 

All  proceedings,  reports,  and  documents  of  the  Board 
shall  be  a  matter  of  public  record. 

g.  Severability. 

If  any  provision  of  these  sections  shall  be  held  to  be 
invalid  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  then  such 
provision  shall  be  considered  separately  and  apart  from 
the  remaining  provisions,  which  shall  remain  in  full  force 
and  effect. 

h.  Implementation. 

The  provisions  of  these  sections  shall  be  effective  im- 
mediately upon  passage.

Section  1. 

Background  Checks. 

No  person  may  perform  the  duties  of  security  staff 
(bouncers,  doormen,  floor  staff,  or  other  persons  perform- 
ing duties  related  to  admission  of  patrons  and/or  maintain- 
ing order  and  safety)  at  bars,  clubs,  pubs,  taverns,  or  any 
other  establishment  serving  alcoholic  beverages  pursuant 
to  a  license  authorized  by  section  12  of  chapter  138  of 
the  general  laws  of  Massachusetts  unless  the  proprietor, 
owner,  or  manager  of  the  establishment  has  performed  a 
CORI  check  pursuant  to  chapter  6  of  the  general  laws  of 
Massachusetts  and  chapter  803  of  the  Code  of  Massachu- 
setts Regulations,  that  person  has  been  found  qualified  to 
perform  the  required  duties,  and  that  such  determination 
of  qualification  has  been  memorialized  in  writing  by  the 
proprietor,  owner,  or  manager.  The  background  check 
should  focus  on  violent  criminal  history  or  other  incidents 
that  are  strictly  related  to  the  duties  of  the  position. 

Section  2.  Third-Party  Training. 

No  person  may  perform  the  duties  of  security  staff 
(bouncers,  doormen,  floor  staff,  or  other  persons  perform- 
ing duties  related  to  admission  of  patrons  and/or  main- 
taining order  and  safety)  at  bars,  clubs,  pubs,  taverns,  or 
any  other  establishment  serving  alcoholic  beverages  pur- 
suant to  a  license  authorized  by  section  1 2  of  chapter  1 38 
of  the  general  laws  of  Massachusetts  unless  (i)  the  per- 
son has  satisfactorily  completed  a  program  of  third-party 
training  to  identify  a  problem  patron  exhibiting  behavior 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  aggressive  behavior,  under- 
age consumption  of  alcoholic  beverages,  presentation  of 
false/fake  identification,  (ii)  the  person  has  satisfactorily

The  Chairman  of  the  Boston  Licensing  Board  shall 
have  the  authority  to  promulgate  rules  and  regulations 
necessary  to  implement  and  enforce  these  sections. 

Section  4.  Severability. 

If  any  provision  of  this  act  or  the  application  of  such 
provision  to  any  person  or  circumstance  shall  be  held 
invalid,  the  validity  of  the  remainder  of  this  act  and  the 
applicability  of  such  provision  to  other  persons  or  circum- 
stances shall  not  be  affected  thereby.

Whereas:  A  major  part  of  the  City  of  Boston's  budget, 
health  insurance  has  risen  in  crisis  proportions:  10%  this 
fiscal  year,  66.9%  since  FY02  and  73%  since  FY01;  and 

Whereas:  Approximately  28,565  individuals  partici- 
pate in  the  City  of  Boston's  Health  Insurance  programs 
of  which  active  employees  comprise  55%  of  the  total  with 
the  remaining  45%  retirees;  and 

Whereas:  Although  some  costs  relative  to  Health  In- 
surance have  risen  over  the  last  7  fiscal  years  and  some 
measures  have  been  taken  to  reduce  costs,  such  as  remov-

INTRODUCTION 


On  January  25,  2006,  City  Council 
President  Michael  Flaherty  created 
the  Special  Committee  on  Youth 
Violent  Crime  Prevention  to  address 
the  rise  in  violent  crime  among 
youth  in  the  City  of  Boston.  The 
committee  is  composed  of  five 
Councilors:  Michael  Ross 
(chairman),  Felix  Arroyo,  Maureen 
Feeney,  Stephen  Murphy,  and 
Chuck  Turner.  The  committee  is 
directed  to  investigate  the  current 
rise  in  gang  and  youth  crime  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  examine  existing 
city  programs  designed  to  deal  with 
such  issues,  review  suggestions  for 
future  policy  and  programs,  and 
formulate  a  series  of 
recommendations  on  this  matter  for 
the  Boston  City  Council 

To  date  the  committee  has  held  two 
public  hearings,  four  community 
forums,  and  over  75  hours  of 
interviews  with  elected  officials, 
clergy  members,  youth,  community 
leaders,  administration  officials,  and 
others. 

On  February  22,  2006,  the 
committee  held  its  first  public 
hearing  convening  youth  and  youth 
workers  to  discuss  the  increase  in 
youth  violence.  Over  150  youth 


attended  the  public  hearing  and 
many  testified  as  to  what  they  felt 
the  city  should  do  to  stem  the 
violence.  On  March  27,  2006,  a 
second  hearing  was  held  to  discuss 
the  issue  of  school  violence. 

Four  community  forums  were  held 
in  late  May  in  Jamaica  Plain, 
Codman  Square,  Roxbury  and  South 
Boston.  These  forums  were 
attended  by  over  200  youth,  youth 
workers  and  neighborhood  leaders, 
as  well  as  members  of  the 
community  and  elected  officials.  At 
each  forum  participants  were  asked 
to  fill  out  surveys  and  rank  the 
recommendations  by  category. 
They  are  identified  in  this  report  by 
the  following  symbols:

The  committee  used  this  data  along 
with  other  information  collected 
since  its  inception  to  identify  a 
series  of  recommendations  that  are 
summarized  within  this  report. 
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EXECUTIVE  SUMMARY 

In  2005,  with  75  murders,  Boston 
experienced  its  deadliest  year  in  a 
decade.  A  closer  look  behind  the 
numbers  revealed  young  people  were 
the  primary  target  of  the  shootings. 

This  report  examines  recent  shooting 
data  and  makes  specific 
recommendations  based  on  input 
from  those  who  are  closest  to  the 
violence. 

WHY  THE  INCREASE  IN  VIOLENCE? 

In  2005  high  school  aged  youth 
totaled  25,837.  In  2006  the  number 
increases  by  250,  reaching  its  highest 
level  in  over  a  decade  This  number 
is  significant  when  one  considers 
that  of  the  shootings  that  took  place 
in  2005,  fifty  percent  of  the  victims 
were  high  school  age. 

This  increase  of  the  youth  population 
comes  at  a  time  of  severe  federal  and 
state  budget  cuts.  State  local  aid  and 
targeted  federal  programs  comprise 
nearly  $85  million  in  cuts  since 
2001. 

As  a  result,  initiatives  that  make  a 
difference,  such  as  increased  police 
on  the  streets  and  summer  jobs 
suffer.  These  programs  have  an 
immediate  impact  in  our 
communities.  When  combined  with 
other  challenges  such  as  cuts  to  ex- 
offender  programs  and  other  social 
programs,  the  problem  only 
increases. 

VIOLENCE  DATA 

The  majority  of  the  2005  shootings, 
where  the  victims  were  twenty-one 
years  and  younger,  were 
concentrated  in  specific  regions  of 


the  city.  Shootings  took  place  during 
the  warmer  months,  typically  on  the 
weekend  and  later  into  the  evening 
and  early  morning.  During  the 
school  year,  the  violence  was  all  but 
absent  during  the  hours  high  school 
was  in  session,  and  increased 
significantly  after  dismissal. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

Given  the  budgetary  challenges, 
Boston  must  strategically  realign  its 
resources  by  promoting  those 
programs  and  initiatives  that  have 
the  greatest  impact  on  youth 
violence. 

•  Increase  summer  jobs  and  stipends 
to  meet  the  increase  of  the 
growing  youth  population 

•  Focus  equal  resources  on  at-risk 
youth  who  are  presently 
unaffiliated  with  existing  programs 
as  well  as  adjudicated  youth 

•  Expand  existing  resources  to  serve 
youth  when  violence  is  most  likely 
to  occur,  such  as  weekends  and 
evening  hours 

•  Hire  additional  police  officers 

•  Improve  relationships  between 
police  youth  and  their  families 
through  dialogue 

•  Increase  sports  and  arts  programs 
in  schools 

•  Start  and  end  high  schools  later  to 
reduce  violence  further  into  the 
day 

•  More  trauma  training  for  those 
who  work  with  the  youth  such  as 
street  workers  and  teachers 

IMPLEMENTATION 

The  current  increase  of  the  youth 
population  requires  the  immediate 
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funding  of  youth  serving  resources. 
The  high  school  aged  population  will 
go  from  its  highest  point  in  over  a 
decade  in  2006  to  one  of  its  lowest  in 
201 1 .  Budgetary  reserves  should  be 
made  available  as  part  of  the  fiscal 
year  2007,  2008  and  2009  budgets  to 
handle  the  spike  in  at-risk  youth. 
The  use  of  reserves  for  these 
purposes  is  ideal  in  that  it  represent 
onetime,  not  recurring,  costs. 
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WHY  THE  INCREASE  IN  VIOLENCE? 


It  has  been  more  than  fifteen  years 
since  Boston  has  seen  more  than  500 
shootings  in  a  single  year  when  the 
city's  violent  crime  was  at  an  all  time 
high.  If  shootings  remain  at  the 
current  rate,  in  2006  we  are  on  pace 
to  reach  over  600  shootings,  higher 
than  any  year  during  the  nineties,  the 
period  of  unprecedented  gang 
violence  that  preceded  what  was 
called  "The  Boston  Miracle." 

Youth  comprise  fifty  percent  of  the 
victims  of  gun  violence 

Young  people  by  definition  are  "at 
risk,"  because  they  represent  the 
largest  age  cohort  of  victims  of  gun 
violence.  Of  the  341  shootings  that 
took  place  in  2005,  fifty  percent  of 
the  victims  were  between  the  ages  of 
fourteen  to  twenty-one. 


Between  2005  and  2007,  high  school- 
aged  youth  population  numbers  were 
at  their  highest  numbers  in  decades 

Given  that  young  people  as  an  age 
group  comprise  the  greatest  number 
of  victims,  the  current  demographic 
peak  contributes  to  the  total  increase 
in  violence,  and  calls  for  immediate 
resources. 

This  presents  both  a  challenge  and  an 
asset.  It  is  a  challenge  because  the 
growth  in  the  youth  population 
requires  a  considerable  monetary 
investment  at  a  time  of  drastic 
budgetary  cuts  and  increased  costs.  It 
is  an  asset,  as  will  be  discussed  below 
in  the  implementation  section, 
because  the  additional  youth 
population  represents  a  onetime  non 
recurring  cost  for  a  finite  period  of 
time.  While  recurring  costs  represent 
a  net  increase  to  all  future  budgets,

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onetime  expenditures  do  not.  Given 
that  the  demographics  for  high 
school-aged  youth  will  ultimately 
level  off  to  a  lower,  more  manageable 
number;  it  is  clear  that  the  time  to  act 
is  now,  when  the  numbers  of  at-risk 
youth  are  greatest. 

Federal  and  state  budget  cuts 

Beginning  in  1993,  cities  including 
Boston  saw  the  greatest  increase  in 
federal  funding  for  programs  that 
went  to  the  heart  of  urban  violence. 
For  example,  in  the  early  nineties  the 
COPS  initiative  funded  100  police 
officers  on  Boston  streets  for  three 
years  in  a  row. 

Beginning  in  2001,  Boston  saw 
yearly  reductions  of  targeted  youth 
violence  prevention  resources  from 
the  federal  government.  Boston  lost 
$2.5  million  in  public  safety  grants,1 
$3.0  million  in  local  law  enforcement 
block  grants,2  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  dollars  in  community  block 
grants3  and  alternative  education 
grants,4  and  most  recently  lost  $4.5 
million  in  Youth  Opportunity 
Grants.5  In  total,  during  the  last 
several  years  the  federal  government 
cut  over  $8.6  million  in  cuts  to 
targeted  programs  that  deal  squarely 
with  the  issue  of  youth  violence, 
precisely  at  the  time  when  high 
school  aged  youth  were  at  their 
highest.  This  number  excludes  cuts 
in  other  areas  such  as  education  and 
housing. 

In  fiscal  year  2003,  Boston  saw  a 
significant  reduction  in  state  aid,  its 
second  largest  revenue  source  after 
property  taxes.  Four  years  later, 
Boston  received  $75.6  million  less  in 
net  state  aid  than  it  had  received  in 
2002. 


These  are  seismic  cuts  to  Boston's 
$2. 125  billion  budget.  Such  cuts 
affect  large  ticket  items  such  as  hiring 
additional  police  officers  and 
providing  summer  jobs  for  youth, 
particularly  now,  when  the  number  of 
youth  eligible  for  these  positions  is 
the  highest  it  has  been  in  over  a 
decade. 

Police  on  the  street 

The  number  of  police  on  the  street  is 
crucial  to  the  real  and  perceived 
safety  in  our  communities.  There  is  a 
causal  relationship  between  police  on 
our  streets  and  the  number  of 
shootings  in  our  community:  more 
police,  less  shootings.

With  the  Mayor's  recent 
announcement  of  doubling  the  police 
classes  for  the  fiscal  year  2007  budget 
providing  for  an  increase  of  an 
additional  140  new  officers,  as  well 
as  the  transfer  of  municipal  officers 
the  total  number  of  sworn  officers 
will  be  2,170. 

Of  course,  it  is  not  just  the  number  of 
police  on  the  streets  that  is  important, 
but  also  the  relationships  that  the 
police  share  with  members  of  the 
community.  At  the  community 
forums,  the  topic  of  strained  police 
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and  youth  relationships  came  up 
frequently. 

Summer  jobs 

There  is  also  an  inverse  correlation 
between  the  number  of  funded 
summer  jobs  and  the  number  of 
shootings.  Simply  stated,  there  is  a 
causal  relationship  between  summer 
jobs  and  safer  streets.

For  example,  in  2002,  when  state  aid 
was  considerably  higher,  there  were 
5,572  summer  jobs  and  shootings 
were  among  their  lowest  levels. 

The  fiscal  year  2007  budget  includes 
$3.6  million  in  non-personnel  funding 
for  summer  jobs  which  would 
provide  for  3,300  jobs.  In  addition, 
the  administration  continues  to 
aggressively  fundraise  and  work  with 
its  partners,  Action  for  Boston 
Community  Development  (ABCD), 
the  Boston  Private  Industry  Council 
(PIC),  and  the  Summer  Jobs 
Taskforce.  Despite  these  efforts 
thousands  of  young  people  will  not 
have  a  job  this  summer. 

Other  factors  contributing  to  the 
increase  in  violence 

»Reintegration  of  past  offenders 

Every  month,  300  former  offenders 
are  returned  to  Boston  streets  with 
very  few  reintegration  programs. 


While  recidivism  rates  in  the  eighties 
were  as  low  as  twenty-eight  percent, 
today  they  are  over  60  percent.  State 
programs  such  as  job  training  and 
drug  treatment  in  prisons  have  been 
significantly  cut. 

In  addition,  barriers  to  employment 
for  ex-offenders  prevent  employment 
even  in  some  of  the  most  entry-level 
positions.  Fast  food  restaurants  such 
as  McDonalds  and  Dunkin  Donuts, 
for  example,  routinely  screen  out  job 
applicants  with  criminal  records. 
Criminal  offender  record  checks 
(CORI)  reform,  an  issue  that  the 
Boston  City  Council  and  the  Mayor 
have  strongly  supported,  is  also 
needed  at  the  state  and  federal  level. 
Otherwise,  reintegration  becomes 
almost  impossible,  resulting  in  a 
burden  that  all  of  society  must  bear. 

»Past  success 

In  many  ways,  past  success  has 
contributed  to  the  increase  in  violence 
that  is  here  today.  It  took  a 
tremendous  effort  for  the  community 
to  pull  together  in  the  nineties  to 
reach  the  record  level  lows  of 
violence  achieved  in  Boston.  For 
those  who  were  on  the  front  lines  of 
the  "Boston  Miracle,"  there  was  no 
miracle,  but  rather  a  lot  of  hard  work. 

Following  the  success  of  crime 
reduction  in  the  nineties,  Boston's 
attention  was  pulled  in  a  number  of 
directions,  first  the  housing  crisis, 
then  the  budget  crisis. 

Refocusing  the  complex  partnership 
of  government,  the  judicial  system, 
and  community  and  business  leaders 
requires  a  renewed  effort,  particularly 
when  many  of  the  participants  have 
changed.

VIOLENCE  DATA  (2005) 

Where  does  the  violence  occur? 

In  2005,  71  percent  of  all  shootings 
occurred  in  the  police  districts  B2, 
B3,  and  CI  1 :  parts  of  Roxbury, 
Dorchester  and  Mattapan.

Violence  is  not  limited  to  shootings 
in  certain  neighborhoods.  Different 
communities  manifest  violence  in 
different  ways.  Not  shown  on  the 
above  map  are  the  hundreds  of 
young  people  who  are  inflicting 
violence  on  themselves  through  drug 
abuse  and  overdoses.  During  the 
same  year,  146  people  died  of  drug 
overdoses  in  Boston. 

When  does  the  violence  occur? 

A  majority  of  the  shootings,  59 
percent,  of  those  victims  twenty-one 
years  and  younger  occurred  during 
the  warmer  months,  between  June 
and  October. 

Specifically,  Saturday  was  the  most 
dangerous  day  of  the  week, 


accounting  for  twenty-five  percent  of 
the  shootings  of  victims  twenty-one 
years  and  younger.  Together, 
Saturdays  and  Sundays  comprised  40 
percent  of  the  shootings  in  a  given 
week.  Nearly  one  third  of  the 
shootings  occurred  between  the 
hours  of  9:00PM  to  midnight. 

During  the  school  year 

Given  that  the  average  starting  time 
for  high  school  is  7:48AM,6  with  a 
majority  beginning  at  7:20AM,  more 
than  half  of  the  high  schools  are 
dismissed  before  2:00PM.  Almost 
half  of  a  group  of  high  school 
students  recently  interviewed  said 
they  choose  to  "hang  out  with  their 
friends,"  or  "go  home  alone"7  after 
school.  For  those  young  people,  this 
leaves  a  considerable  amount  of 
unstructured  and  unsupervised  time 
after  3PM.  During  the  school  year, 
86  percent  of  shootings  occur 
between  3PM  and  3  AM  for  victims 
twenty  one  years  and  younger.

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RECOMMENDATIONS 


These  recommendations  represent  a 
collection  of  ideas  culled  from  Boston 
area  youth,  youth  workers,  and  those 
who  work  with  young  people 
including  community  organizers, 
clergy,  and  elected  officials.  By  no 
means  is  this  a  complete  list  Rather, 
it  represents  a  consistent  message 
presented  by  people  across  the  city. 

Whatever  recommendations  are 
implemented,  there  must  be  a 
balanced  approach  in  identifying  those 
resources  that  reach  young  people  who 
are  already  affiliated  with  Boston's 
many  programs  and  resources,  and 
those  youth  that  remain  unaffiliated, 
and  by  definition  are  at  greater  risk. 

The  recommendations  are  broken  into 
five  categories:  realignment  of 
resources;  safer  schools; 
police/enforcement;  public  health,  and 
new  initiatives. 

Realignment  of  Resources 

»Summer  jobs  and  stipends 

According  to  almost  all  discussions 
and  community  forums,  summer  jobs 
remain  among  the  most  sought  after 
resources  for  young  people. 

Given  that  the  number  of  eligible 
youth  is  at  an  all  time  high,  more  jobs 
are  needed  today  than  ever  before. 
Further,  current  economic  conditions 
have  placed  adults,  parents  and  seniors 
in  positions  that  would  typically  be 
held  by  youth. 

Resources  must  be  made  Be 
immediately  available  to  place 
additional  youth  in  summer  jobs. 
Violence  among  fourteen  year-olds  is 


rapidly  increasing,  and  necessitates 
their  involvement  in  the  program. 
Currently  only  ABCD  has  consistently 
offered  jobs  to  fourteen  year-old 
youth.  Capacity  exists  within  the 
ABCD  program  to  immediately  put 
young  people  to  work  when  funds 
become  available. 

Furthermore,  the  city's  announcement 
of  summer  jobs  for  150  adjudicated 
youth  was  a  good  start.  Hundreds 
more  who  are  DSS,  DYS,  or  court 
involved,  and  are  at  the  greatest  risk. 
Each  year,  approximately  3,000 
students  graduate  from  the  Boston 
Public  Schools,  and  roughly  half  that 
many  drop  out.8  This  population  must 
not  be  overlooked  when  new  resources 
are  made  available. 

For  some  organizations,  stipends  serve 
as  greater  tools  than  summer  jobs. 
Those  organizations  hire  peer  leaders 
to  bring  unaffiliated  youth  into  their 
organizations.  These  peer  leaders  are 
natural  leaders,  that  if  left  alone,  may 
become  gang  affiliated.  For  some 
youth  that  were  previously  court 
involved,  this  is  a  means  to  re-engage 
and  turn  them  around. 

In  2005,  Boston  made  available 
$300,000  in  direct  stipends  to 
community  organizations.  The  city 
should  again  identify  resources  in 
order  to  provide  stipends  to  those 
organizations  that  already  have 
winning  solutions. 

»Youth  Services  on  Saturdays  and 
Evenings 

Since  twenty-five  percent  of  the 
shootings  with  victims  twenty-one 
years  and  younger  occurred  on 
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Saturdays  and  in  the  evenings,  the 
hours  of  Boston  Community  Centers, 
as  well  as  other  private  community 
centers,  should  be  reconfigured  to 
better  address  the  needs  of  the  youth 
population  they  serve.  Today  only  a 
fraction  of  these  centers  are  open  on 
Saturdays,  and  of  those  that  are,  a  vast 
majority  close  early  evening. 

Opening  centers  alone  will  not  result 
in  increased  attendance  In  order  to 
draw  youth  into  community  centers, 
programs  will  have  to  appeal  to  what 
interests  young  people.  Students 
participating  in  the  community  forums 
said  that  they  want  to  be  included  in 
deciding  what  programs  take  place. 
They  also  recognized  the  need  for  and 
appreciated  supervised  settings. 

The  city  should  partner  with 
community  based  organizations  that 
are  better  equipped  to  handle  the 
seven  day-a-week,  1 0AM  to  midnight 
wrap  around  service  model  that  so 
many  Boston  youth  now  require. 
These  settlement  houses  should 
service  parts  of  our  city  where 
violence  is  at  its  highest. 

Youth  participants  indicated  an 
interest  in  programs  including  late 
night  basketball,  baseball  and  other 
sports  programs.  There  are  4 1  parks 
across  the  city  with  capacity  to 
illuminate  evening  activities.  These 
parks  should  be  opened  late  in  areas 
where  they  would  be  most  utilized. 
Again,  supervision  for  these  programs 
is  essential  to  insure  safe  and 
productive  activities. 

Libraries,  with  the  exception  of 
Copley,  are  closed  on  Saturday. 
Libraries  offer  access  to  the  Internet 
and  alternative  activities  that  may 
appeal  to  young  people  not  reached 


through  traditional  sports,  and  other 
activities.  These  libraries  should  be 
opened  in  strategic  locations  to  gauge 
their  success  in  drawing  youth 
participants. 

»Hire  Additional  Street  Workers 

For  many  Boston  youth,  street 
workers  serve  as  a  meaningful  adult 
connection  to  resources.  During  the 
nineties,  there  were  42  Street  Workers 
employed  by  the  city  across  several 
different  agencies,  today  there  are 
only  twenty-four,  despite  record 
numbers  of  high  school-aged  youth 
As  such,  they  are  overextended  and 
unable  to  spend  enough  time  in  the 
communities  they  serve.  Youth  in  one 
of  the  forums  complained  about 
having  to  "share"  their  street  worker 
with  another  community.  Boston 
must  substantially  increase  the  number 
of  street  workers  in  order  to  meet  the 
growing  population  of  youth. 

In  addition,  the  rising  spike  in  girl 
violence  and  girl  gangs  is  disturbing. 
The  city  has  already  begun  planning 
programs  to  address  this  issue  and 
should  continue  to  do  so. 

»Transportatiort 

Transportation  continued  to  surface  as 
an  issue  for  youth  service  providers. 
One  provider  said  they  spent  $10,000 
a  year  on  insurance  for  their  vans 
alone. 

Many  youth  said  that  they  were  afraid 
to  ride  the  MBTA  which  can  often 
serve  as  an  unintended  meeting  place 
and  become  a  catalyst  for  fights 
among  youth  from  different 
neighborhoods. 

The  city  runs  35  vans  out  of  the 
Elderly  Commission  from  the  early 
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morning  until  4:00PM,  when  they 
are  returned  to  a  parking  lot  and 
not  used  for  the  balance  of  the 
evening.  These  vans  might  serve 
as  valuable  resources  for  youth 
organizations  that  would  otherwise  be 
unable  to  afford  the  cost  of 
transportation. 

Safer  Schools 

»lncrease  sports  and  arts  programs  in 
schools 

Youth  that  participated  in  the  forums 
and  other  discussions  expressed 
massive  frustration  and  boredom  with 
the  endless  drilling  and  practice  of  the 
Massachusetts  Comprehensive 
Assessment  System  (MCAS)  test  and 
test  preparation.  Electives  have  been 
replaced  with  test  preparation.  After 
school  programs  teach  MCAS 
preparation.  Far  too  many  students 
consistently  describe  their  school 
experience  as  an  MCAS-centric 
environment. 

Art  and  physical  education  courses 
have  been  removed  from  the  school 
setting.  For  the  struggling  student 
who  doesn't  find  academic  success, 
these  electives  can  serve  as  valuable 
alternatives  and  offer  a  means  of  self- 
validation.  Given  the  large  number  of 
annual  dropouts  (nearly  half  the 
number  of  students  that  graduate),  as 
well  as  the  pressure  on  teachers  to 
improve  scores,  the  incentive  for 
students  to  remain  in  school  is 
tenuous. 

Most  troubling,  the  achievement  gap 
that  exists  among  students  of  different 
races  has  yet  to  show  significant  signs 
of  improvement  under  the  MCAS 
system. 


»Start  high  school  later 

Since  the  majority  of  gun  violence 
takes  place  when  school  is  not  in 
session,  and  minimal  violence  occurs 
in  the  immediate  morning  leading  up 
to  school,  schools  should  begin  later 
than  their  current  7:20AM  start  time. 
This  would  push  the  closing  time  later 
into  the  day,  and  would  provide  fewer 
hours  of  unsupervised  activities. 

This  is  particularly  achievable  given 
that  most  high  school  students  take 
public  transportation,  and  not  yellow 
school  buses  to  school.  (Special 
education  students;  however,  do  take 
BPS  provided  transportation,  and  as 
such  the  schedule  would  have  to  be 
reconfigured  for  participating 
schools). 

Additionally,  studies  have  shown  that 
students  that  are  more  rested  perform 
better. 

The  initiative  is  not  without  issues. 
Careful  attention  will  have  to  be  paid 
to  rising  truancy  rates  for  those 
students  who  leave  the  home  after 
their  parent(s).  The  main  cause  of 
truancy;  however  is  not  "wanting  to 
do  other  things,"  but  rather, 
"oversleeping  or  being  too  tired."9 
Also,  there  are  many  students  with 
after  school  activities  or  work  plans 
that  would  interfere  with  a  later 
dismissal  time.  Those  students  should 
be  allowed  to  petition  their  school  for 
early  dismissal. 

»1 30,000  college  students 

Boston  should  be  the  first  city  in 
America  that  requires  every  college 
student  to  perform  community  service, 
particularly  by  assisting  Boston  youth 
Currently  it  is  estimated  that  less  than 
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ten  percent  of  college  students 
volunteer  in  public  schools.1 

Of  course,  no  municipality  can  require 
such  an  edict,  but  working  with 
college  and  university  presidents, 
Boston  could  and  should  lead  the 
nation.  Many  schools  already  have 
centers  for  community  service  in 
place. 

Police/Enforcement 

»lmprove  community  relations  and 
continue  to  make  diversity  a  priority 

A  majority  of  participants  in  the 
community  forums  felt  that  most 
important  thing  the  Boston  Police 
Department  could  do  was  to  improve 
relationships  within  the  community 
through  dialogues  and  interaction. 
Bringing  police  together  with  youth, 
particularly  at-risk  and  adjudicated 
youth,  along  with  their  family  would 
serve  as  an  intervening  tool  to  get  to 
kids  before  they  get  into  trouble. 

Essential  to  any  strategy  in 
strengthening  police  and  community 
relations  is  ensuring  that  the  people 
who  serve,  reflect  the  citizens  that 
they  serve,  in  terms  of  diversity  and 
their  ability  to  communicate  in  their 
native  language. 

»lncrease  Staffing 

As  already  referenced,  there  is  a  direct 
relationship  between  gun  violence  and 
police  staffing.  Placing  more  police 
on  the  street  amid  continued  federal 
and  state  cuts  is  difficult,  but 
necessary  to  continue  reductions  in 
violence. 

In  addition,  BPD  has  capacity  to  work 
smarter  and  more  efficiently  by 
realigning  detective  staffing,  and 


increasing  technology  by  tapping 
federal  homeland  security  funds. 

»Detective  Shifts  after  Midnight 

Detectives  should  be  on  duty  between 
7PM  to  3AM.  The  majority  of  shifts 
end  by  1 1 :45PM.  The  first  four  hours 
of  an  investigation  are  crucial  to 
solving  a  case.  Since  a  significant 
proportion  of  shootings  occur  between 
the  hours  of  12:00AM  and  3:00AM, 
Boston  Police  should  ensure  that  there 
is  detective  coverage  after  midnight. 

»lmprove  technology 

The  extended  vacancy  of  a  Chief 
Information  Officer  within  Boston 
Police  Department  headquarters  has 
jeopardized  the  cutting  edge 
technology  that  once  distinguished  the 
department. 

Boston  should  join  cities  like  New 
York  and  Chicago  by  utilizing 
handheld  wireless  devices  that 
eliminate  the  inefficient  practice  of 
returning  to  the  police  station  to  file 
paperwork,  and  effectively  remove 
police  from  the  street  for  significant 
portions  of  their  shifts.  Ideally,  police 
should  be  able  to  file  reports  from  the 
field  therefore  maintaining  a  secure, 
uninterrupted  presence  in  the 
neighborhood. 

The  purchase  of  this  technology  by 
other  cities'  police  departments  has 
already  been  approved  for  federal 
homeland  security  funds. 

»Prosecution/Court  Issues 

A  recent  report  analyzing  2005 
firearm  related  arrests  reported  that  of 
the  597  persons  who  were  arrested  for 
unlawful  possession  of  a  firearm,  one 
third  of  whom  had  two  or  more 
firearm  possession  cases,  only  60 
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percent  were  in  custody  as  of  January 
2006  11 

Federal  prosecutions  comprised  only  a 
fraction  of  those  cases,  less  than  one 
percent   Federal  laws  offer  greater 
flexibility  for  prosecutors  with 
stronger  penalties  including  a  greater 
number  of  available  statutes,  more 
available  rules  of  law  and  procedures, 
and  other  tools  that  are  currently  not 
available  under  state  law.  State 
lawmakers  should  expand  state  law  to 
include  some  of  the  tools  that  focus  on 
the  most  egregious  perpetrators  of 
violence  and  that  will  serve  as 
deterrents  for  others. 

Public  Health 

»Trauma  Training 

The  Boston  Public  Health 
Commission  (PHC)  has  planned  for 
the  trauma  training  of  street  workers. 
This  training  is  essential  to  their  work, 
and  must  continue  to  take  place, 
sooner  rather  than  later.  Training 
should  also  be  expanded  to  include 
teachers. 

»lndustry  Protocols 

PHC  has  also  begun  organizing 
hospitals  to  implement  protocols  for 
victims  of  gun  violence.  Just  as  no 
hospital  would  knowingly  release  a 
patient  thought  to  be  suicidal,  a 
hospital  should  not  release  a  victim  of 
gun  violence  who  demonstrates  signs 
of  trauma  without  referring  that  person 
to  services.  Some  hospitals  have 
already  initiated  protocols  in  both 
emergency  and  non-emergency 
settings  to  screen  for  these  issues. 


New  Initiatives 

»lncrease  Summer  Nights  for  Youth 
at  City  Hall  Plaza 

Young  people,  just  like  everyone  else, 
are  looking  for  something  exciting  to 
do  and  to  make  them  feel  valued. 
Participants  in  the  community  forums 
enjoyed  past  hip-hop  concerts  and 
talent  shows  on  City  Hall  Plaza  and 
wanted  to  do  more. 

»Televised  Talent  Shows 

Boston  once  had  a  television  show 
called  Community  Auditions  that 
televised  area  youth  competing  against 
each  other  for  prizes  and  fame.  Over 
the  years,  Boston  saw  its  share  of 
musicians  discovered  as  a  result  of 
that  show.  Imagine  the  number  of 
youth  that  would  take  themselves  off 
the  street  on  their  own  if  given  an 
opportunity  to  compete  in  such  a 
setting.  Boston  is  a  major  media 
market  and  could  use  some  assistance 
from  its  television  networks  to  work 
with  our  young  people  in  such  a 
manner. 

»Safe  Place  Initiative 

No  young  person  should  feel  that  they 
cannot  walk  into  a  police  station,  fire 
station,  community  center  or  library  if 
they  feel  they  are  in  trouble.  Within 
each  of  these  places,  a  responsible 
adult  should  be  available  to  contact 
someone  (such  as  a  youth  worker  or  a 
parent)  to  assist  the  youth.  Basic 
fundamental  training  and  protocols 
could  be  provided  fairly  easily. 
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IMPLEMENTATION 

The  majority  of  the  above 
recommendations  require  the 
resources  of  the  City  of  Boston 
With  the  budgetary  challenges 
outlined  above,  it  is  impossible  for 
all  of  these  items  to  be  funded.  The 
City  Council  must  work  with  the 
administration  to  fund  and  prioritize 
those  initiatives  that  make  the 
greatest  impact.  Indeed;  much  of 
this  has  already  been  occurring. 
Currently,  the  council  is  in  the 
process  of  reviewing  the 
administration's  fiscal  year  2007 
proposed  budget.  It  contains  many 
of  the  resources  that  will  accomplish 
some  of  the  above  recommendations. 
Citizen  participation  is  also  essential 
to  this  process.  The  Ways  and 
Means  Committee  hearings  that  have 
taken  place  to  date  as  well  as  those 
hearings  and  forums  held  by  the 
Special  Committee  on  Youth  Violent 
Crime  Prevention  have  allowed  for 
significant  input  in  this  area. 

This  is  not  an  academic  exercise,  but 
rather  a  crisis  in  need  of  solutions. 
The  challenges  facing  our  youth 
today  are  severe  and  require  more 
than  our  budget  can  deliver.  The 
current  demographics  of  high  school 
aged  youth  require  immediate 
attention.  While  this  is  an  immediate 
problem,  it  is  also  one  that  we  will 
move  past  in  approximately  two  to 
three  years.  Because  of  this,  many 
of  the  above  recommendations  are  a 
one  time,  and  not  a  recurring  cost. 
Therefore,  budgetary  reserves 
should  be  made  available  as  part 
of  the  fiscal  year  2007,  2008  and 
2009  budgets  to  handle  the  spike  in 
at-risk  youth.  The  following  table 


attempts  to  quantify  the  number  of 
youth  above  the  more  manageable 
figures  of  calendar  year  2009.

There  are  a  myriad  of  possible 
funding  combinations.  Summer 
jobs,  stipends  and  expanding  youth 
serving  resources  are  all  prime 
candidates  for  funding  using 
budgetary  reserves.  For  example, 
providing  an  additional  1,000 
summer  jobs  at  an  average  cost  of 
$1,200  per  position  would  cost  $1.2 
million.  Exactly  how  much  is 
funded  to  handle  the  spike  in  youth 
population  needs  to  be  determined 
for  the  short  term  and  over  a  three 
year  period. 

Many  of  the  above  recommendations 
require  significant  resources  in  order 
to  bring  them  to  fruition.  Others 
have  minimal  costs  associated  with 
them.  Some  of  these 
recommendations  require  the  work 
of  government  while  others  require 
the  work  of  us  all 

Throughout  the  neighborhoods  of 
Boston  citizens  are  actively  working 
to  make  their  communities  safe. 
Residents  and  business  owners  have 
joined  together  in  Chinatown  to 
launch  safety  patrols  with  strong 
results.  A  group  of  teenagers  in 
Jamaica  Plain,  frustrated  with  the 
increase  in  violence,  opened  and 
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continue  to  operate  their  own  youth 
center.  In  another  part  of  the  city  a 
resident  removes  gang  related  graffiti 
from  public  property  on  his  own  time 
using  his  own  resources.  Recently  a 
group  of  Jamaica  Plain  residents 
began  meeting  with  each  other 
regularly  to  foster  community  and 
stamp  out  violence.  Across  the  city, 
crime  watches  pull  residents  together 
around  a  common  cause.  These  are 


but  a  fraction  of  examples  that 
regular  citizens  have  offered  to  make 
Boston  a  safer  city,  and  should  serve 
as  a  catalyst  for  us  all. 

Ultimately  if  Boston  is  going  to 
repeat  the  success  it  has  had  in  the 
past,  it  will  once  again  have  to  pull 
together  and  create,  not  another 
miracle,  but  a  lasting  plan  for  peace.

I  retransmit  herewith  my  Fiscal  Year  2007  Recom- 
mended Budget  for  the  City  of  Boston.  The  Recommend- 
ed Operating  Budget  totaling  $2.14  billion  is  $91.3  mil- 
lion, or  4.5%  more  than  the  Fiscal  Year  2006  Budget. 

This  budget  reflects  our  priority  that  additional  re- 
sources must  be  allocated  to  hire  more  police  officers. 
The  FY07  budget  includes  funding  to  double  the  size  of 
the  classes  that  were  funded  in  the  budget  originally  sub- 
mitted in  April,  bringing  the  total  new  recruits  to  be  hired 
in  FY07  to  140.  This  commitment  requires  an  increase  to 
the  Police  Department  as  well  as  increases  to  the  Health 
Insurance  and  Medicare  accounts. 

FY07  continues  to  be  a  challenging  year  for  the  City  of 
Boston.  Property  taxes  and  other  revenues  will  continue 
to  grow,  while  the  City's  net  state  aid,  our  second  larg- 
est source  of  revenue,  remains  far  below  the  amount  that 
was  received  five  years  ago  in  FY02.  Since  the  Governor's 
budget  was  submitted  in  January,  we  have  monitored  the 
State  budget  process  closely.  As  that  process  comes  to  a 
close,  I  am  confident  that  the  City's  allocation  of  aid  from 
the  Commonwealth  will  be  higher  than  the  assumptions 
used  in  the  City's  budget  originally  submitted  in  April. 
These  limited  additional  resources  will  be  substantially 
used  to  support  the  costs  associated  with  hiring  additional 
police  recruits.  Additional  funding  has  also  been  included 
in  the  Parks  and  Public  Works  departments  to  fulfill  our 
environmental  compliance  and  maintenance  responsibili- 
ties related  to  the  opening  of  the  park  at  Spectacle  Island 
in  Boston  Harbor. 

Nearly  two  thirds  of  the  spending  growth  over  FY06  is 
due  to  cost  trends  in  health  benefits  and  energy  as  well  as 
the  annualized  impact  of  collective  bargaining  increases 
included  in  the  current  labor  contracts.  Trends  in  health 
insurance  costs  have  caused  this  benefit  to  increase  as 
a  proportion  of  the  operating  budget  from  less  than  8% 
in  FY02  to  11%  in  FY07.  Since  FY02,  health  insurance 
costs  have  increased  by  almost  92%  while  all  other  City 
spending  has  increased  by  approximately  19%.  This 
trend  clearly  is  not  sustainable  and  should  concern  us  all. 
Because  our  total  spending  growth  continues  to  exceed 


our  rate  of  revenue  growth,  the  budget  before  you  also 
assumes  a  responsible  allocation  of  reserves  to  fill  the 
resulting  gap  between  revenues  and  spending.  We  must 
be  mindful  that  one-time  resources  are  not  a  long-term 
solution.  I  remain  committed  to  ensuring  that  the  City's 
budget  is  sustainable  in  the  coming  years. 

I  would  like  to  commend  you  on  a  well-run  budget 
review  process.  Your  review  of  the  FY07  Recommended 
Budget  was  thorough  and  focused  on  the  important  issues 
facing  the  City  of  Boston.  Despite  the  fiscal  challenges 
we  face,  through  our  cooperative  efforts,  I  am  confident 
that  this  budget  will  effectively  and  efficiently  allow  us 
to  continue  to  provide  high  quality  services  to  Boston's 
residents,  visitors  and  businesses. 

The  Recommended  Budget  for  Fiscal  Year  2007  is 
soundly  balanced  within  the  City's  available  resources.  I 
respectfully  request  your  favorable  action  on  the  Fiscal 
Year  2007  operating  budget  and  the  Five  Year  Capital  Plan 
for  FY07  to  FYII.

Whereas:  The  City  of  Boston  recently  announced  that 
it  has  raised  $40,000  to  resume  a  gun-buyback  program, 
under  which  individuals  who  turn  in  handguns  to  police 
will  receive  $200  in  Target  gift  cards;  and 

Whereas:  The  City  began  exchanging  guns  for  gift 
cards  June  12th  and  the  program  will  continue  through 
July  14,  2006;  and 

Whereas:  The  overall  goal  of  the  gun-buyback  pro- 
gram, to  reduce  violence  by  removing  guns  from  the 
streets,  is  admirable  and  has  reportedly  resulted  in  at  least 
1 00  guns  being  removed  from  our  City;  and 

Whereas:  Nevertheless,  while  offering  gift  cards  rather 
than  cash  may  reduce  this  problem,  critics  predict  that 
many  gun-owners  will  use  incentives  received  under  the 
gun  buyback  simply  to  buy  replacement  weapons;  and 

Whereas:  While  restricting  incentives  to  handguns 
may  reduce  this  problem,  critics  have  noted  that  potential 
criminals  do  not  usually  participate  in  buyback  programs 
at  high  rates  and  that  the  pool  of  guns  that  typically  get 
turned  in  at  buybacks  are  frequently  not  the  same  guns 
that  would  otherwise  have  been  used  in  crime;  and 

Whereas:  While  Massachusetts  has  some  of  the  na- 
tion's strongest  gun  laws,  50%  of  guns  trafficked  into 
Boston  come  from  within  our  own  state  and  the  City 
should  consider  supporting  a  one-handgun-a-month  ordi- 
nance, additional  gun  dealer  regulations,  and  other  ways 
to  give  law  enforcement  the  tools  to  crack  down  and  hold 
accountable  those  who  willingly  supply  the  illegal  gun 
market;  and 

Whereas:  While  gun-buyback  programs  have  been 
widely  criticized  by  criminologists  and  others  as  ineffec- 
tive, experts  have  proposed  a  number  of  other  potentially 
effective  methods  to  reduce  gun-related  crime;  Therefore 
be  it 

Ordered:  That  the  appropriate  committee  of  the  Boston 
City  Council  hold  a  public  hearing  to  explore  the  effec- 
tiveness of  the  City's  newest  gun  buyback  program  and 
other  alternative  methods  to  both  reduce  the  number  of 
guns  in  Boston  and  the  overall  amount  of  gun-related  vio- 
lence in  our  communities.

Whereas:  Trauma  counseling,  family  support  services, 
street  outreach,  and  a  myriad  of  other  services  are  rec- 
ommended as  best  practices  for  processing  the  loss  of  a 
loved  one; 

Whereas:  Peace  garden  memorials,  plaques,  and  other 
permanent  sites  memorializing  victims  of  street  violence 
exist  in  some  neighborhoods  in  Boston  and  cities  around 
the  country; 

Whereas:  Resident  associations,  tenant  groups,  and 
community  organizations  have  reported  serious  public 
safety  concerns  regarding  street  memorials  being  used  as 
gathering  places  for  illicit  activities;

AN  ORDINANCE  REGARDING 
THE  REGISTRATION  OF  LABORATORIES 
IN  THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON 

Whereas:  The  City  of  Boston  is  home  to  many  col- 
leges, universities,  hospitals,  and  research  organizations 
that  have  laboratories  for  teaching  and  research  purposes; 
and 

Whereas:  Many  of  the  laboratories  utilize  toxic  or  haz- 
ardous materials  which  should  require  a  relationship  with 
the  Boston  Fire  Department;  and 

Whereas:  Although  the  Boston  Fire  Department  (BFD) 
inspects  some  of  these  facilities,  it  remains  unclear  wheth- 
er or  not  some  laboratories  use  chemicals  and  work  with 
materials  for  which  the  BFD  is  unaware  and  which,  in 
the  event  of  emergency,  could  pose  a  threat  to  firefighters, 
other  first  responders,  employees,  and  residents;  and 

Whereas:  A  mechanism  should  be  created  and  imple- 
mented whereby  each  and  every  research  facility  registers 
its  laboratories  with  the  City  of  Boston  in  which  hazard- 
ous materials  and  chemicals  are  documented  so  that  the 
first  responders  (BFD,  BPD,  EMS)  are  notified  of  the  haz- 
ardous materials  and  chemicals  on  the  premises;  and 

Whereas:  Fiscal  responsibility  dictates  that  a  fee  struc- 
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ture  be  designed  to  accompany  the  registration  schedule 
in  order  to  avoid  burdening  the  taxpayers  of  the  City  of 
Boston  with  the  costs  associated  with  these  privately 
owned  and  operated  facilities.  NOW  THEREFORE, 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol- 
lows: 

CBC  Chapter  XI  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  CBC 
1 1-5 C  as  follows: 

1 1-5C  Registration  of  Laboratories. 

11-5C.1  Purpose. 

As  a  state,  regional,  national,  and  international  medi- 
cal, educational,  and  commercial  center,  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton is  home  to  over  five  thousand  (5,000)  laboratories 
advancing  cutting  edge  technologies  and  techniques  that 
seek  to  benefit  the  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston,  the 
residents  of  Massachusetts  and  the  United  States,  and  the 
population  of  the  world.  In  this  pursuit,  however,  many 
laboratories  utilize  or  generate  radioactive,  infectious, 
toxic,  hazardous,  or  noxious  substances,  chemicals,  or 
conditions.  These  substances,  chemicals,  or  conditions 
have  the  latent  and  actual  capacity  to  inflict  grave  harm 
upon  people  ill-equipped  to  manage  their  harmful  condi- 
tions in  the  event  of  a  public  health  or  public  safety  emer- 
gency. The  primary  responders  (for  example,  BFD,  BPD, 
and/or  EMS)  do  not  currently  have  information  that  may 
prove  critical  to  their  emergency  response  —  they  do  not 
know  where  all  of  the  laboratories  are  located  in  the  City 
of  Boston  and  they  do  not  know  what  is  contained  within 
these  laboratories.  These  sections,  by  requiring  registra- 
tion of  laboratories  and  inspections  of  laboratories,  will, 
once  fully  implemented,  ensure  that  the  public  safety  and 
public  health  personnel  have  the  information  that  they 
need  to  adequately,  effectively,  and  safely  respond  to  any 
emergencies  occurring  within  laboratories  in  order  to  pro- 
tect the  welfare  of  the  laboratory,  the  neighborhood,  and 
the  greater  population. 

1 1-5C.2  Definitions. 

Unless  specifically  indicated  otherwise,  the  definitions 
contained  in  CBC  11-4,  1 1-S,  and  II-SA  shall  apply  and 
control  in  these  sections. 

(a)  City  shall  mean  the  City  of  Boston. 

(b)  Commissioner  shall  mean  the  Commissioner  of  the 
Boston  Fire  Department. 

(c)  Laboratory  shall  mean  (i)  a  building,  room,  or  work- 
place designed  and/or  used  for  the  development,  conduct, 
or  observation  of  scientific,  including  but  not  limited  to 
the  medical,  chemical,  physical,  or  biological  disciplines, 
experimentation  or  research,  including  non-routine  test- 
ing, analysis,  experimentation,  or  other  similar  activities 
that  involve  the  use  or  storage  of  hazardous  materials  as 
defined  by  Section  20.02(C)  of  the  City  of  Boston  Fire 
Department  Fire  Prevention  Code.  Specifically  exclud- 
ed from  this  definition  are  classroom  laboratories,  dark 
rooms,  autoclave  rooms,  pharmacies,  drug  stores,  physi- 
cian's offices  or  the  offices  of  other  direct-care  health  care 
providers,  hospital  or  health  care  dispensaries,  or  other 
facilities  providing  medication  directly  to  patients. 

(d)  Laboratory  Facility  shall  mean  a  building  or  a  por- 
tion of  a  building  containing  one  or  more  Laboratories 
operated  by  a  single  Owner-Operator.  No  Laboratory 
Facility  may  be  comprised  of  more  than  one  building  or 
physical  address. 

(e)  Owner  shall  mean  a  person  or  entity  that  owns  a 
Laboratory  or  a  Laboratory 

Facility. 

(f)  Owner-Operator  shall  mean  a  person  or  entity  that 
operates  a  Laboratory  and  shall  include  an  Owner-Opera- 
tor's duly  authorized  agent. 

1 1-5C.3  Registration  and  Database. 

On  or  after  January  1  but  no  later  than  April  1  of  every 
calendar  year  subsequent  to  the  year  of  a  Laboratory's  or 
a  Laboratory  Facility's  initial  registration,  every  Owner- 
Operator  shall  register  with  the  Commissioner  each  and 
every  Laboratory  or  Laboratory  Facility  of  the  Owner- 
Operator  which  shall  include  the  most  current  informa- 


tion available  to  the  Owner-Operator,  but  in  no  event  shall 
that  information  be  less  recent  than  December  31  of  the 
prior  calendar  year.  The  Commissioner  shall  prepare  the 
forms  for  registration  which  shall  require  the  Owner- 
Operator  to  identify  (i)  the  name  and  contact  information 
of  the  Owner-Operator,  (ii)  the  physical  address  of  each 
and  every  Laboratory  Facility  of  the  Owner-Operator,  and 
(iii)  the  names  and  contact  information  of  one  or  more 
emergency  coordinator(s)  for  each  Laboratory  Facil- 
ity location.  The  forms  for  registration  shall  require  the 
Owner-Operator  to  certify  that  the  Laboratory  Facility 
is  in  compliance  with  Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code  86-1 
with  respect  to  the  posting  of  signage  for  the  identifica- 
tion of  hazardous  materials  located  within  a  Laboratory 
and  a  Laboratory  Facility.  The  forms  for  registration  shall 
require  the  Owner-Operator  to  certify  that  it  has  adopted 
an  internal  set  of  written  policies,  practices,  and/or  proce- 
dures to  ensure  compliance  with  these  sections. 

The  emergency  coordinator  identified  in  the  registra- 
tion may  be  a  24  hour  per  day/7  days  per  week/365  days 
per  year  operations  center  of  the  Owner-Operator  provid- 
ed that  the  operations  center  has  24  hour  per  day/7  days 
per  week/365  days  per  year  access  to  an  individual  with 
proficiency  and  knowledge  of  the  facilities  and  operations 
in  the  Laboratory  or  Laboratory  Facility  related  to  the  re- 
quirements of  these  sections. 

All  registration  forms  shall  be  completed  by  the  Own- 
er-Operator ofthe  Laboratory  or  Laboratory  Facility  and 
executed  by  the  Owner-Operator  under  the  pains  and  pen- 
alties of  perjury. 

The  Commissioner  may  develop  and  provide  a  pro- 
cess for  an  electronic  method  of  registration  by  Owner- 
Operators. 

For  public  safety  purposes  only,  the  Commissioner 
shall,  on  or  before  July  1  of  every  calendar  year,  prepare 
a  database  of  the  information  collected  pursuant  to  the 
registration  of  Laboratories  and/or  Laboratory  Facilities 
which  shall  be  accessible  by  the  Boston  Fire  Department, 
the  Boston  Police  Department,  the  Boston  Public  Health 
Commission,  the  Boston  Emergency  Medical  Services, 
the  Boston  Emergency  Management  Agency,  and  the  In- 
spectional  Services  Department  and  which  shall  be  added 
to  the  City  of  Boston  Public  Safety  Computer-Aided 
Dispatch  (CAD)  System.  The  Commissioner  shall  make 
a  hard  copy  of  this  database  available  to  its  district  sta- 
tions. 

As  long  as  they  are  located  within  the  same  building 
and  at  the  same  physical  address,  an  Owner-Operator  may 
elect  to  aggregate  Laboratories  into  a  Laboratory  Facility 
for  purposes  of  these  sections.  In  no  event  may  a  Labo- 
ratory or  a  Laboratory  Facility  include  Laboratories  or 
Laboratory  Facilities  that  are  not  in  the  same  building  and 
at  the  same  physical  address. 

1 1-5C.4  Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code. 

Each  Laboratory  and/or  Laboratory  Facility  shall  com- 
ply with  Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code  86-1  as  it  may  be 
revised  or  replaced,  with  respect  to  the  posting  of  signage 
for  the  identification  of  hazardous  materials  located  with- 
in the  Laboratory  and/or  Laboratory  Facility. 

1 1-5C.5  Emergency  Data  and  Response  Plans. 

The  Owner-Operator  of  each  Laboratory  and/or  Labo- 
ratory Facility  shall  maintain  hard-copy  or  soft-copy 
of  information,  or  the  means  to  immediately  obtain  the 
information,  at  the  Laboratory  or  Laboratory  Facility 
that,  in  an  emergency,  shall  be  immediately  available  to 
the  Owner-Operator  and  to  the  first  responders  such  as 
the  Boston  Fire  Department,  the  Police  Department,  or 
Emergency  Medical  Services,  as  well  as  other  local,  state, 
regional,  or  federal  public  health  or  public  safety  agen- 
cies that  may  be  required  to  respond  to  an  emergency  or 
incident  at  a  Laboratory  or  a  Laboratory  Facility  and  that 
includes,  at  a  minimum,  the  following: 

(a)  Floor  plans  or  other  means  or  materials  to  assist 
first  responders  in  locating  Laboratories  within  a  Labora- 
tory Facility;  and 

(b)  Name  and  contact  information  of  at  least  one  (1) 
emergency  coordinator  for  the  Laboratory  or  l  aboratory 
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Facility  who  is  knowledgeable  about  the  nature  ofthe  op- 
erations and/or  the  hazards  that  may  be  located  or  who 
has  immediate  access  to  a  person  who  is  knowledgeable 
about  the  nature  of  the  operations  and/or  the  hazards  that 
may  be  located  in  the  Laboratories  located  within  the 
Laboratory  Facility;  and 

(c)  Access  cards  and/or  keys  to  all  Laboratories  in  the 
Laboratory  Facility;  and 

(d)  Any  additional  information  reasonably  requested 
by  the  Boston  Fire  Department  during  its  pre-incident 
planning  process  with  the  Owner-Operator  to  identify  the 
means  by  which  a  first  responder  may  obtain  information 
about  special  or  unique  hazardous  materials  that  might 
be  present  in  specific  Laboratories,  including  Material 
Safety  Data  Sheet  access  instructions  for  those  materials 
where  an  emergency  response  may  require  unique  protec- 
tion of  person  or  property. 

The  Commissioner  is  authorized  to  augment  this  list 
through  the  promulgation  of  regulations  upon  consulta- 
tion with  the  Technical  Advisory  Group  appointed  pursu- 
ant to  these  sections. 

1 1-5C.6  Inspections. 

In  order  to  ensure  that  the  public  health  and  the  public 
safety  are  protected  and  the  City  of  Boston  first  respond- 
ed are  protected  from  the  potential  hazards  that  may  be 
posed  by  Laboratories  and/or  Laboratory  Facilities,  on  or 
before  the  first  anniversary  of  the  passage  of  these  sec- 
tions and  subsequent  to  analysis  of  the  information  col- 
lected through  the  registration  processes  required  by  these 
sections,  the  Commissioner  shall  implement  a  program  of 
inspection  of  Laboratories  and/or  Laboratory  Facilities. 
At  the  discretion  of  the  Commissioner,  this  programmatic 
inspection  may  require  full  physical  inspections  of  the 
Laboratories  and/or  Laboratory  Facilities  or  may  require 
only  inspection  of  the  Laboratories'  or  Laboratory  Facili- 
ties' compliance  with  the  registration  requirements,  emer- 
gency preparedness  including  but  not  limited  to  the  infor- 
mation required  to  be  readily  available  to  first  responders, 
and  signage. 

The  Commissioner  may  collaborate  and  cooperate 
with  the  Commissioner  of  the  Inspectional  Services  De- 
partment in  developing  a  program  of  inspections. 

Any  Owner-Operator  that  knowingly  impedes,  inhibits, 
interferes  with,  restricts,  or  obstructs  entry  and  free  ac- 
cess to  the  Laboratory  and/or  the  Laboratory  Facility  for 
the  purposes  delineated  in  these  sections  then  the  Com- 
missioner and/or  the  Commissioner  of  the  Inspectional 
Services  Department  may  seek  in  a  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction  an  inspection  warrant  that  allows  for  the  in- 
spection of  the  site  and  apprises  said  Owner-Operator 
concerning  the  nature  of  the  inspection,  the  scope  of  the 
inspection,  the  justification  for  the  inspection,  and  may 
seek  the  assistance  of  the  law  enforcement  community  in 
presenting  said  warrant. 

If  any  person  knowingly  impedes,  inhibits,  interferes 
with,  restricts,  or  obstructs  entry  and  free  access  to  the 
Laboratory  and/or  the  Laboratory  Facility  for  the  pur- 
poses delineated  in  these  sections  then  the  Commissioner 
or  the  Commissioner  of  the  Inspectional  Services  Depart- 
ment may  seek  in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  an 
inspection  warrant  that  allows  for  the  inspection  of  the 
site  and  apprises  said  person  or  other  person  concerning 
the  nature  of  the  inspection,  the  scope  of  the  inspection, 
the  justification  for  the  inspection,  and  may  seek  the  as- 
sistance of  the  law  enforcement  community  in  presenting 
said  warrant. 

I  I-5C.7  Registration  and  Inspection  Guide. 

The  Commissioner  and  the  Commissioner  of  the  In- 
spectional Services  Department  shall  prepare  for  public 
distribution  a  guide  of  not  more  than  two  (2)  pages  which 
summarizes  the  registration  and  inspection  requirements. 
The  requirements  of  this  section  may  be  satisfied  through 
the  publication  or  presentation  of  the  guide  in  a  down- 
loadable format  on  the  City's  website.  Each  and  every 
Owner-Operator  shall  ensure  that  a  hard  copy  of  this 
guide  is  posted  at  all  times  in  the  Laboratory  Facility  in  a 
place  clearly  visible  to  all  persons  employed  by  or  work- 


ing in  the  Laboratory  Facility.  An  Owner-Operator  may 
supplement  this  posting  requirement  through  electronic 
distribution  or  electronic  posting  of  this  guide  and  such 
methods  may  substitute  for  the  physical  posting  only  with 
the  approval  of  the  Commissioner  and  the  Commissioner 
of  the  Inspectional  Services  Department. 

Each  and  every  Owner  shall  annually  supply  hard  copy 
of  the  Registration  and  Inspection  Guide  to  each  and 
every  Laboratory  in  each  and  every  Laboratory  Facility 
owned  by  the  Owner. 

1 1-5C.8  Registration  Fee. 

The  annual  registration  fee  shall  be  derived  accord- 
ing to  total  area  of  the  Laboratory  or  Laboratory  Facility 
submitting  the  registration  as  follows:  (i)  a  Laboratory  or 
Laboratory  Facility  with  1  s.f.  -  25,000  s.f.  shall  remit  five 
hundred  dollars  and  no  cents  ($500.00),  (ii)  a  Laboratory 
or  Laboratory  Facility  with  25,001  s.f.  -  100,000  s.f.  shall 
remit  six  hundred  fifty  dollars  and  no  cents  ($650.00), 
(iii)  a  Laboratory  or  Laboratory  Facility  with  100,001  s.f. 
-  250,000  s.f.  shall  remit  seven  hundred  fifty  dollars  and 
no  cents  ($750.00),  and  (iv)  a  Laboratory  or  Laboratory 

Facility  with  250,001  s.f.  or  more  shall  remit  one  thou- 
sand dollars  and  no  cents  ($1,000.00).  In  no  event,  how- 
ever, shall  any  single  Owner-Operator  pay  more  than  five 
thousand  dollars  and  no  cents  ($5,000.00)  to  register  a 
Laboratory,  Laboratory  Facility,  or  number  of  Laboratory 
Facilities  pursuant  to  this  paragraph. 

The  fee  for  registration  of  a  Laboratory  or  a  Labora- 
tory Facility  shall  be  remitted  by  the  Owner-Operator  at 
the  time  of  registration.  The  fee  is  intended  to  generate 
enough  revenue  to  ensure  that  the  costs  of  implementa- 
tion and  continuation  of  this  registration  program  are 
wholly  covered  by  the  registration  fees. 

1 1-5C.9  Violations,  Penalties,  and  Enforcement. 
Violations  of  these  sections  specifically  include,  but 
are  not  limited  to: 

(a)  the  failure  to  register  in  accordance  with  these  sec- 
tions; and 

(b)  the  failure  to  maintain  a  complete  emergency  data 
and  response  plan  in  accordance  with  these  sections;  and 

(c)  the  failure  to  post  a  guide  in  accordance  with  these 
sections;  and 

(d)  the  failure  to  comply  with  any  other  requirement 
ofthese  sections;  and 

(e)  the  interference  with  an  inspection. 

The  Commissioner  and  the  Commissioner  of  the  In- 
spectional Services  Department  shall  have  the  authority 
to  seek  an  injunction  from  a  court  of  competent  jurisdic- 
tion directing  the  Owner-Operator  to  comply  with  the  re- 
quirements of  these  sections. 

Each  and  every  violation  of  CBC  1 1-5C  shall  be  pun- 
ishable by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  and  no  cents 
($50.00)  and  not  more  than  three  hundred  dollars  and  no 
cents  ($300.00)  and  these  fines  shall  supplement  any  other 
fines  promulgated  in  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts, 
the  Code  of  Massachusetts  Regulations,  and  the  City  of 
Boston  Code  of  Ordinances.  Each  and  every  day  that  a 
violation  remains  shall  constitute  a  separate  violation. 

The  provisions  of  M.G.L.  c.  40,  s.  21 D  may  be  used  to 
enforce  these  sections. 

The  Commissioner  and  the  Commissioner  of  the  In- 
spectional Services  Department  shall  have  the  authority 
to  delegate  enforcement  of  these  sections  to  any  City 
department  authorized  to  enforce  public  safety,  public 
health,  or  environmental  rules,  regulations,  ordinances, 
and/or  statutes. 

Nothing  in  these  sections  shall  prohibit  the  Commis- 
sioner or  the  Commissioner  of  the  Inspectional  Services 
Department  from  issuing  written  warnings  to  an  Owner- 
Operator  or  any  other  person  or  entity.  For  the  purposes 
of  CBC  1 1-5C,  the  Commissioner  and  the  Commissioner 
of  Inspectional  Services  Department  may  not  issue  more 
than  two  (2)  warnings  for  the  same  violation  in  a  Labora- 
tory and/or  Laboratory  Facility  to  any  Owner-Operator, 
person,  or  entity. 

The  Commissioner  and  the  Commissioner  of  Inspec- 
tional Services  Department  may  commence  an  action  in 
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the  Courts  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  for 
violations  that  remain  uncorrected  for  more  than  thirty 
(30)  calendar  days  and  for  fines  that  remain  unpaid  for 
more  than  sixty  (60)  calendar  days. 

1 1-5C.  10  Technical  Advisory  Committee. 

The  Commissioner  shall  appoint  twelve  (12)  people  to 
a  Technical  Advisory  Committee  (TAC)  that  shall  be  com- 
posed of  six  (6)  representatives  of  the  research  laboratory 
community  and  six  (6)  public  officials.  The  TAC  shall 
meet  at  least  twice  annually  to  promote  the  understand- 
ing of  hazards  and  mitigation  measures  in  the  laboratory 
environment,  to  exchange  best  practices  in  laboratory  op- 
erations, to  promote  consistent  application  of  the  require- 
ments of  these  sections,  and  to  devise  the  parameters  and 
execution  of  the  programmatic  inspections  anticipated  by 
these  sections. 

I-  5C.11  Regulatory  Authority. 

The  Commissioner  and  the  Commissioner  of  the  In- 
spectional  Services  Department  shall  have  the  authority 
to  promulgate  rules  and  regulations  necessary  to  imple- 
ment and  enforce  these  sections  and  shall  consult  with 
the  Technical  Advisory  Committee  appointed  pursuant  to 
these  sections. 

II-  5C.  12  Severability. 

If  any  provision  of  these  sections  shall  be  held  to  be 
invalid  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  then  such 
provision  shall  be  considered  separately  and  apart  from 
the  remaining  provisions,  which  shall  remain  in  full  force 
and  effect. 

1 1-5C.13  Implementation. 

The  Commissioner  and  the  Commissioner  of  Inspec- 
tional  Services  shall  prepare  and  promulgate  the  docu- 
ments and  forms  required  by  these  sections  within  ninety 
(90)  calendar  days  of  passage. 

Each  and  every  Owner-Operator  shall  submit  the  regis- 
tration materials  required  by  these  sections  within  ninety 
(90)  calendar  days  of  promulgation  of  documents  and 
forms  by  the  Commissioner  and  the  Commissioner  of  In- 
spectional  Services. 

The  provisions  of  these  sections  shall  be  effective  im- 
mediately but  issuance  and  enforcement  of  fines  hereun- 
der shall  not  be  authorized  until  two  hundred  forty  (240) 
calendar  days  after  passage.

AN  ORDINANCE  REGARDING 
THE  REGISTRATION  OF  LABORATORIES 
IN  THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON 

Whereas:  The  City  of  Boston  is  home  to  many  col- 
leges, universities,  hospitals,  and  research  organizations 
that  have  laboratories  for  teaching  and  research  purposes; 
and 

Whereas:  Many  of  the  laboratories  utilize  toxic  or  haz- 
ardous materials  which  should  require  a  relationship  with 
the  Boston  Fire  Department;  and 

Whereas:  Although  the  Boston  Fire  Department  (BFD) 
inspects  some  of  these  facilities,  it  remains  unclear  wheth- 
er or  not  some  laboratories  use  chemicals  and  work  with 
materials  for  which  the  BFD  is  unaware  and  which,  in 
the  event  of  emergency,  could  pose  a  threat  to  firefighters, 
other  first  responders,  employees,  and  residents;  and 

Whereas:  A  mechanism  should  be  created  and  imple- 
mented whereby  each  and  every  research  facility  registers 
its  laboratories  with  the  City  of  Boston  in  which  hazard- 
ous materials  and  chemicals  are  documented  so  that  the 
first  responders  (BFD,  BPD,  EMS)  are  notified  of  the  haz- 
ardous materials  and  chemicals  on  the  premises;  and 

Whereas:  Fiscal  responsibility  dictates  that  a  fee  struc- 
ture be  designed  to  accompany  the  registration  schedule 
in  order  to  avoid  burdening  the  taxpayers  of  the  City  of 
Boston  with  the  costs  associated  with  these  privately 
owned  and  operated  facilities.  NOW  THEREFORE, 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol- 
lows: 

CBC  Chapter  XI  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  CBC 
1 1-5C  as  follows: 

1 1-5C  Registration  of  Laboratories. 

1 1-5C.1  Purpose. 

As  a  state,  regional,  national,  and  international  medi- 
cal, educational,  and  commercial  center,  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton is  home  to  over  five  thousand  (5,000)  laboratories 
advancing  cutting  edge  technologies  and  techniques  that 
seek  to  benefit  the  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston,  the 
residents  of  Massachusetts  and  the  United  States,  and  the 
population  of  the  world.  In  this  pursuit,  however,  many 
laboratories  utilize  or  generate  radioactive,  infectious, 
toxic,  hazardous,  or  noxious  substances,  chemicals,  or 
conditions.  These  substances,  chemicals,  or  conditions 
have  the  latent  and  actual  capacity  to  inflict  grave  harm 
upon  people  ill-equipped  to  manage  their  harmful  condi- 
tions in  the  event  of  a  public  health  or  public  safety  emer- 
gency. The  primary  responders  (for  example,  BFD,  BPD, 
and7or  EMS)  do  not  currently  have  information  that  may 
prove  critical  to  their  emergency  response  —  they  do  not 
know  where  all  of  the  laboratories  are  located  in  the  City 
of  Boston  and  they  do  not  know  what  is  contained  within 
these  laboratories.  These  sections,  by  requiring  registra- 
tion of  laboratories  and  inspections  of  laboratories,  will, 
once  fully  implemented,  ensure  that  the  public  safety  and 
public  health  personnel  have  the  information  that  they 
need  to  adequately,  effectively,  and  safely  respond  to  any 
emergencies  occurring  within  laboratories  in  order  to  pro- 
tect the  welfare  of  the  laboratory,  the  neighborhood,  and 
the  greater  population. 

11-5C.2  Definitions. 

Unless  specifically  indicated  otherwise,  the  definitions 
contained  in  CBC  11-4,  11-5,  and  1 1-5 A  shall  apply  and 
control  in  these  sections. 
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(a)  City  shall  mean  the  City  of  Boston. 

(b)  Commissioner  shall  mean  the  Commissioner  of  the 
Boston  Fire  Department. 

(c)  Laboratory  shall  mean  (i)  a  building,  room,  or  work- 
place designed  and/or  used  for  the  development,  conduct, 
or  observation  of  scientific,  including  but  not  limited  to 
the  medical,  chemical,  physical,  or  biological  disciplines, 
experimentation  or  research,  including  non-routine  test- 
ing, analysis,  experimentation,  or  other  similar  activities 
that  involve  the  use  or  storage  of  hazardous  materials  as 
defined  by  Section  20.02(C)  of  the  City  of  Boston  Fire 
Department  Fire  Prevention  Code.  Specifically  exclud- 
ed from  this  definition  are  classroom  laboratories,  dark 
rooms,  autoclave  rooms,  pharmacies,  drug  stores,  physi- 
cian's offices  or  the  offices  of  other  direct-care  health  care 
providers,  hospital  or  health  care  dispensaries,  or  other 
facilities  providing  medication  directly  to  patients. 

(d)  Laboratory  Facility  shall  mean  a  building  or  a  por- 
tion of  a  building  containing  one  or  more  Laboratories 
operated  by  a  single  Owner-Operator.  No  Laboratory 
Facility  may  be  comprised  of  more  than  one  building  or 
physical  address. 

(e)  Owner  shall  mean  a  person  or  entity  that  owns  a 
Laboratory  or  a  Laboratory  Facility. 

(f)  Owner-Operator  shall  mean  a  person  or  entity  that 
operates  a  Laboratory  or  Laboratory  Facility  and  shall  in- 
clude an  Owner-Operator's  duly  authorized  agent. 

1 1-5C.3  Registration  and  Database. 

On  or  after  January  1  but  no  later  than  April  1  of  every 
calendar  year  subsequent  to  the  year  of  a  Laboratory's  or 
a  Laboratory  Facility's  initial  registration,  every  Owner- 
Operator  shall  register  with  the  Commissioner  each  and 
every  Laboratory  or  Laboratory  Facility  of  the  Owner- 
Operator  which  shall  include  the  most  current  informa- 
tion available  to  the  Owner-Operator,  but  in  no  event  shall 
that  information  be  less  recent  than  December  3 1  of  the 
prior  calendar  year.  The  Commissioner  shall  prepare  the 
forms  for  registration  which  shall  require  the  Owner- 
Operator  to  identify  (i)  the  name  and  contact  information 
of  the  Owner-Operator,  (ii)  the  physical  address  of  each 
and  every  Laboratory  Facility  of  the  Owner-Operator,  and 
(iii)  the  names  and  contact  information  of  one  or  more 
emergency  coordinator(s)  for  each  Laboratory  Facil- 
ity location.  The  forms  for  registration  shall  require  the 
Owner-Operator  to  certify  that  the  Laboratory  Facility 
is  in  compliance  with  Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code  86-1 
with  respect  to  the  posting  of  signage  for  the  identifica- 
tion of  hazardous  materials  located  within  a  Laboratory 
and  a  Laboratory  Facility.  The  forms  for  registration  shall 
require  the  Owner-Operator  to  certify  that  it  has  adopted 
an  internal  set  of  written  policies,  practices,  and/or  proce- 
dures to  ensure  compliance  with  these  sections. 

The  emergency  coordinator  identified  in  the  registra- 
tion may  be  a  24  hour  per  day/7  days  per  week/365  days 
per  year  operations  center  of  the  Owner-Operator  provid- 
ed that  the  operations  center  has  24  hour  per  day/7  days 
per  week/365  days  per  year  access  to  an  individual  with 
proficiency  and  knowledge  of  the  facilities  and  operations 
in  the  Laboratory  or  Laboratory  Facility  related  to  the  re- 
quirements of  these  sections. 

All  registration  forms  shall  be  completed  by  the  Own- 
er-Operator of  the  Laboratory  or  Laboratory  Facility  and 
executed  by  the  Owner-Operator  under  the  pains  and  pen- 
alties of  perjury. 

The  Commissioner  may  develop  and  provide  a  pro- 
cess for  an  electronic  method  of  registration  by  Owner- 
Operators. 

For  public  safety  purposes  only,  the  Commissioner 
shall,  on  or  before  July  1  of  every  calendar  year,  prepare 
a  database  of  the  information  collected  pursuant  to  the 
registration  of  Laboratories  and/or  Laboratory  Facilities 
which  shall  be  accessible  by  the  Boston  Fire  Department, 
the  Boston  Police  Department,  the  Boston  Public  Health 
Commission,  the  Boston  Emergency  Medical  Services, 
the  Boston  Emergency  Management  Agency,  and  the  In- 
spectional  Services  Department  and  which  shall  be  added 
to  the  City  of  Boston  Public  Safety  Computer-Aided 
Dispatch  (CAD)  System.  The  Commissioner  shall  make 


a  hard  copy  of  this  database  available  to  its  district  sta- 
tions. 

As  long  as  they  are  located  within  the  same  building 
and  at  the  same  physical  address,  an  Owner-Operator  may 
elect  to  aggregate  Laboratories  into  a  Laboratory  Facility 
for  purposes  of  these  sections.  In  no  event  may  a  Labo- 
ratory or  a  Laboratory  Facility  include  Laboratories  or 
Laboratory  Facilities  that  are  not  in  the  same  building  and 
at  the  same  physical  address. 

1 1-5C.4  Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code. 

Each  Laboratory  and/or  Laboratory  Facility  shall  com- 
ply with  Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code  86-1  as  it  may  be 
revised  or  replaced,  with  respect  to  the  posting  of  signage 
for  the  identification  of  hazardous  materials  located  with- 
in the  Laboratory  and/or  Laboratory  Facility. 

1 1-5C.5  Emergency  Data  and  Response  Plans. 

The  Owner-Operator  of  each  Laboratory  and/or  Labo- 
ratory Facility  shall  maintain  hard-copy  or  soft-copy 
of  information,  or  the  means  to  immediately  obtain  the 
information,  at  the  Laboratory  or  Laboratory  Facility 
that,  in  an  emergency,  shall  be  immediately  available  to 
the  Owner-Operator  and  to  the  first  responders  such  as 
the  Boston  Fire  Department,  the  Police  Department,  or 
Emergency  Medical  Services,  as  well  as  other  local,  state, 
regional,  or  federal  public  health  or  public  safety  agen- 
cies that  may  be  required  to  respond  to  an  emergency  or 
incident  at  a  Laboratory  or  a  Laboratory  Facility  and  that 
includes,  at  a  minimum,  the  following: 

(a)  Floor  plans  or  other  means  or  materials  to  assist 
first  responders  in  locating  Laboratories  within  a  Labora- 
tory Facility;  and 

(b)  Name  and  contact  information  of  at  least  one  (1) 
emergency  coordinator  for  the  Laboratory  or  Labora- 
tory Facility  who  is  knowledgeable  about  the  nature  of 
the  operations  and/or  the  hazards  that  may  be  located  or 
who  has  immediate  access  to  a  person  who  is  knowledge- 
able about  the  nature  of  the  operations  and/or  the  hazards 
that  may  be  located  in  the  Laboratories  located  within  the 
Laboratory  Facility;  and 

(c)  Access  cards  and/or  keys  to  all  Laboratories  in  the 
Laboratory  Facility;  and 

(d)  Any  additional  information  reasonably  requested 
by  the  Boston  Fire  Department  during  its  pre-incident 
planning  process  with  the  Owner-Operator  to  identify  the 
means  by  which  a  first  responder  may  obtain  information 
about  special  or  unique  hazardous  materials  that  might 
be  present  in  specific  Laboratories,  including  Material 
Safety  Data  Sheet  access  instructions  for  those  materials 
where  an  emergency  response  may  require  unique  protec- 
tion of  person  or  property. 

The  Commissioner  is  authorized  to  augment  this  list 
through  the  promulgation  of  regulations  upon  consulta- 
tion with  the  Technical  Advisory  Group  appointed  pursu- 
ant to  these  sections. 

1 1-5C.6  Inspections. 

In  order  to  ensure  that  the  public  health  and  the  public 
safety  are  protected  and  the  City  of  Boston  first  respond- 
ers are  protected  from  the  potential  hazards  that  may  be 
posed  by  Laboratories  and/or  Laboratory  Facilities,  on  or 
before  the  first  anniversary  of  the  passage  of  these  sec- 
tions and  subsequent  to  analysis  of  the  information  col- 
lected through  the  registration  processes  required  by  these 
sections,  the  Commissioner  shall  implement  a  program  of 
inspection  of  Laboratories  and/or  Laboratory  Facilities. 
At  the  discretion  of  the  Commissioner,  this  programmatic 
inspection  may  require  full  physical  inspections  of  the 
Laboratories  and/or  Laboratory  Facilities  or  may  require 
only  inspection  of  the  Laboratories  or  Laboratory  Facili- 
ties compliance  with  the  registration  requirements,  emer- 
gency preparedness  including  but  not  limited  to  the  infor- 
mation required  to  be  readily  available  to  first  responders, 
and  signage. 

The  Commissioner  may  collaborate  and  cooperate 
with  the  Commissioner  of  the  Inspectional  Services  De- 
partment in  developing  a  program  of  inspections. 

Any  Owner-Operator  that  know  ingly  impedes,  inhibits. 
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interferes  with,  restricts,  or  obstructs  entry  and  free  ac- 
cess to  the  Laboratory  and/or  the  Laboratory  Facility  for 
the  purposes  delineated  in  these  sections  then  the  Com- 
missioner and/or  the  Commissioner  of  the  Inspectional 
Services  Department  may  seek  in  a  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction  an  inspection  warrant  that  allows  for  the  in- 
spection of  the  site  and  apprises  said  Owner-Operator 
concerning  the  nature  of  the  inspection,  the  scope  of  the 
inspection,  the  justification  for  the  inspection,  and  may 
seek  the  assistance  of  the  law  enforcement  community  in 
presenting  said  warrant. 

If  any  person  knowingly  impedes,  inhibits,  interferes 
with,  restricts,  or  obstructs  entry  and  free  access  to  the 
Laboratory  and/or  the  Laboratory  Facility  for  the  pur- 
poses delineated  in  these  sections  then  the  Commissioner 
or  the  Commissioner  of  the  Inspectional  Services  Depart- 
ment may  seek  in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  an 
inspection  warrant  that  allows  for  the  inspection  of  the 
site  and  apprises  said  person  or  other  person  concerning 
the  nature  of  the  inspection,  the  scope  of  the  inspection, 
the  justification  for  the  inspection,  and  may  seek  the  as- 
sistance of  the  law  enforcement  community  in  presenting 
said  warrant. 

1 1-5C.7  Registration  and  Inspection  Guide. 

The  Commissioner  and  the  Commissioner  of  the  In- 
spectional Services  Department  shall  prepare  for  public 
distribution  a  guide  of  not  more  than  two  (2)  pages  which 
summarizes  the  registration  and  inspection  requirements. 
The  requirements  of  this  section  may  be  satisfied  through 
the  publication  or  presentation  of  the  guide  in  a  down- 
loadable format  on  the  City's  website.  Each  and  every 
Owner-Operator  shall  ensure  that  a  hard  copy  of  this 
guide  is  posted  at  all  times  in  the  Laboratory  Facility  in  a 
place  clearly  visible  to  all  persons  employed  by  or  work- 
ing in  the  Laboratory  Facility.  An  Owner-Operator  may 
supplement  this  posting  requirement  through  electronic 
distribution  or  electronic  posting  of  this  guide  and  such 
methods  may  substitute  for  the  physical  posting  only  with 
the  approval  of  the  Commissioner  and  the  Commissioner 
of  the  Inspectional  Services  Department. 

Each  and  every  Owner  shall  annually  supply  hard  copy 
of  the  Registration  and  Inspection  Guide  to  each  and 
every  Laboratory  in  each  and  every  Laboratory  Facility 
owned  by  the  Owner. 

1 1-5 C. 8  Registration  Fee. 

The  annual  registration  fee  shall  be  derived  accord- 
ing to  total  area  of  the  Laboratory  or  Laboratory  Facility 
submitting  the  registration  as  follows:  (i)  a  Laboratory  or 
Laboratory  Facility  with  1  s.f.  -  25,000  s.f.  shall  remit  five 
hundred  dollars  and  no  cents  ($500.00),  (ii)  a  Laboratory 
or  Laboratory  Facility  with  25,001  s.f.  -  100,000  s.f.  shall 
remit  six  hundred  fifty  dollars  and  no  cents  ($650.00), 
(iii)  a  Laboratory  or  Laboratory  Facility  with  100,001  s.f. 
-  250,000  s.f.  shall  remit  seven  hundred  fifty  dollars  and 
no  cents  ($750.00),  and  (iv)  a  Laboratory  or  Laboratory 
for  the  same  violation  in  a  Laboratory  and/or  Laboratory 
Facility  to  any  Owner-Operator,  person,  or  entity. 

The  Commissioner  and  the  Commissioner  of  Inspec- 
tional Services  Department  may  commence  an  action  in 
the  Courts  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  for 
violations  that  remain  uncorrected  for  more  than  thirty 
(30)  calendar  days  and  for  fines  that  remain  unpaid  for 
more  than  sixty  (60)  calendar  days. 

1 1-5C.  10  Technical  Advisory  Committee. 

The  Commissioner  shall  appoint  twelve  (12)  people  to 
a  Technical  Advisory  Committee  (TAC)  that  shall  be  com- 
posed of  six  (6)  representatives  of  the  research  laboratory 
community  and  six  (6)  public  officials.  The  TAC  shall 
meet  at  least  twice  annually  to  promote  the  understand- 
ing of  hazards  and  mitigation  measures  in  the  laboratory 
environment,  to  exchange  best  practices  in  laboratory  op- 
erations, to  promote  consistent  application  of  the  require- 
ments of  these  sections,  and  to  devise  the  parameters  and 
execution  of  the  programmatic  inspections  anticipated  by 
these  sections. 


1 1 -5C.  1 1  Regulatory  Authority  . 

The  Commissioner  and  the  Commissioner  of  the  In- 
spectional Services  Department  shall  have  the  authority 
to  promulgate  rules  and  regulations  necessary  to  imple- 
ment and  enforce  these  sections  and  shall  consult  with 
the  Technical  Advisory  Committee  appointed  pursuant  to 
these  sections. 

11 -5C.  12  Severability. 

If  any  provision  of  these  sections  shall  be  held  to  be 
invalid  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  then  such 
provision  shall  be  considered  separately  and  apart  from 
the  remaining  provisions,  which  shall  remain  in  full  force 
and  effect. 

1 1-5C.13  Implementation. 

The  Commissioner  and  the  Commissioner  of  Inspec- 
tional Services  shall  prepare  and  promulgate  the  docu- 
ments and  forms  required  by  these  sections  within  ninety 
(90)  calendar  days  of  passage. 

Each  and  every  Owner-Operator  shall  submit  the  regis- 
tration materials  required  by  these  sections  within  ninety 
(90)  calendar  days  of  promulgation  of  documents  and 
forms  by  the  Commissioner  and  the  Commissioner  of  In- 
spectional Services. 

The  provisions  of  these  sections  shall  be  effective  im- 
mediately but  issuance  and  enforcement  of  fines  hereun- 
der shall  not  be  authorized  until  two  hundred  forty  (240) 
calendar  days  after  passage.

OF  IMPLEMENTING  PROGRAM  RE:  HUN- 
DREDS OF  CASES  EACH  YEAR  OF  FIRE  EX- 
TINGUISHERS VANDALIZED  AND  MISUSED 
IN  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS  (DOCKET  NO.  0921) 

Councilor  TOBIN  offered  the  following: 
Whereas:  There  are  hundreds  of  cases  each  year  of  fire 
extinguishers  vandalized  and  misused  in  public  schools 
all  over  the  country,  resulting  in  school  disruptions  and 
costly,  time-consuming  clean  ups;  and 

Whereas:  All  aspects  of  a  facility's  fire  security  panel 
including  sprinklers,  smoke  detectors,  and  manual  pull 
stations  are  monitored  except  for  the  fire  extinguishers 
and 

Whereas:  There  is  technology  available  which  indi- 
cates when  an  extinguisher  is  removed  from  its  case,  falls 
out  of  pressure  range,  is  tampered  with,  or  w  hen  access  to 
the  extinguisher  is  continually  blocked.  This  technology 
will  also  not  allow  a  non-pressurized  extinguisher  back 
into  service;  and 

Whereas:  This  technology  is  recognized  by  the  United 
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States  Department  of  Homeland  Security  in  response  to 
recent  terror  attacks  involving  fire  extinguishers,  and  the 
Safer  Secure  School  Program,  a  joint  program  between 
the  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency  (FEMA) 
and  the  National  Association  of  State  Fire  Marshals,  and 
is  installed  in  schools  in  Goffstown  NH,  Rockaway  NJ, 
Anchorage  AK,  and  other  cities  and  towns  across  Amer- 
ica; therefore  be  it 

Ordered:  That  the  appropriate  committee  of  the  Boston 
City  Council  conduct  a  hearing  to  discuss  the  feasibil- 
ity of  implementing  this  program  throughout  the  Boston 
Public  Schools  and  invite  the  appropriate  BPS  representa- 
tives, Boston  Fire  Department  representatives,  and  mem- 
bers of  the  public  to  testify.

ROOFTOPS  WITHIN  CITY  (DOCKET  NO.  0924) 

Councilors  ROSS  and  MCDERMOTT  offered  the  fol- 
lowing: 

Whereas:  Recently,  a  medical  student  tragically  fell  to 
his  death  while  climbing  a  fire  escape  to  get  to  his  roof  in 
the  neighborhood  of  the  Back  Bay;  and 

Whereas:  It  was  reported  that  the  building  owner  had 
failed  to  comply  with  existing  regulations  for  the  past  five 
years  as  required  by  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas:  The  safety  of  persons  on  a  rooftop  may  be 
jeopardized  by  failure  to  inspect  the  fire  escapes  or  to  set 
regulations  on  the  number  of  persons  allowed  on  a  roof- 
top; Therefore  be  it

BOR (DOCKET  NO.  0925) 

Councilors  MURPHY,  FEENEY,  KELLY,  LAMAT- 
TINA,  MCDERMOTT  and  YOON  offered  the  following: 

Whereas:  Over  the  last  several  years  Mayor  Thomas  M. 
Menino  has  complained  about  the  serious  threat  to  public 
safety  that  an  LNG  tanker  traveling  through  Boston's  in- 
ner harbor  to  the  Distrigas  terminal  in  Everett  poses  to  the 
general  population  on  the  city;  and 

Whereas:  On  Thursday,  July  6,  2006  the  City  Council 
Committee  on  Public  Safety  held  a  hearing  on  this  very 
same  topic;  and 

Whereas:  Attending  and  testifying  were  Carlo  Boc- 
cia,  Director  of  the  Mayors  Office  of  Homeland  Security, 
Deputy  Chief  Gerard  Fontana  of  the  Boston  Fire  Depart- 
ment, Edward  Kelly,  President  of  the  Boston  Firefighters 
Union  Local  #718  1AFF,  and  Richard  Clarke,  former  se- 
nior White  House  Counter-terrorism  Official  in  both  the 
Clinton  and  George  W.  Bush  administrations;  and 

Whereas:  Testimony  from  these  expert  witnesses  con- 
firmed the  mayor's  fears  that  the  general  population  and 
infrastructure  of  the  City  of  Boston  is  placed  in  serious 
jeopardy  each  time  an  LNG  tanker  traverses  Boston's  in- 
ner harbor;  and 

Whereas:  Mr.  Clarke  was  asked  last  year  to  perform  a 
study  of  the  suitability  of  placing  and  LNG  facility  in  the 
inner  harbor  area  of  Providence,  Rhode  Island;  and 

Whereas:  Mr.  Clarke's  assessment  of  Providence  was 
that  security  risks  abounded  placing  an  LNG  facility  in 
an  urban  area  such  as  Providence  and  following  his  report 
the  U.S.  government  denied  issuing  the  licensure  of  the 
proposed  Providence  facility;  and 

Whereas:  Boston  is  the  only  densely  populated  urban 
area  that  contains  an  operational  LNG  facility  and  under 
current  safety  parameters  it  is  highly  likely  that  the  Ev- 
erett facility,  if  it  were  being  proposed  today,  would  be 
deemed  unsafe  by  post  9-1 1  security  standards;  and 

Whereas:  Testimony  given  at  the  City  Council  hear- 
ing on  July  6,  2006  indicated  that  if  an  LNG  tanker  was 
breached  in  Boston  harbor  casualties  would  be  serious 
and  severe;  and 

Whereas:  An  LNG  tanker  incident  would  cause  a  flash 
fire  (LNG  vapors  igniting  almost  instantaneously)  that 
would  travel  1 .3  miles  in  every  direction  from  the  tanker 
and  every  wooden  structure  within  the  zone  would  be  in- 
cinerated; and 

Whereas:  This  initial  flash  fire  would  be  the  catalyst 
for  hundreds  of  smaller  pool  fires  on  land  which  would 
quickly  overwhelm  the  fire  fighting  capabilities  of  Bos- 
ton's fire  department;  and  also  exhaust  the  region's  mutual 
aid  system  and  the  Boston  area's  water  system;  and 

Whereas:  Such  an  incident  positioned  at  the  right  lo- 
cation would  cause  widespread  damage  to  possibly  sev- 
eral neighborhoods  of  Boston,  as  well  as  Cambridge  and 
Somerville  and  the  loss  of  life  depending  on  the  timing 
of  such  an  incident  could  be  in  the  tens  of  thousands  to 
possibly  over  a  hundred  thousand;  and 

Whereas:  The  United  States  Coast  Guard  is  currently 
responsible  for  the  security  of  the  tanker  as  it  enters  the 
harbor  and  remains  responsible  for  security  until  the  tank- 
er is  off-loaded  at  the  Everett  site;  and 

Whereas:  The  Coast  Guard  failed  to  show  up  at  the 
City  Council  hearing  on  July  6,  2006  and  has  also  failed 
to  convene  joint  exercises  with  the  City  of  Boston's  Pub- 
lic Safety  agencies  to  prepare  emergency  personnel  to 
respond  to  an  LNG  incident  similar  to  the  one  described 
previously;  and 

Whereas:  There  is  currently  before  the  State  Legisla- 
ture a  bill  (H4500)  which  would  establish  an  LNG  facility 
at  the  edge  of  Boston  Harbor  on  outer  Brewster  Island, 
this  facility  would  have  double  the  capacity  of  the  Everett 
facility  and  would  greatly  enhance  security  in  and  around 
Boston  Harbor  because  LNG  would  be  piped  in  under  the 
harbor  through  natural  gas  lines  onto  the  mainland;  and 

Whereas:  Security  would  further  be  enhanced  by  negat- 
ing two  major  logistical  problems  that  the  Everett  facility 
represents:  (1)  LNG  tankers  would  transit  through  open 
ocean  and  away  from  heavily  populated  areas  and  (2)  a 
flash  fire  incident  such  as  the  one  previously  described 
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would  not  reach  residential  areas  because  no  residential 
areas  are  within  the  1 .3  mile  danger  zone;  and 

Whereas:  It  is  clear  that  the  New  England  region's  en- 
ergy needs  must  continue  to  be  met  but  that  the  current 
method  of  LNG  travel  through  densely  populated  areas  of 
the  harbor  cannot  safely  continue  and  was  described  at  the 
council  hearing  as  a  floating  time  bomb;  and 

Whereas:  There  are  terrorists  abroad  and  maybe  even 
at  home  that  strive  to  find  ways  to  attack  people  and  the 
infrastructure  of  the  United  States  and  such  a  coordinated 
attack  on  an  LNG  tanker  would  have  the  effect  of  fulfill- 
ing the  goals  of  those  terror  groups  because  the  damage  to 
the  infrastructure  would  be  severe,  potentially  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  lives  would  be  lost  and  the  successful 
breaching  of  a  tanker  would  have  a  spectacular  psycho- 
logical aspect  to  it  and  because  of  all  the  above  mentioned 
facts;  and  therefore  be  it 

Resolved:  That  the  Boston  City  Council  joins  Mayor 
Menino  in  expressing  its  deep  concern  over  the  current 
practice  of  weekly  trips  through  densely  populated  Bos- 
ton Harbor  of  an  LNG  tanker  traveling  to  the  Distrigas 
terminal  in  Everett.  While  we  acknowledge  the  energy 
needs  of  the  region,  which  include  LNG,  the  City  Council 
supports  efforts  to  end  this  dangerous  practice  of  tankers 
traversing  the  harbor  by  trying  to  find  alternative  sites  and 
alternative  methods  of  delivery  of  LNG  to  the  New  Eng- 
land region;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved:  That  the  Boston  City  Council  calls  upon  the 
United  States  Coast  Guard  to  immediately  begin  joint 
safety  drills  with  the  City  of  Boston's  public  safety  agen- 
cies and  further  that  the  United  States  Coast  Guard  devel- 
ops a  Professional  Hazard  Analysis  of  the  current  situ- 
ation in  Boston  Harbor  and  issues  a  report  to  interested 
parties  once  the  analysis  is  complete;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved:  Such  a  viable  solution  is  currently  under 
consideration  at  the  State  House  in  the  form  of  H4500 
filed  by  Representative  Brian  Dempsey  which  would  cre- 
ate an  LNG  terminal  on  outer  Brewster  Island  on  the  har- 
bor with  the  ability  to  use  underground  pipelines  to  bring 
liquefied  gas  to  the  mainland  and  remove  the  weekly 
threat  that  the  LNG  tanker  poses  to  the  residents,  busi- 
ness, general  population  and  infrastructure  of  the  City  of 
Boston  and  further  that  this  resolution  be  transmitted  to 
His  Excellency  the  Governor,  President  and  members  of 
the  Senate  and  Speaker  and  members  of  the  House 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Safety.

Whereas:  The  City  of  Boston  has  permanently  lost 
886  subsidized  apartments  for  low  income  families  since 
1996  due  to  owners  decisions  to  opt  out  of  HUD  pro- 
grams; and 

Whereas:  an  estimated  9,309  additional  apartments  re- 
main at  risk  of  conversion  to  market  rent  housing  in  the 
City  of  Boston  in  the  next  five  years;  and 

Whereas:  the  owner  of  High  Point  Village  in  Roslin- 
dale  has  already  given  notice  of  plans  to  convert  540  sub- 
sidized apartments  for  low  and  moderate  income  fami- 
lies into  market  rent  apartments  when  the  40  year  HUD 
contracts  expire  on  August  31,  2006,  representing  a  pen- 
nanent  loss  of  affordable  rental  housing  for  the  City  of 
Boston;  and 

Whereas:  an  additional  2,500  apartments  in  Boston 
face  the  new  crisis  of  expiring  40  year  HUD  mortgages 
by  2012; and 

Whereas:  Since  1996,  the  Boston  City  Council  has 
voted  unanimously  on  four  occasions,  and  Mayor  Menino 
has  filed,  with  the  state  legislature,  a  Home  Rule  Petition 
to  Save  Affordable  Housing  which  would  give  the  city 


no-cost  tools  to  preserve  these  at-risk  apartments  as  af- 
fordable housing  while  guaranteeing  owners  a  fair  rate  of 
return;  and 

Whereas:  in  the  current  legislative  session,  the  City  of 
Boston's  Home  Rule  Petition,  H.4127,  has  been  sent  to 
a  legislative  study  despite  letters  of  support  from  Mayor 
Menino,  the  Boston  House  delegation  and  other  Repre- 
sentatives, and  strong  support  from  tenants  and  housing 
advocacy  groups,  Boston  City  Councilors,  Mayor  Menino 
and  state  legislators  at  legislative  public  hearings,  with 
minimal  public  opposition;  and 

Whereas:  the  Joint  Committee  on  Housing  has  report- 
ed out  a  bill,  H.3167,  enabling  Boston  to  purchase  at-risk 
developments  at  unrestricted  market  value,  which,  while 
helpful,  would  at  best  guarantee  preservation  of  only  50% 
of  Boston's  at  risk  subsidized  apartments;  and 

Whereas:  he  legislature  is  considering  only  $2  mil- 
lion in  new  funds  statewide  for  the  purchase  of  at-risk 
subsidized  housing,  in  contrast  to  an  estimated  replace- 
ment cost  for  9,309  at-risk  units  of  $665  million  in 
Boston  alone  according  to  the  City  of  Boston's  Depart- 
ment of  Neighborhood  Development;  and  THEREFORE 
BE  IT 

Resolved:  that  the  Boston  City  Council  urges  House 
Speaker  Dimasi,  Senate  President  Travaglini  and  other 
legislative  leaders  to  secure  passage  of  H.4127,  in  addi- 
tion to  H.3167,  in  time  to  save  High  Point  Village  as  af- 
fordable housing;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved:  that  the  Boston  City  Council  calls  upon  the 
Boston  delegation  of  the  General  Court  to  make  a  renewed 
effort  to  secure  passage  of  H.4127;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved:  That  the  Boston  City  Council  urges  Mayor 
Menino  to  contact  legislative  leaders;  assign  city  resourc- 
es and  meet  with  tenant  &  housing  advocacy  groups  and 
Council  supporters  to  coordinate  strategies  to  ensure  pas- 
sage of  H.4127,  and  to  preserve  High  Point  Village  and 
other  at-risk  developments  as  affordable  housing.

Whereas:  similar  dangers  are  posed  by  shipments  of 
viral  specimens  for  the  proposed  Bio  4  laboratory  to  be 
built  and  operated  by  Boston  University  on  Albany  Street;

Whereas:  the  shipments  to  the  Bio  4  laboratory  will 
bring  into  the  streets  of  Boston  packages  containing  the 
most  dangerous  viruses  known  to  human  kind,  including 
many  for  which  there  is  no  known  cure;  and

shipments  will  travel  through  the  streets  of  Boston  in 
commercial  carriers;  and 

Whereas:  there  has  been  no  substantial  discussion  by 
University,  City,  State,  or  Federal  officials  regarding  the 
safety  precautions  to  protect  these  specimens  from  ter- 
rorist attack;  and 

Whereas:  a  terrorist  attack  on  a  Federal  Express,  Unit- 
ed parcel,  or  other  commercial  carrier  transporting  dan- 
gerous viruses  would  have  disastrous  consequences  for 
the  City:  Therefore  Be  It; 
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Ordered:  that  the  appropriate  committee  of  the  Bos- 
ton City  Council  invite  to  a  hearing  representatives  of 
the  Mayor's  Office,  Boston  Public  Health  Commission, 
Boston  University,  Boston  Fire  Department,  Boston  Po- 
lice Department,  representatives  of  commercial  carriers, 
and  the  Office  of  Homeland  Security  to  discuss  planning 
to  prevent  terrorist  attacks  on  shipments  to  and  from  the 
Bio  4  laboratory,

Dear  Councillors: 

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval  an  Ordinance 
establishing  delivery  standards  for  rental  housing  units 
in  the  City  of  Boston.  This  Ordinance  defines  certain 
baseline  conditions  to  be  met  by  owners  of  rental  hous- 
ing in  the  City  of  Boston  upon  the  renting  of  units  to  new 
tenants.  The  proposed  Ordinance  further  clarifies  and  en- 
hances the  protection  afforded  to  renters  and  landlords  by 
Ordinance  9-1.3,  concerning  the  Re-inspection  of  Rental 
Units. 

The  proposed  ordinance  recognizes  the  importance  of 
maintaining  a  ready  supply  of  sanitary  rental  housing  in 
the  City  of  Boston.  The  proposed  Ordinance  would  allow 
tenants  moving  into  rental  units  to  request  Inspectional 
Services  to  perform  basic  inspections  within  24  hours  of 
moving  in.  The  proposed  Ordinance  also  affords  landlords 
of  rental  units  a  definite  period  of  time  in  which  to  remedy 
violations  of  the  State  Sanitary  Code.  By  further  clarify- 
ing and  explaining  the  existing  duties  and  rights  of  renters 
and  landlords,  the  proposed  Ordinance  helps  maintain  an 
equitable  balance  between  the  interests  of  property  own- 
ers and  residents  of  rental  housing  units.

CBC  CHAPTER  IX,  SECTION  9-1.5  DELIVERY

Whereas:  Thousands  of  rental  units  are  turned  over  an- 
nually in  the  Boston  and  city  inspectors  have  observed 
that  a  significant  number  of  these  dwelling  units  are  deliv- 
ered to  new  tenants  without  basic  safety  and  sanitary  code 
requirements  being  met. 

Whereas:  Thousands  of  rental  units  are  turned  over  an- 
nually in  the  Boston  and  city  inspectors  have  observed 
that  a  significant  number  of  Absentee  Owners  are  not  pro- 
viding occupants  with  appropriate  contact  information  so 
that  they  be  reached  to  address  maintenance  problems. 

Whereas:  The  current  enforcement  tools  available  to 
city  inspectors  under  the  Housing  Code  (105  CMR  410) 
and  the  City  of  Boston  rental  re-inspection  ordinance 
(CBC  9-1.3)  require  that  inspectors  document  the  vio- 
lations that  they  observe,  and  then  provide  the  property 
owner  with  time  to  correct  the  violations.  Property  own- 
ers often  have  as  much  as  30  to  45  days,  after  delivery 
before  enforcement  penalties  can  be  applied. 

Whereas:  The  current  laws  create  a  system  where 
many  property  owners  are  willing  to  risk  being  caught, 
and  then  given  time  to  comply,  rather  than  to  bring  their 
dwelling  units  into  compliance  with  minimum  safety 
standards  prior  to  delivery.  Passage  of  this  ordinance  will 
further  strengthen  our  housing  laws  and  will  supplement 
the  existing  rental  re-inspection  ordinance  (CBC  9-1.3) 
which  endeavors  to  ensure  the  availability  of  safe  decent 
housing.  NOW  THEREFORE, 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol- 
lows: 

9-1.5  Rental  dwelling  unit  delivery  standards. 

Whenever  a  rental  unit  is  turned  over  to  a  new  tenant 
said  rental  unit  must  be  delivered  in  a  safe  and  sanitary 
condition.  Absentee  owners  must  provide  the  occupants 
and  city  officials  with  appropriate  contact  information. 
All  rental  units  must  be  in  compliance  with  the  require- 
ments established  herein  at  the  time  of  delivery  to  a  new 
tenant. 

Compliance  with  requirements  of  this  ordinance.  City 
of  Boston  Code  Ordinance  9-1.5,  does  not  remove  the 
property  owner's  requirements,  under  CBC  9-1.3  (Rental 
Re-Inspection  Ordinance),  to  request  a  rental  unit  inspec- 
tion within  45  days  of  turnover,  to  ensure  that  the  rented 
unit  meets  all  of  the  minimum  requirements  of  the  State 
Sanitary  Code  (105  CMR  410).  Compliance  with  either 
or  both  Ordinances  do  not  restrict  the  rights  of  any  occu- 
pant to,  at  any  time,  request  that  the  Inspectional  Services 
Department  conducts  an  inspection  of  their  rental  prem- 
ises for  violations  of  any  applicable  code. 

9-1 .5a  Definitions. 

For  the  purpose  of  section  9-1.5  the  following  defini- 
tions shall  apply: 

New  Tenant  is  a  person  or  person  who  has  moved  into 
a  rental  dwelling  unit  within  the  previous  24  hours  under 
the  terms  of  a  rental  housing  agreement  to  the  use  and 
occupancy  of  any  dwelling  unit. 

Rental  dwelling  unit  shall  mean  the  part  of  a  building 
that  is  rented  for  use  as  a  home,  residence,  or  sleeping 
place  by  one  or  more  persons  who  maintain  a  household, 
in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Massachusetts 
Building  Code,  780  CMR,  and  the  Massachusetts  State 
Sanitary  Code.  105  CMR  410. 

Property  Owners/ Agents  shall  mean  the  individual 
who  holds  title  to  any  dwelling  unit,  without  limitation. 
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a  partnership,  corporation,  or  trust.  For  purposes  of  this 
section,  the  rights  and  duties  of  the  landlord  hereunder 
shall  be  the  obligation  of  anyone  who  manages,  controls, 
or  customarily  accepts  rent  on  behalf  of  the  landlord. 

Compliance  means  meeting  all  the  requirements  of 
CBC  9-1 .5.  It  shall  also  mean  correcting  any  violations  of 
CBC  9-1.5  in  a  competent  fashion  and  restoring  all  parts 
of  the  dwelling,  or  unit  thereof,  to  their  pre-violation  con- 
dition. Compliance  shall  also  mean,  in  those  cases  where 
licenses  or  permits  are  required  to  perform  work  neces- 
sary to  correct  the  violations,  such  as,  but  not  limited  to, 
building,  plumbing  and  wiring,  that  the  appropriate  of- 
ficial certifies  that  the  work  has  been  completed  in  accor- 
dance with  applicable  laws  and  regulations. 

Safe  means  free  from  conditions  which  may  endanger 
or  materially  impair  the  health  or  safety  and  well-being  of 
an  occupant  or  the  general  public,  examples  of  which  are 
listed  in  105  CMR  410.750,  but  may  include  any  other 
condition  so  certified  by  the  board  of  health  to  be  viola- 
tions which  may  expose  or  subject  to  harm,  the  health  or 
safety,  and  the  well  being  of  an  occupant  or  the  public. 

Garbage  means  the  animal,  vegetable  or  other  organic 
waste  resulting  from  the  handling,  preparing,  cooking, 
consumption  or  cultivation  of  food,  and  containers  and 
cans,  which  have  contained  food  unless  such  containers 
and  cans  have  been  cleaned  or  prepared  for  recycling. 

Means  of  egress  means  a  continuous  and  unobstructed 
path  of  travel  from  any  point  in  a  dwelling  to  an  abutting 
public  way  in  accordance  with  the  Massachusetts  State 
Building  Code,  780  CMR  1002.0. 

Occupant  means  every  person  living  or  sleeping  in  a 
dwelling. 

Provide  means  to  supply  and  pay  for. 

Rubbish  means  combustible  and  noncombustible 
waste  materials,  except  garbage,  and  includes  but  is  not 
limited  to  such  materials  as  paper,  rags,  cartons,  boxes, 
wood,  excelsior,  rubber,  leather,  tree  branches,  yard  trim- 
mings, grass  clippings,  tin  cans,  metals,  mineral  matter, 
glass,  crockery,  dust,  and  the  residue  from  the  burning  of 
wood,  coal,  coke  and  other  combustible  materials. 

Violation  means  any  condition  in  a  rental  unit,  which 
fails  to  meet  any  requirement  of  this  ordinance,  CBC 
9-1.5. 

9-1. 5b  Requirements. 

Property  owners  and  their  agents  shall  deliver  rental 
units  to  new  tenants  in  a  clean,  safe  condition,  in  compli- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  the  City  of  Boston  Code  Or- 
dinance, CBC  9-1 .5,  CBC  9-1 .3,  the  Massachusetts  State 
Sanitary  Code,  105  CMR  410,  and  with  all  other  applica- 
ble codes  and  ordinances.  Rental  units  shall  be  delivered 
meeting  the  following  minimum  requirements: 

1.  Clean  and  sanitary.  The  common  areas  and  the  inte- 
rior of  Rental  units  must  be  in  a  clean  and  sanitary  condi- 
tion, free  of  garbage,  rubbish,  or  other  filth  or  causes  of 
sickness,  at  the  time  of  delivery  to  a  new  tenant. 

2.  Posting  of  ownership  information.  The  owner  of  a 
dwelling  which  is  rented  for  residential  use,  who  does 
not  reside  therein  and  who  does  not  employ  a  manager 
or  agent  for  such  dwelling  who  resides  therein,  shall  post 
and  maintain  or  cause  to  be  posted  and  maintained  on 
such  dwelling  in  a  location  visible  to  the  residents,  a  no- 
tice constructed  of  durable  materials  not  less  than  twenty 
square  inches  in  size,  bearing  his/her  name,  address  and 
current,  active  telephone  number.  Post  office  box  address 
shall  not  satisfy  these  requirements.  If  the  owner  is  a 
realty  trust  or  partnership,  the  name,  address  and  a  cur- 
rent, active  telephone  number  of  the  managing  trustee  or 
partner  shall  be  posted.  If  the  owner  is  a  corporation,  the 
name,  address  and  a  current,  active  telephone  number  of 
the  president  of  the  corporation  shall  be  posted.  Where 
the  owner  employs  a  manager  or  agent  who  does  not  re- 
side in  such  dwelling,  such  manager  or  agent's  name,  ad- 
dress and  current,  active  telephone  number  shall  also  be 
include  in  the  notice.  (See  M.G.L.  c.  143,  §3S.) 

3.  Smoke  detectors.  Property  owners  shall  provide  and 
maintain  smoke  detectors  in  or  adjacent  to  sleeping  areas 
as  required  by  the  regulations  of  the  State  Board  of  Fire 
Prevention  (527  CMR)  or  of  the  State  Fire  Marshal.  If  any 


dwelling  is  found  by  the  Boston  Fire  Department  to  be 
adequately  equipped  with  smoke  detectors,  such  findings 
shall  satisfy  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance. 

4.  Carbon  monoxide  detectors.  Upon  delivery  of  a 
rental  unit  to  a  new  tenant,  the  property  owner  must  pro- 
vide and  maintain  functioning  carbon  monoxide  detectors 
in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  527  CMR  3 1 . 

5.  Safe.  Rental  units  must  be  delivered  free  of  condi- 
tions which  may  endanger  or  materially  impair  the  health 
or  safety  and  well  being  of  an  occupant,  pursuant  to  105 
CMR  410.750.  These  conditions  include,  but  are  not  lim- 
ited to,  failure  to  provide  heat;  failure  to  provide  adequate 
exits;  failure  to  provide  a  toilet;  the  existence  of  structural 
or  other  defects  that  may  expose  the  occupant  or  anyone 
else  to  fire,  burns,  shock,  accident  or  other  dangers  or  im- 
pairment to  health  or  safety. 

9-1. 5c  Enforcement  Process. 

To  seek  relief  under  this  ordinance,  a  tenant  may  re- 
quest an  inspection  within  24  hours  of  moving  into  a 
rental  dwelling  unit.  Inspectional  Services  will  cause  that 
rental  unit  to  be  inspected  no  later  than  2  business  days  of 
receiving  the  request. 

The  scope  of  an  inspection  conducted  pursuant  to  CBC 
9-1.5  shall  be  limited  to  the  requirements  of  CBC  9-1.5, 
and  the  inspection  results  will  be  noted  on  an  approved 
inspection  form  developed  for  the  purposes  of  this  ordi- 
nance. If  the  inspection  reveals  one  or  more  violations 
of  CBC  9-1.5  said  violation  shall  be  cited  and  enforced 
under  CBC  9-1.5  and  under  the  State  Sanitary  Code  105 
CMR  410.  The  cited  property  owner  or  agent  shall  be  pro- 
vided with  no  less  than  24  hours  and  no  more  than  14 
days  to  correct  said  violations,  and  said  violation  shall  be 
considered  as  one  offense,  punishable  by  a  fine  of  up  to 
S300,  or  the  maximum  fine  allowed  by  law,  if  that  amount 
is  higher  than  $300. 

A  follow-up  inspection  shall  be  conducted  within  5 
days  of  the  expiration  of  the  compliance  deadline  estab- 
lished by  Inspectional  Services.  If  the  follow-up  inspec- 
tion reveals  that  the  violation  remains  outstanding,  that 
failure  to  correct  shall  constitute  a  second  offense  punish- 
able by  an  additional  fine  of  up  to  $300  dollars,  or  the 
maximum  fine  allowed  by  law,  if  that  amount  is  higher 
than  $300.  Each  subsequent  day's  failure  to  correct  the 
violations  shall  be  considered  a  separate  offense  punish- 
able by  the  maximum  fine  allowed  by  law. 

9-1. 5d  Inspection  checklist  available  to  the  public 
Inspectional  Services  shall  develop  and  make  available 
the  inspection  checklist  that  may  be  used  to  verify  that  a 
rental  unit  meets  the  requirements  of  CBC  9-1.5  prior  to 
delivery  to  new  tenants. 

9-1. 5e  Exemptions 

Housing  units  owned  or  operated  by  Federal,  State  or 
City  agencies  shall  be  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance. 

9- 1. 5  f  Penalties 

The  provisions  of  CBC  9-1.5  may  be  enforced  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  non-criminal  disposition  process  of 
M.G.L.  c.  40,  §2 ID,  provided  that  this  section  shall  not 
preclude  the  City  of  Boston  from  proceeding  to  restrain  a 
violation  by  injunction.  The  City  of  Boston  reserves  the 
right  to  enforce  noncompliance  with  the  requirements  of 
this  ordinance,  through  the  Boston  Housing  Court  or  any 
other  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  where  it  shall  seek 
correction  of  the  violations  and  payment  of  any  outstand- 
ing fines  under  this  ordinance. 

The  Commissioner  of  Inspectional  Services  shall  have 
the  authority  to  promulgate  rules  and  regulations  neces- 
sary to  implement  and  enforce  these  sections. 

If  any  provision  of  CBC  9-1.5  shall  be  held  to  be  in- 
valid by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  then  such  pro- 
vision shall  be  considered  separately  and  apart  from  the 
remaining  provisions,  which  shall  remain  in  full  force  and 
effect. 

The  provisions  of  CBC  9-1 .5  shall  be  effective  imme- 
diately upon  passage.

Only  that  specific  item(s)  for  which 
a  committee  of  the  whole  meeting,  working  session  or 
hearing  has  been  called,  shall  be  in  order  at  such  meeting, 
working  session  or  hearing. 

Only  a  committee  chair  may  schedule  a  meeting,  work- 
ing session  or  hearing  or  reserve  time  on  the  council's 
calendar  for  a  meeting,  working  session  or  hearing  to  be 
scheduled.  Upon  scheduling  of  a  meeting,  working  ses- 
sion or  hearing  and  posting  of  a  meeting,  working  ses- 
sion or  hearing  notice  (including  time,  place,  and  subject) 
with  the  'clerk,  the  meeting,  working  session  or  hearing 
notice  shall  be  posted  electronically  and  on  council  bul- 
letin boards,  and  a  written  and  electronic  notice  shall  be 
delivered  to  each  councilor  and  other  interested  parties  by 
council  staff.  The  chair  and  members  of  any  committee 
shall  speak  and  question  witnesses  for  not  more  than  ten 
minutes  at  a  time. 

The  conduct  of  guests  at  council  meetings,  and  com- 
mittee meetings  and  hearings,  including  those  present  to 
testify,  shall  be  governed  by  Rules  41 , 42  and  43  and  shall 
be  enforced  by  the  council  staff  assigned  to  said  hearing.

Whereas:  The  City  of  Boston  hosts  nearly  50  miles  of 
waterfront  while  the  Boston  Harbor  Islands  national  park 
area  includes  34  islands  situated  within  the  Greater  Bos- 
ton shoreline;  and 

Whereas:  Since  1986,  the  Save  the  Harbor/Save  the 
Bay  organization  has  brought  together  a  broad  group  of 
civic,  corporate,  cultural  and  community  leaders  as  well 
as  citizens  and  scientists  to  restore  and  protect  Boston 
Harbor  and  to  promote  development  of  a  world-class  wa- 
terfront for  everyone  to  enjoy;  and 

Whereas:  Founded  in  1973  by  the  League  of  Women 
Voters  and  the  Boston  Shipping  Association,  the  Boston 
Harbor  Association  is  an  active  and  effective  partner  with 
the  City  in  promoting  maritime  industrial  activities,  com- 
mercial development,  environmental  protection,  and  pub- 
lic access  around  Boston  Harbor;  and 

Whereas:  In  1 984,  the  City  of  Boston  established  "Har- 
borWalk"  guidelines  to  encourage  development  of  public 
walkways  and  public  access  along  Boston  Harbor;  and 

Whereas:  The  Boston  Harbor  Association,  Save  the 
Harbor/Save  the  Bay  and  many  others  continue  to  work

AN  ORDINANCE  REGARDING  A  MORATORIUM 
ON  UNIVERSITY  EXPANSION 

Whereas:  The  City  of  Boston  hosts  a  student  popula- 
tion of  well  over  200,000  students  from  all  areas  of  the 
United  States  and  the  world,  and  there  are  over  75  col- 
leges and  universities  in  the  Greater  Boston  area;  and 

Whereas:  In  the  past  ten  years,  Northeastern  Universi- 
ty has  rapidly  expanded  and  reportedly  opened  more  than 
$455  million  in  new  facilities  in  the  Back  Bay,  Fenway 
and  Roxbury  neighborhoods  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas:  Harvard  University  recently  purchased  91 
acres  and  reportedly  owns  over  200  acres  of  land  in  the 
Allston  neighborhood  of  Boston  (more  than  it  owns  in 
Cambridge)  and  has  announced  plans  to  build  a  large  new 
campus  on  that  land  over  the  next  decade;  and 

Whereas:  In  June  2004,  Boston  College  purchased  43 
acres  and  several  of  St.  John's  Seminary  buildings  in  Bos- 
ton which  are  now  merely  a  portion  of  significant  expan- 
sion plans;  and 

Whereas:  Hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars  spent  on  new 
construction  and  expansion  -  including  new  student  hous- 
ing, classrooms,  and  sports  facilities  -  has  transformed 
Boston  University,  while  in  the  past  30  years  the  cam- 
pus has  reportedly  expanded  from  about  50  acres  to  132 
acres;  and 

Whereas:  In  the  past  ten  years,  Suffolk  the  University 
has  improved  and/or  expanded  to  create  space  for  aca- 
demic/administrative offices,  faculty  offices,  classrooms, 
student  lounges,  student  activities  facilities,  student  or- 
ganization offices,  and  academic  computing  facilities; 
and  the  University  is  finalizing  plans  to  build  a  new  $130 
million,  31 -story,  800-bed  student  center  at  20  Somerset 
Street  on  Beacon  Hill;  and 

Whereas:  Emerson  College  recently  constructed  and 
will  soon  open  a  new  185,000-sq.-ft  Campus  Center  and 
residence  hall  for  500+  students  at  150  Boylston  Street, 
the  Walker  Building  (120  Boylston  Street)  purchased  in 
the  mid-1990s  houses  the  college's  new  library  and  a  new 
journalism  and  marketing  communication  wing,  and  Em- 
erson has  recently  announced  plans  to  develop  a  three- 
building  arts-residence  complex  including  a  residence 
hall  for  250  students  off  of  Washington  Street;  and 

Whereas:  Boston's  colleges  and  universities  own  just 
an  estimated  1.5%  of  all  land  in  the  City,  have  a  major 
positive  impact  on  the  city  and  region's  economy,  serve 
to  attract  high-tech  industries  to  the  City,  and  must  some- 
times expand  to  meet  the  needs  of  grow  ing  student  popu- 
lations; and 

Whereas:  Nevertheless,  rapid  and  virtually  uncontrolled 
expansion  by  Boston's  colleges  and  universities  raises  sig- 
nificant concerns  about  tax  revenues  because  colleges  and 
universities  are  tax-exempt,  increased  density  and  devel- 
opment because  universities  seek  to  maximize  the  density 
of  development  in  the  midst  of  neighborhoods,  the  impact 
on  the  cost  of  housing  as  the  increasing  numbers  of  stu-

e.  To  enforce  a  conditional  moratorium  on  expansion 
by  higher  educational  organizations  eligible  to  hold  prop- 
erty exempt  from  taxation  under  M.G.L.  Chapter  59,  Sec- 
tion 5  ("College  or  University").  The  Board  shall  enforce 
a  conditional  moratorium  on  any  College  or  University 
purchasing,  leasing,  or  otherwise  gaining  title  or  legal 
control  over  property  not  currently  owned  by  a  tax-exempt 
institution.  In  enforcing  this  conditional  moratorium,  the 
Board  shall  ensure  that  no  College  or  University  will  gain 
title  or  legal  control  over  such  property  without  prior  pas- 
sage of  a  City  Council  Resolution  approving  the  transac- 
tion. The  City  Council  shall  not  consider  passage  of  such 
a  Resolution  unless  the  College  or  University  has  agreed 
in  writing  to  make  a  new  annual  PILOT  payment  equal 
to  or  greater  than  the  estimated  amount  which  the  City 
would  have  collected  had  the  property  remained  under  the 
legal  control  of  a  taxable  resident  or  entity.

The  use  of 
this  technology  to  enforce  traffic  laws  will  help  to  pre- 
vent violations,  decrease  the  number  of  traffic  accidents 
that  occur  as  a  result  of  red  light  running,  and  protect  the 
safety  of  all  those  on  the  road.

AN  ORDINANCE  PERMITTING  THE  USE  OF  TRAF- 
FIC CONTROL  SIGNAL  VIOLATION  MONITORING 
SYSTEM  DEVICES  AS  A  MEANS  OF  PROMOTING 
TRAFFIC  SAFETY 

SECTION  1.  (a)  The  City  of  Boston  shall  employ  a 
traffic  control  signal  violation  monitoring  system  along 
any  portion  of  any  ways  within  its  control  and  shall  im- 
pose a  penalty  on  the  owner  of  a  motor  vehicle  for  failure 
by  the  operator  thereofto  comply  with  the  laws,  codes, 
regulations,  ordinances,  rules  and/or  other  forms  of  legis- 
lation governing  the  traffic  control  signals  at  which  a  traf- 
fic control  signal  violation  monitoring  system  is  located. 

SECTION  2.  The  following  words  shall,  unless  the 
content  clearly  indicates  otherwise,  have  the  following 
meanings: 

"Citation",  a  notice  upon  which  a  police  officer  shall 
record  an  occurrence  involving  all  automobile  law  viola- 
tions by  the  person  cited.  Each  citation  shall  be  numbered 
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consecutively  and  shall  be  in  such  form  and  such  parts 
as  determined  jointly  by  the  administrative  justice  of  the 
district  court  department  and  the  registrar; 

"Motor  Vehicle",  shall  have  the  meaning  provided  in 
section  1  of  chapter  90  of  the  General  Laws; 

"Operator",  shall  have  the  meaning  provided  in  section 
1  of  chapter  90  of  the  General  Laws; 

"Owner",  shall  have  the  meaning  provided  in  section  1 
of  chapter  90  of  the  General  Laws; 

"Registrar",  the  registrar  of  motor  vehicles. 

"Scheduled  assessment",  the  amount  of  the  civil  as- 
sessment for  a  particular  civil  motor  vehicle  infraction, 
as  established  jointly  by  the  chief  justice  of  the  district 
court  department  and  the  registrar.  A  scheduled  assess- 
ment shall  not  exceed  the  maximum  assessment  or  fine 
established  by  law  for  each  such  violation.  A  schedule  of 
such  assessments  shall  be  visibly  posted  in  each  office  of 
the  registry  of  motor  vehicles  and  in  the  clerk-magistrate's 
office  of  each  district  court. 

"Traffic  control  signal  violation  monitoring  system", 
shall  mean  an  automated  motor  vehicle  sensor  device  in- 
stalled to  work  in  conjunction  with  a  traffic  control  signal 
which  produces  two  or  more  wet-film  photographs,  two  or 
more  digital  photographs,  two  or  more  microphotographs, 
or  other  recorded  images  of  each  motor  vehicle  at  the  time 
it  is  used  or  operated  in  a  manner  that  is  in  violation  of  the 
traffic  control  signal  at  which  the  automated  monitoring 
system  is  located.  The  photographs,  microphotographs,  or 
other  recorded  images  must  record  the  rear  of  the  mo- 
tor vehicle,  with  at  least  one  image  recording  the  motor 
vehicle  passing  through  the  intersection  in  violation  ofthe 
traffic  control  signal.  Additionally,  at  least  one  of  the  im- 
ages must  clearly  identify  the  registration  plate  of  the  mo- 
tor vehicle; 

"Violator",  a  person,  corporation,  society,  association 
or  partnership  accused  of  an  automobile  law  violation. 

SECTION  3.  (a)  No  traffic  control  signal  violation 
monitoring  system  shall  be  utilized  in  such  a  manner  as 
to  take  a  frontal  view  photograph  ofthe  motor  vehicle  that 
is  in  violation  of  the  traffic  control  signal  or  to  take  a  rear 
view  photograph  ofthe  vehicle  above  the  bottom  of  the 
rear  window. 

(b)  No  photographs,  microphotographs,  or  other  re- 
corded images  taken  in  conformance  with  this  act  shall  be 
discoverable  in  any  judicial  or  administrative  proceeding 
other  than  a  proceeding  held  pursuant  to  this  act;  and  no 
photographs,  microphotographs,  or  other  recorded  imag- 
es taken  in  conformance  with  this  act  shall  be  admissible 
in  any  judicial  or  administrative  proceeding  other  than  in 
a  proceeding  to  adjudicate  liability  for  such  violation  of 
this  act. 

(c)  Other  than  for  purposes  of  enforcement  of  a  viola- 
tion of  this  act  or  for  purposes  of  an  owner  defending  a 
violation  of  this  act,  no  private  entity  or  individual  may 
obtain  photographs,  microphotographs,  or  other  recorded 
images  or  records  taken  pursuant  to  this  act. 

(d)  Photographic  and  other  recorded  evidence  obtained 
through  the  use  of  automated  enforcement  devices  de- 
ployed as  a  means  of  promoting  traffic  safety  authorized 
herein  within  the  Cities  of  Boston  shall  be  destroyed  with- 
in 1  year  of  final  disposition  of  any  recorded  event. 

SECTION  4.  (a)  The  parking  clerk  designated  or  ap- 
pointed by  the  city  shall  supervise  and  coordinate  the  ad- 
ministration of  traffic  control  signal  violation  monitoring 
systems  and  the  delivery  of  the  photographic  materials  to 
the  police  department. 

(b)  After  inspection  of  photographs,  microphotographs, 
or  other  recorded  images  produced  by  a  traffic  control 
signal  violation  monitoring  system  and  delivered  by  the 
parking  clerk,  a  police  officer  authorized  to  issue  citations 
for  violations  of  traffic  signals  at  the  subject  intersection 
shall  issue  a  citation  in  the  manner  provided  in  sections  2 
and  3  of  chapter  90C  ofthe  General  Laws. 

(c)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  police  department  to  de- 
liver the  citation  to  the  registered  owner  or  owners  of  any 
motor  vehicle  identified  in  any  photographs,  micropho- 
tographs, streaming  video  or  other  recorded  images  pro- 


duced by  such  device  as  evidence  of  a  violation  pursuant 
to  this  act.  Such  citation  shall  contain  but  not  be  limited  to 
the  following  information:  a  copy  of  the  aforementioned 
recorded  images  showing  the  vehicle  in  violation  of  the 
traffic  signal,  the  registration  number  and  state  of  issu- 
ance of  said  registration  number  of  the  vehicle;  the  date, 
time  and  intersection  location  of  the  violation;  the  specific 
violation  charged;  a  schedule  of  fines  for  such  violation  as 
established  by  the  city  or  town;  instructions  for  the  return 
of  the  notice;  and  text  as  follows;  "This  notice  may  be 
returned  personally,  by  mail,  or  by  an  agent  authorized  in 
writing.  A  hearing  before  a  magistrate  ofthe  district  court 
may  be  obtained  upon  the  written  request  of  the  registered 
owner  in  writing.  Failure  to  obey  this  notice  within  20 
days  of  issuance  will  result  in  the  non-renewal  or  suspen- 
sion of  the  license  to  drive  and/or  the  certificate  of  regis- 
tration of  the  registered  owner." 

(d)  In  the  case  of  a  citation  involving  a  motor  vehicle 
registered  under  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  such 
citation  shall  be  mailed  within  14  days  of  the  violation, 
exclusive  of  Sundays  and  holidays,  to  the  address  of  the 
registered  owner  or  owners  as  listed  in  the  records  of  the 
registrar  of  motor  vehicles.  In  the  case  of  any  motor  ve- 
hicle registered  under  the  laws  of  another  state  or  country, 
such  notice  of  citation  shall  be  mailed  within  21  days  of 
the  violation,  exclusive  of  Sundays  and  holidays,  to  the 
address  of  the  registered  owner  or  owners  as  listed  in 
the  records  of  the  official  in  such  state  or  country  having 
charge  of  the  registration  of  such  motor  vehicle.  If  said 
address  is  unavailable,  it  shall  be  sufficient  for  the  police 
department  to  mail  the  notice  of  citation  to  the  official  in 
such  state  or  country  having  charge  of  the  registration  of 
such  motor  vehicle. 

(e)  Any  motor  vehicle  owner  to  whom  a  citation  has 
been  issued  pursuant  to  this  act  may  admit  responsibil- 
ity for  such  violation  and  pay  the  fine  provided  therein. 
Payment  shall  be  made  by  mailing  both  payment  and  cita- 
tion to  the  registrar  at  the  address  indicated  on  the  citation 
or  by  appearing  before  the  registrar  during  normal  busi- 
ness hours,  either  personally  or  through  a  duly  authorized 
agent.  Payment  by  mail  shall  be  made  only  by  money 
order,  credit  card  or  check  made  out  to  the  registrar.  Pay- 
ment of  the  established  fine  and  any  applicable  penalties 
shall  operate  as  a  final  disposition  of  the  case.  Payment 
ofthe  fine  by  one  motor  vehicle  owner  shall  be  satisfac- 
tion of  the  fine  as  to  all  other  motor  vehicle  owners  ofthe 
same  motor  vehicle  for  the  same  violation. 

(f)  Any  owner  to  whom  a  citation  has  been  issued  may 
within  20  days  of  the  mailing  of  said  citation  request  a 
hearing  to  contest  liability,  by  making  a  signed  request  on 
the  back  of  the  citation  and  mailing  such  citation  to  the 
registrar  at  the  address  indicated  on  the  citation,  or  by  ap- 
pearing before  the  registrar  during  regular  business  hours, 
personally  or  through  a  duly  authorized  agent.  Upon  re- 
ceipt of  hearing  request,  in  accordance  with  section  3  of 
chapter  90C  of  the  General  Laws,  the  registrar  shall  notify 
the  clerk-magistrate  in  the  district  court  in  judicial  dis- 
trict in  which  the  violation  occurred  of  such  request  for 
a  hearing.  The  clerk-magistrate  shall  send  written  notice 
of  the  date,  time  and  place  of  said  hearing  by  first  class 
mail  to  each  registered  owner  and  the  police  officer  who 
issued  the  citation.  The  hearing  shall  be  conducted  by  a 
clerk-magistrate  or  justice  in  accordance  with  section  3 
of  chapter  90C  of  the  General  Laws.  If,  at  the  conclu- 
sion ofthe  hearing,  the  violator  is  found  responsible,  the 
clerk-magistrate  or  justice  shall  order  the  violator  to  pay 
an  assessment  to  the  registrar,  which  shall  not  exceed  the 
scheduled  assessment  for  the  infraction. 

(g)  Any  owner  to  whom  a  citation  has  been  issued  shall 
not  be  liable  for  a  violation  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
(1)  if  the  violation  was  necessary  to  allow  the  passage  of 
an  emergency  vehicle;  (2)  if  the  violation  was  necessary 
in  order  to  protect  the  property  or  person  of  another;  (3)  if 
the  violation  was  incurred  while  participating  in  a  funeral 
procession;  (4)  if  the  violation  was  incurred  during  a  pe- 
riod of  time  in  which  the  motor  vehicle  was  reported  to 
the  police  department  of  any  state,  city  or  town  as  having 
been  stolen  and  had  not  been  recovered  prior  to  the  time 
the  violation  occurred;  (5)  if  the  operator  of  the  motor 
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vehicle  was  operating  the  motor  vehicle  under  a  rental  or 
lease  agreement  and  the  owner  of  the  motor  vehicle  is 
a  rental  or  leasing  company  and  has  complied  with  the 
provisions  of  section  20E  of  chapter  90  of  the  General 
Laws;  (6)  if  the  violation  was  necessary  to  comply  with 
any  other  law  or  regulation  governing  the  operation  of  a 
motor  vehicle  at  the  intersection.  An  owner  disputing  a 
citation  under  this  section  shall,  within  20  days,  provide 
the  registrar  with  the  citation  with  a  signed  request  for  a 
hearing  on  the  back  and  a  signed  affidavit  stating  (1 )  the 
reason  for  disputing  the  violation;  (2)  the  full  legal  name 
and  address  ofthe  owner  ofthe  motor  vehicle;  (3)  the  full 
legal  name  and  address  ofthe  operator  ofthe  motor  vehicle 
at  the  time  the  violation  occurred;  (4)  the  names  and  ad- 
dresses of  all  witnesses  supporting  the  owner's  defense 
and  the  specifics  of  their  knowledge;  and  where  appli- 
cable (5)  signed  statements  from  witnesses. 

(h)  The  consequences  for  an  owner  to  whom  a  citation 
has  been  issued  who  fails  to  pay  the  fine  provided  for  in 
said  notice  in  accordance  with  subsection  (e),  or  fails  to 
appear  for  a  requested  hearing  in  accordance  with  subsec- 
tion (f)  or  (g),  or  fails  to  receive  a  favorable  adjudication 
of  said  citation  at  a  hearing,  or  fails  to  pay  the  assess- 
ment or  fine  imposed  by  the  clerk-magistrate  or  justice  in 
subsection  (f),  are  as  follows:  upon  notification  of  such 
failure  to  the  registrar,  the  registrar  shall  notify  the  viola- 
tor that  after  the  expiration  of  30  days  from  the  date  of  the 
mailing  of  notification  until  the  fine  or  assessment  and 
any  applicable  late  fees  are  paid,  the  registrar  shall  not  is- 
sue or  renew  or  may  suspend  such  owner's  license  to  oper- 
ate a  motor  vehicle  and/or  motor  vehicle  registration. 

SECTION  5.  (a) 

For  each  violation  the  owner  or  owners  of  a  vehicle 
shall  be  fined  the  maximum  scheduled  assessment  for  the 
infraction  of  a  red  light  violation. 

(b)  All  penalties  may  be  increased  by  up  to  33  1/3%  if 
said  fine  remains  unpaid  in  excess  of  30  days  after  a  cita- 
tion has  been  issued. 

(c)  A  penalty  imposed  for  a  violation  shall  not  be 
deemed  a  criminal  conviction. 

SECTION  6.  The  compensation  paid  to  the  manufac- 
turer or  vendor  of  the  traffic  control  signal  monitoring 
system  deployed  as  a  means  of  promoting  traffic  safety  as 
authorized  herein  shall  not  be  based  upon  the  number  of 
traffic  citations  issued  or  any  portion  or  percentage  of  the 
fine  generated  by  such  citations.  The  compensation  paid 
to  such  manufacturer  or  vendor  of  the  equipment  shall  be 
based  upon  the  value  of  such  equipment  and  the  services 
provided  or  rendered  in  support  of  the  traffic  control  sig- 
nal monitoring  system. 

SECTION  7.  If  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance, 
or  the  application  of  such  provision  to  any  persons  or  cir- 
cumstances, shall  be  held  invalid,  the  remainder  thereof, 
or  the  application  of  such  provision  to  persons  or  circum- 
stances other  than  those  wherein  it  is  held  invalid,  shall 
not  be  affected  thereby.

Whereas:  Final  disposition  terms  and  price  of  the  city- 
owned  parcel  is  not  specifically  stated  in  the  RFP  and 
the  BRA's  press  release  about  the  RFP  explains  that  "the 
BRA  will  determine  the  final  disposition  price  at  the  time 
of  the  second  stage  submission";  and 

Whereas:  It  is  unclear  whether  the  City  Administration 
intends  to  comply  with  or  to  circumvent  the  public  land

Whereas:  Motor  vehicle  parking  on  residential  lots  is 
subject  to  restrictions  in  the  Boston  Zoning  Code,  and 
violations  may  be  enforced  through  the  Zoning  Code  and 
through  the  City  of  Boston  Code  of  Ordinances  16-46; 
and 

Whereas:  CBC  16-46. 3(b)  addresses  parking  motor 
vehicles  on  any  front  yard,  side  yard,  or  rear  yard  as  de-

Whereas:  CBC  16-30.1  addresses  abandoned  cars, 
which  may  include  unregistered  motor  v  ehicles;  and 

Whereas:  A  specific  problem  regarding  the  presence  of

( 1 )  unregistered  automobile,  truck,  trailer,  motorcycle,  or 
any  other  vehicle  or  transporting  device  that  is  required 
to  be  registered  under  the  laws  or  regulations  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  upon  public  or  private  land 
zoned  for  residential  purposes  of  six  (6)  or  fewer  resi- 
dential units. 

No  person  shall  place,  store,  or  keep  more  than  one 
(1)  uninsured  automobile,  truck,  trailer,  motorcycle,  or 
any  other  vehicle  or  transporting  device  that  is  required 
to  be  insured  under  the  laws  or  regulations  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  upon  public  or  private  land 
zoned  for  residential  purposes  of  six  (6)  or  fewer  resi- 
dential units. 

16-30.1  (c)  Penalties. 

A  violation  of  CBC  1 6-30. 1  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of 
three  hundred  dollars  and  no  cents  ($300.00).  Each  week 
that  a  violation  remains  uncorrected  shall  be  a  separate 
and  distinct  violation.  Any  fines  that  remain  unpaid  for 
more  than  twelve  (12)  months  may  become  liens  against 
the  real  estate  at  which  the  violation(s)  occurred.

Whereas:  the  issue  of  noise  has  become  a  more  sig- 
nificant factor,  particularly  in  urban  areas,  effecting  the 
quality  of  life;  and 

Whereas:  the  noise  limit  in  Boston  is  60  decibels;  and 

Whereas:  an  exception  to  the  decibel  limit  is  allowed 
for  construction  work;  and 

Whereas:  yesterday  an  employee  from  the  City  envi- 
ronmental division  tested  the  noise  level  in  a  house  next  to 
a  construction  project  at  40  Dennison  Street  in  Roxbury; 
and 

Whereas:  the  decibel  level  inside  the  house  was  1 10 
decibels;  and 

Whereas:  during  the  two  weeks  of  construction  at  the 
40  Dennison  site: 

a)  A  home  day  care  center  has  had  to  stop  operation 
because  of  noise  impact 

b)  Personnel  from  the  Radius  Hospital  have  reported 
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that  the  noise  from  the  site  which  is  next  to  the  hospital  is 
disturbing  the  care  of  the  patients;  and 

c)  An  eighty  nine  year  old  resident  who  has  lived 
across  the  street  from  the  40  Dennison  Street  site  for  54 
years  had  to  be  sent  to  the  hospital  due  to  the  effect  of  the 
construction  on  his  health; 

d)  Residents  throughout  the  area  have  complained 
about  the  impact  of  the  noise;  and 

e)  The  principle  of  a  nearby  school  has  complained

Whereas:  The  status  of  the  environment  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  as  well  as  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts, is  a  matter  of  great  importance  and  concern;  and 

Whereas:  While  both  the  city  and  the  state  have  made 
great  strides  toward  a  cleaner  ecosystem;  there  is  still 
room  for  improvement.  Green  roofs  are  an  innovative 
technology  that  provide  multiple  environmental  benefits, 
including  a  lowered  urban  heat  island  effect,  greater  en- 
ergy savings,  more  water  runoff  control,  improved  air 
quality  and  noise  pollution  reduction;  and. 

Whereas:  Green  roofs  also  provide  benefits  such  as 
a  longer  roofiife,  more  aesthetically  pleasing  views,  in- 
creasing the  City's  amount  of  green  space  and  encourag- 
ing a  greater  variety  of  plant  life  which  creates  a  stronger 
ecosystem;  and, 

Whereas:  The  City  of  Boston  is  dedicated  to  the  pur- 


suit of  green  roofing  technology  through  the  creation  of 
the  Green  Building  Task  Force,  the  hosting  of  the  2006 
Green  Roofs  for  Healthy  Cities  conference,  and  the  im- 
plementation of  several  modular  green  roof  components 
on  the  eighth  and  ninth  floors  of  City  Hall;  and, 

Whereas:  The  Green  Building  Task  Force,  as  a  function 
of  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority, set  out  specific  guidelines  in  its  Executive  Sum- 
mary that  support  further  expansion  of  environmentally 
friendly  buildings  that  could  include  green  roofs;  and, 

Whereas:  It  has  been  one  year  since  the  release  of  said 
Executive  Summary;  NOW,  THEREFORE  BE  IT  OR- 
DERED, 

Ordered:  That  the  appropriate  committee  of  the  Boston 
City  Council  hold  a  hearing  to  examine  the  status  of  the 
City  of  Boston's  green  roofing  endeavors.  Representa-

ORDER  FOR  HEARING  RE:  USE  OF  RUBBER 
SIDEWALKS  (DOCKET  NO.  1 1 12) 

Councilors  CONSALVO,  FEENEY,  ARROYO,  ROSS, 
LAMATTINA,  MCDERMOTT  and  YOON  offered  the 
following: 

Whereas:  There  are  an  estimated  50,000  street  trees  in 
the  City  of  Boston  that  help  create  and  support  Boston's 
unique  cultural  ambiance;  and, . 

Whereas:  Those  trees  not  only  provide  shade  and  city 
beautification,  but  several  important  environmental  bene- 
fits, including  removing  over  200  metric  tons  of  pollution 
a  year  (including  ozone,  nitrogen  dioxide,  particulates, 
sulfur  dioxide,  and  carbon  monoxide),  lessening  the  ur- 
ban heat  island  effect  and  providing  more  efficient  water 
runoff  control;  and. 

Whereas:  However  beautiful  the  trees  may  be,  con- 
ventional sidewalks  are  not  their  natural  habitats  and  tree 
roots  often  worsen  sidewalk  cracks,  leading  to  repairs  that 
may  irreparably  damage  the  trees.  Tree  roots  will  create 
and  exacerbate  sidewalk  heaves  that  in  turn  pose  dangers 
to  pedestrians  and  make  handicapped  access  difficult,  if 
not  impossible.  Sidewalks  around  street  trees  have  mark- 
edly shorter  lives  than  other  sidewalks  which  means  that 
costly  and  noisy  repairs  are  frequently  required;  and. 

Whereas:  Rubber  sidewalks  can  provide  an  alternative 
model  of  sidewalk  construction  that  will  protect  and  sup- 
port trees  while  maintaining  comprehensive  pedestrian 
access  to  all  walkways.  Rubber  sidewalks  are  heavy  duty 
walkway  pavers  that  are  made  out  of  recycled  tires;  they 
function  as  and  are  often  indistinguishable  from  concrete 
sidewalks;  and. 

Whereas:  There  are  multiple  long  term  benefits  to  rub- 
ber sidewalks  that  include  allowing  tree  roots  better  ac- 
cess to  air  and  nutrients;  those  roots  in  turn  do  not  grow- 
as  large  or  as  thick  and  present  a  smaller  risk  of  sidewalk 
heaving.  Benefits  also  include  the  reuse  of  old  tires,  great- 
er ease  in  tree  root  pruning,  a  more  shock  resistant  surface 
that  is  easier  to  walk  upon  and  less  water  runoff  due  to 
absorbent  qualities;  and 

Whereas:  Forty-three  cities  in  a  wide  range  of  climates 
have  already  successfully  experimented  with  rubber  side- 
walks. Two  cities  in  New  York  tested  rubber  sidewalks 
through  two  winters  of  heavy  snows,  freezing  tempera- 
tures and  frequent  shoveling,  while  multiple  cities  in 
California,  Florida  and  Texas  tested  the  pavers  through 
extreme  heat  and  humidity;  now,  THEREFORE  BE  IT 
ORDERED, 

Ordered:  That  the  appropriate  committee  of  the  Bos- 
ton City  Council  hold  a  hearing  to  examine  the  prospects 
of  using  rubber  sidewalks  to  prevent  sidewalk  damage 
and  better  care  for  street  trees  within  the  City  of  Boston. 
Representatives  from  the  Department  of  Parks  and  Rec- 
reation, the  Department  of  Public  Works,  the  Community 
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Forest  Partnership  and  other  interested  parties  shall  be 
invited  to  attend.

Whereas:  It  is  alleged  that  residents  of  Harbor  Point 
Apartments  (formerly  known  a  Columbia  Point),  includ- 
ing youth  of  color,  their  parents,  and  long-time  former 
Columbia  Point  residents,  have  been  subjected  to  repeated 
and  unnecessary  harassment  by  security  forces,  including

Whereas:  The  recent  study  published  in  the  Journal 
of  Pediatrics  by  Dr.  Nancy  Rappaport  of  the  Cambridge 
Health  Alliance  suggests  that  traumatized  students  can 
greatly  benefit  from  comprehensive  psychiatric  assess- 
ment and  treatment.

Fenway  Community  Health  Center,  Inc.  (the  "Bor- 
rower", which  term  includes  in  this  order  any  parent,  sub- 
sidiary or  other  affiliate  of  Fenway  Community  Health 
Center,  Inc.  or  any  other  one  or  more  entities  designated 
by  Fenway  Community  Health  Center,  Inc.,  including, 
without  limitation,  Fenway  Community  Health  Realty 
Corporation)  has  proposed  the  financing  by  the  City  of 
certain  industrial  development  facilities  (the  "Project") 
consisting  generally  of  the  acquisition,  construction'and 
equipping  of  a  new  10  story,  97,000  square  foot  build- 
ing to  be  located  at  1330  Boylston  Street,  Boston,  Massa- 
chusetts, to  provide  facilities  for  use  by  the  Borrower  for 
medical,  research  and  social  services  and  office  space.

Whereas:  According  to  the  American  Heart  Associa- 
tion, all  50  states  have  AED  "Good  Samaritan"  provisions

Whereas:  Although  AEDs  were  very  expensive  when 
they  were  first  invented,  they  are  now  smaller  and  prices

Whereas:  Although  our  Mayor  has  made  sudden  car- 
diac arrest  survival  rates  in  the  city  one  of  the  best  in  the 
nation,  there  is  always  room  to  improve,  especially  given 
new  traffic  and  terrorist  related  issues.

SALVO stated  that  after  the  discussion  last  week  regard- 
ing abandoned  vehicles  and  how  to  get  rid  of  them,  he 
wanted  to  inform  the  Councilors  and  the  public  of  the 
Special  Olympics  Recycle  for  Gold  program  where  people 
could  actually  make  money  by  giving  the  cars  over  to  the 
Special  Olympics  and  receiving  a  tax  write  off  while  also 
helping  a  great  cause.  Also  the  program  has  the  ability  to 
pick  the  cars  up  in  a  seven-day  period,  three  days  better 
than  the  ten-day  period  allowed  after  notice  to  remove.

Reality  television  shows  like  "Survivor"  have  nothing 
on  the  Boston  City  Council,  where  an  alliance  of  camera- 
ready  politicians  with  sleek,  tailored  suits,  colorful  ties, 
and  freshly  moussed  coifs  has  virtually  taken  control  of 
the  legislative  body. 

Calling  themselves  "Young  Turks"  destined  to  usher  in 
a  "New  Boston,"  they  are  all  under  40,  clean-cut,  ambi- 
tious and,  some  say,  arrogant.  Not  only  do  they  meet  in 
council  offices  to  set  agendas  and  strategize,  they  play 
squash  and  basketball  together,  dine  together,  and  help 
each  other  campaign.  In  a  city  that  spawned  councilors 
like  Dapper  O'Neill  and  South  Boston's  Jimmy  Kelly, 
they  are  a  decidedly  different  breed,  and  some  have  taken 
to  flaunting  their  newfound  status. 

"We  control  the  City  Council,"  said  vice  president  Paul 
Scapicchio,  one  of  the  group's  founding  members.  "We're 
not  sort  of  put  in  a  box  by  history.  When  someone  says, 
'Oh  you  can't  do  that,  we've  tried  that  before,'  the  Young 
Turks  don't  buy  it." 

They  are  Bill  Clinton-esque  in  their  politics:  -  socially 
liberal,  but  fiscally  moderate.  They  actively  court  busi- 
ness interests,  as  well  as  the  "common  man." 

And  all  have  aspirations  for  higher  office,  ambitions 
that  some  say  will  soon  rip  the  group  apart. 

"It's  a  house  of  cards,"  said  Councilor  Stephen  Mur- 
phy, who  has  worked  with  the  group  on  a  number  of  ini- 
tiatives but  has  not  bought  into  the  Young  Turks,  all-for- 
one-and-one-for-all  ideology.  It  is  just  a  matter  of  time 
until  elections  pit  members  of  the  group,  and  their  indi- 
vidual accomplishments,  against  each  other,  he  said.  "It's 
all  bound  to  come  down.  That's  what  happens  when  you 
stick  together  like  that." 

For  now,  though,  the  Turk  alliance  includes  council 
president  Michael  Flaherty  and  Councilor  Michael  Ross, 
who  chairs  the  powerful  Ways  and  Means  Committee. 
Scapicchio  oversees  the  housing  and  transportation  com- 
mittees, while  Councilor  John  Tobin  heads  the  health  and 
human  services,  environment,  and  tourism  committees. 
Newer  members  Jerry  McDermott  and  Rob  Consalvo 
chair  the  Finance  and  Public  Safety  committees. 

With  a  total  of  1 3  members  on  the  council,  seven  are 
needed  to  pass  legislation.  The  Turks  now  have  that  ma- 
jority with  the  vote  of  Councilor  Maureen  Feeney,  whom 
the  Turks  have  adopted  as  their  "Big  Sis." 

Since  Flaherty's  presidency  began  in  January  2002, 
the  Turks-plus-one  alliance  has  dominated  the  legislative 
agenda,  initiating  seven  ordinances  that  were  signed  by 
the  mayor  and  passed  into  law.  The  other  six  councilors 
spearheaded  the  passage  of  only  one  ordinance  between 
them. 

"They  certainly  know  that  six  is  almost  seven,  and  sev- 
en is  all  you  need,"  former  city  councilor  Larry  DiCara 
said  of  the  Turks.  "It's  really  interesting  to  watch  from 
a  distance.  When  I  was  on  the  council,  there  was  a  lot 
of  rivalry  and  one-upmanship;  these  guys  don't  have  to 
worry  about  that." 

DiCara  says  the  rise  of  the  Turks  marked  a  significant 
generational  shift  in  Boston's  city  government.  "If  one 
takes  a  look  at  it  from  a  historical  point  of  view,  there 
hasn't  been  a  group  of  young  people  like  this  on  the  coun- 
cil since  the  '50s,"  he  said. 

The  Turk-plus-one  majority  alliance  actually  began 
forming  five  years  ago,  when  a  32-year-old,  newly  elected 
Scapicchio  allied  with  35-year-old  sitting  Councilor  Bri- 
an Honan,  who  became  known  as  the  "Dean  of  the  Young 
Turks"  until  his  death  last  year.  A  27-year-old  Ross  and 
30-year-old  Flaherty  joined  the  group  after  their  election 
in  1999,  and  Tobin  began  work  with  them  early  last  year. 

When  Flaherty  won  the  council  presidency  in  January 
2002,  DiCara  called  the  group  a  "real  power  bloc"  and 
"the  ones  to  watch." 

Since  then,  the  Turks  have  expanded  their  ranks,  enlist- 
ing 32-year-old  Consalvo  in  June  2002  and  36-year-old 
McDermott  in  January  2003.  Feeney  began  voting  with 
group  intermittently  last  year  and  regularly  this  year. 


Some  longtime  councilors  say  the  group's  initiatives 
lack  the  depth  that  comes  with  council  experience. 

"When  I  first  came  on  there  was  largely  veteran  mem- 
bers," said  Murphy,  currently  in  his  seventh  year  on  the 
council.  "There  was  an  ability  for  people  like  myself  to 
sit  back  and  learn  the  rules  first.  I  think  there's  a  lot  of 
exuberance  here  now.  There's  alot  of  initiatives,  but  some- 
times there  needs  to  be  context." 

The  collegiate  nature  of  the  group  has  irritated  some  on 
the  council,  who  said  their  fraternity-style  antics  at  coun- 
cil meetings  (which  include  passing  notes,  comparing 
colorful  ties,  and  making  faces  at  each  other)  denigrates 
the  very  process  the  group  says  it  is  trying  to  elevate. 

Others  say  the  Turks  have  made  work  "fun." 

"I  love  working  with  these  guys.  I  think  it's  because  I 
have  five  brothers,"  said  53-year-old  Feeney.  "It's  just  a 
new  energy.  I  know  it's  reenergized  me.  After  the  budget 
and  stuff,  we'll  go  out.  I  also  realize  that  I'm  many  years 
their  senior,  but  I  feel  comfortable  with  them." 

It's  not  unusual  for  Ross  and  Consalvo  to  bat  a  squash 
ball  around  at  the  Harvard  Club  or  for  Flaherty  and  Tobin 
to  grab  a  beer  after  work  at  a  nearby  pub.  All  six  eat  to- 
gether sometimes  and  they  often  gather  spontaneously 
in  one  office  or  another  to  chat.  For  some,  the  allegiance 
goes  back  decades.  Tobin,  Consalvo  and  McDermott  went 
to  Catholic  Memorial  High  School  together.  Others  were 
friends  while  working  as  legislative  aides  at  the  State 
House  or  for  the  mayor. 

"It's  nice,"  Ross  said.  "You  can  stroll  over  into  the  next 
office,  and  there's  a  friend  of  yours." 

All  six  offices  are  next  to  each  other  at  City  Hall  in 
what  some  Turks  call  "the  power  corridor,"  but  at  least 
one  other  councilor  calls  "young  turkeys'  "  headquarters. 

Councilor  Felix  Arroyo,  whose  office  is  on  the  other 
side  of  the  building,  says  he  knows  the  Turks  are  an  orga- 
nized alliance  but  he  tries  to  ignore  them. 

"I  try  not  to  pay  attention  to  that,  otherwise  I  will  go 
crazy,  and  contrary  to  public  opinion,  I'm  not  crazy,"  he 
said.  "At  this  stage  I'm  too  new  to  worry  about  coalition- 
building.  I  think  that's  not  a  healthy  way  for  me  to  do 
things." 

But  some  say  it  is  the  only  way  to  do  things,  especially 
in  situations  where  group  dynamics  can  determine  the 
success  or  failure  of  individual  politicians. 

"They're  the  new  breed  of  elected  official,"  said  Meni- 
no,  who  backed  Flaherty  in  both  council  presidency  elec- 
tions. "In  the  past,  you  had  people  who  planted  tomatoes 
on  the  roof  of  City  Hall,  people  who  threw  shoes  at  each 
other.  You  had  quite  a  group  of  characters. 

"But  the  color  of  politics  has  changed.  The  group  we 
have  now  aren't  into  headline-making.  They  understand 
the  city,  they  understand  the  coalition-building.  You  can't 
grow  in  this  business  with  a  narrow  vision,  you  can't  get 
anything  accomplished  by  working  alone."

ORDINANCE  AUTHORIZING  COMMISSIONER  OF 
BOSTON  INSPECTIONAL  SERVICES  TO  ISSUE 
AUTO  SHOP  LICENSES  (DOCKET  NO.  1271) 

The  following  was  received:

To  the  City  Council. 
Dear  Councillors: 

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval  an  Ordinance  es- 
tablishing the  appropriate  steps  that  legally  must  be  taken 
when  licensing  and  inspecting  a  business  specializing 
in  automotive  repair  and  other  automotive  services.  The 
purpose  of  the  Ordinance  is  to  further  public  health  and 
safety  in  terms  of  environmental  and  nuisance  concerns 
and  to  minimize  the  impact  of  these  businesses  on  the  sur- 
rounding neighborhood.  This  issue  is  currently  being  ad- 
dressed by  the  Boston  Public  Health  Commission's  Safe 
Shops  Program  and  the  proposed  ordinance  draws  from 
the  experience  of  that  grant-funded  program. 

Initially,  the  Auto  Shops  Program  will  capture,  in  one 
database,  the  750  inadequately  regulated  establishments 
presently  doing  business  in  Boston.  There  are  currently  a 
number  of  City  agencies  required  to  sign  off  on  this  type 
of  business  including  the  Boston  Public  Health  Commis- 
sion, the  Boston  Fire  Department,  the  Boston  Police  De- 
partment, Boston  Inspectional  Services,  the  Boston  Water 
and  Sewer  Commission  and  the  Boston  Transportation 
Department.  This  ordinance  will  assign  to  one  department 
the  responsibility  and  authority  to  coordinate  the  licens- 
ing, inspection  and  regulation  of  practices.  Additionally, 
the  Auto  Shops  program  will  outline,  clarify  and  stan- 
dardize the  procedure  and  objectives  of  the  regulation  of 
this  industry  in  Boston. 

Shops  will  be  inspected  regularly,  violations  will  be 
addressed  and  cited,  and  those  establishments  found  not 
in  compliance  at  the  time  of  re-inspection  may  be  referred 
for  prosecution. 

As  the  city  department  charged  with  regulating  these 
businesses,  ISD  would  issue  permits  and  collect  the  fees 
associated  with  conducting  business  in  this  industry. 


This  is  consistent  with  previous  successful  ISD  initia- 
tives such  as  the  Site  Cleanliness  and  "Clean  It  or  Lien 
It"  programs. 

I  urge  your  Honorable  Body  to  act  favorably  upon  this 
Ordinance  without  delay.

AN  ORDINANCE 
AUTHORIZING  THE  COMMISSIONER 
OF  BOSTON  INSPECTIONAL  SERVICES 
TO  ISSUE  AUTO  SHOP  LICENSES 

Whereas:  The  unregulated  maintenance  and  operation 
of  automotive  establishments  presents  a  threat  to  the  pub- 
lic health,  safety,  environment  and  general  welfare; 

Therefore,  Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Bos- 
ton as  follows: 

Chapter  IX  of  the  City  of  Boston  Code  Ordinances,  is 
hereby  amended  to  add  the  following  new  section: 

Section  9-9.9  Auto  Shops  Licenses 

No  person  shall  operate  or  maintain  an  automotive 
establishment  without  first  obtaining  the  Auto  Shops 
License  required  by  this  Ordinance  or  unless  the  same  is 
maintained  in  accordance  with  said  license  and  any  regu- 
lation promulgated  hereunder. 

a.  Definitions.  As  used  in  this  subsection,  the  follow- 
ing words  and  phrases  shall  have  the  meanings  given  in 
the  following  clauses.  Where  words  and  phrases  are  not 
defined  in  the  following  clauses  such  words  and  phrases 
shall  have  their  ordinarily  accepted  meanings  such  as  the 
context  implies. 

1.  Automotive  Establishments.  Auto  body  shop,  car 
wash,  garage,  gasoline  station,  motor  vehicle  repair  ga- 
rage or  lot,  retail  business  establishment  or  other  place  for 
the  sale,  service,  repair  or  installation  of  new  or  used  mo- 
tor vehicles,  new  or  used  motor  vehicle  parts,  new  or  used 
tires  or  new  or  used  motor  vehicle  accessories,  whether 
or  not  the  vehicles  are  serviced  or  parts  or  accessories  are 
installed  or  used  on  or  off  the  premises. 

2.  Cease  and  Desist  Order.  A  serious  enforcement  ac- 
tion, which  requires  the  wrongful  party  to  halt  production, 
service  or  a  particular  practice  at  its  facility. 

3.  Class  I,  II  and  III  Liquids.  The  Massachusetts  State 
Board  of  Building  Regulations  and  Standards  has  classi- 
fied flammable  and  combustible  liquids  as  Class  1A,  IB. 
IC,  II,  and  III  based  on  the  temperature  at  which  the  liq- 
uids give  off  enough  vapors  to  cause  a  fire  hazard.  The 
Occupational  Safety  and  Health  Administration  (OSHA) 
has  developed  specific  regulations  regarding  the  storage 
of  these  liquids. 

4.  Combustible  Liquid.  Any  liquids  having  a  flash 
point  at  or  above  1 00  degrees  Farenheit  shall  be  known  as 
Class  II  or  Class  III  Liquid.  Combustible  liquids  shall  be 
divided  into  the  following  classifications: 

Class  II:  Liquids  having  flash  points  at  or  above  100 
degrees  Farenheit  and  below  140  degrees  Farenheit. 

Class  III  A:  Liquids  having  a  flash  point  at  or  above  140 
degrees  Farenheit  and  below  200  degrees  Farenheit. 

Class  1 1 1 B:  Liquids  having  a  flash  point  at  or  above  200 
degrees  Fahrenheit. 

5.  Contingency  Plan.  A  document  setting  out  an  or- 
ganized, planned,  and  coordinated  course  of  action  to  be 
followed  in  case  of  fire,  explosion  or  other  accident  that 
releases  toxic  chemicals,  hazardous  waste  or  radioactive 
materials  that  threaten  human  health  or  the  environment. 
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6.  Cutting  and  Welding.  An  auto  body  repair  activ- 
ity that  can  create  noxious  fumes  and  potentially  release 
metal  fines  and  sparks  to  the  environment. 

7.  Engineering  Controls.  Mechanical  controls  and 
equipment  that  are  designed  to  protect  worker  health  and 
safety  (such  as  ventilation,  alarms  and  filters). 

8.  Environmental  Liability.  The  legal  liability  that  a 
company  or  a  person  incurs  if  it  owns  or  operates  a  shop 
that  violates  an  environmental  law  or  causes  damage  to 
the  surrounding  environment  as  a  result  ofthe  company's 
or  person's  operations. 

9.  Environmental,  Health,  and  Safety  (EHS)  Program. 
A  program  developed  by  a  workplace  or  business  to  pro- 
tect the  environment  and  worker  safety.  An  EHS  program 
incorporates  and  implements  procedures  that  help  ensure 
chemicals  and  activities  are  managed  in  a  safe  and  envi- 
ronmentally sound  manner. 

10.  Flammable  Liquid.  A  liquid  that  has  a  flash  point 
below  100  degrees  Fahrenheit  and  has  vapor  pressure  not 
exceeding  40  pounds  per  square  inch  (PSI)  at  1 00  degrees 
Fahrenheit. 

1 1 .  Hazard  Assessment.  The  review  and  evaluation  of 
a  shop's  operations  for  potential  health  injuries  or  disease 
that  may  be  caused  by  a  chemical,  process,  or  facility 
design  and  the  conditions  of  exposure  under  which  such 
health  effects  are  produced.  This  assessment  is  used  to 
identify  appropriate  precautions  that  workers  should  take 
when  performing  certain  shop  activities. 

12.  Hazardous  Air  Pollutant  (HAP).  Air  pollutants 
that  are  not  covered  by  ambient  air  quality  standards  but 
which  reasonably  may  be  expected  to  cause  or  contrib- 
ute to  irreversible  illness  or  death,  according  to  the  Clean 
Air  Act  Amendments.  Such  pollutants  include:  benzene, 
chromium  compounds,  hexane,  methyl  isocyanates,  sty- 
rene,  toluene,  and  vinyl  chloride. 

13.  Hazard  Communication  Program.  An  OSHA-re- 
quired  program  developed  by  a  firm  or  workplace  which 
identifies  potential  hazards  associated  with  workplace  ac- 
tivities and  outlines  procedures  that  will  be  undertaken 
by  all  employees  to  prevent  injury  and  in  the  event  of  a 
chemical  exposure  or  accident. 

14.  Hazardous  Waste.  Waste  generated  by  a  business 
or  residence  that  can  pose  a  substantial  or  potential  haz- 
ard to  human  health  or  the  environment  when  improperly 
managed.  These  are  defined  as  wastes  that  possess  at  least 
one  of  the  four  characteristics  (ignitability,  corrosivity, 
reactivity  or  toxicity)  or  wastes  that  are  determined  to  be 
hazardous  by  definition  and  are  listed  as  such  by  EPA  or 
states. 

15.  Hazardous  Waste  Generator.  Any  facility  that 
generates  waste.  Generators  are  regulated  based  on  how 
much  waste  they  generate. 

16.  Hazardous  Waste  Manifest.  A  multi-part  form  that 
is  used  to  track  each  hazardous  waste  shipment  from  its 
point  of  generation  to  its  ultimate  disposal  or  treatment. 
The  use  of  these  forms  is  required  under  EPA  or  DEP  haz- 
ardous waste  requirements.  These  forms  list  the  generator 
identification  number,  the  name  of  the  waste  generator, 
all  waste  transporters,  the  name  of  the  designated  receiv- 
ing facility,  and  the  quality  and  type  of  hazardous  waste 
being  shipped. 

1 7.  Imminent  Threat  or  Hazard.  An  activity  or  condi- 
tion that  poses  an  immediate  danger  to  human  health  or 
the  environment. 

18.  Lot.  A  parcel  ofland  including  land  under  water, 
whether  or  not  platted,  in  single  ownership,  and  not  di- 
vided by  a  street. 


19.  Material  Safety  Data  Sheets  (MSDS).  Printed 
documents  generated  by  chemical  manufacturers  that 
describe  the  contents  of  a  material,  its  hazards,  appropri- 
ate protection  measures,  and  other  health  and  safety  and 
emergency  information. 

20.  Oil-water  Separator.  Also  called  a  grease  trap  or 
gas  trap.  Used  to  separate  industrial  wastewater  before  it 
is  discharged  to  a  floor  drain,  sanitary  sewer,  industrial 
septic  system  or  the  ground.  The  separator  physically  re- 
moves the  oil  and  particles  from  the  wastewater  because 
floating  oil  and  particles  will  separate  from  the  water  in 
the  unit.  The  sludge  and  oil  must  be  collected  and  man- 
aged as  a  hazardous  waste  or  oil  waste. 

21.  Operation  Hours.  The  daily  time  period  during 
which  the  licensed  automotive  establishment  conducts 
and  provides  services  to  the  public. 

22.  Personal  Protective  Equipment  (PPE).  Any  health 
and  safety  equipment  used  to  protect  workers  from  po- 
tentially harmful  materials  or  activities.  PPE  includes 
goggles,  gloves,  respirators,  steel-toed  boots,  earplugs, 
and  more. 

23.  Pollution  Prevention  (P2).  The  implementation  of 
activities  or  practices  that  avoid  the  use  and  generation  of 
environmentally  harmful  materials.  Common  P2  activi- 
ties include  reducing  toxics  use,  using  non-toxic  alterna- 
tives, improving  efficiency  and  therefore  reducing  waste, 
recycling  or  reusing  materials  and  modifying  operations 
to  avoid  the  need  for  materials  that  are,  or  may  become, 
environmentally  harmful. 

24.  Reactive  Waste.  Waste  that  is  capable  of  reacting 
with  other  chemicals,  is  normally  unstable,  and  can  un- 
dergo violent  changes  with  or  without  exploding.  A  reac- 
tive waste  may  respond  violently  with  water  and  may  gen- 
erate toxic  gas,  vapor  or  fumes  when  mixed  with  water. 

25.  Reportable  Quantity  (RQ).  The  amount  of  oil  or 
hazardous  material  released  to  the  environment  that 
would  require  you  to  notify  the  proper  authorities. 

26.  Satellite  Accumulation  Area.  Area  where  hazard- 
ous waste  is  accumulated  in  a  container  until  the  con- 
tainer becomes  full  and  is  moved  to  a  hazardous  waste 
storage/accumulation  area.  Waste  in  this  area  must  be  at, 
or  near,  the  point  of  generation  and  under  the  control  of 
the  process  operator  at  all  times. 

27.  Spray  Area.  Any  area  where  dangerous  quantities 
of  flammable  or  combustible  vapors,  mists,  residues, 
dusts,  or  deposits  are  present  due  to  the  operation  of  spray 
painting  or  coating  processes.  According  to  NFP  A  Code 
33,  the  spray  area  includes  areas  inside  the  spray  booth 
or  spray  room,  as  well  as  ducts  exhausting  from  spray- 
painting  process.  When  spray  areas  are  not  confined  ad- 
equately, the  "spray  area"  may  extend  out  to  the  entire 
room. 

28.  Spray  Booth.  A  structure  which  encloses  a  spraying 
operation  to  limit  the  escape  of  spray,  vapor,  and  residue, 
and  which  conducts  these  materials  to  an  exhaust  system. 
A  spray  booth  is  fully  enclosed,  ventilated,  and  equipped 
with  fire  prevention  and  safety  equipment.  Generally  a 
spray  booth  has  three  walls  and  one  open  side. 

29.  Toxic  Waste.  A  waste  that  can. produce  injury  if  in- 
haled, swallowed,  or  absorbed  through  the  skin. 

30.  Violation.  The  operation  or  maintenance  of  any  es- 
tablishment governed  by  this  Ordinance  without  an  Auto 
Shops  License;  the  failure  to  operate  or  maintain  the  same 
in  accordance  with  a  validly  issued  Auto  Shops  License; 
and  the  interference  with  an  inspection  conducted  pursu- 
ant to  a  validly  issued  inspection  warrant. 
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31.  Volatile  Organic  Compounds  (VOCs).  Any  or- 
ganic compound  that  can  alter  the  chemical  makeup  of 
the  atmosphere  through  photochemical  reactions.  These 
compounds  are  called  volatile  because  they  can  become  a 
vapor  at  room  temperature  and  pressure.  Most  paints  and 
solvents  used  in  auto  body  shops  contain  VOCs. 

b.  Applicability.  The  Auto  Shops  License  shall  apply  to 
all  existing  and  future  automotive  establishments  located 
within  the  City. 

1 .  Zoning  Review.  After  an  Auto  Shops  License  ap- 
plication has  been  submitted  to  the  Inspectional  Services 
Department,  a  complete  plan  review  shall  be  conducted  to 
ensure  the  establishment  is  in  compliance  with  the  zoning 
code.  If  proper  zoning  is  not  met  the  application  must  be 
submitted  to  the  City  of  Boston  Zoning  Board  of  Appeal 
for  a  variance. 

c.  License  Required/or  Auto  Shops  Establishments. 
No  automotive  establishment,  shall  operate  without  first 
obtaining  an  Auto  Shops  License  from  the  Commissioner 
of  Inspectional  Services.  If  the  Commissioner  of  Inspec- 
tional Services  determines  that  a  submitted  Auto  Shops 
License  application  is  accurate  and  adequate  to  keep  the 
site  free  of  hazardous  waste  or  like  material  that  is  in- 
jurious to  the  public  health,  safety  and  environment,  the 
Commissioner  shall  issue  an  Auto  Shops  License  for  the 
establishment.  Performance  of  the  activities  scheduled  in 
the  Auto  Shops  plan  shall  be  a  condition  ofthe  license  and 
nonperformance  of  the  activities  scheduled  in  the  Auto 
Shops  plan  shall  be  a  violation  of  the  license  and  condi- 
tions of  this  ordinance.  All  auto  shops  shall  operate  using 
best  industry  practices  during  the  allowed  hours  of  opera- 
tion indicated  in  their  licenses. 

d.  Contents  of  License  Application.  A  complete  Auto 
Shops  License  application  consists  of  a  completed  ap- 
plication form  and  an  Auto  Shops  plan  attached  thereto. 
The  Auto  Shops  application  form  shall  be  in  a  form  ap- 
proved by  the  Commissioner.  An  Auto  Shops  plan  shall, 
at  a  minimum,  include  the  following  information: 

•  the  address  where  the  establishment  is  located; 

•  the  name,  address,  and  telephone  number  of  the  owner 
of  the  estab  lishment; 

•  the  name,  address,  and  telephone  number  of  the  opera- 
tor of  the  establishment; 

•  a  weekly  schedule  detailing  the  time  and  days  of  the 
week  of  the  Operation  Hours  for  the  automotive  estab- 
lishment; 

•  a  weekly  schedule  detailing  the  times  and  days  of  the 
week  for  cleaning  and  maintaining  the  establishment 
free  of  waste  and  hazardous  material; 

•  the  name  of  a  supervisor  responsible  for  overseeing  the 
cleaning  and  maintenance  of  the  shop; 

•  the  name  and  address  of  the  waste  hauling  company 
responsible  for  servicing  the  establishment; 

•  the  date,  time,  and  frequency  of  service  by  the  waste 
hauling  company; 

•  any  and  all  permits  and/or  licenses  issued  by  the  De- 
partment of  Environmental  Protection  relating  to  the 
management,  storage  and  disposal  of  solid  wastes  and 
hazardous  materials  and  hazardous  wastes  generated, 
stored,  or  disposed  on  site; 

•  any  and  all  permits  and/or  licenses  issued  by  the  Public 
Safety  Committee; 

•  any  and  all  permits  and/or  licenses  issued  by  the  Bos- 
ton Police  Department; 

•  any  and  all  permits  and/or  licenses  issued  by  the  In- 
spectional Services  Department; 

•  any  and  all  permits  and/or  licenses  issued  by  the  Public 
Works  Department; 

•  any  other  information  required  by  the  Inspectional 
Services  Department  to  ensure  the  site  is  maintained 
in  a  sanitary  condition  free  of  solid  waste,  hazardous 
materials  or  like  material  that  is  injurious  to  the  public 
health,  safety,  and  environment;  and 

•  Any  and  all  permits  and/or  licenses  issued  by  the 
Boston  Public  Health  Commission. 


e.  Posting  Requirements.  The  Auto  Shops  Plan  and 
Auto  Shops  License  shall  be  posted  in  a  conspicuous 
place  on  the  premises  in  public  view. 

f.  Inspections. 

1 .  Authority.  In  order  to  properly  carry  out  their  respec- 
tive responsibilities  under  this  Ordinance,  and  to  ensure 
that  the  public  health,  safety  and  environment  are  protect- 
ed from  the  hazards  posed  by  unsanitary  and  unhealthy 
conditions,  the  Inspectional  Services  Department  is  au- 
thorized to  enter,  examine  or  survey  at  any  reasonable 
time  all  establishments  licensed  hereunder. 

2.  Systematic  Area  Inspections.  The  Inspectional  Ser- 
vices Department  is  authorized  to  develop  and  adopt 
plans  for  systematic,  periodic  area-wide  inspections  of  es- 
tablishments required  to  obtain  an  Auto  Shops  License. 

3.  Interference  With  Inspector.  If  any  owner,  occupant 
or  person  refuses,  impedes,  inhibits,  interferes  with,  re- 
stricts, or  obstructs  entry  and  free  access  to  the  site,  op- 
eration or  premise  where  inspection  is  authorized  by  this 
Ordinance,  the  Inspectional  Services  Department  may 
seek  in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  an  inspection 
warrant  that  allows  for  the  inspection  of  the  site  and  sur- 
prises the  owner,  occupant  or  other  person  concerning  the 
nature  of  the  inspection,  the  scope  of  the  inspection,  and 
the  justification  for  it  and  may  seek  the  assistance  of  the 
police  authorities  in  presenting  said  warrant. 

g.  Violation.  The  operation  or  maintenance  of  any  es- 
tablishment governed  by  this  ordinance  without  an  Auto 
Shops  License;  the  failure  to  operate  or  maintain  the  same 
in  accordance  with  a  validly  issued  Auto  Shops  License 
and  Auto  Shops  plan;  and  the  interference  with  an  inspec- 
tion conducted  pursuant  to  a  validly  issued  inspection 
warrant. 

1 .  Regulation.  No  fine  shall  be  issued  under  the  Auto 
Shops  License  but  shall  be  issued  under  the  State  Sanitary 
CodeG.L.  c.  Ill,  sections  122,  123  and  125. 

2.  Timeframe.  After  an  auto  shops  establishment  has 
been  cited,  by  the  Commissioner  of  Inspectional  Services 
or  his  designee,  for  failure  to  comply  with  a  validly  is- 
sued Auto  Shops  License  the  owner,  occupant  or  person 
responsible  for  the  operation  or  maintenance  ofthe  estab- 
lishment shall  have  7  days  in  which  to  comply,  or,  in  an 
emergency,  as  determined  by  the  inspector  from  Inspec- 
tional Services,  twenty-four  (24)  hours. 

3.  Fine  Schedule.  Citations,  for  failure  to  comply  with 
this  ordinance,  will  be  issued  by  ISD  through  a  code  en- 
forcement ticket.  A  clearly  defined  and  progressive  fine 
schedule  would  result  in  the  following: 

1st  offense  $100.00 
2nd  offense  $250.00 
3rd  and  subsequent  offenses  $500.00 

h.  Service  of  Notice  of  Violation.  Notice  of  Violation 
shall  be  served  on  all  owners,  operators,  and  on  all  other 
persons  responsible  for  the  operation  and  maintenance  of 
the  establishment.  The  Notice  of  Violation  shall  be  served 
in  the  following  manner: 

1 .  Personally,  by  any  person  authorized  to  serve  civil 
process;  or 

2.  By  any  person  authorized  to  serve  civil  process  by 
leaving  a  copy  of  the  Notice  of  Violation  at  the  last  and 
usual  place  of  abode  ofthe  violator;  or 

3.  By  sending  a  copy  ofthe  order  by  registered  or  cer- 
tified mail,  return  receipt  requested,  if  within  the  Com- 
monwealth; or 

4.  If  the  last  and  usual  place  of  abode  ofthe  violator 
is  unknown  or  is  outside  the  Commonwealth,  by  posting 
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a  copy  of  the  Notice  of  Violation  in  a  conspicuous  place 
on  or  about  the  premises  and  by  advertising  it  for  at  least 
three  out  of  five  consecutive  days  in  one  or  more  newspa- 
pers of  general  circulation  within  the  City. 

i.  Administrative  Hearings. 

1 .  Right  to  Hearing.  Any  person  upon  whom  a  Notice 
of  Violation  has  been  served  may  request  a  hearing  from 
the  Inspectional  Services  Department  by  filing  a  written 
petition  requesting  a  hearing  on  the  matter  within  the  De- 
partment within  seven  days  after  the  day  the  Notice  of 
Violation  was  served. 

2.  Hearing  Notice.  Upon  receipt  of  a  petition,  the  In- 
spectional Services  Department  shall  inform  the  petition- 
er of  the  date,  time,  and  place  of  the  hearing  in  writing. 

3.  Time  for  Hearing.  The  hearing  shall  commence 
within  thirty  days  after  the  day  on  which  the  Notice  of 
Violation  was  served.  The  time  period  in  which  the  cited 
violations  must  be  remedied  shall  be  stayed  upon  receipt 
of  the  petition  for  a  hearing  until  such  time  as  the  hearing 
is  held. 

4.  Hearing  of  Petitioner.  At  the  hearing,  the  petition- 
er shall  be  given  an  opportunity  to  be  heard,  to  present 
witness  or  documentary  evidence,  and  to  show  why  the 
Notice  of  Violation  should  be  modified  or  withdrawn.  An 
official  record  shall  be  kept  of  the  hearing  proceedings 
and  made  available  to  the  petitioner  upon  request.  Failure 
to  hold  a  hearing  within  the  time  period  specified  herein 
shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  any  Notice  of  Violation. 

5.  Final  Decision  after  Hearing;  Failure  to  Comply 
with  Final  Order. 

a.  )  Within  seven  days  after  the  conclusion  ofthe  hear- 
ing, the  Inspectional  Services  Department  shall  sustain, 
modify,  or  withdraw  the  Notice  of  Violation  and  shall 
inform  the  petitioner,  in  writing,  of  its  decision  and  the 
reasons  therefore.  If  the  department  sustains  or  modifies 
the  Notice  of  Violation,  said  violation  shall  be  remedied 
within  the  time  period  allotted  as  issued  or  in  the  modi- 
fication. 

b.  )  If  a  written  petition  for  a  hearing  is  not  filed  with 
the  Inspectional  Services  Department  within  seven  days 
after  the  Notice  of  Violation  has  been  served,  or  if,  after 
a  hearing,  the  Notice  of  Violation  has  been  sustained  in 
any  part,  each  day's  failure  to  comply  with  the  Notice  of 
Violation  within  the  time  allotted  as  issued  or  modified 
shall  constitute  an  additional  offense. 

J.  Judicial  Appeals.  Any  person  aggrieved  by  a  final 
decision  of  the  Inspectional  Services  Department  with  re- 
spect to  the  denial  of  an  Auto  Shops  License,  the  revoca- 
tion of  an  Auto  Shops  License,  the  issuance  of  a  Notice  of 
Violation,  or  any  other  order  issued  under  this  Ordinance 
by  the  Inspectional  Services  Department,  may  seek  relief 
therefrom  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  as  pro- 
vided by  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 

k.  Penalties. 

1 .  Failure  to  Obtain  an  Auto  Shops  License.  If  a  per- 
son operates  an  automotive  establishment  without  first 
obtaining  an  Auto  Shops  License,  the  Commissioner  of 
Inspectional  Services  may  seek  an  injunction  from  a  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction  prohibiting  the  operation  of  the 
establishment  until  an  Auto  Shops  License  is  secured. 

2.  Failure  to  Comply  with  Terms  of  the  Auto  Shops  Li- 
cense. If  a  licensee  fails  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  an 
Auto  Shops  License,  the  Commissioner  of  Inspectional 
Services  may  suspend  the  Auto  Shops  License,  after  an 
administrative  hearing,  and  seek  an  injunction  from  a 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction  prohibiting  the  operation 
of  the  establishment  until  the  licensee  proves  to  the  court 


its  compliance  with  the  Auto  Shops  License.  If  a  Licensee 
fails  to  comply  with  the  terms  ofthe  Auto  Shops  License 
three  times  in  the  proceeding  year,  the  Commissioner  of 
Inspectional  Services  may  suspend,  cancel  or  revoke  the 
Auto  Shops  License  after  an  administrative  hearing.  In 
the  event  of  suspension  or  cancellation  ofthe  auto  Shops 
License  other  municipal  agencies  issuing  licenses  will  be 
so  notified. 

3.  Failure  to  Comply  with  Notice  of  Violation.  Any 
person  who  fails  to  comply  with  any  Notice  of  Violation 
or  other  order  issued  pursuant  to  this  Ordinance  by  the 
Inspectional  Services  Department,  or  its  duly  appointed 
agents  or  representatives,  shall  be  fined  one  thousand 
(SI, 000)  dollars  per  violation  per  day.  Each  day's  failure 
to  comply  with  a  Notice  of  Violation  or  any  other  order 
shall  constitute  a  separate  violation. 

4.  Interference  After  Inspection  Warrant  Presented. 
Any  owner,  occupant,  or  other  person  who  refuses,  im- 
pedes, inhibits,  interferes  with,  restricts  or  obstructs  entry 
and  free  access  to  every  part  of  the  structure,  site  opera- 
tion or  premises  where  inspection  is  sought  under  this 
Ordinance  after  an  inspection  warrant  has  been  obtained 
and  presented  in  accordance  with  (3)(I)  of  this  Ordinance, 
shall  be  fined  one  thousand  ($1,000)  dollars. 

5.  Fines.  All  fines  and  penalties  assessed  and  collected 
under  this  Ordinance  may  be  enforced  pursuant  to  G.  L.  c. 
40,  section  21 D  and  will  remain  the  property  of  ISD. 

1.  Auto  Shops  License  Fee.  The  fee  for  the  Auto  Shops 
License  shall  be  one  hundred  ($100)  dollars.  It  is  renew- 
able on  an  annual  basis  and  requires  a  compliance  inspec- 
tion for  the  license  to  be  issued. 

m.  Term  of  License.  The  term  of  each  license  shall  be 
one  year.  Annually  on  the  date  set  by  the  Commissioner, 
all  persons  who  operate  or  maintain  automotive  establish- 
ments shall  file,  renew  or  amend  an  Auto  Shops  plan  and 
obtain  a  new  Auto  Shops  License. 

n.  Severability.  If  any  section  provided  for  under  this 
Ordinance  shall  be  declared  invalid  for  any  reason  what- 
soever, that  decision  shall  not  affect  any  other  portion  of 
this  Ordinance,  which  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  ef- 
fect; and  to  this  end  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  are 
hereby  declared  severable. 

o.  Regulatory  Authority.  The  Commissioner  of  Inspec- 
tional Services  shall  have  the  authority  to  promulgate 
rules  and  regulations  necessary  to  enforce  this  ordinance. 

p.  Delegation  of  Authority.  The  Commissioner  of  In- 
spectional Services  may  delegate  enforcement  of  this 
Ordinance  to  any  City  Department  authorized  to  enforce 
public  safety,  health,  or  environmental  laws  and  regula- 
tions. 

q.  Effective  Date.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect 
within  ninety  (90)  days  of  passage.

Dear  Councillors: 

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval,  an  Act  to  Restore 
Governmentally  Involved  Housing  Protection  in  Boston. 


OCTOBER  25,  2006 
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The  issue  of  expiring  use  began  in  the  late  1960's  and 
early  1970's  when  many  rental  properties  in  Boston  were 
built  with  government  subsidies  of  a  fixed  term.  Devel- 
opers received  low  mortgage  interest  rates,  some  as  low 
as  1%  with  no  money  down.  In  addition,  thousands  of 
already  built  multi-family  rental  buildings  were  rehabili- 
tated with  government  loans,  with  low  interest  rates  and 
virtually  no  money  down. 

In  exchange,  the  owners  agreed  to  sign  regulatory 
agreements.  Some  had  their  rents  regulated  and  many 
had  to  agree  to  "use"  restrictions  and  were  imposed  with 
very  strict  eviction  standards.  The  original  contracts  al- 
lowed the  owners  to  payoff  their  40  year  mortgages  and 
terminate  their  contracts  after  20  years.  Today,  with  the 
appreciation  of  Boston  real  estate,  and  the  expiration  of 
use  restrictions,  Boston  is  at  risk  oflosing  these  units,  an 
irreplaceable  source  of  affordable  housing. 

It  is  because  of  this  concern  that  I  ask  your  Honorable 
Body  to  consider  the  passage  of  this  Home  Rule  Petition 
at  your  earliest  convenience.

ORDERED:-  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  ac- 
companied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City 
of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order 
be,  and  hereby  is,  approved  under  Clause  (1)  of  Section 
eight  of  Article  two,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to 
the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
to  the  end  that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely 
as  follows,  except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form 
only: 

Whereas,  a  serious  public  emergency  exists  with  re- 
spect to  the  housing  of  citizens  in  Boston  residing  in 
governmentally-involved  housing,  inasmuch  as  there  is 
a  threat  that  many  low-income  individuals  and  families 
residing  in  such  housing,  particularly  those  elderly  and 
disabled,  may  be  threatened  with  displacement  as  a  result 
of  prepayment  of  mortgage  financing,  loss  of  use  restric- 
tions, expiring  subsidy  contracts,  and  expected  increas- 
es in  rent,  and  there  is  a  threat  that  affordable  housing 
stock  will  be  lost  due  to  expiration  of  use  restrictions  and 
subsidy  contracts  and  such  pre-payment,  further  exacer- 
bating an  extreme  housing  shortage  within  the  city  for 
lowincome  families  and  voters,  and  whereas,  in  approv- 
ing Chapter  40  P  of  the  General  Laws,  the  voters  did  not 
exempt  such  housing  from  protection  or  regulation  and 
whereas  it  is  the  city's  policy  to  encourage  owners  of  this 
governmentally-involved  housing  to  accept  incentives  to 
keep  such  housing  affordable  and  avert  displacement, 
that  such  emergency  should  be  met  by  the  city  of  Bos- 
ton immediately;  therefore,  this  act  is  declared  to  be  in 
the  public  interest.  SECTION  2.  (A)  Notwithstanding  the 
provisions  of  any  general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary, 
including,  without  limitation,  the  provisions  of  chap- 
ter forty  P  of  the  General  Laws  and  chapter  282  of  the 
Acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  ninety-four,  for  so  long  as 
the  City  Council  of  Boston  shall  determine  that  the  cir- 
cumstances described  in  section  one  hereof  continue  to 
exist,  the  City  of  Boston  shall  by  ordinance  regulate  the 
rent  for  use  or  occupancy  of  governmentally-involved  or 
formerly  governmentally-involved  housing  to  the  extent 
such  regulation  is  not  preempted  by  federal  law  or  by  sec- 
tion six  of  chapter  708  of  the  Acts  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  sixty-six  as  amended,  once  the  basis  for  federal  or 
state  rent  regulation  or  preemption  no  longer  exists.  For 
purposes  of  this  act,  "governmentally-involved  housing" 
is  defined  as  housing  units  which  the  United  States,  the 
Commonwealth  or  any  authority  created  under  the  laws 
thereof  (i)  insures  the  mortgage  thereon,  or  owns,  oper- 
ates, finances,  or  subsidizes  such  housing  units,  and  (ii) 
regulates  the  individual  rents  thereof,  including  with- 
out limitation  housing  units  constructed  or  rehabilitated 


pursuant  to  Section  202  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1959,  as 
amended  (12  U.S.C.  §  1701q),  Sections  221(d)  and  236 
of  the  National  Housing  Act,  as  amended  (12  U.S.c.  §§ 
17151  (d)  or  1715z-l),  Section  811  of  the  Cranston- 
Gonzalez  National  Affordable  Housing  Act,  as  amended 
(42  U.s.c.  §  8013),  or  Section  13A  of  chapter  708  of  the 
Acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  sixty-six,  added  by  Section 
10  of  chapter  855  of  the  Acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
seventy,  as  amended  (M.G.L.  c.  23A  App.  §  I  -13A),  or 
housing  units  financed  or  subsidized  pursuant  to  project- 
based  programs  for  low-income  persons  under  Section  8 
of  the  United  States  Housing  Act  of  1937,  as  amended 
(42  U.S.C.  §  1437f),  or  the  project-based  Massachusetts 
Rental  Voucher  Program,  so-called  (see  line  item  7004- 
9004  of  Section  2  of  chapter  1 59  of  the  Acts  of  two  thou- 
sand, as  well  as  760  C.M.R.  Part  49.00),  or  housing  units 
with  mortgage  insurance  under  Sections  207  or  220  of 
the  National  Housing  Act,  as  amended,  and  subject  to  a 
rent  regulatory  agreement  or  other  controls  pursuant  to 
applicable  law  with  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority, 
but  not  including  the  following: 

(1)  housing  units  owned  or  acquired  by  the  City  of 
Boston  through  tax  foreclosure; 

(2)  except  for  publicly  owned  dwelling  units  or  units 
which  are  financed  or  subsidized  with  project-based  Sec- 
tion 8,  housing  units  in  a  one-to-four  family  building  or 
structure  which  are  not  part  of  a  larger  housing  develop- 
ment, whether  on  one  or  more  sites; 

(3)  structures  containing  housing  units  subsidized 
with  mobile  tenant-based  rental  assistance  that  would  not 
otherwise  come  within  the  definition  of  governmentally 
involved  housing; 

(4)  public  housing  owned  or  operated  by  a  local  hous- 
ing authority  under  chapter  1 2 1 B  of  the  General  Laws,  the 
United  States  Housing  Act  of  1937  (42  U.S.C.  §§  14S7a 
et  seq.),  or  any  successor  act  or  public  housing  programs 
formerly  assisted  under  the  United  States  Housing  Act  of 
1937: 

(5)  housing  units  which  received  mortgage  insurance 
pursuant  to  sections  207  or  220  of  the  National  Hous- 
ing Act  but  not  subject  to  a  rent  regulatory  agreement  or 
other  controls  with  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
as  well  as  housing  units  which  received  mortgage  insur- 
ance pursuant  to  section  608  of  the  National  Housing  Act, 
regardless  of  whether  there  was  a  rent  regulatory  agree- 
ment or  other  controls  with  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  or  not; 

(6)  housing  units  which  received  mortgage  insurance 
pursuant  to  Section  221  (d)  of  the  National  Housing  Act 
and  which  never  received  a  federal  or  state  subsidy  or  be- 
low market  interest  rate  mortgage  subsidy;  and 

(7)  housing  units  where  the  sole  government  involve- 
ment is  the  owner's  participation  in  federal,  state,  or  mu- 
nicipal funded  programs  for  home  repairs,  energy  conser- 
vation, or  lead  paint  abatement. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  act,  "formerly  governmental- 
ly-involved housing"  is  defined  as  housing  which  was 
governmentally-involved  housing  as  of  July  1,  1994,  or 
which  becomes  governmentally  involved  housing  after 
July  1 , 1 994,  but  which  then  no  longer  is  owned,  operated, 
financed,  subsidized,  mortgage-insured,  or  rent-regulated 
by  the  United  States,  the  Commonwealth,  or  any  authority 
created  under  the  laws  thereof,  provided  that  "formerly 
governmentally  involved  housing"  shall  include  any 
housing  receiving  subsidy  under  Section  8(t)  of  the  Unit- 
ed States  Housing  Act  of  1937  (42  U.S.c.  §  1  437f(t)). 

For  the  purpose  of  this  act.  "low-income"  is  defined  as 
annual  household  income  which  is  eighty  percent  or  less 
of  the  median  income  for  the  area  as  determined  by  the 
United  States  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Devel- 
opment, with  adjustments  for  smaller  and  larger  families. 
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The  City  of  Boston  shall  by  ordinance  create  a  official 
body  designated  by  the  Mayor  to  establish  as  the  maxi- 
mum rent  for  the  governmentally-involved  and  formerly 
governmentally-involved  housing  units  the  rent  in  effect 
therefore  on  July  I,  1994,  or  six  months  before  the  ba- 
sis federal  or  state  rent  regulation  or  preemption  lapsed, 
whichever  is  later,  adjusted  to  insure  such  rent  provides 
a  fair  net  operating  income  as  of  the  date  of  the  official 
body's  decision,  provided,  however,  said  ordinance  shall 
authorize  the  official  body  to  make  individual  adjust- 
ments in  such  maximum  rents  as  may  be  necessary  to 
remove  hardships  or  to  correct  other  inequities.  In  mak- 
ing individual  adjustments  to  remove  hardships  or  to  cor- 
rect other  inequities,  the  official  body  shall  observe  the 
principle  of  maintaining  maximum  rents  for  such  housing 
units  at  levels  which  will  yield  to  owners  a  fair  net  op- 
erating income  from  such  housing  units.  In  determining 
whether  the  maximum  rent  for  such  housing  units  yields 
a  fair  net  operating  income,  due  consideration  shall  be 
given  to,  among  other  relevant  factors;  (1)  increases  in 
property  taxes;  (2)  unavoidable  increases  in  operating  and 
maintenance  expenses;  (3)  major  capital  improvement  of 
the  housing  units,  distinguished  from  ordinary  repair,  re- 
placement, and  maintenance;  (4)  increases  or  decreases 
in  living  space,  services,  furniture,  furnishings  or  equip- 
ment; and  (5)  substantial  deterioration  of  the  housing 
units,  other  than  ordinary  wear  and  tear,  or  failure  to  per- 
form ordinary  repair,  replacement,  or  maintenance.  (B) 
Such  ordinance  shall  provide  that  no  person  shall  bring 
an  action  to  recover  possession  of  a  governmentally- 
involved  housing  unit,  or  of  a  formerly  governmentally 
involved  housing  unit,  to  the  extent  that  such  regulation  is 
not  otherwise  preempted  by  federal  law  or  section  six  of 
chapter  708  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  sixty-six 
as  amended,  unless: 

(1)  the  tenant  has  failed  to  pay  the  rent  to  which  the 
owner  is  entitled; 

(2)  the  tenant  has  violated  an  obligation  or  covenant 
of  tenancy  not  inconsistent  with  chapter  93A  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws  or  this  act  other  than  the  obligation  to  surrender 
possession  upon  proper  notice,  and  has  failed  to  cure  the 
violation  after  having  received  written  notice  thereof; 

(3)  the  tenant  is  causing,  committing,  or  permitting  a 
nuisance  in,  or  substantial  damage  to  the  housing  unit, 
or  is  creating  substantial  interference  with  the  comfort, 
safety,  or  enjoyment  of  the  owner  or  other  occupants  of 
the  same  or  any  adjacent  unit; 

(4)  the  tenant  has  used  or  permitted  use  of  a  housing 
unit  for  illegal  purposes; 

(5)  the  tenant,  who  had  a  written  lease  or  rental  agree- 
ment which  has  terminated,  has  refused,  after  written 
requests  or  demand  by  the  owner,  to  execute  a  written 
extension  or  renewal  thereof  for  a  farther  term  of  like  du- 
ration on  terms  not  inconsistent  with  or  violative  of  any 
provision  of  this  act; 

(6)  the  tenant  has  refused  the  owner  reasonable  access 
to  the  housing  unit  for  the  purpose  of  making  necessary 
repairs  or  improvements  required  by  law,  or  for  the  pur- 
pose of  inspection  as  permitted  or  required  by  the  lease  or 
law,  or  for  the  purpose  of  showing  the  housing  unit  to  any 
prospective  purchaser  or  mortgagee; 

(7)  the  tenant  holding  at  the  end  of  a  lease  term  is  a 
subtenant  not  approved  by  the  owner;  or 

(8)  the  owner  seeks  to  recover  possession  for  any  other 
just  cause  not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  and  purposes 
of  this  act  or  chapter  93  A  of  the  General  Laws. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  construed  as  ad- 
ditional restrictions  on  the  right  to  recover  possession  of 
such  housing  units. 

(C)  Such  ordinance  shall  also  provide  that  no  person 


shall  remove  any  governmentally-involved  or  formally 
governmentally-involved  housing  accommodation  from 
low-income  rental  housing  use  (including  but  not  limited 
to  sale,  lease,  or  other  disposition  of  the  property  which 
may  have  such  an  effect),  or  convert  such  property  to  a 
condominium  or  cooperative,  without  first  obtaining  a 
permit  for  that  purpose  from  the  official  body,  to  the  ex- 
tent that  such  provision  is  not  preempted  by  federal  law  or 
section  six  of  chapter  708  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  sixty-six  as  amended.  Such  permit  may  be  subject  to 
terms  and  conditions  not  inconsistent  with  the  purposes 
and  provisions  of  this  act,  including,  without  limitation, 
(a)  incentives  to  continue  in  effect  the  low-income  restric- 
tions previously  in  place  for  the  property  and  (b)  where 
sale,  lease,  or  disposition  of  the  property  may  result  in 
the  loss  of  all  or  a  portion  of  the  property  for  low-income 
rental  housing  use,  the  right  of  an  incorporated  tenants  as- 
sociation in  such  housing,  the  city  of  Boston,  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority,  non-profit  community  development 
corporations,  or  other  equivalent  bona  fide  non-profit 
organizations  to  negotiate  for,  acquire  and  operate  such 
property  on  substantially  equivalent  terms  and  conditions 
as  offered  or  available  to  a  bona  fide  third-party  purchas- 
er. 

(D)  To  the  extent  not  preempted  by  federal  law  or  sec- 
tion six  of  chapter  708  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
sixty-six  as  amended,  such  ordinance  shall  require  that 
owners  of  governmentally-involved  housing,  or  formerly 
governmentally  involved  housing,  affirmatively  seek  out 
and  accept  any  prospective  governmental  housing  re- 
sources, whether  tenant-based  or  project-based,  which 
maximize  affordability  of  the  housing  units  consistent 
with  the  income  character  of  the  property  arid  the  owner  a 
right  to  obtain  a  fair  net  operating  income  for  the  housing 
units,  provided  that  the  City  shall  assist  owners  by  identi- 
fying such  governmental  housing  resources. 

(E)  To  the  extent  not  preempted  by  federal  law  or  sec- 
tion six  of  chapter  708  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  sixty-six  as  amended,  and  so  long  as  such  regulation 
is  consistent  with  the  owner's  right  to  obtain  a  fair  net 
operating  income,  such  ordinance  shall  also  provide  that 
the  City  may  establish  local  preferences,  priorities,  and 
income  limits  for  admission  to  governmentally-involved 
housing  or  former  governmentally-involved  housing  upon 
unit  turnover,  consistent,  to  the  extent  with  the  income 
profile  of  the  property  twelve  months  prior  to  the  date  of 
the  loss  or  rent  preemption  or  the  decision  to  not  renew  an 
expiring  subsidy  contract.  The  official  body  may  approve 
an  alternative  plan  requested  by  the  owner,  consistent 
with  the  provisions  of  this  Act.  No  ordinance  or  regula- 
tion shall  require  an  owner  to  create  a  tenancy  involving 
any  person  with  a  history  of  conduct  which  would,  if  re- 
peated, be  grounds  for  eviction  from  such  housing. 

(F)  Such  ordinance  shall  also  provide  that  the  official 
body  may  grant  exemptions  and  exceptions  to  the  gen- 
eral provisions  of  this  act  when  such  action  would  tend  to 
maintain  or  increase  the  supply  of  affordable  housing  in 
Boston,  including,  without  limitation,  promoting  the  sale 
of  properties  to  bona  fide  tenant  organizations  or  non- 
profit community  development  corporations  under  terms 
and  conditions  which  would  tend  to  maintain  the  income 
character  of  the  property. 

(G)  Such  ordinance  shall  provide  that  the  official  body 
may  promulgate  such  rules,  regulations  and  orders  as  it 
may  deem  necessary  to  effectuate  the  purposes  of  this 
act  and  the  ordinance.  The  official  body  may  hold  hear- 
ings on  any  matters  within  its  authority  under  this  act 
and  ordinance.  Any  hearings  regarding  matters  related  to 
regulation  of  rents  or  removal  permits  for  governmentally 
involved  or  formerly  governmentally  involved  housing  or 
regarding  compliance  with  other  provisions  of  this  act, 
or  the  ordinance,  orders,  rules,  or  regulations  adopted  or 
promulgated  hereunder,  shall  be  conducted  by  the  official 
body  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  eleven 
of  chapter  thirty  A  of  the  General  Laws  except  that  re- 
quirements (7)  and  (8)  of  such  section  eleven  shall  not 
apply  to  such  hearings. 

(H)  All  decisions  of  the  crucial  body  may  be  appealed 
to  the  housing  court  department  of  the  trial  court,  city 
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of  Boston  division,  by  any  person  aggrieved  thereby, 
whether  or  not  previously  a  party  in  the  matter,  within 
thirty  calendar  days  after  notice  of  such  decision.  Judicial 
review  of  adjudicatory  decisions  shall  be  conducted  in  ac- 
cordance with  section  fourteen  of  chapter  thirty  A  of  the 
General  Laws.  Judicial  review  of  regulations  shall  be  con- 
ducted in  accordance  with  section  seven  of  chapter  thirty 
A  of  the  General  Laws.  The  housing  court  department  of 
the  trial  court,  city  of  Boston  division,  shall  have  jurisdic- 
tion to  enforce  the  provisions  hereof  and  any  ordinance, 
rule  or  regulation  adopted  hereunder,  and  on  application 
of  the  official  body  or  any  aggrieved  person  may  restrain 
or  enjoin  violations  of  any  such  ordinance,  rule,  or  regu- 
lation. In  the  interests  of  justice,  the  court  may  allow  any 
necessary  parties  to  be  joined  in  or  to  intervene  in  any 
action  brought  hereunder  and  may  in  its  discretion  allow 
or  require  an  action  to  proceed  as  a  class  action. 

SECTION  3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  do 
or  omit  to  do  any  action  in  violation  of  this  act,  or  any 
order,  ordinance,  rule  or  regulation  adopted  or  promul- 
gated hereunder.  Whoever  willfully  violates  any  provi- 
sion of  this  act  or  any  order,  ordinance,  rule  or  regulation 
adopted  or  promulgated  hereunder  or  whoever  makes  a 
false  statement  in  any  testimony  before  the  official  body 
or  its  agents,  or  whoever  knowingly  supplies  the  official 
body  with  false  information  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  more  than  four  hundred  dollars  or  by  imprisonment 
for  not  more  than  ninety  days,  or  both;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  in  the  case  of  a  second  or  subsequent  offense, 
or  where  the  violation  continues  after  notice  thereof,  such 
person  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  two 
thousand  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than 
one  year,  or  both. 

SECTION  4.  The  provisions  of  this  act  are  severable, 
and  if  any  of  its  provisions  shall  be  held  unconstitutional 
or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdic- 
tion, the  decision  of  such  court  shall  not  affect  or  impair 
any  of  the  remaining  provisions. 

SECTION  5.  The  provisions  of  M.G.L.  c.  40P  shall  not 
apply  to  any  ordinance  adopted  under  this  authority. 

SECTION  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  passage

REQUIREMENT  (DOCKET  NO.  1280) 

Councilor  TOBIN  offered  the  following:

AN  ORDINANCE  AMENDING  THE 
RESIDENCY  REQUIREMENT 

Whereas:  The  City  of  Boston  has  required  that  its  em- 
ployees, with  noteworthy  exceptions,  live  within  the  city 
limits  since  1976;  and 

Whereas:  The  residency  ordinance  (CBC  5-5.3)  has 
not  been  amended  since  1994  when  Mayor  Thomas  M. 
Menino  and  the  Boston  City  Council  strengthened  the 
city's  residency  law  and  improved  enforcement;  and 

Whereas:  There  are  numerous  exemptions  to  the  resi- 
dency requirement  that  have  been  negotiated  by  labor 
unions  through  collective  bargaining  agreements;  and 

Whereas:  Members  of  one  of  the  largest  unions,  the 
Boston  Teachers  Union,  are  not  subject  to  residency;  and 

Whereas:  As  a  result,  the  current  residency  ordinance 
is  unfairly  and  unevenly  applied;  and 

Whereas:  Regardless  of  the  residency  requirement, 
many  city  employees  choose  to  live  in  Boston  and  raise 
their  families  in  its  neighborhoods.  NOW  THEREFORE, 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol- 
lows: 

CBC  Chapter  V,  Section  5-5.3  is  hereby  stricken  in  its 
entirety  and  replaced  as  follows: 
5-5.3  Residency  Requirement. 

As  of  the  date  of  final  approval  of  this  section  by  the 
City  Council  and  the  Mayor,  every  person  employed  by 
the  City  of  Boston  ("City  Employee")  shall,  for  as  long 
as  he/she  remains  a  City  Employee,  remain  a  resident 
of  the  City  of  Boston  for  a  period  not  less  than  the  five 
(5)  consecutive  years  immediately  following  the  later  of 
(i)  the  date  of  final  approval  of  this  section  by  the  City 
Council  and  the  Mayor  or  (ii)  the  start  date  of  the  City 
Employee.  A  City  Employee  with  five  (5)  or  more  years 
of  uninterrupted  service  from  the  later  of  (i)  the  date  of 
final  approval  ofthis  section  by  the  City  Council  and  the 
Mayor  or  (ii)  the  start  date  of  the  City  Employee  shall  not 
be  required  to  remain  a  resident  of  the  City  of  Boston.  A 
City  Employee  who  terminates  his/her  employment  after 
completing  a  minimum  of  five  (5)  years  of  uninterrupted 
service  as  aforesaid  and  who  is  rehired  at  a  later  date  is  not 
required  to  be  or  remain  a  resident  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
For  the  purposes  of  this  section,  a  City  Employee  shall  be 
any  person  receiving  monies  from  the  City  of  Boston  or 
the  Boston  Water  and  Sewer  Commission  subject  to  with- 
holding taxes  by  the  State  or  Federal  Government,  except 
principal  employees  and  officers  subject  to  the  provisions 
ofCBC  5-5.2. 

Upon  taking  employment  with  the  City,  and  annually 
on  February  first  thereafter,  every  City  Employee  with 
less  than  five  (5)  years  of  uninterrupted  service  shall  file 
with  his/her  Department  Head  or  like  officer,  a  certificate, 
signed  under  the  pains  and  penalties  of  perjury,  stating 
his/her  name  and  place  of  residence.  A  copy  of  every 
such  certificate  shall  be  transmitted  by  the  Department 
Head  or  like  officer  to  the  Boston  Residency  Compliance 
Commission  within  five  (5)  business  days  of  filing.  Upon 
receipt  of  a  certificate  indicating  a  place  or  residence  not 
within  the  City  of  Boston,  or  if  a  City  Employee  required 
to  file  such  a  certificate  fails,  omits,  or  refuses  to  so  file. 


the  Department  Head  or  like  officer  shall  forthwith  strike 
the  name  of  the  City  Employee  from  the  payroll,  and 
that  person  shall  cease  to  be  employed  by  the  City;  the 
Department  Head  or  like  officer  shall  give  notice  of  this 
action  to  the  City  Clerk,  who  shall  transmit  the  same  to 
the  City  Council,  the  Mayor,  and  the  Collector-Treasurer. 
No  person  so  stricken  from  a  payroll  shall  be  re-employed 
by  the  City  of  Boston  for  a  period  of  no  less  than  one  ( 1 ) 
year  following  the  cessation  of  the  person's  employment. 
Every  City  Employee  shall  be  furnished  a  copy  of  the 
residency  ordinance  when  hired  and  annually  thereafter, 
but  failure  to  receive  a  copy  shall  not  be  deemed  to  excuse 
any  violation. 

Any  person,  acting  in  behalf  of  the  City  who  makes 
payment  of  wages  to  any  person  stricken  from  a  payroll 
under  the  provisions  hereof,  within  one  (1)  year  of  the 
date  of  striking,  and  any  person  accepting  such  payment 
shall  each  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  two  dollars  and  no 
cents  ($2.00)  for  each  one  dollar  ($1 .00)  or  portion  there- 
of so  paid  or  accepted. 

To  the  extent  permissible  by  law,  no  collective  bar- 
gaining agreement  hereafter  entered  into  by  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  contain  any  provision  contrary  to  the  provi- 
sions hereof,  nor  shall  the  absence  of  any  provision  with 
respect  to  the  residency  of  any  person  hired  after  the  date 
of  such  contract  be  deemed  to  prevent  enforcement  of  this 
section. 

To  the  extent  permitted  by  Chapter  3 1  of  the  General 
Laws,  every  examination  held  to  establish  a  Civil  Service 
list  for  employment  by  the  City  of  Boston  shall  be  restrict- 
ed to  City  of  Boston  residents. 

In  the  event  that  this  section  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in 
conflict  with  a  provision  of  any  general  or  special  law,  the 
provision  of  that  general  or  special  law  shall  govern  and 
shall  not  defeat  the  application  of  this  section  with  respect 
to  any  position  not  governed  by  that  law. 

The  provisions  ofthis  section  shall  not  be  waived  by  the 
Mayor  nor  by  the  City  Council  with  respect  to  a  particu- 
lar person  or  position.  With  respect  to  previous  waivers 
exempting  a  particular  person  or  particular  position  from 
the  residency  requirement,  such  waivers  shall  continue 
until  such  time  as  the  waived  person  terminates  employ- 
ment or  the  waived  position  becomes  vacant. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  are  severable,  and  the 
action  of  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  declaring 
any  part  or  portion  hereof  invalid  shall  not  act  to  defeat 
any  remaining  part  or  portion  hereof,  and  any  such  action 
declaring  this  section  invalid  with  respect  to  any  person 
or  position  shall  not  be  held  to  apply  to  any  other  person 
or  position. 

In  construing  this  section,  residence  shall  be  the  actual 
principal  residence  ofthe  City  Employee,  where  he/she 
normally  eats,  sleeps,  and  maintains  his/her  normal  per- 
sonal and  household  effects.  This  section  shall  be  deemed 
to  affect  City  Employees  regardless  of  the  Civil  Service/ 
non-Civil  Service  status  of  the  position.

Whereas:  The  Boston  Public  Health  Commission  and 
the  Massachusetts  Division  of  Health  Care  Finance  and 
Policy  have  considered  requiring  hospitals  to  gather  eth-

SECTION  t.  Section  17  of  Chapter  138  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  after  paragraph 
six  thereof  the  following  new  paragraph:-  The  licensing 
board  of  the  city  of  Boston  may  also  issue  up  to  25  addi- 
tional licenses  for  the  sale  of  all  alcoholic  beverages  to  be 
drunk  on  the  premises  and  may  also  issue  up  to  30  addi- 
tional licenses  for  the  sale  of  wines  and  malt  beverages  to 
be  drunk  on  the  premises;  provided,  however,  that  5  of  the 
additional  all  alcoholic  beverages  licenses  are  designated 
solely  for  granting  to  an  innholder  duly  licensed  under 
this  chapter  to  conduct  a  hotel;  provided  further  that  10 
of  the  additional  all  alcoholic  beverages  licenses  shall  be 
granted,  in  exchange  of  licenses,  to  any  existing  licensee 
holding  a  license  for  the  sale  of  wine  and  malt  beverages 
under  section  twelve;  provided  further  that  the  additional 
all  alcoholic  beverages  licenses  and  the  30  additional  li- 
censes for  the  sale  of  wines  and  malt  beverages  shall  be 
granted  in  the  areas  designated  by  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  as  main  street  districts,  urban  renewal  ar- 
eas, empowerment  zones  or  municipal  harbor  plan  areas.

VALVE  SHUT-OFF  (DOCKET  NO.  1309) 

Councilor  YANCEY  offered  the  following: 
Whereas:  On  October  28,  2006  the  Boston  Globe  re- 
ported that  thousands  of  emergency  gas  shut-off  valves 
are  inaccessible;  and 

Whereas:  emergency  gas  shut-off  valves  are  crucial 
safety  features  required  by  the  state  to  stop  the  flow  of 
explosive  gas  to  homes  and  businesses  during  emergen- 
cies; and 

Whereas:  many  of  these  valves  may  have  been  paved 
over  or  blocked  by  other  means;  and 

Whereas:  the  Boston  Globe  further  reports  that  service 
valves,  which  control  gas  flowing  to  individual  buildings, 
are  the  ones  most  often  buried  or  blocked;  and 

Whereas:  those  valves,  typically  contained  in  boxes 
embedded  in  streets  and  sidewalks,  are  considered  an  im- 
portant stop  gap  during  large  fires  that  could  be  fueled 
further  by  gas;  and 

Whereas:  While  most  houses  have  shut-off  valves  at 
the  meter,  those  valves  can  be  difficult  to  get  to  during  a 
fire  and  do  not  prevent  additional  gas  from  the  street  from 
feeding  a  blaze;  and 

Whereas:  "It  is  extremely  important  to  expedite  the 
shutting  off  of  gas,"  state  Fire  Marshal  Stephen  D.  Coan 
said.  "Any  delay  in  securing  a  gas  supply  line  is  a  poten- 
tial hazard  to  firefighters  and  area  residents."  and 

Whereas:  Gas  companies  are  required  by  federal  and 
state  regulations  to  ensure  that  all  shut-off  valves  are 
readily  accessible,  and  the  State  Department  of  Telecom- 
munications and  Energy  is  responsible  for  enforcing  the 
regulations;  and 

Whereas:  Inaccessibility  to  valves  has  been  cited  for 
causing  delayed  gas  shut-off  after  at  least  two  tragedies 
in  recent  years  —  an  explosion  in  Weston  last  year  that 
leveled  a  house  and  another  in  Hopkinton  in  2002  in 
which  two  children  were  killed.  Fire  specialists  stated  that 
blocked  valves  are  putting  lives  at  risk;  and 
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Whereas:  The  Department  of  Telecommunications  and 
Energy  says  it  has  focused  its  past  enforcement  efforts  on 
"critical  valves,"  which  control  gas  flow  to  large  numbers 
of  buildings  on  a  street  or  streets.  Those  valves  are  in- 
spected once  a  year;  and 

Whereas:  Gas  providers  also  say  that  municipalities 
should  share  part  of  the  blame  for  the  service  valves  being 
paved  over  and  should  keep  gas  companies  abreast  about 
paving  projects;  and 

Whereas:  The  City  of  Boston  has  experienced  gas  ex- 
plosions which  has  caused  serious  damage,  injury  and 
even  death;  therefore  be  it 

Ordered:  That  the  appropriate  committee  of  the  Boston 
City  Council  convene  an  hearing  to  determine  what  steps 
have  been  taken  to  correct  this  problem  before  a  tragedy 
caused  by  the  inaccessibility  of  emergency  gas  shut  off 
valves  occurs  in  Boston,  and  be  it  furthered 

Ordered:  that  the  Boston  Fire  Department,  Boston 
Public  Works  Department,  Boston  Inspectional  Services 
Department,  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Telecom- 
munications and  Energy,  the  Massachusetts  Fire  Marshall, 
the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Works,  Keyspan, 
Street  Repair  Contractors,  and  the  general  public  are  in- 
vited to  testify.

PETITIONS,  That  the  following  bill  for  a  special  law 
be  enacted. 

Section  1.  Notwithstanding  the  provision  of  any  gen- 
eral or  special  law  or  rule  or  regulation  to  the  contrary, 
and  in  order  to  promote  the  public  good,  the  State/Bos- 
ton Retirement  Board  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  increase  the  accidental  disability  retirement  allowance 
payable  to  Officer  Daniel  McNamara,  a  retired  officer  of 
the  City  of  Boston  who,  as  a  result  of  injuries  sustained 
while  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  on  January  3, 1995, 
is  totally  and  permanently  disabled  from  further  service 
as  a  police  officer. 

Section  2.  The  total  annual  amount  of  pension  payable 
to  said  Daniel  McNamara  shall  be  equal  to  the  regular 
annual  rate  of  compensation  which  would  have  been  paid 
had  he  continued  in  service  as  a  police  officer  of  said 
department  at  the  grade  held  by  him  at  the  time  of  his 
retirement.  Such  increase  in  retirement  shall  become  ef- 
fective commencing  on  the  date  for  which  he  received 
an  accidental  disability  retirement  from  the  State/Bos- 
ton Retirement  Board.  Upon  enactment,  the  State/Bos- 
ton Retirement  Board  shall  forthwith  pay  to  said  Daniel 
McNamara  the  amount  credited  to  him  as  accumulated 
total  deductions  in  the  annuity  savings  fund  of  the  State/ 
Boston  Retirement  Board.  Said  Daniel  McNamara  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  indemnification  for  all  hospital, 
medical  and  related  expenses  that  have  been  or  may  be 
incurred  after  the  date  of  his  retirement  as  a  result  of  said 
injuries,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  41  of  the 
General  Laws. 

Section  3.  Upon  the  Death  of  Daniel  McNamara 
should  his  wife  survive  him,  the  State/Boston  Retirement 
Board  shall  pay  to  her,  so  long  as  she  remains  unmarried, 
an  annuity  in  the  amount  of  three-fourths  of  the  amount 
of  the  pension  payable  to  him,  per  month,  at  the  time  of 
his  death.  If  said  wife  remarries,  said  City  shall  pay,  in 
lieu  of  the  aforesaid  annuity  to  her,  an  annuity  of  $550.00 
dollars  per  month  to  her.  In  the  event  that  Daniel  McNa- 
mara s  wife  does  not  survive  him,  then  the  City  of  Boston 
shall  pay  an  annual  amount  equal  to  three-fourths  of  the 
amount  of  the  pension  payable  to  him  at  the  time  of  his 
death  for  the  benefit  of  the  children  of  Daniel  McNamara 
for  such  time  as  such  child  is  either  under  1 8  years  of  age, 
under  22  years  of  age  and  a  full  time  student  at  an  ac- 
credited educational  institution,  or  physically  or  mentally 
incapacitated  from  working.  Section  4.  This  act  shall  take 
effect  upon  its  passage.

Whereas:  The  City  of  Boston  and  its  Election  Depart- 
ment managed  the  Boston  polls  for  the  statewide  mid- 
term election  held  November  7,  2006;  and 

Whereas:  Numerous  allegations  about  and  problems 
observed  during  the  2003  elections  led  to  a  lawsuit  settle- 
ment under  which  the  U.S  Justice  Department  is  already 
supervising  the  City  of  Boston's  elections;  and 

Whereas:  During  the  September  2006  elections,  City 
poll  workers  allegedly  failed  to  count  ballots  cast  in  sev- 
eral precincts  for  the  write-in  election  for  the  Second  Suf- 
folk State  Senator  race,  a  close  race  that  ended  only  after 
a  multi-day  recount;  and 

Whereas:  During  the  November  2006  elections,  vot- 
ers in  East  Boston,  Hyde  Park,  Mattapan,  Roxbury, 
Dorchester  and  elsewhere  reported  that  their  polling  plac- 
es apparently  ran  out  of  blank  ballots;  and 

Whereas:  Reportedly,  the  shortage  of  available  blank

Whereas:  More  than  3000  children  and  seniors  are  re- 
ported missing  daily  nationwide;  and 

Whereas:  Given  the  first  hours  of  a  person's  disappear- 
ance are  critical  in  helping  to  save  their  life  given  studies 
show  that  among  cases  where  children  abducted  and  mur- 
dered, 74%  were  slain  in  the  first  3  hours;  and 

Whereas:  An  amber  alert,  which  is  distributed  to  all 
those  in  law  enforcement,  can  take  up  to  an  hour  and  an 
half  to  deliver;  and 

Whereas:  "A  Child  Is  Missing  Notification  Program" 
can  send  out  1 000  calls  in  60  seconds  in  less  than  an  hour 
after  a  child  goes  missing  with  a  pre-recorded  message 
alerting  nearby  residents,  businesses  and  others  in  law  en- 


forcement that  a  child  or  senior  suffering  with  Alzheim- 
er's is  missing;  and 

Whereas:  The  program  is  made  available  by  A  Child  Is 
Missing  Inc.,  which  is  a  non-profit  organization  that  uses 
a  three-prong  program;  a  telephone  database,  geo-map- 
ping  system,  and  a  satellite  imagery  system  to  recover 
missing  persons;  and 

Whereas:  This  program  can  be  used  for  any  missing 
person  (i.e.,  child,  senior,  college  student,  etc.),  there  is 
no  cost  for  the  training  or  the  use  of  the  program,  and  it  is 
available  to  law  enforcement  24/7,  365  days  a  year;  and 

Whereas:  Since  A  Child  Is  Missing  Inc.  was  founded  in 
1997,  they  have  had  1 74  safe  recoveries  including  one  last 
month  in  Foxboro,  MA.  A  disabled  man  had  gone  missing 
from  his  home.  Upon  taking  the  report,  the  Lieutenant 
TJ  Lynch  called  the  toll  free  number  for  the  A  Child  Is 
Missing  alert  program,  provided  key  information  to  the 
technician,  ani  shortly  after,  the  region  where  he  was  last 
seen  area  was  ringing  with  calls  requesting  those  in  the 
area  to  check  their  yards  and  complexes  for  the  missing 
person.  Police  received  over  25  calls,  including  three  from 
neighbors  providing  viable  leads  to  recover  the  subject  in 
less  than  an  hour  from  the  time  he  was  reported  missing 
to  "A  Child  Is  Missing";  THEREFORE  BE  IT

Whereas:  On  January  25,  2006,  the  Boston  City  Coun- 
cil established  the  Special  Committee  on  Youth  Violent 
Crime  Prevention  to  address  the  rise  in  violent  crime 
among  youth  in  the  City  of  Boston,  more  specifically  to 
investigate  the  current  rise  in  gang  and  youth  crime,  ex- 
amine existing  city  programs  designed  to  deal  with  such

Whereas:  Hector  Rivas,  a  first  Student  mechanic  and 
United  Auto  Workers  member,  died  earlier  this  year  of 
carbon  monoxide  poisoning  while  working  in  the  com- 
pany service  truck;  and 

Whereas:  Mr.  Rivas  and  his  union  had  requested  be- 
fore his  death  additional  ventilation  for  company  service 
trucks;  and 

Whereas:  Mr.  Miguel  Camacho,  first  Student  mechanic 
and  United  Auto  Worker  member,  suffered  major  physical 
injuries  when  a  jack  Failed  to  hold  in  place  the  bus  he  was 
working  on;  and 

Whereas:  Mr.  Miguel  Camacho  and  his  union  had  re- 
quested before  the  accident  that  jacks  be  purchased  which 
would  be  able  to  handle  heavier  loads;  and 

Whereas:  on  September  9th,  2006  the  United  States 
Department  of  Labor,  Occupational  Safety  and  Health 
Administration  (OSHA)  issued  a  citation  against  First 
Student,  Inc.  on  the  basis  that  the  Carbon  Monoxide  lev- 
els were  1 1  times  the  permissible  OSHA  Standard;  and 

Whereas:  the  OSHA  investigation  into  the  circum- 
stances of  Mr.  Rivas'  death  and  Mr.  Camacho 's  injury 
resulted  in  OSHA  alleging  one  "willful  violation"  and 
eight  "serious  violations  of  health  and  safety  standards" 
by  First  Student;  and 

Whereas:  On  Tuesday,  November  14th,  19  persons  in- 
cluding students  and  bus  drivers  were  sent  to  the  hospital 
following  the  collision  of  three  City  of  Boston  school 
buses;  and 

Whereas:  students  who  were  on  the  first  bus  to  crash 
reported  that  the  brakes  failed  when  the  driver  tried  to 
stop;  and 

Whereas:  the  City  of  Boston  has  a  responsibility  to  as- 
sure that  First  Students'  repair  and  safety  procedures  as- 
sure that  students,  drivers,  and  mechanics  are  protected 
while  riding,  driving  and  servicing  the  vehicles;  There-

Whereas:  The  purpose  of  the  tax  deferment  program  is 
to  ease  the  property  tax  burden  on  seniors,  who  are  least 
able  to  bear  it; 

Whereas:  The  financial  cost  to  the  City  of  deferring 
this  revenue  may  be  less  than  what  the  City  is  charging 
low-income  seniors;  therefore  be  it

AN  ORDINANCE  REGARDING  RESIDENTIAL 
DWELLING  UNITS  IN  THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON 

Whereas:  The  municipal  police  power  authorizes  the 
City  of  Boston  to  enact  legislation  toward  the  furtherance 
of  the  public  health,  safety,  and  welfare;  and 

Whereas:  The  City  of  Boston  is  empowered  to  issue,  at 
its  discretion,  building  permits,  licenses,  and  other  similar 
dispensations  to  those  who  request  them;  and 

Whereas:  In  granting  a  bid,  permit,  or  license,  the  City 
of  Boston  may  attach  such  conditions  and  safeguards  as  it 
deems  necessary;  and 

Whereas:  The  commitment  and  dedication  to  commu- 
nity by  tenant  organizations  contributes  significantly  to 
the  security  and  stability  of  neighborhoods  in  the  City  of 
Boston;  and 

Whereas:  Participation  by  tenants  through  effective 
tenant  organizations  is  beneficial  to  creating  a  secure 
living  environment  in  rental  housing,  including  its  good 
physical  condition,  cleanliness,  safety,  proper  mainte- 
nance, security,  energy  efficiency,  control  of  operating 
costs,  and  minimization  of  illegal  activity;  and 

Whereas:  The  positive  externalities  of  such  work  by 
tenant  organizations  contributes  significantly  to  increases 
in  property  value;  and 

Whereas:  Stable  neighborhoods  with  secure,  long-term 
tenants  benefit  the  City  as  a  whole;  and 

Whereas:  A  cooperative  working  relationship  with 
open  channels  for  dialogue  benefits  landlords,  tenants, 
and  neighborhoods;  and 

Whereas:  Collectively  negotiated  resolutions  of  land- 
lord-tenant disputes  facilitate  dialogue  while  fostering 
stability  and  security  in  furtherance  of  the  public  health 
and  safety.  NOW  THEREFORE, 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol- 
lows: 

CBC  Chapter  IX  is  hereby  amended  by  appending 
CBC  9-13  as  follows: 

9-13.1  Statement  of  Purpose  and  Policy. 

In  furtherance  of  public  safety  and  neighborhood  qual- 
ity, and  in  accord  with  the  municipal  power  over  licensing 
and  permitting,  a  Covered  Landlord's  willingness  to  col- 
lectively bargain  with  a  Recognized  Tenant  Organization, 
or  lack  thereof,  shall  be  a  factor  to  be  considered  by  the 
municipal  departments,  boards,  and  offices  of  the  City  of 
Boston. 

The  City  of  Boston,  through  adoption  and  implemen- 
tation of  these  sections,  empowers  the  Rental  Housing 
Resource  Center,  as  described  herein,  to  facilitate  and 
encourage  collective  bargaining  because  such  practices 
foster  a  heightened  sense  of  community,  reduce  crime, 
and  increase  the  cleanliness  of  affected  properties,  thus 
enhancing  public  health  and  public  safety. 


9-13.2  Definitions. 

Unless  specifically  indicated  otherwise,  these  defini- 
tions shall  apply  and  control  in  CBC  9-13. 

(a)  Agency  shall  mean  the  Department  of  Neighbor- 
hood Development,  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Author- 
ity, the  Inspectional  Services  Department,  the  Licensing 
Board,  and/or  other  municipal  department,  board,  or  of- 
fice of  the  City  of  Boston. 

(b)  Building  means  any  structure  containing  one  ( 1 )  or 
more  dwelling  unit(s),  provided  that  two  (2)  or  more  ad- 
joining such  structures  under  common  legal  or  beneficial 
ownership  shall  constitute  a  single  building. 

(c)  City  means  the  City  of  Boston. 

(d)  Covered  Landlord  means  any  landlord  who  either 
(i)  has  a  legal  or  beneficial  ownership  interest  in  any 
Building  located  in  the  City  of  Boston  that  contains  ten 
(10)  or  more  residential  dwelling  units  or  (ii)  has  a  le- 
gal or  beneficial  ownership  interest  in  a  total  of  ten  (10) 
or  more  residential  dwelling  units  located  in  the  City  of 
Boston  and  does  not  him-  or  herself  maintain  his/her  pri- 
mary residence  in  the  City  of  Boston  or  (iii)  has  a  legal 
or  beneficial  ownership  interest  in  a  total  of  twenty  (20) 
or  more  residential  dwelling  units  located  in  the  City  of 
Boston  and  maintains  his/her  primary  residence  in  the 
city  of  Boston. 

(e)  Dwelling  Unit  means  the  part  of  a  building  that  is 
used  as  a  home,  residence,  or  sleeping  place  by  one  ( 1 )  or 
more  persons  who  maintain  a  household. 

(f)  Independent  Panel  Investigator  or  IPI  means  the 
independent  panel  investigator  commissioned  by  the 
RHRC. 

(g)  Landlord  means  the  individual  or  entity  that  holds 
title  or  control  of  any  residential  dwelling  unit  or  Building 
including,  without  limitation,  a  partnership,  corporation, 
limited  liability  company,  limited  liability  partnership, 
condominium  association,  or  trust.  The  rights  and  duties 
of  the  landlord  hereunder  shall  also  be  the  obligation  of 
anyone  who  manages,  controls,  or  customarily  accepts 
rent  on  behalf  of  the  landlord. 

(h)  Recognized  Tenant  Organization  shall  mean  an  as- 
sociation of  the  tenants  of  a  Covered  Landlord  that  - 

(i)  is  and  will  be  representative  ofthe  residents  of  a 
building  owned  by  a  Covered  Landlord  in  that  it  includes 
as  members  at  least  one  ( 1 )  or  more  adult  representatives 
from  more  than  fifty  percent  (50%)  of  the  tenant  house- 
holds currently  residing  in  such  building,  or  is  and  will  be 
representative  of  the  residents  of  a  number  of  buildings 
owned  by  a  Covered  Landlord  in  that  it  includes  as  mem- 
bers one  or  more  adult  representatives  from  more  than 
fifty  percent  (50%)  of  the  tenant  households  currently 
residing  in  each  such  building; 

(ii)  does  not  impose  unreasonable  restrictions  on  par- 
ticipation by  its  members; 

(iii)  is  and  will  be  governed  by  rules  or  by-laws  that 
may  be  changed  only  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  residents 
present  at  a  meeting  for  which  there  has  been  reasonable 
advance  written  notice  to  the  residents; 

(iv)  is  and  will  be  independent  of  management;  and 

(v)  is  sanctioned  by  the  City  of  Boston  Rental  Housing 
Resource  Center  as  having  met  the  above  requirements. 

(i)  RHRC  means  the  Rental  Housing  Resource  Center 
of  the  City  of  Boston 

G)  Substantial  Alteration  to  the  Terms  of  Tenancy  or 
Substantial  Alteration  includes,  without  limitation,  rent 
increases;  terminations  of  tenancy,  non-renewals  of  leas- 
es, or  evictions;  conversions  from  landlord-paid  utilities 
to  tenant-paid  utilities;  conversions  of  residential  units 
to  non-residential  use;  conversions  of  rental  housing  to 
cooperative  housing  or  condominiums;  major  capital  ad- 
ditions; pre-payment  of  loans;  and  terminations  or  non- 
renewals of  subsidy  contracts. 

(k)  Tenant  means  a  tenant,  subtenant,  lessee,  sub-les- 
see, or  other  person,  entitled  under  the  terms  of  a  rental 
housing  agreement  or  by  law  to  the  use  and  occupancy  of 
a  residential  dwelling  unit. 

9-13.3  Approval  of  Permits  and  Licenses. 
Whenever  a  Covered  Landlord  who  has  been  cited 
with  a  Non-Compliance  Letter  pursuant  to  9-  13.7(b)  and 
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which  Non-Compliance  remains  in  effect  (i)  submits  a 
bid  in  response  to  requests  for  proposals  or  sale  of  public 
land  or  (ii)  applies  for  a  building  permit  or  (iii)  applies 
for  a  business  license,  the  Recognized  Tenant  Organiza- 
tion representing  such  Covered  Landlord's  tenants  shall 
be  notified  promptly  of  the  Covered  Landlord's  bid  or  ap- 
plication. 

The  existence  of  a  pending  Non-Compliance  Letter 
shall  operate  to  deem  such  bid  or  application  as  incom- 
plete until  such  Non-Compliance  Letter  is  rescinded  in 
accordance  with  these  sections.  A  Covered  Landlord 
may  complete  such  bid  or  application  by  demonstrating, 
through  clear  and  convincing  evidence,  that  (i)  if  at  any 
time  after  the  Non-Compliance  Letter  has  been  issued 
that  RHRC  has  determined  that  a  Covered  Landlord  has 
taken  sufficient  steps  to  rectify  the  material  violation  and 
its  effects  and  issued  a  rescission  or  (ii)  there  have  been 
material  changes  to  the  Covered  Landlord's  circumstances 
such  that  maintaining  the  incomplete  status  would  result 
in  undue  hardship  to  the  Covered  Landlord  as  certified 
by  RHRC. 

An  Agency  passing  determination  on  a  Covered  Land- 
lord's bid  or  application  shall  not  disturb  any  factual  find- 
ings of  an  Independent  Panel  Investigator  without  a  show- 
ing by  the  Covered  Landlord  of  clear  error  demonstrated 
by  a  preponderance  of  the  evidence. 

9-13.4  Decertification  of  Tenant  Organizations. 

If  a  Recognized  Tenant  Organization  no  longer  meets 
the  requirements  for  recognition  set  forth  in  these  sec- 
tions, RHRC  may,  upon  review  of  a  written  request  by  an 
interested  party,  rescind  its  recognition  of  the  organization 
whereupon  the  organization  shall  no  longer  be  entitled  to 
the  benefits  or  operations  of  these  sections. 

9-13.5  Protected  Activities. 

No  Covered  Landlord  or  his/her  agent(s)  may  prohibit 
or  hinder  efforts  by  tenants  and  tenant  organizers  to  con- 
duct the  following  activities  related  to  the  establishment 
or  operation  of  a  Recognized  Tenant  Organization: 

(a)  distribution  ofleaflets  in  lobby  and  other  common 
areas; 

(b)  placing  leaflets  at  or  under  the  door  of  any 
tenant(s); 

(c)  initiating  contact  with  any  tenant(s); 

(d)  surveying  any  tenant(s)  door-to-door  in  an  effort  to 
ascertain  interest  in  establishing  a  Recognized  Tenant  Or- 
ganization and  to  offer  or  supply  information  about  tenant 
organizations; 

(e)  posting  a  reasonable  amount  of  information  on  bul- 
letin boards; 

(f)  assisting  the  participation  of  any  tenant(s)  in  Recog- 
nized Tenant  Organization  activities; 

(g)  convening  regularly  scheduled  Recognized  Tenant 
Organization  meetings  in  a  space  on-site  and  accessible  to 
tenants,  including  any  common  areas  of  the  Building,  in 
a  manner  that  is  fully  independent  of  the  Covered  Land- 
lord or  his/her  agent(s).  Recognized  Tenant  Organizations 
shall  conduct  such  meetings  in  a  manner  that  does  not  the 
disturb  the  quiet  enjoyment  of  residents  of  such  Building. 
In  order  to  preserve  the  independence  of  Recognized  Ten- 
ant Organizations,  representatives  of  the  Covered  Land- 
lord shall  not  attend  such  meetings  except  at  the  written 
invitation  of  an  organizer  or  leadership  ofthe  Recognized 
Tenant  Organization  for  specific  meetings  to  discuss  a 
specific  issue  or  issues;  and 

(h)  formulating,  by  any  tenant(s),  proposals  or  respons- 
es concerning  grievances  about  the  terms  of  a  tenancy,  the 
conditions  of  a  tenancy,  or  a  Landlord's  effort  to  impose 
any  Substantial  Alteration  to  the  Terms  of  Tenancy. 

Covered  Landlords  and  their  agents  shall  permit  any 
tenant(s)  and  tenant  organizers  to  conduct  other  reason- 
able activities  related  to  the  establishment  or  operation  of 
a  Recognized  Tenant  Organization.  Covered  Landlords 
and  their  agents  shall  not  require  any  tenant(s)  or  tenant 
organizers  to  obtain  permission  before  engaging  in  the 
activities  delineated  in  these  sections. 

9-13.6  Collective  Bargaining. 


(a)  Collective  bargaining.  Whenever  a  Covered  Land- 
lord proposes  to  make  a  Substantial  Alteration  to  the 
Terms  of  Tenancy  or  otherwise  proposes  any  changes 
that  will  affect  the  rights,  status,  duties,  or  welfare  of  any 
tenant(s)  in  their  dwelling  units  or  whenever  a  Recognized 
Tenant  Organization  has  a  grievance  about  the  terms  or 
conditions  of  the  tenancy  of  any  of  its  members,  the  Rec- 
ognized Tenant  Organization  may  file  a  written  request 
with  RHRC  to  convene  a  collective  bargaining  meeting 
between  the  Covered  Landlord  and  the  Recognized  Ten- 
ant Organization  to  discuss  the  proposal  or  grievance. 

(b)  Initiation  of  meeting.  Upon  receipt  of  a  request  for 
a  collective  bargaining  meeting,  a  representative  ofthe 
RHRC  shall  determine  a  date,  time,  and  place  mutually 
convenient  to  the  Covered  Landlord  and  the  Recognized 
Tenant  Organization  and  shall  notify  each  party  in  writing 
of  such  date,  time,  and  place  at  least  seven  (7)  business 
days  before  the  meeting.  Attached  to  the  notification  shall 
be  a  document  outlining  the  purpose  and  ground  rules  for 
collective  bargaining  meetings,  the  range  of  possible  out- 
comes of  collective  bargaining  meetings,  the  meaning  of 
good  faith  negotiation,  and  the  potential  consequences  of 
failing  to  engage  in  good  faith  negotiation,  including  pro- 
cedures for  investigation  and  sanction.  The  notification 
shall  also  include  a  brief  statement  of  the  mandate  and 
work  ofthe  RHRC,  contact  information  for  the  RHRC, 
and  a  brief  biographical  description  of  the  RHRC  repre- 
sentative assigned  to  facilitate  the  collective  bargaining 
meeting. 

(c)  Availability  and  copies  of  documents.  The  Covered 
Landlord  shall  permit  a  Recognized  Tenant  Organization 
to  inspect  all  written  policies,  procedures,  rules,  regula- 
tions, leases,  and  other  forms  in  use  by  the  Covered  Land- 
lord in  preparation  for  the  collective  bargaining  meeting. 
The  Recognized  Tenant  Organization  may  make  written 
request  copies  of  documents,  and  the  Covered  Landlord 
shall  not  charge  for  these  copies  so  long  as  the  request 
for  copies  is  reasonable  in  number,  reasonable  in  scope, 
and  not  duplicative  of  prior  requests  by  the  same  Rec- 
ognized Tenant  Organization.  The  Recognized  Tenant  Or- 
ganization shall  provide  to  the  Covered  Landlord  written 
information  in  its  possession  that  it  plans  to  present  in  the 
Collective  Bargaining  Meeting.  Personal  information  of 
individual  tenants,  which  is  not  public,  shall  not  be  made 
available  by  either  the  Covered  Landlord  or  the  Recog- 
nized Tenant  Organization  without  written  permission  of 
such  individual  tenant(s).  The  Covered  Landlord  and  the 
Recognized  Tenant  organization  shall  make  available  to 
the  RHRC  representative  all  documents  that  are  planned 
to  be  presented  at  the  collective  bargaining  meeting  and 
shall  provide  these  documents  to  the  RHRC  representa- 
tive at  least  one  (1)  business  day  prior  to  their  respective 
individual  preparation  meetings  with  the  RHRC  represen- 
tative. 

(d)  Individual  preparatory.  Upon  scheduling  the  col- 
lective bargaining  meeting,  the  RHRC  representative 
shall  contact  the  designated  representatives  of  the  Cov- 
ered Landlord  and  the  Recognized  Tenant  organization  to 
schedule  individual  preparatory  meetings  for  each.  The 
individual  preparatory  meetings  shall  occur  at  least  four 
(4)  business  days  prior  to  the  scheduled  Collective  Bar- 
gaining meeting  and  may  be  conducted  in  person  or  by 
phone,  as  mutually  convenient  for  the  RHRC  representa- 
tive and  the  respective  party.  At  the  individual  preparatory 
meetings,  the  RHRC  representative  shall  review  the  goals 
and  ground  rules  for  the  collective  bargaining  meeting; 
the  range  of  possible  outcomes  of  Collective  Bargaining 
meetings,  the  meaning  of  good  faith  negotiation,  and  the 
potential  consequences  of  failing  to  engage  in  good  faith 
negotiation.  The  RHRC  representative  shall  explore  the 
interests  of  both  parties  and  explore  ways  that  the  inter- 
ests of  both  parties  might  be  met  through  a  collective  bar- 
gaining agreement  or  other  options.  Issues  discussed  and 
information  shared  at  the  individual  preparatory  meeting 
shall  not  be  disclosed  or  discussed  by  the  RHRC  repre- 
sentative with  the  other  party  unless  the  RHRC  represen- 
tative has  the  express  written  consent  of  that  party. 

(e)  Option  to  request  further  communication.  The 
RHRC  representative  may  request  further  communica- 
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tion  with  either  or  both  parties  prior  to  the  collective  bar- 
gaining meeting;  neither  party,  however,  is  obligated  to 
communicate  further  with  the  RHRC  representative  prior 
to  the  collective  bargaining  meeting  and  any  such  refusal 
shall  not  be  deemed,  considered,  or  reflected  adversely  or 
negatively  on  the  refusing  party. 

(f)  Preparation  of  agenda.  Upon  conclusion  of  the  in- 
dividual preparatory  meetings,  the  RHRC  representative 
shall  provide  a  proposed  written  agenda  for  the  collective 
bargaining  meeting  to  both  parties.  The  agenda  shall  be 
delivered  to  the  Covered  Landlord  and  Recognized  Ten- 
ant organization  representatives  at  least  three  (3)  busi- 
ness days  prior  to  the  scheduled  collective  bargaining 
meeting.  The  agenda  shall  include  issues  to  be  discussed, 
documents  to  be  reviewed,  start  time  for  the  meeting,  and 
anticipated  concluding  time  for  the  meeting.  A  copy  of 
the  standard  ground  rules  for  collective  bargaining  meet- 
ings and  contact  information  for  the  RHRC  representa- 
tive shall  be  attached  to  the  written  agenda.  Although  not 
required,  the  Covered  Landlord  and  the  Recognized  Ten- 
ant Organization  may  propose  additional  agenda  items 
for  the  meeting  by  a  writing  received  by  all  parties  no 
later  than  two  (2)  business  days  prior  to  the  meeting.  The 
final  determination  ofthe  agenda  shall  be  made  at  the  be- 
ginning ofthe  collective  bargaining  meeting.  In  the  event 
that  the  Recognized  Tenant  organization  and  Covered 
Landlord  representatives  are  unable  to  reach  agreement 
on  the  agenda,  the  RHRC  representative  shall  determine 
the  agenda. 

(g)  Reasonable  opportunity  to  be  heard.  The  Recog- 
nized Tenant  Organization  shall  be  given  reasonable  op- 
portunity at  the  meeting  to  make  known  any  objection  to 
the  Covered  Landlord's  proposed  Substantial  Alteration(s) 
to  the  Terms  of  Tenancy  or  any  grievance  about  the  condi- 
tions of  tenancy  in  any  dwelling  unit.  The  Covered  Land- 
lord shall  be  given  reasonable  opportunity  at  the  meeting 
to  present  data  and  documentation  that  evidence  operating 
costs,  profit  margin,  physical  conditions  ofthe  building, 
physical  needs  ofthe  building,  market  conditions,  and/or 
any  other  information  relevant  to  the  proposed  Substan- 
tial Alteration  or  to  the  objection  or  grievance  put  forth  by 
the  Recognized  Tenant  Organization. 

(h)  Facilitation  services.  The  RHRC  representative  who 
conducted  individual  preparatory  meetings  with  the  par- 
ties shall  facilitate  discussion  at  the  collective  bargaining 
meeting  and  make  available  the  use  of  any  room  or  other 
available  space  appropriate  for  such  meetings.  The  RHRC 
representative  shall  act  and  proceed  in  a  neutral  manner. 
The  RHRC  representative's  primary  function  shall  be  as 
a  facilitator,  including,  without  limitation,  assisting  com- 
munication between  the  parties,  clarifying  issues  through 
questions  and  restatement  of  issues,  summarizing  points 
of  agreement  and  disagreement,  and,  when  appropriate, 
identifying  options  for  consideration  by  the  parties.  The 
RHRC  representative  shall  have  no  authority  to  make  any 
decisions  regarding  the  issues  under  discussion. 

(i)  Meeting  summary.  Upon  the  conclusion  of  the 
collective  bargaining  meeting,  the  RHRC  representative 
shall  prepare  a  brief  written  report  including,  without 
limitation,  a  summary  of  the  issues  discussed  at  the  meet- 
ing, any  agreements  reached  as  a  result  of  the  process,  and 
specific  actions  that  either  party  has  committed  to  take 
subsequent  to  the  meeting.  The  RHRC  shall  circulate  that 
summary  in  draft  form  to  the  Recognized  Tenant  organi- 
zation and  to  the  Covered  Landlord  representatives  within 
three  (3)  business  days  of  the  conclusion  of  the  meeting. 
The  Recognized  Tenant  organization  and  Covered  Land- 
lord representatives  shall  have  three  (3)  business  days  to 
provide  written  comment  on  the  summary  to  all  parties. 
The  RHRC  representative  shall  finalize  the  summary 
within  (3)  business  days  of  receipt  of  written  comments 
and  shall  have  final  authority  to  determine  the  content  of 
the  summary.  The  summary  shall  include  the  dates  of  any 
individual  preparatory  meetings  and  shall  have  all  of  the 
documents  provided  at  the  collective  bargaining  meeting 
appended  to  it,  and,  as  such,  the  summary  shall  form  the 
permanent  record  of  the  matter.  The  RHRC  representa- 
tive's personal  notes  shall  not  be  deemed  or  considered  to 
be  part  of  the  record  and  shall  not  be  available  for  use  by 


any  other  agency  or  legal  proceeding.  The  RHRC  repre- 
sentative shall  not  be  required  to  testify  in  any  subsequent 
legal  proceeding  regarding  the  issues  raised  in  the  case. 

(j)  Landlord's  duty  to  bargain  in  good  faith.  The  Cov- 
ered Landlord  shall  give  attention  to  and  reasonable  con- 
sideration to  the  concerns  raised  by  a  Recognized  Tenant 
Organization  and  attempt  in  good  faith  to  resolve  such 
concerns,  including  by  considering  tenants'  interests  in 
security,  stability,  affordability  and  adequate  living  condi- 
tions and  taking  into  account  duration  of  individual  ten- 
ancies, age  of  tenants,  tenants'  household  incomes,  ten- 
ants' or  family  members'  disabilities,  and  tenants'  family 
compositions,  and  weighing  these  factors  with  the  inter- 
est in  maintaining  a  reasonable  profit  margin.  No  Covered 
Landlord  shall  be  compelled  to  agree  to  any  proposal  or 
to  make  any  concession  provided  such  Covered  Landlord 
conducts  the  collective  bargaining  process  with  an  open 
and  fair  mind  as  well  as  a  sincere  effort  to  meet  the  inter- 
ests of  the  persons  represented  by  the  Recognized  Tenant 
organization,  while  meeting  the  Covered  Landlord's  own 
interests. 

(k)  Tenant  organization's  duty  to  bargain  in  good  faith. 
The  Recognized  Tenant  Organization  shall  give  attention 
to  and  reasonable  consideration  to  any  concerns  raised 
by  the  Covered  Landlord  and  attempt  in  good  faith  to  re- 
solve its  disputes  with  the  Covered  Landlord,  including 
by  considering  the  Covered  Landlord's  costs  in  operating, 
maintaining,  and  improving  the  Building,  the  dwelling 
units,  and  the  common  areas  of  the  Building,  as  well  as 
recognizing  the  right  to  a  reasonable  profit.  No  Recog- 
nized Tenant  Organization  shall  be  compelled  to  agree  to 
any  proposal  or  to  make  any  concession  provided  such 
Recognized  Tenant  Organization  conducts  the  collective 
bargaining  process  with  an  open  and  fair  mind  as  well 
as  a  sincere  effort  to  meet  the  interests  of  the  Covered 
Landlord,  while  meeting  the  interests  of  the  persons  rep- 
resented by  the  Recognized  Tenant  Organization. 

(1)  Voluntary  collective  bargaining.  Nothing  in  these 
sections  shall  be  construed  to  preclude  Covered  Land- 
lords and  Recognized  Tenant  Organizations  from  bargain- 
ing with  each  other  on  a  voluntary  basis  outside  of  the 
procedures  established  by  these  sections. 

(m)  Negotiating  with  unrepresented  tenants.  Nothing 
in  these  sections  shall  be  construed  to  preclude  Covered 
Landlords  from  negotiating  on  an  individual  basis  with  a 
tenant  who  is  not  a  member  of  a  Recognized  Tenant  Or- 
ganization. 

(n)  Negotiation  by  member  tenant.  No  tenant  who 
is  a  member  of  a  Recognized  Tenant  Organization  may 
negotiate  with  the  Covered  Landlord  unless  such  tenant 
is  a  member  of  the  negotiating  team  ofthe  Recognized 
Tenant  Organization  and  is  negotiating  on  behalf  of  all 
member  tenants. 

9-13.7  Investigations,  Violations,  Enforcement,  Penal- 
ties. 

Upon  receiving  a  written  complaint  from  any  identi- 
fiable person  that  a  Recognized  Tenant  Organization  or 
a  Covered  Landlord  has  violated  one  (1)  or  more  ofthe 
provisions  of  these  sections,  the  RHRC  shall  commis- 
sion an  independent  investigation,  subject  to  the  proce- 
dures set  forth  in  this  section,  to  determine  the  existence 
of  violation(s).  Covered  Landlords  determined  by  an  in- 
dependent investigation  to  have:  interfered  with  the  or- 
ganizational and  participatory  rights  oftenants.  failed  to 
meet  with  Recognized  Tenant  Organizations  to  engage  in 
collective  bargaining,  failed  to  attempt  in  good  faith  to 
resolve  disputes  through  the  collective  bargaining  pro- 
cess, or  committed  any  other  material  violation  of  these 
sections  may  be  subject  to  the  penalties  delineated  in  this 
section.  Recognized  Tenant  Organizations  determined 
by  an  independent  investigation  to  have:  made  frivolous 
or  other  unreasonable  requests  for  collective  bargaining, 
failed  to  attempt  in  good  faith  to  resolve  disputes  thaiugh 
the  collective  bargaining  process,  or  committed  any  other 
material  violation  ofthese  sections  may  be  subject  to  the 
penalties  delineated  in  this  section. 

(a)  Independent  Investigation  Panel.  RHRC  shall  es- 
tablish an  independent  panel  of  investigators  to  respond 
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to  alleged  violations.  Members  ofthe  panel  shall  be  quali- 
fied by  their  knowledge  of  rental  housing  law  and  prac- 
tice, skill  and  experience  in  independent  fact-finding  and 
arbitration/mediation,  and  independence  of  landlord  and 
tenant  interests.  RHRC  shall  identify  an  initial  list  of  pan- 
elists and  circulate  it  to  all  Covered  Landlords  and  Rec- 
ognized Tenant  Organizations  for  comment.  RHRC  shall 
be  responsible  for  composing  the  panel,  administering 
the  panel,  and  compensating  investigators.  RHRC  shall 
periodically,  no  later  than  every  three  (3)  years,  review 
and  update  panel  membership  and  shall  consider  the  con- 
duct of  panelists,  the  quality  of  reports,  and  comments 
received  from  Recognized  Tenant  Organizations  and  Cov- 
ered Landlords  at  the  time  of  membership  updating. 

(b)  RHRC  Investigation  and  Hearing  Procedure.  To 
commission  an  investigation,  RHRC  shall  send  written 
notice  by  certified  mail  to  the  Covered  Landlord  or  Rec- 
ognized Tenant  Organization  under  investigation,  advis- 
ing such  person  or  entity  of:  the  investigation,  the  matters 
under  investigation,  the  possibility  of  penalties  in  terms 
sufficient  to  put  the  party  on  notice  of  the  conduct  upon 
which  penalties  could  be  based,  the  procedures  governing 
the  investigation,  and  of  the  potential  effect  of  adverse 
results.  RHRC  shall  also  name  the  individual  Indepen- 
dent Panel  Investigator.  Within  seven  (7)  business  days 
after  receipt  of  the  notice  of  investigation  and  proposed 
sanctions,  the  respondent  may  submit  to  the  Independent 
Panel  Investigator,  in  person,  in  writing,  or  through  a 
representative,  information  and  argument  regarding  the 
investigated  conduct  and/or  the  related  penalties,  as  well 
as  a  request  for  a  hearing.  If  the  respondent  does  not  con- 
test the  proposed  penalties  or  request  a  hearing  within  the 
seven  (7)  day  period,  the  IPI  shall  determine  within  thirty 
(30)  calendar  days  of  sending  the  above  notice  whether 
penalties  shall  be  imposed.  If  the  respondent  requests  a 
hearing,  such  hearing  shall  be  conducted  subject  to  the 
procedures  set  forth  this  sub-section  and  the  IPI  shall  de- 
termine within  thirty  (30)  calendar  days  of  the  hearing 
whether  to  impose  penalties.  In  making  that  determina- 
tion, the  Independent  Panel  Investigator  shall  consider  the 
factors  listed  in  this  section,  as  appropriate,  along  with 
any  additional  information  or  argument  offered  by  the  re- 
spondent or  complainant. 

(i)  In  determining  whether  a  respondent  Covered  Land- 
lord has  committed  a  material  violation  of  these  sections 
and/or  shall  be  subject  to  penalties  for  failing  to  attempt 
in  good  faith  to  resolve  concerns  of  a  Recognized  Tenant 
Organization,  the  Independent  Panel  Investigator  shall  not 
consider  as  dispositive  the  fact  that  the  Covered  Landlord 
failed  to  agree  to  any  particular  proposal  or  to  make  any 
particular  concession  but  shall  consider  only  whether  the 
Covered  Landlord  failed  to  approach  the  negotiation  with 
an  open  and  fair  mind  as  well  as  a  sincere  effort  to  reach  a 
common  ground,  as  evidenced  specifically  by  the:  (A)  ex- 
tent of  the  Covered  Landlord's  failure  to  balance  between 
its  own  interest  in  maintaining  a  reasonable  profit  margin 
and  tenants'  interests  in  security,  stability,  affordability, 
and  adequate  living  conditions  and  (B)  extent  of  the  Cov- 
ered Landlord's  failure  to  give  attention  to  and  reasonable 
consideration  to  the  duration  of  individual  tenancies,  age 
of  tenants,  tenants'  household  incomes,  tenants'  or  family 
members'  disabilities,  and  tenants'  family  compositions. 

(ii)  In  determining  whether  respondent  Recognized 
Tenant  Organization  has  committed  a  material  violation 
of  these  sections  and/or  shall  be  subject  to  penalties  for 
using  bad-faith  bargaining  tactics  or  making  unreason- 
able requests  for  consultation,  the  Independent  Panel  In- 
vestigator shall  not  consider  as  dispositive  the  fact  that 
the  Recognized  Tenant  Organization  failed  to  agree  to  any 
particular  proposal  or  to  make  any  particular  concession 
but  shall  consider  only  whether  the  Recognized  Tenant 
Organization  failed  to  approach  the  negotiation  with  an 
open  and  fair  mind  as  well  as  a  sincere  effort  to  reach 
a  common  ground,  as  evidenced  specifically  by  the:  (A) 
extent  of  the  Recognized  Tenant  Organization's  failure  to 
balance  between  tenants'  interest  in  long-term  affordabil- 
ity, safety,  security,  and  adequate  living  conditions  and  the 
Covered  Landlord's  interest  in  maintaining  a  reasonable 
profit  margin  and  (B)  extent  ofthe  Recognized  Tenant 


Organization's  failure  to  give  attention  to  and  reasonable 
consideration  to  the  Covered  Landlord's  costs  in  operat- 
ing, maintaining,  and  improving  the  Building,  the  dwell- 
ing units,  and  the  common  areas  of  the  Building,  exclud- 
ing those  costs  associated  with  payment  of  principal  or 
interest  on  loans  obtained  in  connection  with  the  purchase 
(or  refinancing)  of  the  property. 

RHRC  shall  promulgate  a  fair,  reasonable,  and  ef- 
ficient procedure  to  be  utilized  by  Independent  Panel 
Investigators  for  conducting  investigations,  holding  hear- 
ings, and  making  determinations  regarding  violations  and 
penalties. 

(c)  Non-Compliance  Letter  for  Landlords.  Any  Cov- 
ered Landlord  whom  the  IPI  has  determined  to  have 
committed  a  material  violation  of  these  sections  shall  be 
served  by  certified  mail  a  Non-Compliance  Letter  by  the 
RHRC.  Such  Non-Compliance  Letter  shall  be  recorded 
and  placed  in  the  Covered  Landlord's  file  at  the  following 
agencies  ofthe  city  of  Boston:  RHRC,  the  Department  of 
Neighborhood  Development,  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority,  the  Inspectional  Services  Department,  and  the 
Licensing  Board.  Such  Non-Compliance  Letter  shall  be 
forwarded  to  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeal.  Such  Non- 
Compliance  Letter  shall  remain  in  effect  and  in  the  Cov- 
ered Landlord's  file  at  the  aforementioned  agencies  for  a 
period  of  twelve  (12)  calendar  months  upon  a  finding  by 
an  IPI  of  a  material  violation.  If  a  Covered  Landlord  who 
has  been  cited  at  any  time  in  the  past  with  a  Non-Compli- 
ance Letter  is  subsequently  found  by  an  IPI  to  have  com- 
mitted a  second  material  violation,  the  RHRC  shall  issue 
a  second  Non-Compliance  Letter;  and  that  Letter  shall  be 
recorded  and  placed  in  the  Covered  Landlord's  file  at  the 
aforementioned  agencies  and  shall  remain  in  effect  for  a 
period  of  twenty-four  (24)  calendar  months.  If  a  Covered 
Landlord  who  has  been  cited  at  least  twice  in  the  past 
by  an  IPI  with  Non-Compliance  Letters  is  subsequently 
found  by  an  IPI  to  have  committed  another  material  vio- 
lation, the  RHRC  shall  issue  a  further  Non-Compliance 
Letter;  and  that  Letter  shall  be  recorded  and  placed  in  the 
Covered  Landlord's  file  at  the  aforementioned  agencies 
and  shall  remain  in  effect  for  a  period  of  thirty-six  (36) 
calendar  months. 

(d)  Rescission  of  Non-Compliance  Letter  for  Land- 
lords. If  at  any  time  after  a  Non-Compliance  Letter  has 
been  issued  pursuant  to  this  section  on  a  Covered  Land- 
lord that  an  IPI  has  determined  to  have  committed  a  ma- 
terial violation  of  these  sections,  such  Covered  Landlord 
may  petition  RHRC  for  the  rescission  of  such  sanctions 
by  demonstrating  that  it  has  taken  sufficient  steps  to  rec- 
tify the  effects  of  the  material  violation.  If,  after  receipt 
of  such  petition,  RHRC  determines  that  such  Covered 
Landlord  has  rectified  the  material  violation  and  its  ef- 
fects, RHRC  shall  rescind  the  Non-Compliance  Letter 
that  it  issued  and  shall  direct  the  agencies  with  which  such 
Letter  was  filed  to  remove  the  Letter  from  the  Covered 
Landlord's  file. 

RHRC  shall  promulgate  a  fair,  reasonable,  and  effi- 
cient procedure  to  be  utilized  for  making  determinations 
regarding  the  rescission  of  Non-Compliance  Letters;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  in  the  case  of  a  Covered  Landlord 
cited  for  failure  to  engage  in  collective  bargaining  with 
a  Recognized  Tenant  Organization,  rescission  of  a  previ- 
ously issued  Non-Compliance  Letter  shall  be  automatic 
upon  agreement  by  such  Covered  Landlord  to  engage  in 
such  collective  bargaining. 

(e)  Recognition  of  Landlords  Who  Engage  in  Success- 
ful Collective  Bargaining.  Any  Covered  Landlord  who 
executes  an  agreement  with  a  Recognized  Tenant  Organi- 
zation upon  engaging  in  the  collective  bargaining  process 
shall  be  recognized  by  RHRC,  which  shall  issue  a  Col- 
lective Bargaining  Agreement  Letter.  The  Collective  Bar- 
gaining Agreement  Letter  shall  be  recorded  and  placed  in 
the  Covered  Landlord's  file  at  the  following  agencies  of 
the  city  of  Boston:  RHRC,  the  Department  of  Neighbor- 
hood Development,  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority, 
the  Inspectional  Services  Department,  and  the  Licensing 
Board.  Such  letter  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Zoning  Board 
of  Appeal.  The  Collective  Bargaining  Agreement  Letter 
shall  remain  in  effect  and  in  the  Covered  Landlord's  file

at  the  aforementioned  agencies  for  a  period  oftime  equal 
to  the  duration  ofthe  collective  bargaining  agreement  suc- 
cessfully negotiated  by  such  Covered  Landlord.  When- 
ever a  Covered  Landlord  who  has  been  recognized  with 
a  Collective  Bargaining  Agreement  Letter  that  remains  in 
effect  pursuant  to  these  sections  submits  a  bid  in  response 
to  requests  for  proposals  or  sale  of  public  land  or  applies 
for  building  permits  or  business  licenses,  the  Collective 
Bargaining  Agreement  Letter  shall  be  considered  by  the 
agency  in  determining  the  disposition  of  such  bid  or  such 
application. 

(f)  Citation  to  Recognized  Tenant  Organizations.  Any 
Recognized  Tenant  Organization  that  RHRC  has  deter- 
mined to  have  committed  a  material  violation  ofthese  sec- 
tions shall  be  served  by  certified  mail  a  citation  and  for  a 
period  of  twelve  (12)  calendar  months  shall  cease  to  be 
recognized  by  RHRC  and  therefore  not  be  eligible  to  en- 
gage in  collective  bargaining  or  otherwise  enjoy  the  ben- 
efits of  these  sections.  A  Recognized  Tenant  Organization 
that  has  been  cited  at  any  time  in  the  past  by  RHRC  for 
having  materially  violated  this  Ordinance  shall,  if  so  cited 
for  a  second  time  by  RHRC,  cease  to  be  recognized  by 
RHRC  for  a  period  of  twenty-four  (24)  calendar  months. 
A  Recognized  Tenant  Organization  that  has  been  cited 
at  least  twice  in  the  past  by  RHRC  for  having  materially 
violated  this  Ordinance  shall,  if  so  cited  again  by  RHRC, 
cease  to  be  recognized  by  RHRC  for  a  period  of  thirty-six 
(36)  calendar  months. 

(g)  Rescission  of  Citation  to  Recognized  Tenant  Orga- 
nizations. If  at  any  time  after  a  citation  has  been  issued 
pursuant  to  this  section  on  a  Recognized  Tenant  Organi- 
zation that  RHRC  has  determined  to  have  committed  a 
material  violation  ofthese  sections,  such  Recognized  Ten- 
ant Organization  may  petition  RHRC  for  the  rescission  of 
such  citation  by  demonstrating  that  it  has  taken  sufficient 
steps  to  rectify  the  effects  of  the  material  violation.  If, 
after  receipt  of  such  petition,  RHRC  determines  that  such 
Recognized  Tenant  Organization  has  indeed  rectified  the 
material  violation  and  its  effects,  RHRC  shall  rescind  its 
temporary  decertification  ofthe  Recognized  Tenant  Orga- 
nization and  such  Recognized  Tenant  Organization  shall 
again  be  eligible  to  engage  in  collective  bargaining  and 
otherwise  to  enjoy  the  benefits  of  these  sections. 

RHRC  shall  promulgate  a  fair,  reasonable,  and  effi- 
cient procedure  to  be  utilized  for  making  determinations 
regarding  the  rescission  of  a  citation. 

(h)  Enforcement  of  Penalties  in  Housing  Court.  HRC, 
any  affected  Recognized  Tenant  Organization,  or  Covered 
Landlord  may  seek  to  enforce  any  decision  relating  to  ma- 
terial violations  and/or  penalties  made  by  RHRC  under 
these  sections  by  application  to  the  Boston  Division  of 
the  Housing  Court  Department  of  the  Trial  Court  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

(i)  Limitations.  Nothing  in  this  section  empowers 
RHRC  in  any  way  to  (i)  limit  a  Covered  Landlord's  right 
to  terminate  the  lease(s)  of  his  tenant(s)  or  remove  prop- 
erty from  the  rental  market,  insofar  as  such  actions  are 
taken  in  compliance  with  the  existing  lease(s)  and  ap- 
plicable law,  (ii)  limit  a  Covered  Landlord's  right  to  re- 
move property  from  the  rental  market  in  order  to  sell  it, 
(iii)  prescribe,  set,  or  otherwise  determine  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  any  tenancy  or  set  of  tenancies,  (iv)  restrict, 
limit,  or  otherwise  cap  the  rent  that  a  Covered  Landlord 
may  receive  for  any  Building  or  dwelling  unit(s)  under 
his  control,  or  (v)  require  a  particular  outcome  for  any 
given  negotiation  between  a  Covered  Landlord  and  a  Rec- 
ognized Tenant  Organization. 

9-13.8  Severability. 

If  any  provision  ofthese  sections  or  the  application  of 
such  provision  to  any  person  or  circumstance  shall  be  held 
invalid,  the  validity  of  the  remainder  of  these  provisions 
and  the  applicability  of  such  provision  to  other  persons 
or  circumstances  shall  not  be  affected  thereby.  Nothing 
in  this  act  shall  be  construed  as  exercising  power  to  enact 
private  or  civil  law  governing  civil  relationships  not  inci- 
dent to  an  exercise  of  an  independent  municipal  power. 


9-13.9  Sunset  Provision. 

The  provisions  ofthese  sections  shall  terminate  on  the 
fifth  (5th)  anniversary  of  passage,  provided,  however,  that 
the  Boston  City  Council,  upon  determination  and  declara- 
tion that  the  need  for  these  provisions  continues  to  exist, 
may  extend  the  act  for  five  (5)  year  periods  thereafter. 

9-13.10  Implementation. 

The  provisions  of  these  sections  shall  be  effective  im- 
mediately upon  passage.

Whereas:  A  more  recent  report  by  CSSS  and  Harvard's 
School  for  Public  Health  titled  "Play  Across  Boston,"  fur- 
ther shows  that  girls  in  Boston  have  approximately  one-

Whereas:  Violence  among  girls  is  increasing  at  a  stag- 
gering rate,  according  to  Report  ofthe  2004  Boston  Youth

LOWER  THE  CITY  SKYROCKETING  HEALTH 
CARE  COSTS  (DOCKET  NO.  1440) 

Councilors  CONSALVO,  TURNER,  MCDERMOTT, 
LAMATTINA,  MURPHY,  ROSS,  FEENEY,  YOON  and 
FLAHERTY  offered  the  following: 

Whereas:  The  rising  cost  of  prescription  medications  is 
an  issue  of  social  and  financial  concern.  Retail  prescrip- 
tion drug  costs  have  risen  at  more  than  three  times  the  rate 
of  inflation  every  year  for  the  past  decade;  even  as  more 
drugs  are  available  through  research  and  development. 
Total  United  States  pharmaceutical  sales  were  around 
$210  billion  in  2005,  a  recent  report  in  the  Boston  Globe 
projects  them  to  rise  to  $316  billion  by  2009;  a  50%  in- 
crease in  just  four  years;  and, 

Whereas:  The  City's  health  care  costs  have  also  sky- 
rocketed in  recent  years  to  $235  million.  A  report  from 
the  Boston  Municipal  Research  Bureau  that  health  care 
was  49%  of  the  City's  operating  budget  increase.  Health 
care  spending  for  Boston  is  the  fifth  largest  item  in  the 
city  budget  and  spending  has  increased  92%  since  2001, 
with  an  average  1 1%  increase  each  year  since  2003;  and, 

Whereas:  Specifically,  prescription  medication  costs  in 
just  five  of  the  six  health  care  plans  offered  to  city  employ- 
ees have  risen  roughly  $10  million  in  the  past  two  years 
up  to  over  $60  million  in  2006.  In  order  to  save  money,  the 
City  of  Boston  even  discussed  importing  medicines  from 
Canada  to  better  serve  city  employees;  and, 

Whereas:  Unfortunately,  even  as  they  become  more 
effective  and  available  in  greater  variety,  prescription 
medications  are  also  wasted  at  increasing  rates.  Many 
times  a  family  member  will  get  better  without  using  all 
of  her  medicine  or  her  doctor  will  change  prescriptions 
to  a  more  effective  drug.  Other  times  a  loved  one  with 
several  chronic  conditions  will  pass  away  without  finish- 
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ing  a  lengthy  course  of  medication.  In  both  cases  a  virtual 
pharmacy  of  unused,  unopened  prescriptions  is  left  in  the 
bathroom  cabinets;  and. 

Whereas:  Studies  in  publications  such  as  The  Archives 
of  Internal  Medicine,  the  Journal  of  Family  Practice, 
and  the  American  Journal  of  Public  Health  support  the 
hypothesis  that  as  much  as  twenty  percent  of  prescribed 
medications  in  the  United  States  go  unused  and  thus  are 
wasted  for  various  reasons.  Some  of  those  medicines  are 
thrown  or  flushed  away,  ensuring  that  dangerous  chemi- 
cals pollute  our  environment,  while  others  could  get  into 
the  hands  of  children  or  illicit  users;  and, 

Whereas:  Relatives  and  family  members  will  often 
turn  to  their  doctor  or  pharmacist  about  how  to  donate  or 
return  unused  medications,  only  to  be  told  that  unopened 
and  still  sealed  bottles  of  pills  must  be  destroyed.  Many 
people  also  have  the  desire  and  willingness  to  do  some- 
thing good  with  those  medicines,  instead  of  letting  them 
go  to  waste;  and. 

Whereas:  The  technology  exists  to  recycle  and  reissue 
unopened  and  unused  prescription  medications.  On  Oc- 
tober 16,  2006,  the  Boston  Globe  reported  on  Dr.  Moshe 
Alamaro's  plans  to  save  some  of  the  vast  quantities  of  us- 
able medications  that  are  destroyed  every  year.  A  scientist 
at  MIT,  Dr.  Alamaro's  efforts  have  been  written  about  in 
AARP  Magazine,  Nature  Medicine  and  many  other  local 
publications.  His  work  is  supported  by  other  physicians 
and  he  is  currently  working  with  a  clinic  in  Memphis,  TN 
to  attempt  to  reissue  unused  medications  to  those  in  need; 
and, 

Whereas:  The  practice  of  reissuing  unused  prescription 
medications  has  been  established  only  in  long  term  care 
facilities  where  the  medication  is  kept  under  the  control 
of  licensed  medical  personnel.  Twenty  six  states  have 
such  programs,  including  Massachusetts,  which  is  autho- 
rized under  M.G.L.  Ill  Section  251  to  reissue  through 
long  tenn  care  facilities  a  very  limited  number  of  the  most 
expensive  prescriptions;  and; 

Whereas:  The  potential  for  monetary  savings  in  reissu- 
ing unused  medicines  is  enormous.  Since  January  2005, 
Tulsa  County,  OK  has  saved  over  $1.4  million  by  reissu- 
ing prescriptions  through  county  care  facilities.  Califor- 
nia, Texas,  Louisiana,  Montana,  Missouri  and  Ohio  are 
among  states  that  are  starting  similar  programs  in  long 
term  care  facilities;  all  expect  to  have  millions  of  dollars 
in  savings;  and; 

Whereas:  The  societal  savings  of  reissuing  unused 
medications  are  incalculable.  First,  low  and  moderate  in- 
come people  would  have  access  to  expensive  medications 
that  they  otherwise  could  not  afford.  Second,  prescrip- 
tions would  not  be  destroyed  or  wasted,  thus  helping  to 
lower  pollution  rates.  Finally,  medications  would  not  be 
accidentally  ingested  by  children  or  used  illegally  through 
underground  markets;  and 

Whereas:  The  City  of  Boston  has  a  fiscal  responsibility 
to  its  residents  to  explore  all  new  alternatives,  available 
options  and  to  think  outside  the  box  in  order  to  lower  City 
health  care  costs  and  the  price  of  prescription  drugs,  as 
well  as  offer  the  widest  possible  selection  of  medicines  to 
those  in  the  City's  care  plans  who  might  not  have  access  to 
them;  NOW,  THEREFORE  BE  IT  ORDERED, 

Ordered:  That  the  appropriate  committee  of  the  Boston 
City  Council  hold  a  hearing  to  investigate  the  possibility 
of  recycling  and  reissuing  unused,  unopened  prescription 
medications  within  the  context  of  the  health  care  plans 
for  current  employees  of,  and  retirees  from,  the  City  of 
Boston.  Representatives  from  the  Boston  Public  Health 
Commission,  the  Elderly  Commission,  the  Law  Depart- 
ment, the  State  Pharmacy  Board  and  Dr.  Moshe  Alamaro 
and  other  interested  parties  shall  be  invited  to  attend.

AN  ORDINANCE  REGARDING  THE  FORMULA 
FOR  PAYMENTS  IN  LIEU  OF  TAXES  (PILOT) 

Whereas:  The  City  of  Boston  enters  into  agreements 
regarding  Payments  in  Lieu  of  Taxes  (PILOT)  with  many 
institutions  qualifying  as  tax-exempt;  and 

Whereas:  The  PILOT  payments  are  determined  on  a 
case-by-case  basis;  and 

Whereas:  Transparency  and  consistency  in  government 
will  be  enhanced  by  an  articulation  of  a  fixed  formula  for 
the  generation  of  a  minimum  amount  for  a  PILOT  pay- 
ment. NOW  THEREFORE, 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol- 
lows: 

Section  1 . 

CBC  Chapter  XVIII  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting 
the  following  section  after  CBC  18-1.16(20)  and  re-num- 
bering the  remaining  sub-sections: 

CBC  18-1.16(21)  Payments  in  Lieu  of  Taxes. 

In  an  effort  to  preserve  and  promote  transparency  and 
consistency  in  government,  for  any  agreement  between 
the  City  of  Boston  tax-exempt  organizations,  including 
but  not  limited  to  educational  institutions,  that  includes 
provisions  for  Payments  in  Lieu  of  Taxes  (PILOTs),  such 
PILOT  payments  shall  be  calculated  to  set  a  minimum 
amount  for  such  PILOT  as  follows: 

(a)  the  Assessor  for  the  City  of  Boston  shall  gener- 
ate an  assessed  value  for  all  of  the  buildings  and  lands 
owned  by  the  institution/organization  entering  into  the 
PILOT  agreement  and  exempt  from  property  taxation  as 
residential  real  estate  and  shall  update  and  shall  continu- 
ously update  and  revise  the  ownership  and/or  use  of  such 
buildings  and  lands  to  capture  changes  in  ownership  and' 
or  use; 

(b)  the  Assessor  for  the  City  of  Boston  shall  multiply 
the  amount  in  subsection  (a)  by  the  commercial  real  estate 
tax  multiplier  for  the  relevant  Fiscal  Year; 

(c)  the  Assessor  for  the  City  of  Boston  shall  multiply 
the  amount  derived  in  subsection  (b)  by  twenty-five  per- 
cent (25%); 

(d)  the  amount  derived  in  subsection  (c)  shall  be  the 
minimum  amount  for  any  payments  under  PILOTs. 

Section  2. 

CBC  Chapter  VIII  is  hereby  amended  by  appending 
the  following  section. 

CBC  8-1 1  Payments  in  Lieu  of  Taxes. 

In  an  effort  to  evaluate  the  scope  and  effectiveness  of 
the  programs  involving  agreements  to  make  Payments 
in  Lieu  of  Taxes  (PILOTs)  as  referenced  in  CBC  18- 
1.16(21),  the  Treasurer-Collector  of  the  City  of  Boston 
shall  annually  prepare  a  report  detailing  all  of  the  PILOTs 
in  the  City  of  Boston.  The  report  shall  include  all  activity, 
obligations,  and  payments  made  for  the  fiscal  year  (July  1 
through  June  30).  The  report  shall  be  filed  with  the  Bos- 
ton City  Council  by  filing  it  with  the  Clerk  of  the  City  of 
Boston  no  later  than  October  1  of  each  calendar  year,  and 
the  Clerk  shall  include  the  report  on  the  agenda  for  the 
next  regular  meeting  of  the  Boston  City  Council. 

The  report  shall  include  but  not  be  limited  to:

Section  3.
